The unstable, inflationary 
economy was the major reason 
Abegg cited for the increase. He 
added that historically, it has been 
the practice at Bradley to consider 
tuition increases every two years 
and that the increase is the lowest 
tuition hike in the last 10 years. 


“We realize that in increasing 
the tuition we face the possibility 
of losing some students 
hopefully by keeping it to as low 
a figure as we can, that will not 
come to pass,” Abegg said.

Without the tuition increase, 
Abegg explained, the projected 
deficit for the 1974-75 school 


year would amount to $676,000. 
With the additional $100 per 
student, the deficit would be 
lowered to $276,000, assuming 
enrollment stabilizes at 4000 
students. 


The budget for the current 
year anticipates a deficit of 
over half a million dollars, based 
on an enrollment of 3900 
students. 

Under questioning by senators, 


Abegg said there are no specific 
plans at the present time to 
increase room or board costs and 
if enrollment remains close to 
4000, he sees no major faculty 
cutbacks.

Procedures. The three-member 
committee was headed by Dr. 
David Pichaske, assistant professor 
of English, and included Dr. 
William Hammond, electrical 
engineering professor; and Bradley 
senior Sharon Bull. 

Abegg’s veto came in a letter 
dated July 31, addressed to Dr. 
James Ballowe, chairman of the 
University Senate. In it, Abegg 
cited meetings held May 22 and 
29 to discuss the proposed 
procedures and deadlines that 
would be involved if 
pre-registration was instituted. 

“I attended both of these 
meetings,” he said in the letter 
and it was obvious to me, as I am 
sure it must have been to others in 
attendance, that although some 
preliminary planning had been 
done, much more remained to be 
resolved before any 
pre-registration plan could be 
effectively implemented. 

“Therefore, it is my decision 
that until such time as the 


purposes and procedures for 
p re-registration can be more 
clearly defined and general 
agreement established, we will 
continue with our present 
registration process.” 

In an interview this fall, Abegg 
said, “I think a pre-registration 
process is going to come, but I 
would hope that most of the 
potential problems could be 
ironed out before we implement 
the process. 

“Everyone has his own idea 
about what they want from 
pre-registration. What we need to 
find is something that hoepfully 
satisfies the majority, recognizing 
that there are a few who won’t be 
happy with the situation.” 

Abegg said he believed a 
down-payment on tuition would 
have to be required at the time of 
pre-registration and added that 
students who spoke at May 22 
and 29 meetings to discuss the 
proposal had expressed a 
reluctance to agree to this 


requirement. 

“I think the university has to 
expect some kind of earnest 
money.” he explained. 
“Otherwise the student is free to 
decide the day of fall registration 
that he’s not coming back. Those 
classes are already locked up for 
him and they’re not available for 
other students. If he doesn’t 
return, he loses that money. But if 
he does return the classes are 
there and that money applies 
toward his tuition.” 

Abegg added that he did not 
see any pre-registration process as 
solving the problem of closed 
classes. 


Ad hoc committee chairman 
Pichaske expressed 
disappointment at the presidential 
veto. He estimated that 
approximately two-thirds of the 
University Senate voted in favor 
of the recommendations of his 
committee. “The one-third that 
voted against were predominantly, 
as I recall watching, 
administrators,” Pichaske said. 
“So I think the academic 
communitv was pretty strongly in 
back of it. 

“As I see this school, the 
university is a community of 
scholars. Some are licensed, like

Senate to consider constitutional revisions

Three areas of revision in the 
present Senate constitution have 
been proposed, according to Phil 
Pritzker, co-chairman of Senate’s 
Rules and Judiciary Committee. 

Pritzker, Frank Gabell, and 


Kevin Tilton presented the 
proposed changes to a Sept. 6 
meeting of the rules committee. 
The revisions were submitted in 
preparation for a student 
referendum to ratify the 
constitution. 


The original document was 
declared unconstitutional by the 
Student Supreme Court because it 
had never been ratified by a 
student vote. The court made the 
ruling in March of this year as a 
result of a case, Frank Gabell vs.

According to Colletti, two 
research projects concerning last 
year’s P.R. Week concluded that it 
did not accomplish its objectives.

Student Senate, a test case that 
upheld the constitutionality of 
the black Senate seat. 

Senate held a student 
referendum April 5, in an attempt 
to ratify the document. Students 
voted 198-97 to reject the 
constitution. 

The three proposed changes 
deal with the black Senate seat, 
the amending procedure, and the 
purpose of power clause. 

‘These are our opinions of 
things that needed revision,” 
explained Pritzker. “The 
committee . makes the final 
decision and then proposes the 
revised form to Senate.” 

The purpose of power clause 
(Purpose IV) states that Senate 
has the authority to “act as a 
co-ordinating body for all student 
activities.” 

“This statement was 
misinterpreted by several student 
organizations,” he explained.

According to Pritzker, the 
constitution will be in two parts, 
the Articles which are 
constitutional law and the statutes 
which can be acted upon by the 
Supreme Court. 


“I am not at liberty to discuss 
the separate revisions until they 
are approved by the Senate,” 
Pritzker added, “but we looked 
for procedure and ambiguity. We 
stated things that were previously 
left up to judition.” 


Within the month the Rules 
and Judiciary Committee will ask 
all student funded organizations 
to place on file, with the 
committee, their constitution for 
evaluation.

Sit W Bull remodeled

“It’s a matter of dollars and 
cents - giving the students a place 
to go or closing down altogether,” 
said David A. Berger, director of 
food service representing Canteen 
Corporation. Berger was 
explaining why service in the Sit 
V Bull room was changed from a 
grill and snack bar to a vending 
machine operation. 


The Sit ’n’ Bull Room, located 
in the basement of the Student 
Center, was remodeled in 
mid-August. The kitchen area, 
which used to serve hot meals, 
was enclosed behind paneling, and 
replaced by Canteen with vending 
machines and two microwave 


affairs, agreed in late July that a 
change was necessary. 

Ritter pointed out that the 
Student Center lost $12,500 last 
year in operating the Sit ’n’ Bull 
Room and the cafeteria on the 
first floor. 

“People were coming down to 
the Sit ’n’ Bull Room and just 
buying a cup of coffee or 
studying,” Berger said evaluating 
the loss. 

“What we have down there 
now is a room that is open when 
the Student Center is open. The 
students can do what they want 
and the university can save some 
money.”

The machines offer a wide 
range of foods including milk, soft 
drinks, candy bars, pretzels and 
potato chips, and a variety of

Student Center Director Ritter 
pointed out that the conversion of 
the Sit ’n’ Bull Room has already 
resulted in a savings. “At the end 
of the first week of operation,” he 
said, “we took in $100 more than 
at a comparable time last year. We 
also saved $500 in labor, but we 
did have to pay 25-30 per cent 
more for the food this year.”

Pre-registration ? 


If given the opportunity, most students would gladly 
relinquish the present system of registration in favor of 
pre-registering. 

Registration, as it now stands, is a hassle for many 
students. 

Many of the advantages listed by the University Senate ad 
hoc committee in their report are indeed wonderful 
improvements over the long lines, mental anguish, and 

panicky, last-minute decisions that characterize the present 
system. 

President Abegg, however, should not receive a scorching 
condemnation for his veto. 

As late as the May 22 and 29 meetings on matters essential 
to the proposal’s implementation, there was still considerable 
dissension according to several sources. Perhaps greater 
cooperation between the groups involved could have resulted 
in a more complete plan, a plan more deserving of the 
president’s approval. 

Unfortunately, for the time being at least, the matter 
seems to have been dropped. The ad hoc committee 
completed its official function when it published its report. 
And while the registrar promises continuing study in the area 
of registration, no one seems to be pushing very hard for a 
major revision of the system. 

The Scout urges further study in the area of alternative 
systems of registration be made - possibly by a larger 
committee made up of students, faculty, and administrators. 
The system can be changed, but before conditions will 
improve those who do the suffering at registration time will 
have to push a little harder.

Karate flicks reflect romantic view: not reality yt

“If I could choose a picture 
that would really show what 
karate is,” said the black belt, “it 
would be a picture of someone 
sitting in a meditative position 
with his eye closed.” 

The words are those of Dennis 
Hill, Bradley Karate Club 
instructor and holder of a black 
belt in the Wado-Kai order. 

This picture of meditation does 
not appear to be the same picture 
projected by the ever increasing 
number of “martial arts film 
spectaculars” such as Five 
Fingers of Death or Fists of Fury 
both starring Bruce Lee. 

“The thing about these 
movies,” Hill explained, “is that 
they show the people what they 
want to see. Most people’s 
understanding of the martial arts 
is very shallow; therefore the 
movies tend to be very shallow. 

They (martial arts movies) often 
touch only upon the physical and 
dramatic feats, to make the 
audience stand in awe,” Hill said. 

But, according to Hill, who 
spent two years in Japan learning 
karate and the Oriental way of 
thinking that surrounds it, the 
physical aspect of karate forms 
only about one-fourth of the total 
reality of what the ‘art’ is. 

‘The time taken to understand 
something is much greater in the 
mental area than the physical. For 
example, if you divide the time 
used to learn a certain “kata” 
(Japanese for “form”) of karate 
you would find that a great deal 
of time is spent while not even 
moving the body, but simply 
thinking about it and re-running it 
through the mind,” HiU said. 

The soft-voiced psychology 
major and artist explained another 
aspect of karate that makes the 
complete art sometimes hard for 
Westerners to grasp. 

“Karate is an expression of Zen 
and that’s with quotation marks, 


underlined, capital letters and all 
that. If you can understand this 
statement you can understand 
karate,” said Hill. 

Karate originated with 
Buddhist monks, first in India and 
then in China, and it is impossible 
to separate karate from the Zen 
philosophy, according to Hill. 

‘The basis of the Zen religion 
is that it fits with the universe and 


“The modem person wants to 
understand everything; the key 
word is ‘understand’.” 

As far as exposure through the 
entertainment media is concerned. 
Hill feels that the ABC television 
series Kung-Fu comes much closer 
in accurately representing the 
marital arts than do recently made 
“spectacular” movies.

with nature. In China it’s known 
as Toaism, and in Japan it’s what 
we call Zen Buddhism. Zen 
involves observing nature and 
going along with it, the flow of 
the universe,” Hill said in his 
peculiar manner that, in a way, 
temporarily takes a listener out of 
Peoria, Ill., and takes them to the 
Orient.

he would spend actually ‘working 
out’ is minor compared to the 
time he spends living. And when 
you’re in those surroundings-a 
monastery-you are associated 
with the thinking and the life of 
the Buddhist monks.” 

Even those movies made with 
the primary intent of making 
money and ‘showing the people 
what they want to see’, however, 
serve a certain purpose, according 
to Hill. 

Although Hill tries to avoid 
‘advertising’ with exhibitionism, 
board-breaking, and other stunts, 
in his words ... the violent part 
of karate often serves as a kind of 
attraction, or tool, for acquiring 
new students. Then, when you get 
them in, you can show them what 
karate is really all about. 

“So even looking at these 
movies for what they are,” 
explained Hill, “they do promote 
the arts in some way. Although 
they are phonies’ in a lot of areas, 
they do some good in at least 
getting people interested and 
asking questions about the martial 
arts.”

Dr. Van Arsdale was chancellor 
since June, 1971, after serving ten 
years as president of the 
university. 

During the decade he served as 
president, Bradley expanded its 
enrollment by almost 1,400 
students and raised a total of 
$23,000,000 for physical plant 
improvements and for staff and 
faculty salaries. 

Van Arsdale came to Bradley 


from Worcester Polytechnic 
Institute in Massassachusets, 
where he served as executive vice 
president. He received his doctoral 
degree from the University of 
Buffalo, now the State University 
of New York at Buffalo, where he 
had been director of University 
Development and Planning before 
moving to Worcester. 

Van Arsdale was the sixth 
president in the history of Bradley 
and the first man to serve as 
chancellor. The position of 
chancellor will not be refilled, 
according to President Martin 
Abegg.

Million dollar estate left Fussell

Mr. Block, 73, a Peoria 
investment counselor and 
stockbroker, died March 29, 
1973.

Despite the fact that 
enrollment at most four-year 
colleges has dropped from last 
year, Bradley admissions for the 
fall semester are “practically the 
same as last year,” according to 
Orville Nothdurft, dean of 
admissions. He added, “We may 
even exceed last year’s total.” 

Present enrollment for the fall 
term is 4,960 students, with 3,928 
of those full-time. 

“The projected figure was 
3,900 full-time students and we’re 
just happy to have reached it,” 
Nothdurft said. 

“We could conceivably reach 
4,000 full-time students,” he 
added. 

Of the full-time students, 
1,015 are either new or returning 
freshmen, he said. “Our goal was 
900 new freshmen students.” 

Nothdurft attributes the large 
freshman enrollment to the 


coordinated efforts of a student 
body that became involved in 
several meaningful recruiting 
programs and the work of the 
faculty. 

He estimated that although 25 
to 50 students will leave Bradley 
during the first few weeks, “this 
loss is usually offset by late 
registrants.” 

Asked if lower academic 
standards contributed to the 
successful enrollment drive, 
Nothdurft answered, “We’ve got 
some terrific kids here. We think 
we have as many people as last 
year from the top 10 per cent of 
their high school classes. 

“We are providing an 
opportunity for a number of 
borderline students, but the 
number is very small. I don’t 
think the quality of Bradley is 
down.”

Bradley’s Urban Corps 
program, a community service 
internship for qualified students, 
will begin its second year this fall. 

According to Robert Elgie, 
geography professor in charge of 
the program, the Urban Corps is 
concerned with bringing the urban 
area and the academic community 
closer together by placing 
students within various public and 
non-profit private agencies in the 
city. 

“Students who have some skills 
in particular areas can make them 
available to the agencies,” Elgie 
explained. “And, at the same 
time, they get a firsthand 
impression of what it is to work in 
these types of agencies, and some 
sense whether this kind of activity 
is something which might turn 
into a permanent vocation.” 

The program is funded by a 
Federal College Work Study grant, 
and a student can earn up to $30 
per week working 15 hours for a 
Peoria-area agency. 

Elgie said he contacts the 
agencies and tries to find out if 
their programs need help.

skill he has to offer with the 
nature of the position,” he said. 

Six students were involved in 
the program the past school year, 
working in such agencies as the 
Peoria city manager’s office, the 
city legal office, the Urban 


Renewal Agency, the Illinois 
Institute for Social Policy, and the 
Community Action Agency. 

Elgie said he is looking forward 
to a significant increase in both 
the number of agencies and the 
number of students involved. 


The ratio of student success to 
failure in the Urban Corps 
program was about 50-50 the first 
year, according to Elgie.

“Fighting rumors is the most 
difficult problem facing security 
at Bradley University,” according 
to Director of Safety and Security 
David A. Baer. 

Incidents of misdemeanors 
which are blown out of 
proportion are frequently 
encountered by the security force 
said Baer. 

Before reporting illegal 
happenings to campus security, a 
student should “find out the truth 
first and get it straight and 
accurate,” stated Baer. 

Baer has been director of 
safety and security for seven 
months and was named to the 
position shortly after receiving his 
degree in Administration of 
Justice at Southern Illinois 
University, Carbondale, in 
December 1972. 

While some incidents may turn 
into rumors, other problems are 
left unreported, according to 
Baer. “Most people have a 


tendency to turn their backs on 
incidents because they don’t want 
to be ‘finks’,” he said.

Robbery, threats cause student to leave 


A student has left Bradley after 
being robbed at knife point in a 
stairwell of Wyckoff dormitory 
Aug. 26, said Sam Wagner, 
director of Information Services. 

The victim, a freshman who 
was not identified, was robbed by 
four young men who threatened 
him and warned him not to report 


the incident. 

The student took a plane to his 
home state of New York the 
following day and the university 
was not aware of the incident 
until the student’s parents 
informed President Martin 
Abegg’s office by phone on the 
morning of Aug. 28. 


“Evidence indicates that the 
four men who committed the 
robbery were probably not 
students,” said Wagner. He added 
that campus security and the 
Peoria police have been provided 
with a description of the four. 

A meeting of administrators, 
dorm staff, and security was held

the day the phone call was 
received to discuss what measures 
would be taken to insure the 
safety of students. As a result of 
the meeting, dormitories were 
locked at 8 p.m. instead of 
midnight as they had been last 
year. 

According to Wagner, the 
student was not officially enrolled 
at Bradley and was to have 
registered the day after the 
incident. 


‘The way Bradley students can 
help is to open their mouths and 
say something if they notice 
anything illegal.” 

Baer believes that drinking or 
smoking marijuana on campus is a 
student’s own personal decision. 
However, he feels that he must 
enforce the rules as set down by 
the university. Security men 
patrol dorm lobbies but they do 
not go on any of The floors 
according to the director. 

Commenting on thefts on 
campus, Baer said that the major 
reason is negligence on the 
students’ parts such as leaving 
doors unlocked and not using 
strong locks on bicycles. 

To help curb theft, “Operation 
Identification,” a nation-wide 
program to permanently engrave 
personal property with owners’ 
names and license numbers, was 
put into effect at Bradley by Baer 
during his second month of duty. 

This program should help the 
12-officer security force notify 
owners of recovered stolen 
property said Baer. 

Other new additions to 
security include the distribution 
of bulletins telling what phone 
numbers to call in case of 
emergencies and reminders to lock 
doors and report unusual 
happenings. 

Baer said that he is also trying 
to start a program in which 
students design posters to display 
around campus to help security 
measures. 

Baer said he is available for 
assistance at the security office 
located at 1308 Bradley Ave. 


Dorm security increase 
totals 104 hours weekly

received a 12 hour increase in 
their present supervision hours.

lawyer and politician, the resident 
of Marshall, Ill., mixed in stories 
as he went. The stories were so 
numerous that it was hard to keep 
count of them all. 

My favorite line came when 
Moore told the story of how a 
woman unknowlingly sat on 
Lincoln’s hat. As Lincoln viewed 
his squashed hat, he said “I could 
have told you it woundn’t have fir 
before you put it on.” 

Citing clarity, brevity, logic 
and humor as the elements of 
Lincoln’s vocal style, Moore noted 
that the Great Emancipator’s 
stories were always short and used 
simple words in an uncommon 
style. 

In an informal interview before 
the performance, the middleaged 
Moore said his interest in Lincoln 
had not begun until 1950. “He 
wasn’t even one of my boyhood 
heroes,” Moore said. 

Moore’s enthusiasm seemed to 
permeate his performance. He 
delivered his performance talk in 
an easy-going yet engrossing 


speaker not only because of his 
tremendous knowledge of 
Lincoln, but also because of his 
excellent diction and clear 
enunciation. 

Although I enjoyed the 
hour-long presentation, it did 
prove lengthy and somewhat 
repetitious toward the conclusion. 
The overall impression, however, 
was that it was very well done.

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New business dean, art director begin duties 


A new dean of the College of 
Business Administration and a 
new director of the School of Art 
have begun administrative duties 
at Bradley this fall. 

Dr. Thomas A. Bausch became 
dean of the College of Business 
Administration August 20, 



replacing Dr. Richard Hartman 
who had been serving as acting 
director of the college. Professor 
Verne Funk took over from 
Gerald Fromberg who had been 
acting director of the School of 
Art since 1972 when former Art 
Director Robin Mayor became 
president of the Vancouver 
School of Art in Vancouver, B.C. 

Coming to Bradley from John 
Carroll University where he was 
assistant dean and associate 
professor of economics for the 
School of Business, Dr. Bausch 
will hold the rank of professor of 
business administration. He 
received his B.S. degree in 
economics from John Carroll and 
both his M.B.A. and D.B.A. degrees 
from Indiana University. 


His doctoral dissertation 
involved extensive research in 
Venezuela, where he was affiliated 
with the Institute of Investigative 
Economics at the University of 
Catolica Andres Bello. He is a 
former Ford Foundation Fellow 
and is the present director of the 
Cleveland Urban Observatory 
National Agenda Project, 
“Regional and Demographic 
Analysis.” Bausch’s professional 
and research interests include the 
areas of corporate social 
responsibility, urban economics, 
and international business. 

Professor Funk most recently 
served at the University of 
Wisconsin-Whitewater where he 
was chairman of the ceramics 
department. Previously he had 


taught at Wastum Art Museum in 
Racine, Wisconsin, Carthage 
College, the University of 
Wisconsin in Whitewater, and 
California State University in 
Fresno. He holds B.S., M.S., and 
M.F.A. degrees from the 
University of Wisconsin in 
Milwaukee, and will hold the rank 
of associate professor of art at 
Bradley. 

He is widely exhibited in 
ceramics, and his works have 
appeared in virtually every major 
ceramics collection including the 
“Objects, U.S.A.” collection and 
the Johnson Foundation 
Collection. Funk’s works 7 have 
twice been featured on the cover 
of Ceramics Monthly, the 
established journal in that field.

me, and some are apprentice, like 
you (the students),” he 
continued. ‘The administration is 
there to do the jobs you and I 
don’t want to do, because we’re 
busy being scholars. 

‘There’s no voice of the 
university that adequately 
represents the total, but the 
faculty (University) Senate and 
the Student Senate come the 
closest. When the Senate speaks, it 
may just be recommending, but 


that recommendation should be 
binding. 

“The issue is whether the 
university is run for the 
convenience of the faculty and 
the student body or if it is run for 
the convenience of, and at the 
whim of, the administration,” he 
said. 

Faculty members and students 
expressed a desire for 
pre-registration soon after the 
committee was appointed by the 


AV Center moves 
to Bradley wing

In an effort to increase its 
convenience and extend its 
services for faculty and students, 
the Audio-Visual Center moved 
early in the summer from 809 N. 
Glenwood Ave. to Bradley Hall’s 
south wing, Riedelbach Academic 
Hall. The relocation ended ten 
years at the Glenwood Avenue 
site. 

Donald Raeuber, director of 
the center for 17 years, felt it was 
“a much needed move” from the 
two-story, white frame house on 
Glenwood Avenue. 

The new location, which covers 
the entire basement of the south 
wing and four rooms on the first 
floor of Bradley Hall, has more 
overall footage than the old 
facility and storage areas in the 
Music Annex and Morgan Hall. 

The basement is the center of 
AV’s operation where equipment 
is signed out and returned and 
where stencil, duplication, 
tape-copying, recording, and 
equipment repair work is done. A 
studio for photographic work and 
rooms for film developing are also 
located in the basement. 

The first floor of the Bradley 
Hall facility has rooms for classes, 
auditorial use, preview and 
preparation, and office space. 

Remodeling in the new facility 
began soon after Dr. George 
Ferguson, vice president for 
academic affairs, approved the 
plans in the fall of 1972. Raeuber 
started drawing up the plans when 
the south wing was under 
construction during the 1968-69 
school year. 

Another factor in making the 
move was a survey that revealed 
the class rooms that formerly 
occuped the space were unused, 
possibly resulting from a decrease 
in enrollment, according to 
Roberta Rice, assistant director of 
the center. 

The total remodeling cost was 


about $21,000, estimated 
Raeuber. Construction in most of 
the photography rooms and first 
floor area has not been completed 
because funds ran out last 
semester. 

According to Raeuber and 
Rice, about $12,000 used for 
construction was appropriated 
from the administration, $7,000 
from AV’s capital equipment 
budget, and $2,500 from its film 
purchase budger. 

“The electrical work alone cost 
about $9,000,” commented 
Raeuber. 

In the new location, service has 
increased and both directors feel 
they can provide more of this 
service with better efficiency. 
Being in the south wing is the 
decisive factor in providing the 
improved service. “We’re more 
convenient to faculty and Bradley 
Hall,” Raeuber explained, “and 
we offer our services basically at 
cost.” 

“But we still request a 48-hour 
notice before a job appointment 
can be fulfilled,” added Rice. 

The director expressed that 
with the greater amount of 
service, there arises the 
‘‘desperate” need for more 
part-time staff workers and a 
full-time technician for equipment 
repair. 


University Senate, according to 
Pichaske. The committee solicited 
comments concerning registration 
procedures, and of those who 
responded ”100 per cent 
suggested that we pre-register,” he 
said. 

“I asked the Student Senate if 
they would support 
pre-registration and I got a note 
back from Dick Bardoulas (former 
all-school vice president) 
indicating they would,” he added. 

The committee then divided 
the various tasks of the committee 
among themselves, according to 
Pichaske. Registrar Ruth Jass was 
contacted and she expressed a 
willingness to cooperate with the 
committee. The pre-registration 
process in use at other 
universitites was examined and a 
rationale justifying 
pre-registration was prepared. 

‘‘We ended up suggesting 
Bradley implement a system 
similar to that of Notre Dame’s 
and we forwarded their 
registration procedures to the 
Registrar,” Pichaske said. ‘The 
initial response was about six 
pages of why we could not do it 
(from the registrar).” 

“In light of these and other 
objections, I re-wrote the paper 
and sent it out to the faculty,” he 
continued. The revised statement 
contained the recommendations 
approved at the May 3 University 
Senate meeting. 

Registrar Jass said her office 
would continue to consider 
pre-registration, as well as other 
methods of revising the 
registration process. “I’d like to 
see them use the Council of Deans 
for a sounding board in this 
matter,” she commented. 

“The University Senate did not 
clarify the scope of what they 
meant by registration,” Jass 
added, citing her objections to the 
proposal. “If they (the Senate) 
can make clear what they really 
want, we would be willing to 
implement it (assuming the 
president approves).”

Excerpts from the 

Report of the Ad Hoc Committee to 
Study Registration Procedures 
Submitted 5/3/73 

After soliciting and studying faculty and student 
evaluations of current registration procedures, 
investigating procedures used by other institutions, and 
considering alternative possibilities for implementation 
at Bradley, the Committee commends the Registrar on 
the efficiency of our present system and suggests (1) 
that if economically feasible a system of pre-registration 
be instituted at Bradley for spring semester 1973-74 
(registering for fall, 1974-75) which will place students 
in classes and provide faculty and administrators with 
rosters, and (2) that registration procedures be altered 
so as to require all students to consult an advisor before 
registering. 

Most major institutions currently employ some 
system of pre-registration, and for most the system 
works well. The Committee suggests that 
pre-registration extend over a three week period during 
the middle of each semester, with an evenly distributed 
number of freshmen, sophomores, juniors, and seniors 
in each school and college registering each weekday. 

It suggests periodic updates on class size and changes 
in offering be made available to students, advisors, 
chairmen and administrators. 

It also suggests that pre-registration be completed 
one month before final exams begin in the spring, and a 
month and a half before final exams end in the fall 
semester. 

A large percentage of responses to our invitation 
suggested that students be required to see advisors 
before registering. Mandatory advisor’s authorization 
signature was eliminated from Bradley’s registration 
procedure in 1967, much to the delight of students. 

Since advisement strengthens student-faculty bonds, 
compells the student to think of his educational 
program in coherent and comprehensive terms, and 
offers him the guidance of one presumably familiar with 
University and departmental requirements, the 
Committee suggests it be made mandatory.

This will be the 
first time in 37 years that Bradley 
has faced the Illini. The last time 
the two teams met was in 1937. 
Bradley lost that game by a 43-33 
margin. The Braves only win in 
the ten game series between the 
two schools was a 30-22 victory 
during the 1929-30 season. 


The Bradley baseball Braves 
jelled for their final road trip of 
the season and captured fourth 
place in the Missouri Valley 
Conference Tournament last May 
to highlight the 1973 spring sports 
calendar. 

The baseball team, paced by 
all-MVC outfielders Dave 
Diesselhorst and Gary Carter and 
the pitching of Jerry Zywica, Kirk 
Lichtenstein, Jake Monick and 
Chuck Hammond, started off 
their final trip by splitting a 
doubleheader with Southern 
Illinois at Carbondale. The Salukis 
were ranked fifth in the country 
and had won 19 in a row at home 
before the Braves beat them 4-2. 

In the conference tourney in 
Memphis the Braves easily beat 
Memphis St. and Drake but were 
ousted in the double elimination 
tourney when they lost a return 
match to Memphis St. Bradley 
also lost to eventual champion 
Tulsa 4-2 in a very well-played 
contest. 

“We played very well in these 
final six games said coach Chuck 


Buescher, “and we gave some very 
strong teams, notably Tulsa and 
SIU some good games. We have 
most of the squad back so I’m 
optimistic about next year.” 

Bradley’s athlete-of-the-year 
Jim Potter took first place in the 
long jump and placed in two other 
events in the MVC track meet to 
pace the tracksters to a sixth place 
finish. 

Other Braves to place in the 
meet were the mile relay team of 
Brian Batzer, Lance Bauman, 
Mike Libbee and A1 Smith (fifth), 
the 440-yard relay of Bauman, 
Libbee, Po tter and Mike 


McGovern (fourth), Larry Grant 
in the shot put (third), and Steve 
Ivey and Potter in the javelin 
(third and sixth respectively). 



The tennis team breezed to a 
14-4 regular season slate, the best 
record of any varsity sport at 
Bradley last year. The netters 
were paced by sophomores Brad 
Riley and Don Harris who 
compiled the best singles marks 
and pared to post a 20-4 record in 
the doubles. 

The tennis Braves fell to a 
disappointing seventh in the MVC 
meet. “We ran into a lot of bad 


luck,” explained coach Tom 
Coker, “when Harris, who had the 
best singles record on the team 
this year, became ill because of 
the meet and had to default. 

“This was a double elimination 
affair so a default is very 
damaging. Harris’ illness also 
wrecked the Harris-Riley doubles 
team.”

It’s good to be back at Bradley University. All the old 
familiar sights and sounds are still around. Modem Olin Hall 
still smells of sulfur and formaldehyde. A soprano voice can 
still be heard floating from old Constance Hall. The 
basketballs are still bouncing in crumbling Hewitt Hall. 

Hewitt Hall? Wait a minute! What happened to the new 
P E. complex, Haussler Hall, which first came to light in an 
architect’s drawing in 1968? 

According to President Martin Abegg, Haussler Hall has 
progressed little past those original architect’s drawings. 
Bradley s application for a Title One Grant through the 
federal government’s Higher Education Act which would 
have provided the bulk of the remaining $1.1 million needed 
to complete the project was refused as a part of the present 
administration’s cutback in spending for education. 

The university has looked into other possible programs. 
“We are currently into a state program through which we 
could take out a state loan in the form of bonds,” said 
Abegg. The state is supposed to let us know if we qualify for 
the loan in November or December. Right now we feel that 
we have a good chance to receive this assistance.” 

There are hitches however according to Abegg. 

The Board of Trustees must review this bond program 
and in light of the interest rate on the bonds must decide if 
the expense is feasible. In light of our financial crisis of two 
or three years ago it is encouraging that we can even consider 
such a program.” 

Abegg insists that both the administration and the Board 
realize the need for some facility containing weightlifting, 
basketball, swimming and other training apparatus. 

“Right now the P.E. complex is our first building priority. 

I know that some members of the Board are definitely in 
favor of starting construction immediately. The Board must 
review the interest rate and cost of operating such a facility 
and make a decision based on financial considerations.” 

If everything goes well how soon could the facility be 
completed? Abegg answered, “With the Board’s approval and 
if the construction costs are within reason the facility would 
probably be ready for use in the first semester of the 1975-76 
school year.” 

Finally some sort of tentative goal has been set. The Board 
should make its decision sometime during the winter with 
construction possibly starting this spring. 

If the Board can finally become aware of how pressing the 
need for a P.E. facility is and the boost that such a facility 
could give to the enrollment maybe the basketball s will 
finally stop bouncing in old Hewitt Hall and Haussler Hall 
will become more than just a bundle of blueprints.

When a soccer team’s schedule 
calls for a road opener against the 
Southern Illinois University- 
Edwardsville (SIU-E) junior 
varsity, there’s only one thing to 
be said for the rest of the 
schedule: it’s going to get easier. 

SIU-E won the NCAA 
college division championship in 
soccer last year and lest anyone 
sneer at the idea of playing their 
junior varsity team, there are 
several items to take into account. 

-Bradley only operates soccer 
as a club sport while SIU-E 
maintains soccer as a varsity sport 
with scholarships and plenty of 
funding. 

-SIU-E recruits most of its 
soccer players from the St. Louis 
area which is one of the real 


hotbeds of high school soccer in 
the United States. 

--“Playing SIU-E’s junior 
varsity could be compared to 
competing with UCLA’s freshman 
basketball team,” according to 
Bradley’s goalie, Cal Coolidge who 
had a goals-against average of less 
than two last year. 

-Last week the Bradley club 
was preparing for the tough 
season opener without a coach. 

Kevin Trush, newly-elected 
president of the soccer club, 
considered the task awaiting 
Bradley tomorrow. “Against a 
team as strong as SIU-E we have 
to play strong defense and wait 
for some breaks. We’ve got a good 
nucleus of returning players and I 
think our defense is set with Steve 
Perestam, Vic Trinkus, and Cal 
Coolidge. But we still need a 


Fall to Augustana 


Harriers lack depth, lose opener

Bradley’s cross-country team 
opened its 1973 season Saturday 
against a strong Augustana team 
suffering a 1746 setback. John 
O’Connor led the way for 
Augustana winning the meet in 
25:18. 

The Braves top runner was Jim 
Winfield, who placed fourth in 
26:18. The other Braves finishing 
included, Rick Smathers (ninth), 
Frank Leonard (10th), Tom 
Thornton (11th), and Tom 
Brocato (12th). 

Several question marks face 
coach Jake Schoof and his squad. 
First the team is small. 

“Any injuries could severely 
hurt the team because of this lack 
of depth,” said coach Schoof. 

At the present there are only 
seven runners, only one of which 
is a returning letterman. “We are 
counting heavily on Jim Winfield, 
a junior, the lone returnee,” 
added Schoof. “Last year Jim 
finished first for us in all but one 
meet.” 

The team suffered a setback 


when A1 Smith, a senior letterman 
from last season, was lost for the 
year. Smith is recovering from 
mononucleosis and probably 
won’t be used this year. He will 
then have a year of eligibility left 
if he returns to school next year. 

Schoof also lost two lettermen 
to graduation. They were John 
Armstrong and Mel Diab. 

Despite these problems, Schoof 
commented, “I have been 
impressed with the improvement 
of the young team in practice but 
I am concerned about their lack 
of experience in meets.” 

Last year’s team ended with a 
6-4 dual meet record and a fourth 
place finish in the Missouri Valley 
Conference meet held in Peoria. 
The Braves also finished ninth in 
the Illinois Intercollegiate Meet. 

This year’s schedule includes 
only two home meets with five 
remaining road meets. The first 
home meet is today against 
Valparaiso at 4 p.m. at Newman 
Golf course. 

Some other important meets 
scheduled for this year are: the 


Cougar Invitational in 
Edwardsville on Sept. 29, the 
Illinois Intercollegiate Meet in 


Normal on Oct. 27, and the 18th 
Missouri Valley Conference meet 
in Des Moines, Iowa, Nov. 3.

striker, someone who can put the 
ball in the net, and we’re still 
looking a field leader like Rick 
Watters was last year. 

“I think we’ve got 11 guys 
back from last year and seven new 
players. Six players were lost from 
last year including Tom Cauthen, 
who transferred.” 

This is probably the first time 
in the history of the club that 
there is no coach for pre-season 
practice. Trush has taken on the 
coaching duties while a full-time 
coach is being sought, but it 
hasn’t been easy for Trush. 

“We’ve been working on our 
own since Tuesday, but it’s tough 
without anyone to push us. Still, 
the guys have worked hard. 
Hopefully, working hard for two 
weeks will make us better late in 
the season.” 

Trush, who gained some 
coaching experience in a summer 
league, sees the pre-season 
conditioning as an important part 
of any success the team may have. 

“Last year, we couldn’t run 
with some teams like Notre Dame 
and Illinois, but we’re not going 
to get beat physically this year. 
We might get beat by a more 
skilled team, but that’s the only 
way,” said Trush. 

Despite the coaching vacancy 
(which should be filled) and a 
need for more players, all is not 
sadness for Trush and the soccer 
club. 

“The school is being very, very 
cooperative. The athletic 
department has shown no ill 
attitude and I’ve had good 
experiences all the way around. 
The public relations department 
has been very helpful in 
scheduling and making posters 
with our schedule on them,” said 
Trush. 

This year’s demanding schedule 
contains 13 games, the most ever 
attempted by the club. Seven 
games are on the road with six to 
be played at Meinen Field, 
Bradley’s outdoor athletic facility, 
which is located just west of 
University St. on Nebraska Ave. 

The soccer club’s home opener 
is Oct. 6, against Illinois State and 
the Oct. 20 meeting with Illinois 
comes on Dad’s Day at Bradley. 
Admission to all home games is 
free. 





























Canteen 
rep leaves 

to take 
job with 
new firm 


David Berger, director of food service, is 
leaving his position today to take a job at 
another company. 

He has been Bradley’s representative 
from Canteen Corp., which is contracted to 
provide all food services on campus except 
the bowling lane concession, since 
February 1973. 

The resignation was to take affect Sept. 
3, but Berger remained an extra three 
weeks to provide Canteen with enough 
time to select a replacement. No successor 
has yet been named. 

“My decision,” said Berger, “is simply 
to take the better job. I just can’t see a future 

with this company (Canteen). 

“I will be going into business with 
another man as director of operations of 
another company.” 

Berger would not specify the name of 
the new company. 

A former manager of a private dorm at 


University of Illinois, Berger replaced 
Victor McKee as director of food service 
early last semester. 

“I attempted to establish an open 
relationship with the students, especially 
housing students, and to determine what 
their ma jor wants are. Ninety per cent of it 
has to be open communication,” 
commented Berger. 

“It’s (Bradley food service) a far cry 
from being perfect. You just have to work 
with what you’ve got. But I see no major 
problems in the system.” 

Berger cautioned that changing 
companies at Bradley simply for the sake 
of change will not necessarily result in 
better service. Competitive bidding for the 
Bradley food service franchise is expected 
to involve seven companies in November. 

“The quality of the food here is above 
average,” he said. 

“More people should look at other food 


service operations and compare 
dollar-for-dollar what they are getting for 
their money. Get out and judge for 
yourself.” 

In evaluating his own performance, 
Berger felt that he had done a good job. He 
said that the student feedback he received 
indicated that there was agreement that the 
quality of food service had improved while 
he was at Bradley. 

“I’ve attempted to establish 
communication with the students and 
re-establish it with the cafeteria managers 
and dorm councils.” 

Berger also commented on long range 
goals dealing with improving food service. 

‘To improve the service would be to 
establish goals and outline directions to 
take in reaching them,” he suggested. 

“I think Bradley has the right goals. I 
hope they can meet them and I wish them 
a lot of luck. ”

Competitive bids sought

For the first time in at least 26 
years, there will be competitive 
bidding for Bradley’s food service 
contract according to Joseph 
Mele, vice president for business 
affairs. 

“I think the major decision to 
seek bids was made based on the 
input from students because of 
the problems they faced last year 
with Canteen,” Mele said. 

“The Scout editorials and the 
articles in the Scout , Tim Engen 
(1972-73 all-school president), 
and John Baroni (1972-73 
all-school treasurer) all said some 
things about the food service 
which I assumed were 
representative of the student 
body. There was enough interest 


and enough complaints to warrant 
looking at other food service 
companies.” 

Mele will be working as an 
advisor to a Student Senate 
committee whose responsibility it 
will be to seek opinions from 
students living in dorms 
concerning the type of food 
service they would like to see. The 
committee is composed of 
All-school Vice President Barb 
Musielak, who will act as 
chairman. All-school Secretary 
Kevin Tilton, Senator Edy 
McGhee, and Engen. 

Requests for bids will be sent 
out about Nov. 1 and, hopefully, 
will be returned by the beginning 
of second semester. Presently, 
seven companies are being 



considered, but that number may 
be narrowed to five, Mele said, 
“because 1 think it would be 
difficult to compare too many 
food services.” 

Mele also explained why he felt 
Canteen Corp. should be one of 
the bidders. “I think we have a 
moral obligation to allow them to 
bid. Assuming they are not 
chosen, we would terminate our 
contract with them June 1.” 

The Senate committee, as it 
now stands, would recommend a 
food service or services to Mele 
after receiving necessary 
information from the firms under 
consideration such as type 
service, cost, and the firm’s 
expected profit. Mele would then 
convey the recommendations to a 
committee appointed by President 
Abegg and then possibly to the 
Board of Trustees. 

“We tell the companies the

facilities that are available here, 
the number of students we must 
feed, and the number of meals we 
would be serving the first 
year-what we expect from them 
and what they can expect of us.” 

“To my knowledge,” Mele 
said, “there have never been bids 


taken before in the history of 
Bradley for food services.” Prior 
to Canteen, the name of the firm 
involved was Nationwide. 
Nationwide had been affiliated 
with the university since 1947, 
and merged with Canteen ten 
years ago. 


Major stage productions move, 
Carousel Playhouse inadequate

“Our fortunes since coming to 
the Carousel have steadily 
diminished.” 

The statement comes from a 
nine-page policy statement, 
compiled by Dr. Ronald J. 
Koperski (newly elected chairman 
of the speech department) and 
members of the theater staff, to 
explain the reasons for 
discontinuing the use of the 
Carousel Playhouse for major 
productions. 

The Carousel will still be used, 
however, for intensive training in 
all phases of theater performance. 

“From the year we moved 
from the Neumiller facility to the 


Carousel, until late August of this 
year, the number of our season 
ticket subscribers has diminished 
from two thousand to less than 
one hundred,” the report 
continued. 

“We feel that the present 
facility has been the major cause 
for our fall from grace. It has 
inhibited our best production 
ettorts which, in turn, has reduced 
our ability to attract and maintain 
the degree of patronage necessary 
for survival.” 

Only one of the four originally 
scheduled productions is being 
retained. The Boys From 
Syracuse , directed by Tom Joyce, 
will be staged in Neumiller 
Chapel. 

Next semester. Dr. Clifford 
Bell will direct a dinner theater 
show in the Student Center. No 
final decision has yet been 
reached as to what production 
will be chosen. 

In lieu of the productions 


deleted from the original schedule 
the department has established a 
concentrated effort into areas 
labeled “The Studio”, “Parlour 
Production” and “Field Trips”. 

According to^ Koperski, “The 
main thing about this new 
philosophical approach is that we 
want to do something very 
special, very individual, for our 
theater majors. 

“While it has been true that 
nearly 100 per cent of them have 
had an opportunity to try out for 
major productions in the past. 
Obviously not everyone could be 
cast. 

“This new format gives an 
opportunity for all theater majors 
to be involved in some kind of 
activity in which the professional 
expertise of the department is 
focused only on them,” Koperski 
said.

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Lower drinking age needs city’s approval

Although Oct. 1 is the day a 
state law permits 19-year-olds to 
drink beer and wine, the Peoria 
City Council will have to enact 
similar legislation to lower the 
drinking age for the new law to 
become effective within the city 
limits. 

“The state has just said beer 
and wine may be served to 19-and 
20-year-olds.” said Councilman 
Jim Bateman explaining why the 
city council must act. “The new 
law doesn’t say have to , it just 
says way. ” 

Bateman is councilman for 
District 2, which includes the 
Bradley campus and surrounding 
area. 

The council has not taken any 
action to lower the drinking age, 
but does have a bill pending that 
would allow tavern owners to 


decide individually whether their 
establishments will serve 19-and 
20-year-olds. Taverns 
serve the new drinkers would be 
charged an additional $25 for 
liquor licenses and would display 
stickers on their front door 
indicating they are permitted to 
serve 19-year-olds. 

According to Bateman, the 
council will probably follow the 


recommendations of Mayor 
Richard Carver and a four-man 
committee set up by Carver to 
study liquor licensing problems. 
Carver, as mayor, is the city’s 
liquor commissioner and is 
responsible for granting licenses. 

“They are really his problems,” 
Bateman commented explaining 
why the council will follow the 
mayor’s lead. “He has to live with 


it.” 

The mayor’s committee was 
originally set up to recommend 
revamping of the city’s entire 
liquor licensing procedure. 

A Tuesday meeting will be the 
last opportunity for the council to 
make a decision before the Oct. 1 
date when the state law goes into 
effect. 

“We want to get it resolved 


before Oct. 1,” said Bateman of 
the council’s intentions. “But I 
don’t know what direction we’re 
going to go.” 

Bradley’s Board of Trustees, 
which will be meeting Monday, 
will have to approve any lowering 
of the current 21-year-old 
drinking age limit in the dorms. 
The trustees cannot act, however, 
unless the city acts first. 


Revoking meal tickets from students legal

The Controllers Office withheld 
the meal tickets of about 75 
Bradley students on the deferred 
payment plan last spring in an 
effort to force the students to 
make their monthly payments. 

The deferred payment plan 
allows students to pay half of the 


semester’s fees initially. The 
remainder of the cost must then 
be paid on a monthly basis for the 
next three months. 

‘They (the students) had an 
option of paying their tuition and 
fees in full or going on the 
deferred payment agreement,” 
said Controller Robert Keating. 


“If students do not abide by their 
deferred payment agreement, then 
we had to make efforts to try to 
correct it. Of course, we’d rather 
not withhold their meal tickets, so 
that we wouldn’t have to go 
through all this additional 
paper-shuffling. 

“I don’t think the action taken

was too drastic. It has to be 
impressed upon the students that 
they have a responsibility to live 
up to their decision,” continued 
Keating. “After we did this 
(withheld meal tickets), the 
payments came in very quickly.” 

The deferred payment contract 
states, “Delinquent payments 
subject classes and meal tickets to 
cancellation. Students are liable 
for all collection costs incurred.” 

All-school Secretary Kevin 
Tilton called the withholding of 
meal tickets “a clear case of 
administrative overreaction.” 
Tilton, who said Black Senator A1 
Morris brought the subject up to 
Senate last spring, said, “A lot of 
the times the students were hit 
cold and didn’t even know where 
to go to do something. 

‘The students can be assessed 
late charges, but 1 don’t think the 
Controllers Office has any right to 
withhold meal tickets.” 

Tilton, who feels the students 
should at least be warned that 
their meal tickets may one day be 
missing, said, “If they refuse to 
compromise at this point, we 
should at least be given a chance 
to tell the students what’s 
happening. The Controllers Office 
is using this as a way to get the 
students to come in and work out 
some sort of system with the 
deferred plan. All students have to 
do is see Mrs. Godsill, a secretary 
in the Controllers Office, and they 
can get their meal tickets.”

WCBU boosts power

WCBU, Bradley’s campus radio 
station, will soon become the 
third most powerful FM station! 
in Peoria, according to Fred 
Weinberg, station manager. 

Currently awaiting a permit 
from the Federal Communications 1 
Commission (FCC) to begin 
building a “new station”, WCBU 
will undergo major changes, 
Weinberg said. 

These changes include raising 
the station’s power from 10 to 
5,000 watts which will extend 
listening range to 62 miles, going 
stereo by the addition of new 
equipment and change-overs of 
the present equipment, and 
changing the station from

low frequency 88.3 to 89.9, 
“Stereo 90.” 

The university-owned and 
financed station applied to FCC 
June 1 and has received 
acknowledgement of the 
application. It will receive the 
permit “any day now,” according 
to Weinberg. Before obtaining its 
official operating license, the FCC 
must approve the station after the 
changes are made. 

Weinberg commented on 
WCBlfs format in relation to 
those of other stations in the area. 
“Most radio stations play rock 
music in one of two ways,” he 
said. “Either they play the same 
30 songs over and over with a 
screaming disc jockey in the 


The Student Activity Budget 
Review Committee (SABRC) 
distributed its $50,000 of funds 
for the 1973-74 academic year to 
14 organizations with $16,000 
going to the Student Center 
Board. 

Every organization that applied 
for funding had their proposed 
budget cut with some groups 
being denied funds completely. 
SABRC is currently looking into 
ways to restructure the Senate 
organization. 

“We need to sit down and look 
at and explore all the alternatives 
we have to determine an efficient, 
fair, and representative way to 
distribute funds,” said John 
Baroni, chairman of SABRC ancf 
all-school treasurer, commenting 
on the idea of reorganization. 

‘This year we did not fund any 
special interest groups, which isn’t 
fair, but we had no money.” 

SABRC funds have dropped 
from $70,000 in 1970-71 to the 
present $50,000. The amount 
used to be based on a percentage 
of tuition. The figure is now based 
on $12 per student, an agreement 
made with the administration by 
former All-school President Tim 
Engen when he served as 
all-school treasurer. 

Baroni believes that the best 
way to obtain funds would be to 
base the figure on a percentage of 


tuition such as one per cent or 
$21 per student. 

In their restructuring Baroni 
believes that “we need to be a 
completely separate organization 
to effectively dole out money. We 
can’t have ties to any 
organization. One of the 
important things Senate should do 
this year is to divorce itself from 
SABRC.” 

Besides changing its structure 
SABRC has changed its 
philosophy of funding student 
organizations in the past few 
years. As far as Baroni could 
determine from the incomplete 
records of past funding, any 
activity that had student 
participation was eligible for 
funding. 

Now such activities as 
forensics, ID cards, and WCBU 
radio station are receiving 
university funding. According to 


Baroni these activities are “more 
academically related and couldn’t 
fit under the SABRC philosophy 
of funding.” 

The current philosophy is to 
fund the organizations which are 
going to benefit the greatest 
number of students, stated 
Baroni. 

“Over the l£st couple of years, 
including the two years I’ve been 
treasurer, university funds have 
been tight, therefore we had to 
change to serve the campus as best 
we could with the limited amount 
of funds,” Baroni added. 

A new method to fund 
organizations was presented to the 
administration last spring but was 
rejected on the basis that the 
university did not have the funds 
available. 

Representatives from each 
organizations met and put 
together a complete activities 


program. They tried to determine 
how best to serve the interests of 
the campus, then set up a budget 
with shared responsibilities of the 
organizations. The figure they 
arrived at was $75,000. 

In explaining the need to 
reorganize funding, Baroni stated, 
“Student activities are an integral 
part of college and I think if you 
take away from a student activity 
program, you take away from the 
university. In the long run, you 
hurt Bradley and people won’t 
stay.” 

SABRC is composed of the 
all-school treasurer who is 
chairman and has no vote, two 
representatives from Senate, one 
from the Supreme Court, and four 
are picked from people who apply 
that belong to funded 
organizations.

background or they use a 
automation system with no disc 
jockey and present it in a very 
blah format. 

“We try to strike a happy 
medium. Our announcers don’t 
scream and they try to blend in 
with the music.” 

The station’s rock music 
playing time was cut back from 
8:30 p.m. to 11:30 p.m. Sept. 1 
to allow more time for classical 
music, which is now played from 
8:30 a.m. to 11:30 p.m. 

“We have received three phone 
calls complaining about the 
change, yet we’ve gotten far more 
favorable responses than we’ve 
ever had before from the 
community and the students.” 

Within a few weeks, rock music 
will be lengthened from 4 a.m. to 
8 a.m., the same time it was 
offered last year, according to 
Weinberg. As an extra attraction, 
all the disc jockeys during those 
four hours will be girls, Weinberg 
added.

Action on drinking 

There could be a lot of thirsty, disappointed students at 
Bradley Oct. 1 when the state’s new law allowing 19-year-olds 
drink wine and beer is supposed to go into effect. 

The state law. is not binding unless local municipalities 
pass similar ordinances: a city can decide to go along with the 
lower drinking age or not go along. In Peoria’s case, no action 
has been taken and only one meeting remains, scheduled for 
Tuesday, for the city council to act before Oct. 1. 

Mayor Richard Carver, who as mayor also serves as liquor 
commissioner, will be in Washington, D.C. and will not be 
present at the meeting when a vote should be taken. 

Since passing an ordinance would directly affect Carver, as 
liquor commissioner, the council may delay action until its 
Oct. 2 meeting when Carver can be present to participate 
directly in any decision making. 

And additional licensing procedures for taverns may delay 
implementation of the lower drinking age even after the 
council acts, should it approve such a measure. 

Clearly, the city council has not done its homework and 
seems to be dragging its feet by waiting until the twelfth hour 
to act on this matter. 

A poll conducted by a reporter from the Peoria 
Journal-Star indicates that councilmen have “strong 
reservations” about lowering the drinking age. 

Rather than re-hash all the arguments that were used to 
support an 18-year-old voting age, the Scout simply urges the 
city council to give 19-and 20-year-olds the right to consume 
alcohol, which would be in keeping in step with the state 
legislature. 

Bids — why now? 

Finally, after ten years of student belly-aching, it looks 
like we’ve finally convinced the administration that 
competitive bidding for a food service contract is necessary. 
It is true that Canteen will be one of the companies 
submitting bids when the time comes, but at least it could 
have a fight on its hands this time. After all, it is a Student 
Senate committee that will recommend a food service after 
talking with dorm residents. And students eating in dorms 
have rarely been kind to Canteen. 

A change may or may not come. Next year may be better 
or it may be worse—until the time comes no one can know.

But, whatever the outcome, there’s still a basic question that 
should be answered—why now? 

Why, suddenly, after ten years of unheard protests and 
unanswered complaints, do we finally get results?

Advice to all freshmen

Welcome, class of 1977. Actually there 
are no words of welcome, perhaps no 
words at all, that do justice to the forced 
smiles and glib rhetoric you may have 
already experienced here at the Hilltop. 

You may have expected a welcome to 
the academy; but instead I welcome you to 
a painted lady that long before has been 
destroyed by falling admission 
requirements, faculty cuts, and raised 
tuition costs. 

You probably feel as I did when I first 
came to Bradley — a little uncertain — 
disoriented enough not to know what to 
expect. You may even feel anonymous. 
You are, on the contrary, exceedingly 
important. 

The buzzards are already hovering over 
your futures. ROTC wants you, Caterpillar 
wants you, Uncle Sam wants you, as do 
many concerned people and organizations. 
Some would have you become technocrats, 
functionaries, or manipulators of others’ 
minds. I hope to see you feel out the 
situation, mull it over, and disorient 
yourself from these plans. 

The attempt to figure out what to do, 
where to go, what to be is a collective 
problem: life on any campus is not easy. 
Whether purposefully or unconsciously, 
you will change in the next few years. Soon 
you will be called upon to make a choice — 
for or against the demands of racial 
minorities, for or against your career, for or 
against that cute little girl who sits across 


from you in English 101 ... You will find 
yourself in groups, struggles, and situations 
which leap off-campus in every direction; 
you must find yourself in terms of these 
situations first. 

I don’t want you to think real education 
is a process of toading, or of backing down, 
or of learning the “games people play” but 
rather an orientation into a life that' is at 
once playful because it is fun, and serious 
because it is honest. And before you leave 
Bradley, you will know that your greatest 
learning experience is not from a textbook 
or a boring lecture. 

The university is not the only place to 
work, but if it is worth staying in at all, it is 
to stay on your own terms rather than 
those of others. It is to break through the 
systems of mystification which make up 
the present curriculum, to understand why 
these systems exist, to work through the 
confused noise of the media until we can 
speak with, and not at people, and to move 
together to change our social world. 

In the next four years you will often 
find your lives in crisis, not only because of 
what you personally will do, but because of 
what all of us will be fighting against and 
fighting for. I would like to offer help, 
invite your help, and ask you to remember 
the point made by one of our better 
professors when he noted that the Chinese 
concept of “crisis” is expressed by two 
characters denoting the ideas of “danger”, 
but also of “opportunity”.

I want to thank you for your 
coverage of the pre-registration 
veto; I found it generally accurate 
and in some ways informing. Even 
I, for example, had not known the 
President’s reasons for vetoing the 
measure included an “earnest 
money” scheme neither the 
committee nor the Senate had 
recommended (“earnest money” 
indeed at a school that’s desperate 
for students and rarely closes 
anything but required courses!). 

I also found it surprising that 
the registrar had such difficulty 
understanding a resolution which 
is clear to the point of 
redundancy, a resolution everyone 
in the Senate understood last 
spring. 

I was especially gratified to see 
you were perceptive enough to 
discern that in declining either of 
the two options afforded him by 
the Senate (either showing how 
pre-registration was economically 
infeasible or instituting it by 
spring semester) the President was 
in fact vetoing the measure. 

What bothered me a bit was 
the editorial position that the 
Senate or its committee should 
have provided “a more complete 
plan, a plan more deserving of the 
President’s support.” In fact the 
Senate provided no plan at all, 
although it suggested a model (the 
wording was quite deliberate) and 
sketched the broad outlines of a 
procedure. 

Those meetings of May 22 and 
29 were planning meetings at 
which the registrar, whose job it 



Peoria has never been pleased with its 
reputation as a big town with a small 
mentality. Being considered by the rest of 
the nation as the stereotype of narrow, 
puritanical attitudes is a hard thing for a 
city to swallow. 

Yet Peoria seems to do all it can to 
convince the outside world that yes, 
indeed, it is worthy of its title of 
Schmaltzville, U.S.A. 

The most current example of this is the 
deletion of the word “crap” from the first 
line of a Paul Simon song, Kodachrome.

Network affiliate television stations in 
Peoria and Champaign have the distinction 
of being among the few stations in the 
nation not to air two episodes of a weekly 
program, Maude, dealing with abortion 


The local chapter of a women’s lib 
group was pledged to fight the license 
renewal application that the Peoria area 
station will make to the FCC. 

Another more distant attempt to censor 
what the public is exposed to came in 
March 1971, when the Peoria City Council 
took action against a painting being 
displayed at Lakeview Center that was 
deemed objectionable. 

The painting, a product of a Northern 
Illinois University professor, though not 
particularly aesthetic or well received by 
critics, did represent legitimate art 
displayed in Peoria’s cultural center. 

The council instructed its corporation 
counsel to investigate the possibility of 
taking court action. The court action idea 
was dropped, but only after the center had 
two guards posted near the display calling 
public attention to a sign saying that 
viewing was restricted to persons 18 or 
older. 

The guards were a good idea. Inquisitive 
Peorians flocked to the center to view the 
painting the city fathers had damned. 

All three instances are examples of 
prudishness that was definitely not in 
keeping with national attitudes. 

But then this is Peoria and we have a 
reputation to think of.

is to plan, co-ordinate, and 
implement registration procedures 
called together to draw up plans 
for pre-registration. Apparently 
the interval between May 22, 
1973, and March or April 1974 
was not enough time for the 
registrar to plan pre-registration; 
thus the President’s veto. 

I do not think it is the Senate’s 
function to tell the registrar 
where to put her tables, what 
forms to use for drop-adds, how 
to punch her IBM cards, when to 
take ID pictures, where to validate 
library cards, and so on. It is the 
job of the Senate, acting as 
spokesman for the university, to 
indicate what it wants done, and 
on this matter it has been most 
clear. It is the job of the registrar 
to plan how that what gets done, 
her plan being subject to 
administrative and Senate review. 
Here the project was lost, despite 
nearly a year’s advance notice. 

As my comments to Ms. 
Weinrich indicated, I have an old, 
perhaps simplistic, and (around 
here at least) unusual view of the 
university. It seems to me that 
students study, faculty members 
teach and research, fund raisers 
raise money, admissions officers 
recruit incoming freshmen, and 
administrators set goals and 
generate plans for implementing 
them. 

When one finds himself doing 
someone else’s job, he should 
suspect either he’s being a bit 
nosey or the other guy’s not 
functioning properly. (Since I did 
not make the Senate motion that 
registration procedures be 
“studied and evaluated,” I offer 
no comment here on the issue at 
hand.) 

In any event, each job is 
essential to the proper functioning 
of the university, and when one 
or more is not done properly, it’s 
time somebody be flunked out, 
denied tenure, asked to resign, 
promoted up and out, or replaced.

“When I started speaking, only 
about a year and a half ago, I 
thought I was talking only about 
Christine, but then I discovered 
that I was really talking a little bit 
about everybody.” Christine 
Jorgensen, a 24-year-old man until 
undergoing the first surgical sex 
transformation in history over 
twenty years ago, spoke at 
Robertson Memorial Field House 
Tuesday on homosexuality, 
transsexuality, transvestism, and 
herself. 

“I remember my childhood as 
being a very sad time—I was a 
frightened little child, not 
knowing why I was different,” she 
told a crowd of about 700. 

“I lived quietly, within myself, 
not quite understanding why dolls 
should be for girls and trains 
should be for boys.” 

Blonde, wearing bright pink 
slacks and top, Jorgensen talked 
for nearly an hour on her 
confusion, search for identity, and 
subsequent decision to undergo 
the sex-change surgery. 

Born in New York City in 


1926 into what she terms a 
“typical American family,” 
George Jorgensen, as Christine 
was born, was rejected by the 
military at the outbreak of WWII 
for being underweight. 

“I remember very distinctly, 
though,” she said of the physical 
examination, “them asking me the 
basic physchological 
question—‘Do you like girls?’ 
“And I said ‘Yes, I like girls,’ but 
then I thought to myself I like 
apple pie too, but I didn’t intend 
to sleep with either of them.” 

Jorgensen was finally accepted 
by the army as a clerk typist at 
the end of the war. 

‘The service was one of the 
best things that ever happened to 
me, because I was forced for the 
first time in my life to live in close 
association with other people. 

“I had always before been able 
to crawl into my room at home 
quietly, able to live my own life 
with my own thoughts. But then I 
learned that other people had 
troubles too—I didn’t have a 
monopoly on problems.”

G.I. Bill that she first became 
aware that maybe her identity 
problem was more biological than 
emotional, and she became a 
laboratory assistant to further her 
personal study.

Referring to her recent talks at 
college campuses, Jorgensen said, 
“If you asked me twenty years 
ago if I thought I would ever be 
speaking on college campuses, I 
would have said ‘no way’—I was 
just too controversial.”

Abortions available in Peoria

jd Although Peoria’s Methodist 
Hospital will now permit 
voluntary abortions to be 
performed during the first three 
months of pregnancy, Roger 
Monroe, public relations director 
at the hospital, advises a woman 
considering an abortion to consult 
an obstetrician or other physician. 

“The hospital has not said, in 
making its announcement, that we 
are an abortion clinic,” Monroe 
said. “Rather, it has said that if 
there are physicians who want to 
perform this procedure, then we 
feel it should be performed in a 
hospital. We will make our 
facilities available under certain 
guidelines. ” 

The decision to allow 
voluntary abortions during the 
first trimester of pregnancy was 
approved Sept. 11 by he 
Methodist Hospital Board of 
Trustees. In keeping with the 
hospital’s past policy, only 
therapeutic abortions, necessary 
to preserve the life or physical or 
mental health of the woman, will 
be permitted after the third 
month. 


A doctor choosing to perform 
an abortion must make 
application for consent from the 
medical staff and must be on the 
active or courtesy staff of the 
hospital, Monroe said. 

The active staff is made up of 
doctors who primarily associate 
themselves with the hospital. The 
courtesy staff includes doctors 
who are on the active staff at 
another hospital, but who use 
Methodist’s facilities on occasion, 
Monroe explained. 

“I don’t know yet of a doctor 
in Peoria that would be willing to 
perform an abortion,” Monroe 
said. He added, however, that the 
hospital’s decision to allow 
abortions was made as a result of 
requests by interested persons and 
groups, including some in the 
medical field. 

Suggesting the steps a woman 
faced with an unwanted 
pregnancy should take, Monroe 
said, “She should first verify that 
she is pregnant by consulting a 
physician or obstetrician and rely 
on his help when considering 
whether or not to have an 
abortion. If her physician will not 


CILCO digging creates 
Elmwood parking hassles 
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Replacement of underground 
gas pipes with non-corrosive 
plastic pipes has resulted in 
digging along Elmwood Avenue’s 
median strip on the north end of 
campus. 

Workers from the Central 
Illinois Light Company (CILCO) 
have been working on the project 
for about three weeks. 

‘The digging was supposed to 
have been started and finished 
before school opened this 
semester,” said Grounds and 
Buildings Superintendent William 
Wise. According to Wise, the 
university has no authorization 
over when the gas company 
works, so students and visitors 
will have to continue putting up 
with the noise and minor traffic 
tie-ups until the work is 
completed. 

According to a map that 


CILCO gave Wise, the only place 
CILCO would have to dig would 
be the median of Elmwood 
Avenue and in the alley next to 
Heitz Hall. 

CILCO workers have already 
strayed from the map to dig in 
other places, so Wise said that “it 
is hard to tell when the work will 
be finished.” 


help her, she has two options. She 
can contact Planned Parenthood, 
who can properly advise her. Or 
she can go to the yellow pages of 
the phone book under physicians 
and call obstetricians until she 
finds one who might be willing to 
perform an abortion.” 

Monroe added that the hospital 
chaplains’ office or medical social 
workers are also available for 
counseling. He cautioned, 
however, that these people are 
limited in that the actual decisions 
rest with the doctor and his 
patient. 

Greeks pledge 
greater numbers 

The number of women 
pledging sororities increased this 
semester, while fraternity pledge 
numbers remained approximately 
the same, according to Panhellenic 
President Sheryl Solomon and 
John Schadl, executive secretary 
of the President’s Council for 
Fraternal Affairs. 

During formal fraternity rush, 
Aug. 27-31, 150 of the 250 who 
went through rush, pledged. Of 
the 190 women who went 
through the Sept. 9-16 formal 
sorority rush, 87 pledged, an 
increase of 22 over the past year’s 
first semester total. 

Schadl said that the number of 
men who drop out of rush 
“signifies that we are going to 
have to make some changes in our 
rush structure.” 

Solomon commented, 
“Judging from the number and 
quality of girls who went through 
rush, I would say that Greeks on 
this campus are becoming stronger 
than ever.”

The 
Bulls have one of the all-time 
great Bradley players in Chet 
Walker who will be making his 
first playing appearance back at 
Bradley since joining the NBA. 

Walker was a three-time 
all-American for Bradley in 
1960-62. He holds virtually all of 
the Bradley scoring records 
including most points in a season, 
game and career. 

The 76ers will showcase their 
first, as well as the league’s first 
draft choice, all-American Doug 
Collins of Illinois State in Normal. 
Collins, however, is a questionable 


participant because he broke a 
bone in his foot during training 
camp in August. 

Collins was one of the nation’s 
leading scorers his junior year and 
then burst into the national 
spotlight in 1972 when he starred 
for the United States Olympic 
basketball team. Collins appeared 
in the Field House last March 
when he starred in the Collegiate 


Classic of Illinois all-star game. 

The Bulls, finished second in 
their division last year and also 
feature all stars in forward Bob 
Love and guard Jerry Sloan. The 
76ers are rebuilding but have one 
of the leading scorers in NBA 
history in Hal Greer.

Let s face it - in order to continue in basketball on a major 
college level a school has to recruit the blue-chip athlete, the 
high school all-American. Bradley, as a rule, has not been able 
to do that the past three years and as a result the team has 
not been as strong. 

Like most fans, initially I was prone to jump at the most 
obvious reason and pin the blame on coach Joe Stowell and 
his assistants, Joe Allen and Chuck Buescher. But let us 
consider a few things before we jump to conclusions. 

--The coaches are forced to recruit when the men’s P.E. 
facility is worse than virtually all high school facilities and 
worse even than many grade school structures. It is ridiculous 
to even try to compare it with facilities at Louisville, 
Memphis St., etc. 

-Bradley’s private school status makes the funds for 
recruiting far less available. Not only are there fewer 
scholarships to give out, most of the recruiting must be done 
within the Midwest. Only two of Bradley’s varsity this year 
are from outside of Illinois. Traveling costs for a coach to 
visit a player very often just cannot be met. 

-Bradley is forced to compete with schools who recruit 
either illegally or barely legally. In recent years Florida St., 
Duke, North Carolina St., and New Mexico St. have all had 
NCAA action taken against them. Southwestern Louisiana, a 
school that managed to sign a player Bradley was heavily 
recruiting, has been kicked out of basketball competition for 
two years after investigation of 125 alleged violations. Yet 
these schools all have had ultra-successful programs. This is to 
say nothing of the violations that have, as yet gone 
undetected. 

So where does this leave Bradley basketball? They must 
continue to recruit legally the good but not great players, the 
ones with potential that may have not yet been fully reached. 
Thus far Stowell and his assistants have been able to do this. 

In addition Bradley can always keep trying and hope that 
some day the super-athlete will value fine coaching, a good 
education, and the enthusiastic backing of the students to 
superior facilities and a ‘better deal’.

Soccer falls to powerful SIU-E

The Bradley soccer club ran 
into a first-half buzzsaw at 
Edwardsville Saturday and 
dropped an 8-2 decision to the 
southern Illinois-Edwardsville 
(SIU-E) junior varsity in the 
season opener for both teams. 

SIU-E, defending champions in 
the NCAA College Division, 
rammed in six goals in the first 
half to quickly put the game out 
of reach. For the soccer Braves, 


who play on a club basis as 
opposed to SIU-E, which plays on 
a varsity level, the second half was 
almost a complete turnabout. 

Bob deGomar got the Braves 
on the board after only three 
minutes of the second half when 
he knocked in the rebound on a 
shot by Habeeb Atesh. 

Sophomore Jorge Bustamante, 
the club’s Most Valuable Player 
last year, got the Brave’s other 
goal on a penalty shot at the 


21-minute mark of the second 
half. 

Kevin Trush, the club’s 
president, talked afterwards about 
that second half ... and the first 
one. 

“We did look considerably 
better in the second half. The 
score was 2-2 after halftime and I 
thought we played them pretty 
evenly. The first half showed we 
hadn’t practiced much, that we 


were inexperienced with their 
passing,” said Trush. 

While Bradley had been 
practicing on a rather voluntary 
basis, without a coach, for about a 
week prior to the game, SIU-E 
had been working out twice a day 
since mid-August in preparation 
for the opener. 

Still, Bradley played evenly 
with SIU-E for nine minutes of 
the first half. “Then things fell 
apart and they started to show 
their passing skills,” moaned 
Trush. 

SIU-E took target practice at 
the expense of Bradley goalie Cal 
Coolidge, who had a staggering 
total of 40 shots fired in his 
direction, 30 of which came from 
within the close range of the 
penalty area. By comparison, 
Bradley took 11 shots at the 
SIU-E goal, most of them coming 
in the second half. 

The schedule offers nothing in 
the way of relief as the Braves hit 
the road again tomorrow when 
they face the varsity squad of 
perennially strong Western Illinois 
University. 

Trush looked ahead to meeting 
the Leathernecks and said, 
“They’ll be pretty close to SIU-E 
in ability, but whereas SIU-E 
beats you with skills and hustle, 
Western will be more physical.” 

The soccer Braves apparently 
avoided serious injury of any kind 
in the 8-2 loss and first-year coach 
Vic Reed planned a week of 
conditioning drills in preparation 
for the game with NIU, which will 
be the host’s season opener.

Senate adopts charter revisions; 
100 black students view meeting

Twenty-seven revisions to the 
Student Senate constitution were 
passed at Monday’s Student 
Senate meeting. The constitution 
including the revisions will be 
presented for referendum at the 
Oct. 9 all-school elections. 

“These revisions are not 
amendments to the constitution,” 
explained All-school Vice 
President Barb Musielak. ‘These 
are motions to be accepted and 
put into the constitution for 
ratification Oct. 9.” 

Over 100 black students 
attended the meeting to observe 
the proceedings and left as a 


group when Senate passed a 
revision of Article I, Section II 
dealing with the black Senate seat 
in a vote of 10-8. This article was 
changed to state that “all those 
seeking to vote for Black Senator 
must forfeit the right to vote for 
four class senators and should be 
given instead the right to vote for 
three class senators.” 

This revision, termed a 
compromise by the Rules and 
Judiciary Committee, was made 
because, according to All-school 
President Chip Colletti, in the past 
all students voted for four class 
seantors, but black students were 
allowed an additional vote for 


Black Senator. 

“As it stands now, if a black 
student chooses to vote for Black 
Senator, he is left only three votes 
for class senators, enabling all 
students to have four votes,” said 
Coletti. 

In a statement presenting the 
views of his constituency, Black 
Senator Aldon Morris protested 
the revision on the grounds that 
“this so-called extra vote received 
by the black students should be 
viewed as one of those 
mechanisms afforded the black 
students in an effort to make one 
man—one vote real and not purely

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City, Trustees approve lower drinking age

The Peoria City Council voted 
this past Tuesday to extend beer 
and wine drinking privileges to 19 
and 20-year-olds starting Monday. 
This concurs with a state law that 
is to go into effect then. 

The council defeated a 
proposal for special licensing that 
would have allowed individual 
tavern owners to decide whether 
they would serve the new 
drinkers. 

Drinking privileges for 19 and 
20-year-olds will also be extended 
to dorm residents Monday when 
the state law goes into effect, 
according to Sai Wagner, director 
of Information Services. The 
Board of Trustees decided at last 
Monday’s meeting to follow the 
lead of the city council, which 
was to meet the next day. 

According to Wagner, drinking 
will still be confined to private 
rooms. 

The lower drinking age will go 
in effect automatically in 
incorporated and unincorporated 
areas in Peoria County, according 
to the State’s Attorney’s Office. 

“Our position is that if there is 
not an ordinance concerning the

drinking age on the county books, 
tavern owners can serve 19 and 
20-year-olds,” said Terry Harn, 
assistant state’s attorney. “After 
reviewing the books, we found the 
county doesn’t have anything on 
its books at this time.” 

Harn cautioned that the 
interpretation is tentative and the 
State’s Attorney’s Office is 
waiting for an interpretation from 
the Illinois Attorney General. 

Another assistant state’s 
attorney, Verne Dentino, 
explained the current confusion 
about the new law. 

“Nobody ever knows what is 
going on after new laws are passed 
until they are interpreted by the 


courts,” he said. “There’s nothing 
new about that.” 

The Peoria City Council had 
the option of acting not to go 
along with the new drinking law 
because of “home rule” powers 
granted by the state’s 
constitution, according to Jack 
Teplitz, Peoria corporation 
counsel. 

The vote to lower the drinking 
age was passed 6-2 by council. 
Councilmen Lester Bergsten and 
Warren Reynolds opposed the 
lower drinking age. 

The special licensing ordinance 
was defeated 5-3. Councilmen 
Bergsten, Reynolds, and James 
Bateman favored the special 


licensing, which would have 
required tavern owners to pay an 
extra $25 to be permitted to serve 
the new drinkers. Tavern owners 
who did not purchase the special 
license would have limited their 
business to patrons who were 21 
years and older. 

The special license proposal 
came from a four-man committee, 
set up by Mayor Richard Carver, 
to recommend changes in city 
liquor laws. A complete program 
revising current liquor laws is 
expected from the committee 
sometime in October. 

“What was really lacking was 
the rationale behind the proposed 
ordinance from the advisory 


board,’’ said Councilman 
Bateman, explaining why the 
special licensing proposal failed. 
Bateman’s district encompasses 
the Bradley campus and 
surrounding area. 

Mayor Carver was in 
Washington, D. C., and was unable 
to attend the council meeting. 
None of the four liquor advisory 
board members were present 
either. 

The council can still act to 
restrict 19 and 20-year-old 
drinkers, but the chances of that 
happening, according to Bateman, 
is very slight. “It (the special 
ordinance) was defeated pretty 
soundly,’’ he said.

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Financial aids accepting appeals 


If a student is confused as to 
why the amount of his financial 
aid was reduced this year, he 
should discuss the reduction with 
someone in the Financial Aid 
Office, said Thomas Cromwell, 
director of financial aid. 

According to Cromwell, the 
reduction in aid may come about 
for any of a variety of reasons. 
Yet, he said, if the department 
finds it has made a mistake and if 
it has the funds to do it, the 
student will get the extra money 
he deserves. 

Need, Cromwell said, is the 


prime factor in determining the 
amount of aid a student should 
receive. ‘This need is based on 
family income, the size of the 
family, the number of college-age 
children in the family, and the 
family’s need at that particular 
time. 

“You tend to hear only from 
those whose award was cut,” 
Cromwell said. “The only time 
the award goes down is when the 
need drops. For every scholarship 
or grant cut, one has been raised.” 
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answer as to what next year’s aid 
prospects will be. But, he said, he 
is “both hopeful and 
apprenhensive” because of the 
chasm that exists between the 
funding bodies in Congress and 
those who are making the funding 


request.

In cases where awards were 
reduced either the need went 
down or the student suffered 
because Bradley simply was not 
funded enough to meet all its 
students needs, Cromwell said.

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‘Studio’ program for theatre 
gives more student experience 


EDITOR'S NOTE: This is the 
second in a series of articles 
devoted to the significant changes 
in Bradley's theatre arts 
program —the reasons , 
expectations , and reactions .

When Bradley’s theatre 
department in recent years 
planned and produced five 
main-stage productions at the 
Carousel Playhouse, all facets of 
the department were 
understandably busy. 

But even with only two major 
productions scheduled for this 
season (one in Neumiller Chapel 
and the other in the Student 
Center), the staff and students 


will nevertheless be occupied with 
many projects. 

The new curriculum instituted 
this fall keeps the six-member 
staff (four full-time instructors 
and two graduate assistants) active 
as before. 

Although dropping several 
main-stage productions, a 
“studio” program has been 
established in which a small 
number of theatre majors are 
assigned a teacher for 
concentrated work in a specific 
area of dramatics. 

Dr. Collins J. Bell, associate 
professor of speech, will be the 
director of The Boys From 
Syracuse to be presented in 


Neumiller Chapel Nov. 30—Dec. 
9. 

In addition, Bell is conducting 
a studio class which emphasizes 
comedy and the timing for 
successful humorous 
entertainment. 

Bell noted the correlation 
between studio work and 
main-stage productions. “Theatre 
majors who aren’t particularly 
talented don’t often get to serve 
as anything but ‘spear carriers’ in 
big productions,” he said. “And 
this way there will be more 
opportunity for more people to 
get more experience. 

“We really want to try to give 
some additional emphasis to our 
theatre majors. There’s a lot of 
opportunity for experimentation 
along this line of study,” Bell 
continued. “We may even take 
some projects into the 
community.” 

Instructor Lizbeth LaHood 
“ecstatic” about the changes. 
“Before, it was just putting on a 
production,” she said. “It was one 
production after another and we 
never had enough people. 
Whoever we had, we’d use. 

“There was never enough time 
to help the students become 
better actors, learn to take 
direction better, or even become 
better directors,” she*said. 

The studios are being 
conducted in the Carousel 
Playhouse facility chosen several 
years ago by the department, but 
whose adequacy has been 
questioned after major 
productions there have achieved 
limited financial and creative 
success. 

James Ludwig, speech 
instructor, whose major emphasis

is in the technical aspects of 
production, explained, “I feel 
very stifled by this facility and no 
longer creative in this particular 
building.” 

When asked about the relative 
uniqueness of a format with few 
major productions and more 
studio work, Tom Joyce 
instructor in speech pointed out 
that these concepts aren’t so rare. 

“In institutions our size with 


the number of majors involved, jj 
we were kind of the ‘odd duck j 
out’ trying to do five major j 
productions a year. 

“There is no school in the l 
Midwest which .does five 
main-stage productions without ] 
some sort of studio program to 
feed into those main-stage 
productions,” Joyce said.

theoretical.” Morris claimed that 
the Rules and Judiciary 
Committee “voted to recommend 
racist ideas camouflaging the 
jargon of equality and 
democracy.” 


All-school Secretary Kevin 
Tilton, who suppported the 


revision, said, “We’re faced here 
with a fundamental issue. We’ve 
got people on two sides, some of 
whom are saying, ‘we need the 
black Senate seat’ and some who 
are saying, ‘we need the black 
Senate seat but the blacks get an 
extra vote.’ This revision allows 
the blacks to be represented by 
their Black Senator and it also 


says that every student in this 
university has the same amount of 
votes.” 


Revisions were drawn up 
during the summer after the 
constitution failed in last fall’s 
referendum, according to Phil 
Pritzker, co-chairman of Senate 
Rules and Judiciary Committee. 


Goldin: dorms fill to near capacity 


Dormitories, for the first time 
in recent years, are practically 
full, according to Bradley Director 
of Housing Ken Goldin. 

He cited the increase in 
freshman enrollment as the major 
reason for the near-capacity 
housing situation.

Canteen Corp. has named 
Robert J. Byczynski of Chicago to 
replace David Berger as director of 
food service here. Berger left 
Bradley Sept. 21. 

Byczynski will commute 
between Peoria and Chicago until 
after his marriage in November, 
when he will take over as 
permanent director. 

He has been with Canteen for 
five years, and comes to Bradley 
after serving Canteen as general 
manager of the cafeteria and food 
service at Hotpoint (a subsidiary 
of General Electric) in Chicago. 
He has also worked as a Canteen 
representative to International 
Harvester in Hinsdale, Ill. and Bell 
& Howell in Chicago. 

Bycznski earned his bachelor’s 
degree in philosophy and 
education and his master’s in 
history and psychology, both at 
St. Mary at the Lake College in 
Mundelein, Ill. 
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Goldin also noted that due to 
the recent unseasonably cold 
weather, he had been receiving 
about 10 calls a day asking about 
heat. 


Most revisions dealt with minor 
changes in semantics and order, 
but several major revisions, along 
with the black Senate seat, arose 
from issues which contributed to 
the constitutional defeat last fall. 

Article IV, dealing with 
amendment procedure, now 
requires a 3/4 vote of Senate and 
a 2/3 vote of the student body in 
order to amend the constitution. 
In the past, only a 3/4 Senate vote 
was needed. 

Another major change 
concerned the screening of 
applicants for Supreme Court 
Justices. Previously, applicants 
were initially interviewed by the 
All-school President, the Rules 


and Judiciary Committee, the 
Chief Justice and two associate 
justices. According to Pritzker, 
the new revision provides for the 
first screening of applicants by the 
president and rules committee 
only. 

From there the application 
process is the same. The president 
and committee make their 
recommendations to Senate who 
has the final vote. 

‘The justices are invited to 
attend the initial screening which 
will be open and they will be 
allowed to ask questions through 
the president and members,” 
Pritzker explained. “However, 
they will not be allowed to vote.”

Accept compromise 
or find alternative 

It’s about time the Student Senate has a constitution so it 
can get on to other concerns. And it looks like the only 
major obstacle left in the pathway to passage is the 
controversy over the black Senate seat. 

Last year, the argument was whether a special-interest 
group should be allowed to elect a representative as a voting 
member of Senate. The Senate said yes and the Student 
Supreme Court affirmed that decision. 

But when Senate offered the constitution for ratification 
last year, the black Senate seat continued to be a debated 
issue until the day of the election. The major argument was 
that the black students got one more vote than other 
students, disrupting the one man - one vote principle. 
Although this certainly was not the only ‘reason the 
ratification attempt failed, it did seem to be a contributing 
factor. 

As a result, the Senate Rules and Judiciary Committee 
proposed a compromise. Under it, black students will vote 
for three class senators and would get an additional vote for a 
black senator. Other students would continue to vote for 
four class senators. 

The black students who attended Monday’s Senate 
meeting made it known through their representative that 
they are opposed to this compromise and want to continue 
with the present policy. 

But if the system remains as it is, one unavoidable fact 
also remains. Black students presently have one more vote 
than other students. 

Perhaps there is a more equitable solution than the one 
passed by Senate. But if it exists, it has yet to be voiced at 
Senate. 

The Scout challenges dissenting students to offer another 
solution which allows all students to vote for an equal 
number of representatives. Or accept the Senate’s 
compromise as the best alternative available. 

Carousel—no tears 

There was a time when Bradley’s theatre department and 
its main-stage productions meant as much to good 
community relations as did a super basketball team. 

However, recent occupancy of the Carousel Playhouse did 
much to dampen community and student enthusiasm. 

The number of season ticket holders decreased from 
2,000, when performances were presented in Neumiller 
Chapel, to less than 100 for the past year’s Carousel season. 

Much time, effort, and financing were involved in 
preparing for a five-production schedule this school year. 

However, the benefits to be gained by leaving those plans 
and the inadequate Carousel behind, while moving in new 
directions, should more than make up for these losses. 

The studio instruction, designed for more intensive and 
more individual dramatic training, should provide 
better-equipped performers for the two main-stage shows 
presently scheduled. 

And, moving back to spacious Neumiller Chapel for one 
production and the Student Center Ballroom for the other 
will hopefully rekindle public interest. 

Let’s hope the theatre department is headed in the right 
direction. The revised program should benefit students in 
need of the greater amount of performance experience studio 
work provides. And Peoria-area theatre-goers may return to 
Bradley when allowed to forego the noisy, cramped, and 
drafty atmosphere that was the Carousel.

“The large number of members 
in this year’s Speaker’s Bureau 
indicates that we have more 
teachers who are willing to 
volunteer to talk to groups as a 
service of the university,” said 
Sam B. Wagner, director of 
Information Services. 

The Bradley University 
Speaker’s Bureau provides 
students and the community an 
opportunity to attend 
presentations by faculty and staff 
members on various subjects.

14-year-old enrolls as Bradley freshman

Compared with the other 900 
or so freshmen enrolled at Bradley 
this fall, Bradford Rodriguez is a 
bit extraordinary. 

He is the only freshman at 
Bradley who is 14-years old. 

Brad sat at his desk in his 
third-floor room in Lovelace Hall 
in silver-rimmed glasses and a 
green Bradley T-shirt. He was 
pounding on a pocket calculator 
in front of him. Slightly built (just 
over five feet and about 115 
pounds) with short, straight, black 
hair, he flashed a mouthful of 
silver braces whenever he spoke or 
smiled. 

“1 was hoping the place would 
be very quiet,” he said referring to 
Bradley, “and on the whole it has 
been, except the fourth floor has 
already developed a reputation for 
somebody having a very 
high-powered stereo. 

“The students have all been 
pretty nice to me-I think they’ve 
all adjusted to me fairly well by 
now—at least the ones who have 
met me.” 

An electrical engineering major 
from Barry, Ill., Brad is possibly 
the youngest person ever to be 
admitted to Bradley as a full-time 
freshman. Asked how his parents 
felt about their 14-year-old son 
moving away from home to live in 
a college dorm, Brad said that 
although they helped him 
consider the facts about the 
schools he was looking at, the 
final decision to come to Bradley 
was his. 

Brad, whose father is a 
physician in Barry, has one 
brother, a freshman at Quincy 
College. “But,” Brad smiled, “he’s 
18.” 

Adjusting to campus life has 


been relatively easy thus far for 
the young freshman. He attended 
a computer programming seminar 
at the University of Missouri at 
Rolla one summer, was at Bradley 
with the Jets (Junior Engineering 
Technical Society) last year, and 
was at orientation this summer. 

“Being away from home for

It seems 
many manufacturers believed 
people were more interested in 
“fine furniture" than in true 
high fidelity sound. So America 
found itself up to here in 
beau til ul wooden boxes, filled 
with lileless electronic equipment. 

I hc Component System 

The true audio enthusiast has 
always preferred the component 
approach. A component is an 
individual piece of equipment that 
specializes in some function. 

It usually comes housed in its 
own cabinet. This makes for better 
equipment in the long run. 

Money that used to be spent on 
faking expensive furniture can 
now be fruitfully invested in the 
sound reproducing parts of 
the system.

BU soph Molitor wins city; eyes pro tour

Bradley basketball went south 
of the equator this past summer in 
the form of coach Joe Stowell and 
star forward Seymour Reed. 

Stowell has been very active in 
several programs in the past 
several years which bring 
instruction in American basketball 
techniques to children and adults, 
men and women, ranging from 
ages eight to 38 all across the 
world. 

Stowell has coached and taught 
in Uruguay, Brazil, Argentina, 
Taiwan, Japan, China, Hawaii and 
the Phillipines as a part of these 
programs. 

Stowell explained why he 
enjoys participating in these 
programs. 

“You get a satisfaction that 
money can’t buy. I have met a lot 
of great people who I still keep in 
contact with. Our common bond 
is sports. People are really 
appreciative that you are trying to 
help them in their programs. It 
has been very gratifying.” 

Two years ago Stowell became 
involved in the Partners of 
America program, a 
government-sponsored 
organization that sent Stowell and 
17 other coaches to Brazil, 
Uruguay, and Argentina to coach 


and conduct clinics. Through this 
program Stowell worked in clinics 
for up to 16 hours a day and 
worked with people on all levels 
of competition. 

Last winter Stowell talked to 
the Missouri Valley chairman

about the program and the 
conference decided to send an 
all-star team to tour South 
America and promote American 
basketball. 

Stowell says, “We hope this 
becomes a yearly thing. The 
Brazilian team, which almost beat 


our Olympic team, is going to play 
in the U.S. this November. This 
program gives boys like Seymour 
a chance to play in Brazil along 
with some other boys.” 

Stowell does not feel that 
Brazilian basketball is on a level 
too far below that of the U.S. 

“We have many more teams, 
but their best teams compare 
quite favorably. When the 
Brazilian National team comes to 
Bradley in November they will 
play a good game of ball.” 

Reed was chosen to represent 
Bradley on the touring Valley 
all-star team that went to Brazil 
this year. 

Reed enjoyed the experience 
very much. “If I had a chance to 
play in Brazil again I certainly 
would do it,” he said. 

The all-stars won eight of the 
10 games scheduled and Reed 
started in several of the contests. 

Bradley assistant coach Joe 
Allen played in Italy after his 
college career was over and 
another Bradley star, L. C. Bowen 
is playing professionally overseas 
now. Reed thinks he might like to 
play professionally in Brazil.

He was also interested in playing 
baseball, but when it came to 
making a decision, he chose golf. 


Three championships at the 
Detweiller Little Guys 
Tournament at the ages of nine, 
ten and 11 made his decision a 
little easier. 

Molitor also won the junior 
tournament championship at 
Detweiller at 16 and was medalist 
in the tourney at 17. In high 
school, Woodruff never had a 
very strong team, so Molitor never 
got the chance to play in the state 
meet. 

Warren Molitor had two of the 
biggest thrills of his life this 
summer. The first was qualifying 
for the National Public Links held 
in New Jersey. It was the second 
year in a row that he had qualified 
for the Publinx. 

The second big thrill came 
during the last week of August 
when Molitor won the Peoria City 
Championship. He was leading by 
one stroke with 18 holes to play 
in the 36-hole event when he 
began to pick up ground. 

Molitor describes it, “With 14 
to go I was up by five strokes and 
I started coasting. I don’t play 
well with a big lead — 1 started 
counting the holes left to play. 
Then I lost the sixth, eighth, and 
ninth holes to put me only two up 
with nine to play. On 12 I got a 
whole new attitude, and got a 
birdie. I lost 13 but won 14 and 
15 to win the tourney.” 

When asked how the 1973 
Bradley prospects look, Molitor 
displayed some of coach Spink’s 
optimism 

“We lost a good player in Dave 
Nell, and his loss will be felt. But 
we’ve got good freshmen golfers 
this year who will start for us. The 
combination of the experience 
gained by the returnees and these 
fine newcomers will offset the loss 
of Nell and make us a better team. 


We’ll have a better team this 
year.” 

Molitor also has an optimistic 
attitude in looking to his future. 


“The college experience will 
give me a good insight to my golf 
future, my ability to turn pro.

That omnipotent ogre of collegiate 
athletics, the NCAA, met in special session 
in August and instituted a massive 
reorganization that could affect every 
major university’s athletic program, 
Bradley’s included. 

The most far-reaching change brought 
out in the convention was the 
establishment of three divisions of athletic 
participation. Division I will consist 
automatically of the 126 major college 
football powers plus any other school that 
desires to participate in thi§ category by 
self-determi nation. 

Because of Bradley’s emphasis on 
basketball the school has elected to be in 
Division I. Each division will hold its own 
championship in each sport. Hence, three 
champs in basketball, football, etc. 

Another facet of the reorganization is 
that each division may decide by a majority 
vote on the rules for entrance to its 
division. Because most of the Division I 
schools have 10-12 major sports on a 
varsity level, it is not impossible that this 
might be set as a criteria for membership in 
the division. 

This could cause an expansion of the 
Bradley athletic program. Bradley has only 
seven varsity sports. Sports such as hockey 
and soccer, which are now maintained 
solely on a club basis may be included as 
varsity sports so that the Division I status 
of basketball and baseball may be 


il 

preserved. Meetings in the next few months! 
should help determine whether these! 
popular and successful club sports may, l 
achieve varsity status. 

A bad point of the organization as it i 
stands now is that it does not permit! 
Bradley’s minor sports such as swimming,! 
golf and tennis to participate on a Division 
II or III level of competition which would 
better suit the program Bradley maintains, 
in these sports. 

Another change made by the NCAA 
concerns the number and method of 
handing out athletic scholarships. The 
NCAA now limits the number of basketball 
scholarships to only 18 total and no more 
four-year guaranteed scholarships can be 
given. 

This may result in the dropping of the 
junior varsity basketball team by many 
schools like Bradley which may not feel the 
added expense is worth it when almost all 
the scholarshipped players are on the 
varsity anyway. 

In addition Bradley may be able to cut 
expenses in that if a player turns out to be 
a hinderance to the program he no longer 
has a guaranteed scholarship. This is apt to 
be used more at the renegade schools who 
may issue a number of scholarships only to 
revoke many of those after one year. 

So the August meeting of the NCAA} 
may turn out to be paradoxical for Bradley 
- offering a means of cutting expenses in 
one section while at the same time possibly 
creating a need for expansion.

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Smoking may cancel 
Field House concerts 


Unless fire rules and 
regulations are followed in 
Robertson Memorial Field House, 
all future concerts may be 
cancelled, according to a 
notification by Capt. Joseph 
Heneberry of the Peoria Fire 
Department. 

Field House Manager Jack 
Kuntz received the notification 
after the Cheech & Chong concert 
Sept. 22. According to the text of 
the note, “smoking in the Field 
House by the audience was 
prevalent. This is a violation of 
the Fire Code and a definite fire 
hazard.” 

“Fire guards under the 
command of Howard Humphrey 
could not control this hazard,” 
continues the notification. “(We) 
strongly recommend the situation 
be controlled immediately and a 
minimum of four guards used at 
this type of show.” 

“It is serious,” said Kuntz 
reacting to the notice. “According 
to this notification, he (the fire 
marshall) would have to take 


some type of immediate 
corrective action, which would 
probably be not allowing any 
more concerts in the Field 
House.” 

“It is implied in the ticket that 
they (concert-geers) are expected 
to comply with the rules and 
regulations of the university or 
the city or the state that has to do 
with the public safety of all 
involved,” Kuntz said. 

Saying he is considering 
solutions ranging from turning the 
lights on during concerts to 
kicking out students found 
smoking, Kuntz added, “I think 
the best solution is for the 
students themselves to tell 
someone else, ‘Hey, buddy, put it 
out, or go smoke in the foyer.’ 

“We try to put on concerts and 
have an entertainment program 
here for their enjoyment,” said 
Kuntz. “We don’t want to play 
policeman—the concerts are here 
for their enjoyment and the 
firemen are there to comply with 
the fire codes of the city of Peoria

Vote ‘y es ’ on charter 

For the second time in less than a year, students Tuesday 
will be given the opportunity to vote to ratify or reject the 
Student Senate Constitution. 

During last spring’s election the constitution was defeated 
primarily because of a clause dealing with the power of 
Student Senate over other campus organizations, and 
opposition to the constitutional amending procedure. 

Lingering disagreement over the black Senate seat also - 
continued until election time. 

But it appears that Senate has cleared up these areas of 
controversy for Tuesday’s vote. Senate’s power is limited to 
making recommendations to other organizations. The revised 
constitution requires that all amendments be passed by the 
student body. And all students will be entitled to an equal 
number of votes, since black students wishing to vote for 
Black Senator will have to forfeit a vote for class senator. 

The major criticism of the revised constitution, even 
among senators who voted in favor of putting it to a student 
vote, was that it seemed hastily-written and several minor 
shortcomings remain. 

But most senators simply did not think that this was 
enough reason to further postpone putting the constitution 
before the student body. 

The Student Senate has been without a constitution long 
enough. Vote in favor of the constitution Tuesday. The 
biggest problems have been ironed out. Senate shouldn’t be 
made to play with the constitution until it finally satisfies 
everyone. 

That might take forever. 

Make gov’t listen 

Tuesday is election day. And every full-time student is 
entitled to at least one vote, based upon his type of housing, 
whether it be dorm, Greek, off-campus, or commuter. 

Unfortunately, the fall elections are neither as hotly 
contested nor as widely publicized as the spring elections, 
when those running for all-school offices generally wage a 
broader, more costly campaign. 

Many students don’t even vote in the fall election. The 
750 students who voted in the 1972 fall election were 
considered the biggest turnout in the history of fall elections. 
This is a small .figure, however, compared to the 1,518 votes 
tabulated in the past year’s spring all-school election, termed , 
an “average turnout.” 

But the fall election is far from unimportant. Students are 
more likely to have something in common with a senator 
who lives in the same type housing than he would with his 
other representatives, whose only common bond is being at 
the same class level. 

Student government is often criticized as not being 
representative. But if students don’t bother to vote for 
someone whose interests are close to theirs, they hardly have 
reason to gripe. 

This year, take time to find out who is running for the 
office before you walk into the polling place. Choose the 
candidate you think will best represent your interests and 
remain accessible to your problems. And follow up the 
senator that is elected, so he has a chance to represent you. 
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I thank God we have not free schools nor printing; and I hope we 

shall not have these hundred years.

As a registered black student 
on this campus, I must raise some 
objections to part of Richard 
Scott’s comments appearing in the 
“What It Look Like” column in 
last week’s Scout. 

As bkack students, we are a 
struggling people and it does take 
a lot of hard work and 
determination on our part to 
become members of the Senate, 
Supreme Court, etc. But we do 
not have to work any harder or 
make any more concessions than 
do our non-black counterparts. It 
is simply a matter of getting off 
our haunches and trying, as it is 
with them. 

*Look at the high proportion of 
blacks who ran for office and who 
actually won. It seems it has 
become too easy for blacks to just 
sit around and talk of oppression 
when in fact it is actually this 
all-talk-but-no-action attitude that 
is the real oppressive force facing 
us. 

Look at what blacks have 
earned and accomplished. The 
largest voting block on campus 
(freshman) voted in a black as 
class president for their 
sophomore year. The Supreme 
Court has two blacks seated and 
one more awaiting confirmation 
by the Senate. Seven blacks were 
appointed to Senate’s rules 
committee, a black was elected as 
a class senator, and we have a 
special black Senate seat. We are 
not being phased out of the 
political decision-making that will 
affect our welfare and standing on 


this campus. When we put forth 
the effort, we make great strides. 

Our smallness in numbers 
involved with “decision-making” 
organizations is not solely due to 
the fact that we are a minority 
group. It is also attributable to the 
degree of participation we 
employ. 

To speak of hardships and then 
acquiesce to the state-of-affairs is 
the most shameful policy we 
could adopt. We talk of walls that 
stare us in the face, yet fail to 
mention the electric-wire 
atmosphere we surround our own 
Black Students Alliance house 
with. We want to be incorporated 
into the system, and yet we want 
few of “them” to enter our own 
halls. If we are disenfranchised, it 
is because we have disoriented 
ourselves from what it takes to be 
a part of the whole. 

How can we possibly bitch of 
being harassed about the black 
Senate seat, when it was blacks 
who were doing the harassment 
five years ago to get that seat? 
The tragic part of the comparison 
is that blacks employed more 
violent means in arguing for the 
seat. We intimidated back then, 
whereas now the campus is 
deciding the issue in an open 
forum, as it should be. We cannot 
allow ourselves to forget that a 
majority is also to be heard and 
respected, and that, often times, a 
compromise is the only equitable 
way of satisfying both groups. 

If the populus on this campus 
was really anti-black, then the 
white-dominated Senate and the 
white-dominated court would 
have eliminated our special seat in 
Senate a long time ago. But we 
aren’t facing such a divided 


campus, and we can continue to 
become involved. 

I think that blacks have been 
knocking on the door for so long 
that they have failed to notice 
that it had been unlocked for 
them to enter. It is about time we 
get out and acted instead of just 
sitting around writing the same 
articles over and over again as to 
how ignored or neglected we are.

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Business dean sets college’s goals; 
terms accreditation very important

Receiving accreditation by the 
American Assembly of Collegiate 
Schools of Business, a professional 
accrediting group, is a major goal 
of Dr. Thomas A. Bausch, dean of 
the College of Business 
Management and Administration. 

Bausch, who replaced Dr. 
Richard Hartman, acting dean of 
the college, Aug. 20, 
hopes to get that accreditation by 
the 1974-75 school year. The 
business school, he said, already 
has a sufficient library, enough

move into a school more or less 
the size of where I was before 
because I enjoy the environment 
in this type of school.” 

Bausch, who earned his B.S. 
degree in economics at John 
Carroll and both his M.B.A. and 
D.B.A. from Indiana University, 
holds the rank of professor at 
Bradley. 

“I want to continue working 
on upgrading and improving the 
undergraduate programs first of 
all because that’s primarily what 
we are,” he continued. 

Though Bradley has a small 
graduate school for business 
majors, Bausch feels that it fulfills 
the needs of the university serving 
a city the size of Peoria. And, 
according to Bausch, Bradley 
cannot compete with larger and 
less expensive graduate schools. 

“Over the long haul, another

Accounting internships planned 


Experimental accounting in¬ 
ternships for Bradley juniors will 
be offered by the university’s 
accounting department next 
semester according to Prof. 
Arthur G. Mehl. 

Each internship will consist of a 
complete semester of work with 
one of nine public accounting 
firms in the area, ranging in size 
from regional to international. 

In order to be eligible for the 
junior-level program, a student 
must begin preparations his 
freshman year by enrolling in 


certain recommended courses. 
After completing five semesters of 
the recommended course load, he 
may apply for the internship if he 
has a minimum 3.0 grade point in 
accounting and an overall of 2.75. 

Applications are reviewed by 
the faculty who make their 
recommendations to the 
accounting firms. 

Upon completion of the 
internship, the student will 
prepare a critical review of his 
work which, along with an 
evaluation by the firm, will be 


used to determine his course 
grade. Credit for the internship 
will be three hours, and the 
student can expect to earn a 
monthly salary of $75 plus 
any overtime he might receive. 

The new program would 
replace the present one which is 
open only to seniors and consists 
of six weeks of internship.

“pretty much the same.” 

“I’d also like to have another 
Service Fair like the one Bates had 
last year,” said Brown. ‘The

“Some of the organizations in 
Peoria like the Red Cross could 
use volunteer workers even for a 
day at a time.

Rap Line, a telephone 
counseling and referral service 
operated by Bradley students, will 
begin its fourth year Monday, 
program director Bill Mishk has 
announced. 

Started in the fall of 1970, Rap 
Line takes calls from students, as 
well as from other persons in the 
community who have problems or 
need guidance in a certain area. 
Most callers request specific 
information or just want to talk. 
The other calls deal with social, 
sexual, and drug problems, and 
occasionally threats of suicide. 

The breakdown shows 35 per 
cent of the total are information 
calls, 25 per cent boy-girl related 
calls, 15 per cent drug-related 
calls, and another 15 per cent 
dealing with family-related

problems. The remaining 10 per 
cent are concerned with several 
seldom-received calls such as 
suicide threats. 

If a Rap Line operator feels it 
is necessary, he will refer a caller 
to a professional person or agency 
better-equipped to handle the 
caller’s problem. 

Records show that about 50 
per cent of the calls to Rap Line 
come from Bradley and the other 
50 per cent from the surrounding 
community. Statistics also show a 
wide range in callers’ ages, ranging 
from a 13-year-old wanting to 
know what he can do about an 
unruly brother to a middle-aged 
man with marital problems. 

Presently there are 20 
volunteer operators, not including 
new trainees. The operators work 
in three or four hour shifts with 


two volunteers per shift. 

The service, which is available 
24 hours a day, has grown in three 
years from averaging four calls a 
day its First year to answering over 
20 a day at the end of the 
1972-73 operating year. All calls 
are confidential between the 
operator and caller. 

In order to qualify as a Rap 
Line volunteer, a student must 
attend a training session consisting 
of self-awareness tests, 
discussions, talks, and Films. After 
the session, the trainee is screened 
by a process of short interviews 
and a series of simulated 
telephone calls. Those trainees 
who do not pass the screening 
test, but still wish to become 
operators, are allowed to continue 
to train and may be accepted 
later.

There are no current plans to 
revive the defunct Greek campus 
newspaper, Intercourse , which 
was discontinued last March, 
according to John Schadl, 
president of the Presidents’ 
Council for Fraternal Affairs 
(PCFA). 
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,The monthly paper, containing 
news and features for and about 
Bradley Greeks and their, 
activities, was discontinued! 
because of a desire to work, 
through the Scout and the: 
financial burden of maintaining it. 

“We wanted to work through 
the school newspaper - it’s a more j 
credible way of working,” Schadl 
explained. He added that in a 
situation in which Greeks were 
writing their own news “there was 
always the question of whether 
Greeks were stretching the truth 
to make themselves look good.” 

Each issue cost $400, 
according to Schadl, and they 
were free to students. Three 
thousand copies were printed; 800 
went to fraternities and the rest 
were distributed on campus. 

The revenue generated by 
advertising did not pay the cost of 
printing, so PCFA, the governing 
body of the fraternity system, had 
to make up the difference. The 
paper was staffed by both 
fraternity and sorority members. 

“We had a lot of trouble 
getting ads,” Schadl recalled. 
Intercourse , a title chosen 
‘‘because it wa s an 
a 11 e n t i on -ge tter,” discouraged 
many prospective advertisers, he 
explained. 

The paper was founded in 
April 1972, according to Schadl, 
“because Greeks didn’t feel they 
were getting enough information 
pertaining to them in the Scout 
and we had trouble getting our big 
events publicized.” 
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First school comes by rail 

Bradley established after founder changes plans

Lydia Moss Bradley was 68 
years old in 1884 when she 
outlined plans in her will for 
building a school as a memorial to 
her deceased husband and 
children. 

At the 10th Founder’s Day 
exercises in 1908, nine months 
after Mrs. Bradley had died, 
Edward O. Sisson, the original 
director of Bradley Polytechnic 
Institute, described the interest 
and determination Bradley’s 
founder took in the planning of 
the school. 

“For six years I visited Mrs. 
Bradley regularly once a week, 
and oftener upon occasion, I 
talked over with her the progress 
and affairs of the Institute. 
Nothing which concerned it in 
any way was indifferent to 
her-the buildings, the grounds, 
the course of study, the 
equipment, the teachers, and 
above all the students—for she 
never lost sight of the fact that it 
was for their sake only the whole 
work was undertaken.” 

Mrs. Bradley originally planned 
to have the school established 
after her death, but at the urging 
of Dr. William R. Harper, 
president of the University of 
Chicago, Mrs. Bradley, 80, 
decided to begin the school in 
November 1896. 

Five months later the first 
ground-breaking took place, 
without ceremony, in a corn field 
that is the current site of Bradley 
University. 

Bradley Hall and the Horology 
Building, which is known as 
Westlake Hall today, were the 
only structures built for the 150 
students who enrolled for the first 
day of classes-Oct. 4, 1897. The 


original Founder’s Day ceremony 
was held four days later as Lyman 
J. Gage, U.S. Secretary of the 
Treasury, formally dedicated 
Bradley Polytechnic Institute. 

In its first years, Bradley 
consisted of two academies—an 
upper and lower —that 
corresponded to a high school 
curriculum plus a two year college 
program that conferred associate 
degrees in the arts, literature, or 
science. The Institute contained 
departments in biology, 


Bradley bought America’s only 
school of horology in 1892 and 
moved the entire school by train 
to Peoria from La Porte, Ind. 

Known as Parsons Horological 
Institute, the school.had been 
established only eight years 
earlier. It took temporary 
residence after the purchase in the 
building of the Peoria Watch 
Company until 1897 when it was 
relocated in its own building 
known today as Westlake Hall. 

The Horology School was 


it closed. He estimated that 
Bradley graduated 14,000 
students of horology between 
1892 and 1961. 

Mrs. Bradley was the mother of 
six children, two boys and four 
girls, all of whom died in early 
youth. The death of the last 
surviving child, Laura, in 1864, 
prompted Mrs. Bradley and her 
husband, Tobias, to investigate 
ways of disposing of their estate 
because it was without direct 
heirs.

chemistry, domestic economy, 
English, German and French, 
history, Latin and Greek, manual 
arts, mathematics, and physics. 

Bradley was converted into a 
liberal arts college in the early 
1920’s and became a university in 
the late 1940’s. 

One of the unique parts of the 
early Institute was the offering of 
horology, the study of 
watchmaking and repair. Mrs. 


disbanded in 1961 and the 
remnants were shipped to Gem 
City College in Quincy, Ill. 

“It was recognized all over the 
world as one of the finest schools 
of its kind,” said George J. Wild, 
77, the last director of the school 
and a resident of Pekin. 

According to Wild, who began 
as an instructor of horology at 
Bradley in 1919, 150 students 
were enrolled in the school when 


ISO continues despite problems 


The Bradleys visited an 
orphanage in Montreal in 1865 
with the idea of establishing a 
similar institution in Peoria. 
However, they felt such 
institutions developed children as 
dependents, not industrious, 
useful men and women. 

In 1867, Mr. Bradley was killed 
in an accident leaving Mrs. 
Bradley to manage an estate 
worth about $500,000. In the 
next 12 years, Mrs. Bradley, with 
the assistance of a business 
advisor, W. W. Hammond, 
increased the estate by $1 million. 


$425,000 of which was invested 
in the Institute during its first 
three years. At her death, almost 
the entire Bradley fortune was 
endowed to the school. 

The president of the Board of 
Trustees, Oliver J. Bailey, summed 
up the character of Mrs. Bradley 
at the Founder’s Day exercises in 
1908 in these words: 

“She was a fair specimen of 
that gain which our American 
nations wants to make its staple. 
Mrs. Bradley was a plain woman 
of the plain, common, real people 
and it is in that light that I wish to 
express my tribute.”

One problem faced by the 
organization at Bradley, Zarvell 
said, is that foreign students who 
come to Bradley “become 
well-educated in the ways of the 
United States, then have to return 
home and again take up, what to 
them, has become very tedious 
work.” 

Also, “Many are sent from 
their home countries to specialize 
in a certain field, only to find 
themselves totally disinterested in 
studying it.”

A final and immediate 
problem, Zarvell said, is that the 
ISO house at 816 N. Maplewood 
is scheduled to be torn down, to 
make way for the new P.E. 
complex. The organization is 
“trying desperately” to find a new 
house, but so far has been 
unsuccessful, Zarvell said.

However, at ISU they sold for 
four and five dollars and that didn’t seem 
to keep people away in bunches. 

The prices, incidentally, were 
established by the Bulls. 

Wrong time of year? It’s football season, 
you say. 

There is no attendance-drawing football 
in Peoria other than high school games, and 
obviously no grid-iron action on television 
Wednesday night at 7:30. 

I thought having an established NBA 


star, the most prominent Bradley 
All-American, back on the Hilltop could at 
least match a crowd produced in part by an 
unproven pro rookie in a cast. 

When Bradley senior A1 Bolnick talked 
with the Bulls’ management early this past 
spring, he asked about bringing a game to 
Peoria. Evidently it got things rolling. 

The Chicago people can perhaps be 
forgiven for thinking it would be a 
blockbuster. On paper it seemed like a 
good idea. 

But at the gate, where it really matters, 
the numbers speak for themselves. 

I have to wonder about the sports future 
of this city. 

It seems the only things that guarantee 
crowds anymore are pro wrestling matches 
staged at Richwoods High School and the 
roller derby shows in the Field House. 

And can you believe one of the 
buildings being planned in the downtown 
renovation is an 8,500-seat sports arena? 

I wouldn’t be surprised, if and when it’s 
built, to see a “playing surface” consisting 
of a wrestling ring surrounded by a 
high-banked skating oval. 


Molitor again leads golfers 


Not even a furious second-half 
comeback which saw Bradley’s 
soccer Braves pour in four goals 
during a 15-minute span could 
keep the club from losing its third 
straight game, 5-4, to Illinois in a 
game played in Champaign on 
Saturday. 

Bradley coach Vic Reed was 
visibly disappointed with the 
defeat and the officiating, but still 
expressed pleasure in seeing his 
team come back to nearly tie. 

“Some of the calls, especially 
the penalty kick hurt us, but we 
showed good hustle and desire. If 
we can keep hustling the whole 
year we’ll be okay,” said Reed. 

The Braves got their first goal 
20 minutes into the second half 
and in so doing broke a shutout 
string for the Illinois goalie which 
had been extended to almost 250 
minutes of playing time so far this 
season. Dan “Flea” Allen got his 
first goal of the year with an assist 
from Bob deGomar and eight 
minutes later another “little-big” 
guy connected for Bradley as 
Jorge Bustamante got his second 
goal of the season on a penalty 
shot. 

Bob deGomar shocked the 
Illini a minute later with a long 
high shot that brought the Braves 
within two goals of a tie. As the 
Braves pressed the attack in search 
of their fourth goal, Bustamante 
and Habeeb Atesh were both 
injured and tempers flared on 
both teams. 

With ten minutes to play in the 
game, the Braves got their fourth 
goal from an unexpected source, 
an Illinois fullback who tried to 


clear a wildly bouncing ball back 
to the Illinois goalie and 
inadvertently kicked it into his 
own net. 

The last ten minutes of the 
game saw the Braves scrambling 
for an equalizer, while their 
obviously tired and rattled 
opponents worked desperately to 
hold on for their third straight 
victory of the young season. 

When the game ended, it was 
the Bradley players who seemed 
elated, while Illinois acted more 
relieved than happy. Bradley 
Coach Vic Reed looked back on 
the wild contest and ruefully said, 
“We’ve turned it around, we could 
have played better, but we’ll be 
okay. They (Illinois) have to come 
and play us in Peoria. We’ll get 
’em then.” 

However, the Braves next 
opponent will be Illinois State, a 
team which Illinois beat 2-0 a 
week before playing Bradley. The 
Illinois State game is the home 
opener for the soccer Braves and 
is the beginning of a five-game 
homestand which includes what 
should be an eventful rematch 
with Illinois on Dad’s Day. 


Reflecting on last week’s two 
golf matches, Bradley coach Jim 
Spink voiced the familiar call 
heard from a majority of the 
Bradley coaching staff. “We were 
caught in between the big schools 
and the small schools. 
SIU-Edwardsville, Illinois, Western 
Illinois, and the other state 
schools are a little better than us 
and the smaller schools such as 
Rockford just can’t play with us.” 

So the tale goes as the Bradley 
linksters turned in a ninth-place 
finish at Murray State Friday and 
Saturday and were fourth Monday 
in the MacMurray Invitational. 

“It was a good, tough field at 
Murray State, and we were in it 
after two rounds, but blew 
ourselves out in the third. We 
were four strokes out of sixth 
after four holes and ended up 
ninth,” said Spink. 

Warren Molitor again turned in 
the best three-round score for the 
Braves with a total of 224, nine 
strokes out of the lead. A1 
Gallinati and Cal Meister were 
next with an identical 229. 
Rounding out the top six were 
Jerry Young at 231, Don Patton’ 


at 237, and Rob Makela shot a 
245. Gallinati had a 69 in the 
second round, the low score of 
the round. Patton was making his 
first collegiate golf appearance. 

At MacMurray, the Braves 
finished in a tie with Missouri-St. 
Louis for fourth, nine strokes, 
away from winner 
SIU-Edwardsville. Again it was 
Molitor leading the way, finishing 
second in the match with a 73, 
one stroke off the pace of Ollie 
Fosdyck of Western Illinois, the 
medalist. 

After Molitor, the Bradley 
scores were Meister, 75, Young, 
81, Patton, 82, and Gallinati, 83. 
“We had a good shot at it, but we 


didn’t come through,” said Spink. 

“The averages aren’t that bad,” 
said Spink. ‘The newcomers have 
to shoot better, but so do the rest. 
We’ve got to get better scores out 
of the veterans as well as the 
freshmen.” 

The Braves return to the links 
tomorrow when they go to 
Edwardsville for the SIU Fall 
Tournament. “SIU has beaten us 
twice, but only by a nose,” said 
Spink. 

Monday the Braves travel to 
Gray slake, Ill. for the Lake 
County Invitational, the first year 
the match has been held. It is an 
18-hole tourney, as is the SIU 
tourney.

In general Bradley athletics are plagued with financial 
problems. Most varsity sports have a shortage of scholarships 
available as well as a lack of funds to improve facilities and 
equipment. 

Club sports, like wrestling, soccer and hockey, have no 
scholarships and must rely on allotments from the athletic 
department and SABRC to pay for just a portion of their 
facility cost, uniforms and equipment. 

With these problems a person would think the athletic 
department would be anything but lenient in issuing 
scholarships and making sure these scholarships are earned. 
There was an instance, however, involving a Bradley athlete 
last year where this was far from the case. 

It seems that this athlete came to Bradley with a pretty 
good high school athletic record and superior natural talent 
in his sport, but received no initial financial aid from the 
school. As a freshman he was on the team but was far from a 
dedicated performer. He missed more practices than he made 
and even missed a meet or two because he “overslept and 
missed the bus.” 

Still, he was a fairly successful performer, though, by his 
own admission, he didn’t begin to approach his potential in 
his specialty—a sport which places a premium on the timing 
and form gained through practice. 

The next year the coach of the team, ignoring the 
experience of the year before, offered this young man a full 
tuition and books scholarship for one semester—essentially 
more than $1,100 in aid. 

Again the same pattern was followed. Practices and meets 
were missed until the athlete eventually stopped going 
altpgether. The coach made no move to contact this team 
member and permitted him to sit the season out on virtually 
a free ride. The athlete did next-to-nothing and received 
$ 1,100 for his ‘efforts’. 

This is not to condone the athlete’s action. Surely once he 
received aid the athlete should have been expected to earn it. 
Instead perhaps the coach should have been more particular 
with scholarships. Certainly a performer with a little less 
ability but a lot more desire and dedication would be a more 
deserving recipient. 

Perhaps this is an isolated instance in Bradley athletics. I 
certainly hope so. However, couldn’t this money, have been 
put to use in better ways—if not as a scholarship to another 
athlete, even in another sport, perhaps as aid to the 
underfinanced club sports. 

I would just hope that, in the future, the coaches would 
be more discerning in issuing scholarships, realize when an 
athlete has earned aid, and avoid giving an undeserving 
athlete a ‘free ride’.

Club brings rough, fast-moving 


rugby to Peoria

Is Peoria ready for rugby? Or 
would it be better to ask is rugby 
ready for Peoria? 

In either case, the question 
should be answered this year as 
the Bradley rugby club begins it’s 
first year of competition. 

Bernard Zant, coach of the 
Bradley squad, thinks the sport 
could be highly successful in 
Peoria» 

“I think rugby in the Peoria 
area has very good potential,” 
states Zant. 

“There are a few people in the 
city who play for neighboring 
teams such as Illinois State and 
Quad Cities. In a short amount of 
time, we hope these people will 
develop a loyalty to the Peoria 
team and play for us. This should 
stimulate ‘hometown interest’and 
I feel strongly that once people 
realize there is a team here, 
enough interest should be 
generated to make it a success.” 

The game has already planted 
firm roots in midwest cities such 
as Chicago, St. Louis, 
Bloomington and the Quad Cities. 
In addition almost every major 
college in the country has 
established a rugby team or club. 

Rugby is a fast moving, 
high-contact sport involving 15 
players from each team. It is 
3th football and soccer 


in many ways. 

To score, a team must either 
kick the ball through a set of 
goalposts as in football or run the 
ball into the end zone and touch 


it to the ground. 

A team is given four points for 
touching the ball down in the end 
zone and three points for a 
penalty kick. A two point 


conversion is attempted after a 
score. 

There are no forward passes in 
rugby. The ball is advanced 
downfield by a combination of

running and a series of lateral 
passes. 

Blocking is prohibited, so the] 
man carrying the ball is essentially 
on his own. He may, however, 
pass the ball to a teammate before 
he is tackled. Once the runner 
with the ball is tackled, he must 
let go of the ball immediately. 

The ball is put into play by a 
scrum which is similar to a 
face-off in hockey in that the ball 
is put into play between members, 
of the opposing teams. A scrum 
features eight men from each 
team standing locked together byi 
their arms and legs. The two 
teams stand facing each other, a 
few feet apart. The ball is rolled 1 
between them. Each man tries to j 
kick the ball backwards toward , 
his own goalline, where their 
scrum-half (position similar to a 
quarterback in football) can pick j 
it up and advance it downfield. 

The next scheduled game fcJ 
the Bradley club is on Oct. 7 ;•!« 
Illinois State. Zant says his squa 1 
will probably make their honit j 
debut on either Oct. 14 or 21. 

“Right now we are talking to 
Illinois State and Quad Cities 
trying to set up games,” says 
Zant. “Our biggest drawback 
though is that we don’t really, 
have a field to play on.”

Constitution receives approval; voter turnout light

Students approved Senate’s 
proposed constitution by a 
454-134 vote in Tuesday’s fall 
elections. Nineteen persons were 
also elected to Senate seats. 

The voter turnout of 626 was 
approximately 125 students less 
than the number voting in last 
fall’s elections. 

The heaviest voting was for 
freshman seats. The lightest was 
for commuter senators, where 
only two persons received votes, 
although four positions were 
open. The remaining seats 
will be filled by appointees 
selected by All-school President 


Chip Colletti, with the approval of 
Senate. 

William McCuskey received 
enough votes to be elected both 
off-campus and commuter 
senator. No decision has yet been 
made on which seat he will 
occupy, according to Pat 
Baikauskas, chairman of the 
elections committee. 

Student body ratification of 
the constitution was made 
necessary as the result of a 
Supreme Court ruling last spring. 

The new constitution will go 
into effect immediately for Senate 
and the Student Supreme Court, 
according to Baikauskas. The 


document, however, has yet to 
receive the required approval of 
the Dean of Men and the Board of 
Trustees. 

Senate seats for Lovelace, 
University, and Geisert halls and 
for junior class were uncontested 
on the ballot. A write-in 
candidate, Bobbie Webster, 
defeated two candidates, 
including the incumbent, for the 
Williams Hall Senate seat. 

Student Supreme Court Justice 
Frank Gabell was elected 
off-campus senator and, according 
to Baikauskas, Gabell will have to 
resign either his court or Senate 
seat because of a provision in the 


constitution that prohibits 
persons from holding both 
positions. If Gabell resigns his 


Senate seat, the candidate with 
the next highest vote total will 
take the seat.

The Dads’ Association was 
established about 25 years ago, 
according to Erickson. There has 
been a Dads’ Day every year since 
then, he said. The association was 
founded by Dr. A. G. Haussler, 
executive secretary of the 
university. 


“The Board of Directors of the 
Dads’ Association meets three 
times a year.

He added that the association

“Over recent years, they’ve 
made contributions of 
approximately $10,000 a year. 


These contributions to the 
university are designated by the 
directors to be applied to certain 
student projects,” explained 
Erickson. 

He went on to say that every 
parent of a Bradley student is a 
member of the Dads’ Association 
whether or not he contributes. 

Any contributions made to the 
association are put in a separate 
fund, and those funds go to 
student service projects and things 
of that nature. For example, last 
year the association sponsored the 
Honors Day Banquet and the 
Activities Day Banquet for 
student leaders. The association 
also provided funding for the first 
Madrigal Dinner which is held in 
early December.

Nursing enrollment climbs in 1970's

Student enrollment in the 
Department of Nursing has 
increased about 130 since 1970 
and the faculty has doubled in 
size since the last year, according 
to June Snow, department 
chairman. 

The increase came after the 
approval of a generic background 
program, three years ago, which 
permitted students to enroll who 
had no previous nursing 
experience. This change allowed 
21 freshmen to be admitted to the 
department for the first time in 
1970-71, said Snow. 

As a result enrollment 
increased from 62 in 1970 to 211 
this year. Nursing classes meet in 
Bradley Hall and in Peoria area 
hospitals and clinics. 

Snow attributes the increase to 
the many new career 
opportunities and new fields of 
nursing.which appeal to young 
men and women. “There are 
opportunities not only in hospital 
work but also in community 
agencies, including drug addiction 
control programs and poverty 
programs,” she said. 

Bradley’s nursing department 
offers one of the approximately 
15 baccalaureate programs in 
Illinois, according to Snow. 
Unlike most two or three year

Discontinues program director 


The position of Residence Hall 
Program Director was not refilled 
this year because of the general 
cutbacks in funds experienced 
throughout the university, 
according to Ken Goldin, director 
of the Housing Office. Goldin 
added that last year’s director, 
Ron Krause, is still working on 
dorm activities in the capacity of 
advisor to Interdorm Council 
through the dean of men. The 
council is the representative body 
of all dorms on campus. 

Krause, who is head resident of 
Lovelace-Sisson dorms this year, 
was the only person to occupy 
program directorship. The 
position was created last February 
by former Vj ce President for 
Student Services Richard Trumpe 
after it had been proposed by 
Goldin. 

One of the activities Krause 
organized was an all-school picnic 


planned by him through the dorm 
structure. He said, however, that 
the job “didn’t quite meet the 
expectations of the Housing 
Committee.” 


nursing programs, the four-year 
program allows students to obtain 
their Bachelor’s degree and be 
exposed to a broad area of liberal 
arts and sciences, in addition to 
actual experience in community 
services, she added. 

Snow explained that nursing, 
which has traditionally involved 
hospital training, has presently 
expanded to a level of higher 
education through the 
baccalaureate program. “A trend 


has occurred in all colleges and 
universities because of today’s 
emphasis on health and 
improvements in this area.” 

Other additions to the program 
have been three senior-level 
courses offered this year and a 
course on each of the freshman, 
sophomore and junior levels 
added consecutively each year 
since 1970. 

In order to finance the 
expansion of the program, the 


nursing department has received 
three state grants totalling 
$140,000 and a federal capital 
grant of $10,400, stated Snow. 
This includes money for teachers’ 
salaries and improvements in 
facilities. 

Snow indicated that next 
year’s enrollment may have to be 
curtailed to 250 students because 
of the limited number of

Concerts threatened 

The Cheech & Chong concert may have been just about 
the limit. 

The Peoria fire department notified Field House Manager 
Jack Kuntz that smoking by persons in the audience was 
uncontrollable and the department recommended that four 
more fire marshalls be assigned to the next concert, Loggins 
and Messina, scheduled for Thursday. 

Lecture Arts Committee sent Kuntz a memo stating it “is 
taking the approach that this concert (Loggins and Messina) 
may be the last” if smoking persists. Extra fire marshalls and 
security personnel will be at Loggins and Messina to enforce 
the fire code. Violators will be given a warning the first time 
they light up; the second time will mean ejection. 

There is a good reason for the fire code regulation banning 
smoking. When people are crowded together in an area like 
the Field House, with limited exit routes, the possibility 
always exists that panic caused by a fire could result in injury 
and even death if everyone frantically ran for the exits. 

You don’t even need a real fire, just someone yelling 
“fire” and enough people believing it. 

Nobody’s trying to spoil your good time by asking you 
not to smoke. The fire regulations are just plain common 
sense. 

The rules are enforced whether spectators are listening to 
a speech, watching a basketball game, or taking in a rock 
concert. ButVit seems the biggest problems are with rock 
concert crowds. 

Don t take the chance of losing the few concerts we get. 
Confine your smoking to the foyer or outside, where it’s 
legal. 

Turnout disturbing 

If you are a commuter student and had voted for yourself 
as a write-in candidate for commuter senator at Tuesday’s 
election, you would have been elected. If you had two 
friends who were commuters and they did the same thing, 
one—or maybe both—would have won seats too. 

(One person got three write-in votes for commuter senator 
and was also elected off-campus senator in the election. No 
final determination of which seat he will occupy has been 
made yet.) 

There are 41 voting members on Senate. If the person who 
won two seats is awarded the off-campus seat, then three 
votes in Tuesday’s election could have resulted in a seven per 
cent voting block in Senate. 

It’s kind of disturbing to realize that a handful of students 
might have gained considerable influence by merely getting a 
few friends out to vote. 

What’s worse—the vote totals indicate this is more a 
general rule than an exception. 

Does Senate mean that little to students?

There are two avenues of approach 
when one considers the technique of 
Transcendental Meditation: the effects on 
the mind, and the physical effects on the 
body. 

Several studies on this technique have 
proven that the accompanying physical 
advantages are of great benefit to the 
meditator.

It has often been said that 
Transcendental Meditation is beneficial in 
relieving stress, and I have found this to be 
true.

The effects of Transcendental 
Meditation are very satisfying. I have often 
been seen with a cosmic smile on my face 
which I directly attribute to 
Transcendental Meditation.

Blacks do have 
places to go 

I wish to express my views 
regarding the article “One 
Woman’s View” by Barbara 
Charles as it appeared in last week’s 
Scout. It appears to me that she 
has just about summed up some 
major misconceptions shared by 
blacks here at Bradley. I think a 
few pertinent facts should be 
brought up which will reveal that 
this “social dilemma” is nothing 
more than an “attitude and 
participation dilemma.” 

Misconception number one is 
the “all-white fraternity/sorority 
concept.” Barbara makes it sound 
as if blacks are excluded from 
Greek life. Both she and I know 
that this is simply not th^case. If 
blacks are represented in such 
insignificant numbers in 
fraternities and sororities it is 
because of their own election not 
to participate and not by 
exclusion.

It is 
the blacks that hold the attitude 
that Greek life is white-oriented, 
an attitude which will prevail until 
blacks realize that participation in 
Greek life (exclusive of all-black 
houses) will alter that attitude.

Barbara, please tell me 
who has kept you out of Brave’s or 
Si’s? Such an illusion is incredible! 
Once again there are few blacks at 
Brave’s or Si’s because few blacks 
come to Brave’s or Si’s, not 
because they are excluded. 

As for using Bradley Hall for 
recreation, yes, they could also 
install bowling alleys in Olin and 


hold classes in Convenient Food 
Mart. 

This all-too-prevalent attitude 
that blacks and whites must have 
separate places for recreation and 
entertainment is undoubtedly 
errant. A university situation is 
one of the greatest opportunities 
for blacks and whites to associate 
freely and enjoyably. This is the 
way it should be. It will not 
happen at Bradley, or anywhere 
for that matter, until attitudes of 
co-operation are cultivated and 
not destroyed as by these 
astounding misconceptions.

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Laying a book in front of her, 
the poet tries to sell himself

The Sit V Bull room was 
almost deserted, except for some 
people eating either a late lunch 
or an early dinner, and a few 
others with books open in front 
of them reading. A new record 
dropped onto the juke box 
turntable and began playing. 

Near the center of the room, 
alone at a table, a man in a green 
sportcoat and an open-collared 
red-plaid shirt held a briefcase 
between his arms. Very slowly 
and very carefully he moved his 
hands along the table to the metal 
releases on the case. The lid 
popped open and he lifted out 
two books. Rising carefully from 
his chair, he shuffled, almost 
shyly, to where a young woman 
sat with a cup of coffee. 

“Would you like to look at 
these?” he asked laying the books 
in front of her. 

She looked up, surprised at 
first by the deep quiet voice and 
the rough, yet compassionate face 
leaning over her. She nodded, 
smiling politely. The man left the 
books and returned to his table. 

Donald G. Finch, a man with 
short hair - dark and uncombed, 
heavy, poorly trimmed sideburns, 
and a wrinkled green sportcoat, is 
a poet. But today, like many 
other days, he is also a salesman. 

“Publishers just won’t push 
poetry,” he said, “and so if you 
want to make any money, you 
have to go out and try to sell your 
stuff yourself. At times it can be 
demeaning, and almost always it’s 
discouraging, but I do have to eat 
and pay rent.” 

Finch, now 36, attended 
Bradley for two years as a 
journalism major and later 
enlisted in the Air Force. He 


began writing seriously about nine 
years ago and has had three books 
published - A Dandelion is not a 
Rose , On Strawberry Eve , and She 
Waits for Me. A fourth book, 
Georgia , is currently being 
written. 

Although his books are 
available in book stores, he finds 
the best way to sell them is by 
going around to bars, clubs, and 
colleges and offering them to 
people he meets. He asks $2 extra 
for an autographed copy, but has 
signed his name free just to make 
a sale. 

“Bars are really the best places 
to sell my books,” he said, 
“although the most 1 ever sold in 
one day, I sold at Illinois State 
University in Normal - 26 copies. 
A lot of people like to buy them 
as gifts.” 

Finch receives $225 a month 
disability payment from the Air 
Force. He suffered the first of 
three nervous breakdowns while 
stationed in England 17 years ago. 

He tries to supplement his 
disability payments by selling his 
books. 

“After I’ve sold at a particular 
bar or a particular college, I don’t 
like to go back there for a while. 
That way, there’s less chance of 
meeting a person I’ve already 
talked to.

Director prefers human element

“I make neat things out of 
clay,” said Verne Funk, Bradley’s 
new director of the School of Art, 
in describing his talents. Funk, 
who prefers projects that deal 
with human elements remarked, 
“It’s fun to make objects relating 
to puns, humor, and 
understatements of the human 
condition or social satire.” 

Funk, an accomplished 
ceramist who has shown his work 



Funk wants to make sure that 
the art school is an integral part of 
the total university and 
emphasized the importance of 
student involvement in achieving 
this goal. 

Flexibility and minimal 
requirements now allow students 
enrolled in the department to 
select and form individual 
curriculums. Funk said, “We must 
be aware of changes and must be 
able to utilize and accept, as well 
as reject, ideas in respect to 
human needs.” 

Although Duryea Hall is small 
in size and prohibits ideal working 


conditions, it “allows for the 
freedom in curriculum” which, 
according to Funk, is 
characteristic of Bradley’s “open 
studio” concept of art education. 

Bradley is not new to Funk. In 
1950 he attended a special trade 
school in horology, a now defunct 
department, which dealt with 
jewelry engraving, watchwork, 
and repair. 

“It’s strange to think I’m back 
here after going through so many 
different situations,” said Funk.

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New drinking law 
gets varied reaction

Business has increased in two 
local bars but remained about the 
same at two downtown bars since 
an Oct. 1 law allowing 19 and 
20-year olds to buy and drink 
beer and wine, according to a 
Scout survey. 

James Dobbin, manager of the 
Brave’s Inn, noticed a 10 per cent 
increase in trade, while Harry 
Laski, a bartender at Mecca Pizza 
Parlor, estimated that business 
had increased by 25 per cent. 
Both establishments are located 
on Farmington Road and cater to 
Bradley students. 

Dobbin, who said that two I.D. 
checkers are always present, 
didn’t think that many 
19-year olds were trying to take 
advantage of the new law by 
getting hard liquor. 

However, Dobbin was 
somewhat unhappy with the new 
law. “The fact that 19-year olds 
can’t get everything makes it a 
bigger hassle for everybody.” 

Laski, who had thought the 
19-year olds wouldn’t control 
themselves very well, was 
surprised. 

“They way they’ve acted so 
far, I think they could handle the 
hard liquor.” 

Neither Dobbin nor Laski felt 
that they were having any 
particular difficulties because of 
the change. 

Two downtown bars hardly 
noticed the difference. 

Bob Pollard, bartender at 
Crossroad Lanes, 4732 N. War 
Memorial Drive and Elmer 
Durbin, owner of the K & B Tap, 
333 S.W. Adams, both said they 
catered mostly to older people. 

Pollard, who hasn’t seen an 
increase thus far, said, “We’ve had 
very few 19-year olds, but if they 
came in, we’d serve them. Mostly 
we serve just a lot of regulars.” 

Durbin, who emphasized he 
runs an orderly place, made it 
clear that he doesn’t want the 
younger drinkers. 

I don’t want it, because my 
regulars wouldn’t like it,” said 
Durbin. “Most of my trade is 


40-45. If they (19-year olds) can’t 
handle themselves like people, I 
don’t want them.” 

Peoria Police Department 
officials Capt. Jerry Layman, 
commander of General Services! 
and Lt. John Dyke of the Traffic 
Division said the lower drinking 
age had caused no additional 
problems. 

“Our records indicate no 
changes,” said Layman. “As a 
matter of fact, only one DWI 
(driving while intoxicated) was 
tested (as of Oct. 9) and he was an 
adult. We usually average just less 
than one driver a day for 
intoxication.”

Album involves listener in total experience

Every once in a while an album 
comes along and envelopes my 
consciousness. I am in complete 
harmony with the album; the 
songs are my songs, the lyrics my 
lyrics, and so on right down to the 
album’s cover. 

One album that has stirred me 
like this is If I Could Only 
Remember My Name , by David 
Crosby. With its gentle tone and 
peaceful continuity, Crosby’s 
album establishes a contemplative 
aura which closely parallels the 
mood found on Carole King’s 
Tapestry , the soulful folk 
masterpiece of 1971. 

A good example of Crosby’s 
beautiful work is “Music Is Love,” 
an acoustic number that flows 
effortlessly. Harmony, featuring 
Crosby’s friends Neil Young and 
Graham Nash, comes alive here. 
One can almost feel the great love 
these musicians have for each 
other as they sing this deceptively 
simple, almost childlike rhyme 
song. 

Crosby’s protesting nature has 
been revealed previously in such 
classics as “Long Time Gone”, 
written after and mourning 
Robert Kennedy’s death, and 
“Almost Cut My Hair,” an almost

Continuing in this tradition is 
“What Are Their Names?,” a 
slowly persistent number whose 
brutal instrumentation and 
scathing lyrics lets all listeners 
know that David Crosby is not a 
member of Richard Nixon’s silent 
majority. 

Methodical and almost heavy 
at first, “What Are Their Names?” 
builds its instrumentation slowly, 
piece by piece, and explodes into 
a chorus of: 

I wonder who they are? 

The men who really run this 
land. 

And I wonder why they run it. 

With such a thoughtless hand. 

What are their names? 


And on what streets do they 
live? 

I’d like to run right over 
This afternoon and give 
Them a piece of my mind 
About peace for mankind 
Peace is not an awful lot to 
ask. 

Images of a rainy Sunday 
afternoon come into my mind 
whenever I hear “Traction In the 
Rain,” a pensive song expressing 
Crosby’s inability to cope with 
city life. The use of a harp makes 
this song smooth and mellow, and 
as is most often the case, Crosby’s 
singing is superb. 

Painting a picture of 
tranquility is “Song With No 
Words (Tree With No Leaves),” a 
guitar-centered song that 


communicates on many levels. 
“Song With No Words” is the 
beginning of a trio of beautiful 
songs whose collective impact 
startles me. This group seems to 
be Crosby’s expression of 
loneliness, beauty, and hope, with 
the music being etched in sadness 
and melancholy. 

The second song of the trio, 
Orleans, is a traditional French 
ballad. Crosby’s treatment is very 
tasteful. “I’d Swear there Was 
Somebody Here” follows, and to 
describe it would be impossible. 
The searching pain and haunting 
beauty simply must be heard. 

As a musician, David Crosby 
has done his part. If I Could Only 
Remember My Name is here, and 
it is worth listening to.

Winfield only bright spot 


Bradley’s cross country team, 
managing to break into the top 
seven places only once in two 
meets, suffered lopsided defeats at 
the hands of Eastern Illinois and 
Western Illinois last week. 

Friday the Braves traveled to 
Charleston and were beaten 15-50 
as Eastern swept the first seven 
places. Jim Winfield finished 
eighth in the meet at 26:08, about 
one minute behind the leader. 

“Eastern is probably the best 
team we’ll face this year and they 
have a good chance of taking the 
NCAA Division 2 Championship 
this year,” says coach Jake 
Schoof. 

Mike Larson of Eastern was the 
winner in the meet, touring the 
five-mile course in 25:13. 

The harriers ran against 
Western on Tuesday and came out 
on the short end of a 19-44 score. 


Winfield finished second in this 
meet trailing Western’s Jim 
Wheeler by 19 seconds. Western 
captured the third through eighth 
places. 

“The Western course was by 
far the toughest we have run on 
this year,” said Coach Schoof. 
“We didn’t run well at all in either 
race. The times should have been 
better in the Eastern race because 


it was so flat.” 

“Tony Brocato stepped in a rut 
at the beginning of the Eastern 
race and that hurt his time in both 
races,” commented Schoof. “The 
injury didn’t have any outcome 
on the final score and he will be 
ready for our next meet.” 

The Braves next meet is 
Tuesday at Newman Golf Course 
against the University of Chicago.

Have faith Bradley athletics! It looks like the students are 
behind you more than you might think. At least this 
conclusion might be implied from a survey taken this fall 
concerning the BU athletic program. 

John Fabecich, a student member of the Intercollegiate 
Athletic Committee, conducted the survey for several 
reasons. 

“As a member of the committee I wanted to be able to 
truly represent the students and their ideas,” said Fabecich. 
“I wanted to get some of the ideas of the students. You never 
can tell but what some time a student might provide the 
answer to a difficult question. 

“In addition,” Fabecich continued, “I felt there was a lack 
of publicity in many areas of Bradley athletics. I hoped this 
survey might wake up some people and bring some attention 
to things. 

Finally I hoped to get feedback from students on 
funding. I wanted to find out how they thought the sports 
should be funded and whether expansion would be 
desirable.” 

The survey was conducted by a simple, 10-question form 
sheet. The survey was admitted to students in dorms and in 
off-campus housing, males and females, and students ranging 
in class year from freshman to graduate level. 

Of the 10 questions the results on five were of particular 
interest.

Probably the most surprising statistic was the comparative 
popularity of swimming. This is unfortunate considering BU’s 
present facilities and points out even more the need for a P E 
complex. 

Hockey has firmly established itself on the Bradley sports 
scene and, it would seem, soccer and wrestling may 
conceivably rise to the varsity level in the future. Much 
indecision seems to remain among the students about how to 
fund these sports on the club basis. 

A final interesting fact was the evident popular desire for a 
return of the football program. The administration has made 
it clear that it would be receptive to any organized attempt 
to bring the sport back. Perhaps this obvious support can be a 
start to a student movement to return football. 

Fabecich was pleased with the results. “Sometimes the 
students don’t seem to be interested in BU athletics. I think 
this survey shows they are, especially on an expanded level 
Maybe the administration can see the desire of the student 
body here and work with the coaches to upgrade the entire 
program.”

Senate resolves seating

Two decision^ concerning 
seating people who won 
off-campus and commuter seats in 
the Oct. 9 all-school elections 
were announced at Monday’s 
Senate meeting. 

William McCuskey, who had 
won seats as off-campus and 
commuter senator, was named to 
the commuter senator position. 
McCuskey’s name had appeared 
on the ballot as an off-campus 
senator and he received write-in 
votes as commuter senator. 

Jerry Busse, the candidate with 
the next highest total as 
off-campus senator, will fill the 
off-campus vacancy. 

Frank Gabell, elected as 
off-campus sneator, was not 
seated in roll call by All-school 
Secretary Kevin Tilton. Tilton 
explained Gabell would have to 
resign his position as Supreme 
Court justice to take a Senate 
seat. A statute prohibits anyone 
from holding both positions, 
according to Tilton. 

The statute is one of the 
By-Laws of the constitution that 
was declared unconstitutional by 
the Supreme Court in a test case 
last March. The court declared the 
constitution statutory law, which 


meant that the court could rule 
on the legality of it. 

Gabell brought the original 
court action in the case, Frank 
Gabell vs. Student Senate, testing 
the legality of the black Senate 
seat. 

“Anything which was in our 
old constitution that was not 
deleted by specific amendment is 
still statutory law and is still in 
effect,” explained All-school 
President Chip Colletti, who made 
the final decision not to seat 
Gabell. 

Gabell may appeal the ruling to 
the Supreme Court, but will retain 
his justice seat if faced with a 
choice of one or the other, he 
said. 

The decision to seat McCuskey 
as a commuter senator was also 
made by Colletti. 

“I used the argument that I 
have established my home in 
Peoria and it is my year-round 
residence. 1 commute from my 
permanent home to school,” said 
McCuskey explaining the reasons 
he used to convince Colletti to 
seat him as a commuter. 

Commuter students are defined 
in the constitution as “commuting 
residents of Peoria or die 
surrounding area” and off campus

time to produce the records for a 
group of senators and "other 
students who had requested them. 

Court justice Frank Gabell and 
newly-elected Commuter Senator 
Bill McCuskey petitioned the 
court Oct. 15 to subpoena Baroni 
to appear at the hearing. The 
subpoena was presented that same 
day by chief prosecutor Kerry 
Fields. 

“Last Monday (Oct. 8) in 
Senate, I asked John (Baroni) if 
Senate’s financial records were 
public - could anybody who 
wanted to look at them, and he 
told me they were public,” Gabell 
explained. 

“So that same day, Steve 
Wittenborn (junior class senator) 
and I asked him to show the 
records to us.” 

After a week had passed, 
Baroni still had not turned over 
the records, so Gabell met with 
the court. The court decided at 
the meeting that a hearing would 
be necessary if the records were 
not turned over before Thursday. 

The day Baroni was served 
with the subpoena (Oct. 15), 
Off-Campus Senator Kim Kelley 
moved at the Student Senate 
meeting that a Senate committee 
be formed to investigate the 
financial procedures of handling 
Senate funds. 

The motion was tabled to 
Senate Executive Council, which 
will meet Sunday to determine 
whether to recommend the 
formation of the committee. 
Executive Council is made up of 
the four all-school officers and the 
heads of the standing Senate 
committees. Kelley suggested that 
McCuskey be named to head the 
investigation. 

In an interview with the Scout 
Oct. 16, Baroni said he was 
surprised by the sudden interest in 
the Senate records, but added that 
he would be “glad to turn them 
over to anyone who wants to see 
them.” 

The reason, he said, that he 
had not produced the records 


Goodbye to puddles 


There actually is a reason for 
seemingly good sidewalks being 

torn up and replaced all around 
campus, according to William 
Wise, superintendent of buildings 
and grounds. 

When the sidewalks were 

installed 10-20 years ago, the 

contractors didn’t take into 
account the fact that the ground 
on each side of the walkway tends 
to build up and eventually stands 
higher than the level of the 
sidewalk. This results in poor 

drainage, deep puddles, and lots 
of wet feet. 

“It has been on my agenda as a 
thing to get done for a long time,” 
Wise said. The problem was 
brought to his attention first by 
student complaints, then by the 
Campus Affairs Advisory Board 
(CAAB). After meeting with 


CAAB, bids were sent out. 

The bids for the current work 
went out the past spring and 
summer; the work was done by 
the M. J. Walters contracting firm 
of Peoria. 

The cost for the new sidewalks, 
including sections from the ODK 
circle parking lot to Jobst Hall, 
from Hewitt Hall to the Student 
Center, and in front of Lovelace 
Hall, was “in the neighborhood of 
a couple of thousand dollars,” 
Wise said. 

Work was done the past 
summer on the Lovelace sidewalk 
and patio area. Wise added that 
work still needs to be done on the 
sidewalk from the Student Center 
to Bradley Hall and on each side 
of Olin Hall. No date has been set 
for this work to begin.

Changeover required 
for Swords computer

The withdrawal of Memorex 
Corp. from the computer field 
because of financial difficulties in 
July, is forcing Bradley to abandon 
its newly installed Memorex 40 
(MRX-40) computer. 

The MRX-40, which is the 
administrative data processing 
computer used to classify all 
Bradley records, student and staff, 
is located in the basement of 
Swords Hall and is run 
independently from the IBM 
System computer in Holmes Hall 
which functions as an educational 
tool. 

Bradley acquired the MRX-40 
in March primarily because it 


“was a very good machine for the 
price,” according to Larry 
Stratton, project director of!

The change over was made 
because the slowness of the card 
system produced a situation in | 
which “the computer and 
operator could no longer handle 
the work load,” said Stratton.

Bradley’s 18th annual Science, 
Engineering, and Technology 
Open House will be held today 
and tomorrow to acquaint high 
school students and the Peoria 
community with BLPs facilities. 

Dr. John Freim, associate 
professor of physics, and Dr. 
James Seckler, assistant professor 
of civil engineering, are the 
co-chairman of the event. 

Freim said that the purpose of 
the event has changed over the 
years. “The purpose originally was 
to show off our new facilities. 
Now, we try to convince these 
high school students that they 
should attend Bradley if /-they 
want a good education in these 
fields.”

Break needed 


Founder’s Day has passed and the university has had its 
only break between Labor Day and Thanksgiving. That 
break, in case you missed it, was just two hours-10 a.m. to 
noon. 

Students, faculty, administrators, and staff will have to 
endure, literally, over 11 weeks of continuous classes (56 full 
class days) until Thanksgiving vacation starts at 1 p.m. Nov. 
21. No other breaks have been planned. 

The second semester calendar is a different story, 
fortunately. Last year the University Senate recommended 
that spring break be scheduled during the ninth week of the 
spring semester. The recommendation was adopted and 
spring break will come March 15, after eight weeks of classes. 

This is a good deal. 

But the prospect of finishing the current extended period 
of 11 weeks of unbroken classes (except for two hours 
Founder’s Day) is not a pleasant one as academic pressures 
build without a chance to rest-much less catch up. 

A three or four-day weekend should break up the fall 
semester, even if it means starting school one or two days 
earlier in August. It would certainly be worth it to extend the 
academic year for a breather mid-semester. 

And if there is any doubt that students need a vacation, 
just wait until Friday, Nov. 16, to see how many students 
make the four-day Thanksgiving break into a nine-day 
vacation by leaving early. 

Take a quick poll at your classes that Monday morning 
before break officially begins. That is, if you’re there. 

Seat juggling risky 


There is an inherent danger in taking the easy way out. 

That is what Student Senate did this past week in deciding 
to seat an off-campus candidate as commuter senator. The 
student received write-in votes for commuter senator, but 
was listed only as an off-campus candidate on the ballot. 

Senate’s reasoning behind its decision was that such a 
move would leave only two unfilled commuter seats. And 
since other students had run for off-campus senator. Senate 
concluded that someone really interested would be available 
to fill the vacated off-campus seat. And because 
“off-campus” and “commuter” are such nebulous terms 
anyway, what difference would it really make to seat an 
off-campus student as a commuter? 

By the same reasoning, what difference would it make to 
seat a freshman as a senior senator if he was really interested 
in Senate? 

Membership in Senate is based on a person representing 
specific group - a constituency. Would it be fair to have a 
senior represent freshmen or a dorm resident represent 
Greeks? 

Granted, most offices on Senate are more clearly defined, 
whereas off-campus and commuter seem to apply to anyone 
who doesn’t live in a dorm or in a Greek house. Because these 
terms aren’t clearly defined, should students be allowed to 
take advantage of the system, even to the point of making a 
mockery of it? If there is no difference, then why does 
Senate’s constitution even bother to differentiate between 
commuter and off-campus senators. Why not simply elect 
off-campus senators? 

Senate needs a clearer definition of these terms now in 
order to save face in the future. This is vital to prevent 
attempts to juggle representation again merely for 
convenience’s sake. 
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Do you favor corruption in government? 
Do you believe in “politics as usual,” 
particularly in light of the headlines in 
1973: “Alderman Keane Indicted,” 
“Kerner Found Guilty,” “Watergate 
Hearings Begin,” “Agnew Resigns As V.P.” 
Yes, if 1973 will be remembered for any 
one thing, it will be the revelation of 
political wrongdoing at all levels of 
government-the White House, the State 
House, and the Cook County Courthouse. 
The time has come for both major parties 
to work for reform of our system because 
political corruption is certainly a 
bi-partisan problem. 

The Republican Party has taken 
initiatives in many areas to “clean up” 
areas of deficiency in our system. In 
Congress the following 
Republican-sponsored bills have been 
introduced: 

Anderson—Udall Bill—sets limits on 
spending and contributions in campaigns. 

“Bill” Brock Bill-provides for a central 
finance repository for campaign 
contributions and would publish a list of 
donors for any contributions over $100. 

Frey Bill-Public disclosure of sources of 
income of government employees. 

Mathias Bill—Federal financing of 
elections. , 

The President has proposed that 
Congress create a special commission on 
election and campaign politics. The 
Chairman of the Republican National 
Committee, Geoige Bush, said of the 
commission: “I strongly support this 
commission. I am pleased the President has 
included the heads of both parties among 
its members ... In my view there is clearly 
room for basic reform.” 

The Republican National Committee has 
been moving to reform the party structure 


and make it more open and responsive to 
the voting public. The “D.O.” (delegates 
and organizations) Committee met quietly 
and without fanfare at last year’s 
convention to initiate major reforms for 
the party. Chairman Bush has named a 
“Rule 29” Committee to study the rules 
adopted at last year’s convention in 
conjunction with this effort. The 
Republican Party is committed to be, in 
name and in fact, the party of the “open 
door.” 



Here in Illinois, Comptroller George 
Lindberg, the sponsor of ethics legislation 
when he served in the General Assembly, 
was the only candidate for state office last 
year to make public disclosure of all his 
campaign contributions. I encourage all 
candidates to make public disclosure in the 
next election. 

In Cook County, Republican States 
Attorney Bernard Carey and U.S. Attorney 
James Thompson, are facing the challenge 
of attacking the corruption in the Chicago 
machine. 

The Republican Party IS doing quite a 
bit to clean up our political system!

He thought the library was too hot. And 
he’d heard the same complaint from other 
students, both this year and last.

Mrs. Edith Sass, administrative assistant 
to the president, intercepted Jerry before 
he reached the president, but did promise 
to relay this message. 


Two weeks later Jerry returned and Mrs. 
Sass told him his complaint would be 
brought up in a meeting with the vice 
president for academic affairs and the vice 
president for business affairs. 

As a result of the meeting, Jerry was 
given an appointment with Vice President 
for Business Affairs Joseph Mele. 

When Jerry went to see Mele, Wise was 
also present at the meeting. 

Jerry again presented his complaint and 
discussed possible solutions with Mele and 
Wise. 

Wise said he had checked the 
temperature in the various sections of the 
library that morning and was going to 
check again later. 

But neither Mele nor Wise could offer a 
concrete plan that would eliminate 
overheating in some sections of the library.

explaining how he was elected 
commuter senator with only three 
votes in the fall election Oct. 9.

McCuskey, who is unmarried 
and shares an apartment on High 
Street with a Pekin High School 
music teacher, said he has taken 
quite a bit of kidding from his 
roommate. “He’s told me several 
times that he thinks I was crazy to 
run for Seante. But then he thinks 
I’m a little crazy anyway.” 

A student here in 1959-60 
until he flunked out second 
semester, McCuskey spent most of 
the next 13 years in Chicago 
working as a cargo inspector and 
deck worker in the shipyards.

McCuskey is working 30 hours 
a week at Pillsbury in East Peoria, 
and is limited in the amount of 
time he can devote to Senate 
activities. He plans to be active 
with the ad hoc committee on 
off-campus housing. 

“1 really think, with some 
cooperation from the city, that 
this is one area where Senate can. 
make some impact.” 

One of the main objectives of 
the committee will be to try to 
get the city to look at housing 
around Bradley sooner than 1976, 
when the next inspection is 
planned.

Comparing student interest in 
college government in the late 
1950’s and early 60’s with student 
interest today, he said he sees a 
definite decline in participation.

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Supreme Court case load alters due to liquor leniency 


By Jane Koranek 

The types of cases brought 
before the Student Supreme 
Court may be different than in 
previous years due to the new 
drinking age and a more tolerant 
atmosphere toward student 
offenders, according to Dennis 
Holland, chief justice of the court. 

This year the court has only 
acted upon traffic ticket appeals 
and overseeing the Senate 
elections, according to Holland. 
The situation is unlike last year’s 
when the court handled cases 
involving student rights, 
discrimination, liquor, and 
marijuana cases, resulting in a high 
of up to two cases a week, 
Holland added. 

“There have been much fewer 


cases brought up to the Supreme 
Court this year because of the 
new liquor laws and the leniency 
of the dorms when it comes to 
busting kids for liquor,” said 
Holland. “However, there have 
been some cases brought before 
the deans concerning marijuana 
busts.” 

Individual student disciplinary 
cases may be taken to the Student 
Supreme Court, made up entirely 
of students; the University Court, 
composed of students, faculty and 
administration; or the Dean of 
Men or Dean of Women; 
according to the student activity 
book distributed during 
registration. 

“In the past students may have 
been reluctant to come to us 


because they thought they would 
have to go through a big public 
trial procedure. All students have 
the right to a closed hearing, 
however,” stated Holland. 

For each case brought before 
the court a student defense 
attorney is assigned to the student 
being tried and there is one 
student attorney representing the 
university. At the conclusion of 
each case the outcome is decided 
by the majority vote of the 
seven-member court. 

“I think now we are getting a 
more well-rounded 
court—presently we have three 
women and two black students on 
the court,” said Holland. 

“We believe the students 
should be judged by their peers;

our primary interest is giving 
everyone a fair shake.” 

Holland said in the past year 
and a half in cases concerning 
drug charges, the deans have 
tended to put students on

disciplinary probation (bad 
standing in the school, subject to 
dismissal, and letter sent home), 
whereas the court tends to give 
the same punishment for drugs as 
for liquor, which is censure, a less 
severe form of discipline. Censure 
is similar to disciplinary probation 
except that the student is still in 
good standing with the university 
and is not subject to dismissal. 

“As a student court we are a 
little more tolerant of student 
attitudes—we’re closer in touch 
with students’ feelings.” He added 
that since the court is chartered 
by student government, it’s also 
limited to students and student 
oriented problems. 

With the approval of the new 
constitution, procedures for 
students to be appointed to the 
court changed. Under the old 
constitution each candidate had 
to submit a written application, 
be nominated for the position, be 
interviewed by the Senate 
president and chief justice of the 
Student Supreme Court, and then 
be approved by the Senate. The

only difference is that now those 
nominated are interviewed by the 
Rules Committee rather than the 
president and chief justice. 

An act to reorganize the court 
in order to have a three-man body 
above the court to hear arguments 
of appeal was overruled and 
therefore excluded from the 
constitution, according to 
Holland. Other alternatives for 
reorganization in order to 
establish a more effective court 
system include establishing 
preliminary dorm courts where 
cases could be appealed to the 
Supreme Court, or having a jury 
of only four or five students with 
one senior justice presiding at 
each case.

Bradley’s literary magazines 
never seem to go beyond Volume

But sophomore Tom Kazunas 
is trying to organize a magazine 
and “make it perpetual and 
self-sufficient” this time. 

Kazunas considers a campus 
magazine necessary, because it 
provides “an outlet for creative 
enterprise” which is currently 
missing. 

“This magazine would be more 
of a fine arts magazine with 
something for every creative area 
on campus,” he explained.

AWS seeks awareness for women at Bradley

“Very few Bradley women 
realize that they are 
constitutionally members of what 
is by far the largest group on 
campus —Associated Women 
Students,” announced AWS 
president Claire Manning. The 
group, she explained, is 
“interested in making women 
aware of themselves as women, 
helping them realize the potentials 
they themselves have and that 
they don’t have to be restricted.” 

According to its constitution,

problems, administers a 
representative council, and 
enables women to become 
involved in campus and 
community activities. 

AWS’s executive department, 
composed of elected officers, and 
representatives from each dorm, 
class, sorority, and off-campus 
members, originally comes up 
with ideas. The bulk of ideas 
however, is contributed by 
interested students. 

Woman’s Week, beginning Feb. 
18, will highlight AWS’s activities 
year. According to Manning, “It 
will contain all kinds of 
programming for and about 
women.” Topics such as women 
in history, literature, athletics, 
education, politics, reforms, job 
placement, economic 
discrimination, and the equal 
rights placement, economic 
amendment, will be explored and 
explained. Programs will consist 
of movies, pamphlets, and other 
illustrative literature, faculty 
talks, and prominent, 
knowledgeable speakers. 

Manning urged students to tell 
AWS “what they’d like to hear, 
about.

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Female sports seek expansion 
and recognition on all levels

Both women have adopted the 
philosophy that “We play other 
schools for competition but yet 
we keep it on a recreational 
level,” in the words of Mrs.

The Women’s Recreation 
Association, which governs both 
the intramural and intercollegiate 
programs, has been awarded an 
operating budget of $1,000 for

The women’s athletic staff 
believes that more opportunities 
could be given to the girls as far as 
sports is concerned. Both Mrs.

One of the criticisms most often levelled 
at the members of the press in general, and 
in this case sportswriters in particular, is 
that they are full of criticism and problems 
but awfully short of information when it 
comes to making proposed solutions. This 
writer will make an attempt, however futile 
it may seem, to give a few possible 
solutions to the problems that the Bradley 
athletic program faces. 

The most basic problem faced by 
Bradley athletics is, of course, funding. 
This is the wrench that has been thrown 
into all plans for the athletic program’s 
most pressing need -- a physical education 
facility. 

A problem with the facility is that the 
administration does not see from where the 
funds for operation and maintenance can 
come. Many schools have adopted the 
policy of a student activity fee, ranging 
from $10 to $20 per semester, to help 
defray athletic expenses. This policy at 
Bradley would definitely provide the 
money to operate the facility with money 
left over for other activities, such as club 
sports, which receive only meager 
allocations from SABRC and the 
athletic department. 

Coaches and students alike have pointed 
out that another major athletic 
shortcoming is promotion -- or rather the 
lack of it. Who can honestly say that they 
know when a swimming meet, baseball 
game, or for that matter, even all basketball 
games, will be held? 

Schedules could be printed for every 
sport and posted throughout the campus, 


and even throughout the Peoria area. By 
putting advertising on the posters, the j 
expense of printing could probably be 
taken care of. Not even Bradley’s most 
popular spectator sport, basketball, has 
done this to a great enough degree. 

A large bulletin board could be J 
constructed in a prominent position on ] 
campus, perhaps in front of Bradley Hall. ' 
This board could be used solely for : 
promotion of all sports. The bulletin in : 
front of the Field House serves this purpose 
but for basketball only, and its positioning, T 
as far as most students are concerned, is far 1 
from ideal. 

Meinen Field and Newman Golf Course i 
serve as Bradley’s home field for soccer, i 
golf, cross country, baseball and track.

Bids for construction of a $3.3 
million physical education 
complex will be going out within 
the next few days, President 
Martin G. Abegg announced at 
Monday’s Senate meeting. 

The Board of Trustees 
approved the move in a meeting a 
few hours before Abegg made the 
announcement. 

“It’s as far along as we can go 
at this stage,” said Abegg in an 
interview Tuesday. “I feel very 
optimistic that if the bids come 
within the budget, we will 
proceed with construction.” 

Final approval to start the 
project once bids are returned 
from construction companies will 
have to be made by the board, 
Abegg said. 

The bidding process should 
take a month and construction 
could begin by mid-December, 
according to Abegg. The architect, 
from the firm of Lankton, 
Ziegele, Terry, and Associates 
Inc., has estimated construction 
will take from 15 to 18 months. 

The facility, planned to be 
three times as big as the current 
PoE. building, Hewitt Hall, could 
be ready for use by fall 1975. 

The construction will have to 
be financed, in part, by a loan 
from the Illinois Education 
Facilities Authority, which has 
already given Bradley “initial 
approval” for the loan. More 
financial data will be released

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when a contractor is selected, 
Abegg said. 

The facility will be located on 
university property along 
Glenwood Avenue behind Morgan 
Hall. Part of the building will take 
up a section of Laura Street, 
behind the Field House. 

University-owned buildings 
that will have to be razed include 
the psychology annex, the 
placement center, the 
International Students’ Center, 
and several residential houses. 
These buildings will “be relocated 
as construction proceeds,” 
according to a publicity release 
from the university. 

Plans for the P.E. building have 
been developed by a committee of 
three administrators, three faculty 
members from the men’s P.E. 
department, two faculty members 
from the women’s P.E. 
department, and two students, 
according to Jim Spink, assistant 
professor of physical education 
and a representative from men’s 


P.E. on the committee. 

“We worked with the architect 
at about 10 meetings,” Spink said. 
“It is planned as a P.E. and 
recreational facility.” 

A combatants gym may be 
eliminated and a special synthetic 
surface for a gym floor may be 
changed to wood to reduce costs 
if contract bids exceed architect 
estimates. 

Building of the P. E. complex 
would be the culmination of a 
five-year effort to construct the 
facility which was originally 
proposed in the “Five Million For 
Bradley” fund drive in 1968.

Prior to the formation of the 
committee, a group of students 
headed by Tom Orr, McCuskey, 
and Gabell had asked to see all 
Senate-related financial records to 
which Baroni had access. 

In an Oct. 18 Student Supreme 
Court hearing, Gabell claimed that 
Baroni had turned over only part 
of what the group was asking for. 
He told the court that the group 
also wanted to see Student 
Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) records and 
a copy of the 1973-74 student 
directory contract. 

Court Chief Justice Dennis 
Holland asked that the SABRC 
records and directory contract be 
subpoenaed so the court could 
study them and decide if they 
should be given to the group. The 
court ordered Baroni to bring the 
records and contract to a second 
hearing, which was scheduled last 
night, for this purpose. 

“I feel that both the directory 
contract and the SABRC records 
are confidential, and because of 
that I would not like to see them 
released,” Baroni said. 

“Releasing the contract, I feel, 
would be violating the trust 
between the company that was 
hired to put out the directory and 
the university. 

“And the records of the 
hearings between SABRC and 
each student organization deal 
with some things that I’m certain 
organizations would like to keep 
confidential.” 


committee. 

The proposal would extend 
drinking privileges for beer and 
wine to include lounge areas in 
dormitories. Currently, drinking is 
confined to private rooms by 
university regulations. 

Serving of beer and wine at 
events sponsored by school groups 
would be allowed in the Student 
Center, the quad, parking lots, 
and other open areas on campus 
under provisions of the second 
point of the plan. Beverages could 
not be sold by the individual 
drink, but serving would be 
permitted if the drinks were either 
free or covered by the cost of 
admission. 

The third point would allow 
the Student Center to sell beer 
and wine as individual drinks as of 


March 1, 1974. The Sit’n’Bull 
Room also might be converted 
into a bar able to sell wine and 
beer, depending on licensing 
problems. 

The SCB proposal, drawn up 
by 10 students on the Student 
Center Improvements Committee, 
suggests that serving of wine and 
beer be allowed in the Student 
Center. It also proposes the 
Sit’n’Bull Room be a bar as 
generally outlined in points two 
and three of the ad hoc 
committee proposal. 

“Everyone on the board is in 
favor of having a bar on campus,” 
said Melissa Sauter, chairman of 
the improvements committee. 
“Our first objective is to have beer 
at jams now and make the bar a 
long range consideration. 


Freshman appeals 
election results

The Student Supreme Court 
will decide Sunday whether to 
require Student Senate to hold 
another fall election. 

The Sunday hearing stems 
from a case brought against 
Senate by freshman Donna Pait, 
who was defeated in the Oct. 9 
election. She charges that Senate’s 
election subcommittee hurt her 
chances to be elected by (1) 
misspelling her name on the ballot 
and (2) not fully complying with 
a section in the Senate 
constitution dealing with election 
publicity. 

This section requires the 
sub-committee to post at least 10 
posters in prominent places on 
campus listing election date, time, 
and polling place. 

At the first court hearing on 
the case Oct. 18, the elections 
sub-committee was directed to 
make an investigation into the 
charges and bring the findings to 
the court Oct. 21. This action 
complies with the constitution’s 
section dealing with the method 


of handling appeals of Senate 
elections.

Eight food services, including 
Canteen Corp., are now being 
examined by a Student Senate ad 
hoc committee to determine 
which one would be best to fulfill 
Bradley’s needs.

For information on what a 
food service should provide, the 
committee relies on input from 
dorm councils, Student Center 
Board, and especially the 
students.

Americans lose 
faith in Nixon 

President Nixon told the nation a few months ago that he 
accepted responsibility for the Watgergate scandal, 
perpetrated by his own Committee to Re-elect the President. 
It was a touching display of humility. 

Too bad he never listened to his own words. 

The President has consistantly been uncooperative, to put 
it mildly, with any attempt to uncover the truth, whether it 
be releasing tapes of conversations, invoking executive 
privilege to prevent his staff from testifying, or literally 
hiding behind “national security” and the excuse that he was 
“too busy being a good president” to get involved in 
Watergate. 

Only the force of mounting pressure moved him to permit 
an independent special prosecutor to investigate Watergate. 
He dissolved that office Saturday. 

When it came down to really accepting the full 
responsibility for the illegal acts of his most trusted aides, he 
has consistently been a hypocrite. 

It would be easy now to get caught up in the passion of 
the moment and demand a resignation or impeachment. But 
the “crime” is a lack of moral, ethical leadership — not a gross 
criminal offense. 

Clearly, the man in the White House who wanted to bring 
us together and be the great peacemaker has lost the 
confidence of Americans. All he can do now is follow 
the path of his empty words and start being a “good 
president” by facing up to the responsibility he said he 
accepted. 

The presidency is suffering enough; impeachment or 
resignation will only inflict more injury in the long run. 
History will be Richard Nixon’s ultimate punishment. 

Expand open house 

The Science, Engineering, and Technology Open House is 
a good idea. It not only provides parents with reassurance 
that their children are doing something constructive at 
college, it also brings many prospective students from area 
high schools to campus. 

It is probably one of the best public relations events that 
the university sponsors. 

Why not expand this idea to include all areas of the 
university? This should include not only the academic side 
but also services such as the Counseling Center, Placement 
Office, and housing. 

Bradley, like most other private institutions, is feeling the 
pinch resulting from dropping enrollments. Since the 
university is being forced to “sell” itself, what better way to 
attract students than to display, what Bradley is by an 
all-university open house? 

The Scout urges that a committee be formed under the 
direction of the vice president for academic affairs to start 
planning now, so that next year’s Dads’ Day can give a more 
complete picture of what Bradley University is all about.

And I’ve never bought the argument 
that the Scout is Peoria’s looking glass into 
the Bradley campus, and should therefore 
be a public relations instrument that 
doesn’t contain anything that might hurt 
the university’s image. 

The prime responsibility of any 
newspaper is to be a credible source of 
information. When you read a front-page

opinion by where they’re placed in thf 
paper. There is no attempt to pass them ofl 
as anything else. And it must be recognizee 
that reviews of concerts, movies, albums 
etc. are impressions of the reviewer. 

Granted, the Scout is usually nof 
jam-packed full of exciting an 
controversial news. But this can bt 
attributed to the fact that this newspapei 
generally limits its scope of news coveragi 
to the area on and around the campus.

Delavan: a small town with an X-rated controversy

Charles Thomas has been 
getting letters and subpoenas ever 
since he changed the format of his 
Del-Van Theater May 23 from 
general audience pictures to 
X-rated films. 

Since July, Thomas has 
received seven subpoenas to 
appear in Tazewell County Circuit 
Court with the films he was then 
playing at his theater. In his latest 
legal hassle, Thomas’ city license 
was revoked after one day because 
it contained a provision 
prohibiting obscenity. 

“I used it for only a half a day, 
actually,” said Thomas. “They 
(city officials) came over, about 
10 of them, the next day to view 
the film. I was notified that my 
license was revolked soon after 
that.” 

The city license dispute, which 
centers around the legality of the 
anti-obscenity provision, will be 
settled in court. 

Few of the theater’s patrons, 
according to Thomas^, are local 
residents. 

“We get all types of 
people—professional people and 
factory workers-and the age goes 
up to 85,” he said. “Lately, since 
we’ve started running the Devil In 
Miss Jones , it has been 
predominately married couples. I 
think about 60 per cent of the 
audience would be over age 30.” 

Even though the theater is 25 
miles south of Peoria, he said he 
does get some Bradley students. 

“There have been some, 
because occasionally I’ll ask,” he 
explained. 

Reaction from the 1,800 
residents of Delavan to the 


showing of X-rated movies in their 
town was “seemingly a mass 
outcry, although there are two 
sides to it. Some people really 
have no objections. But mainly 
the church groups are upset by it 
and, of course, they have a lot of 
members,” he said. 

Thomas, who lives in Delavan, 
had bought the Del-Van in 1961 
and began immediately to 
remodel the theater, which had 
been closed for five years. Today 
the building with its clean, 
white-washed stucco face and 
modest marque is a striking 
contrast to other buildings, most 
of which are crumbling and 
run-down, on Locust Street in 
downtown Delavan. 

“I made improvements 
gradually,” explained the 
30-year-old native of East Peoria. 
“I started with $400, which was 
absolute madness because no one 
starts with that little. I made only 
$600 in the first year.” 

The Del-Van is one of only a 
handful of theaters in Tazewell 
County. The others “follow the 
safe format; they show the regular 
product.” 

The change over from the 
regular product to X-rated 
features was a financial move, 
according to Thomas. 

“Before, we had a lot of 
children in fact, we were 
babysitting. People would drop 
off their children here and leave 
them so we had to chase their kids 
around for a few hours. 

“It was cheap babysitting and 
there’s no profit in that.” 

He continued, “There had been 
dismal attendance for family 
pictures, in fact, we were running 
in the red for 1973. So you’ve got 
to do something, that’s the reason 
for the switch. It pulled us out 
immediately.” 

Thomas estimated business 
has increased from an average of 
200 patrons a week to 700 since 
he began showing X-rated films. 
The Devil In Miss Jones , which 
ran nine weeks, attracted 1,600 
people in its first week.

take years with all the appeals 
that could be involved, Corsentino 
added. 

One result of the legal hassles 
Thomas is engaged in is that he 
has gained notoriety — or possibly 
infamy. 

“It’s kind of an invasion of 
your privacy when people know 
you because they see you on TV,” 
said Thomas, who would be easily 
recognized with his lamb-chop 
sideburns and mustache. 

“Everywhere I go they 
associate me with an X-rated 
movie house and right away we go 
into a discussion of it. And I like 
to talk about other things besides 
skin flicks,” added Thomas, who 
speaks about X-movies and his 
theater in an even, relaxed voice. 

Thomas is not ashamed of his 
theater, or the films it shows. 

“I’ve become devoted to the 
cause—completely. I think sex is 
better to have out in the open. I 
think it’s doing a good service 
psychologically to people. These 
people who object to it—shove it 
in a closet—who don’t want it 
shown are sick.” 

Thomas’ next subpeona should 
be coming soon, if it hasn’t 
arrived already. He will then bring 
himself and a copy of Deep 
Throat to Tazewell County 
Circuit Court Judge Arthur H. 
Gross. 

Gross will view the film in a 
private showing and judging from 
past performance will become 
shocked and indignant (for the 
eighth time) and Thomas will 
probably get obscenity counts 15 
and 16. 

And just as surely as this 
happens, one more thing will 
come to pass. Central Illinois 
residents will come by the car 
load, with $5 in hand, to set a 
new attendance record for the 
Del-Van Theater. 


Ticket prices increased in May 
from $1.50 to $2.50 for the 
X-rated pictures. The Devil In 
Miss Jones was $4. Deep Throat , 
which opened Wednesday, is $5. 

“We’ll probably run that about 
15 weeks-if I’m not behind 
bars,” said Thomas jokingly.

showing Deep Throat will be 
another subpoena from the state’s 
attorney (‘They always have in the 
past”) for Thomas to appear in 
court with the films. The seven 
films Thorpas has taken in so far 
have all been impounded. 

‘The dates to take in the print 
were always after the play date 
was going to end anyway,” said 
Thomas cheerfully. “We were on 
weekly runs except for Devil, in 
its ninth week, which was a 


obscene to what is termed 
community standards. It leaves it 
up to a community to make a 
judgment,” explained Anthony 
Corsentino, assistant state’s 
attorney from Tazewell County, 
who is directing the prosecution 
of Thomas. 

“When and if it comes to trial, 
it will be up to a judge or jury (to 
make the judgment of whether 
the movies are obscene).”

Ex-Bradley footballers miss competition

The date was Dec. 16, 1970. 
Bradley President Dr. Martin G. 
Abegg announced at a press 
conference that Bradley 
University was dropping the 
school’s varsity football program 
which had run continuously since 
1897 with the exception of three 
years during World War II. 

For the non-senior athletes on 
the 1970 Bradley football team, 
this announcement forced them 
to decide whether to stay at 
Bradley or transfer to a school 
where they could continue to play 
varsity football. 

Some, like Dennis Morgan 
(now a standout running back at 
powerful Western Illinois) took 
the latter option. Others remained 
behind to finish their education at 
Bradley. Among those who stayed 
and who are still enrolled at 
Bradley are five men who came to 
Bradley on football scholarships 
and are now limited to playing 
touch football in weekend games 
for Sigma Chi in the fraternity 
league. 

The five—Bruce Buck, Geoff 
Hance, Bob Hoerner, Denny 
Koop, and Steve Wavering-were 
all freshman on the last Bradley 
football team which finished with 
a won-lost record of 1-8. As each 
of the five talked about that one 
season and the years which 
followed, some opinions emerged 
which were often unanimous and 
usually similar. 

“If we had played schools our 
own size, we could have been 
competitive. We were scheduled 
to play teams like Western and 
Southern which had accelerated 
their programs, while we had 
stayed on a small-scale level of 
football,” said Bob Hoerner as he 
tried to catch his breath during a 
break in a Sigma Chi game last 
week. 

Bruce Buck, who came to 
Bradley all the way from his St. 
Petersburg, Fla. home to be a 
part-time quarterback as a 
freshman, added, “We had a lot of 
freshmen on that team. The whole 
backfield was made up of 


freshmen and we thought we 
could have 3 good team if we had 
a chance to play together for a 
couple years.” 

Seeing a potentially good team 
die was not the on ly 
disappointment suffered by the 
players who stayed behind. 
“Whatever football had supplied 
here was missing the next fall. The 
place seemed dead compared to 
the year we had football,” said 
Goeff Hance, a native of Waverly, 
Ohio who still seems to be in 
“football-shape”. 

“The summer before my 
sophomore year, I thought about 
getting in shape for football like 
I’d always done, but then I 
realized there was nothing to get 
in shape for,” said Denny Koop, 
who shared the quarterback post 
with Buck for much of the 1970 
season. 

All five of the former players 
seemed to agree that things had 
worked out well after they got 
over the initial disappointment of 
seeing Bradley drop football 
because of the school’s financial 
situation and a general lack of 
interest by the student body. 

“I came mainly for an 
education, not just football,” said 
Steve Wavering who added, “It 
would be hard to find a school 
with such a good engineering 
program where I could also play 
football.” 

Not all the players felt the 
same on this point. “I tried to 
transfer out, but I could never 
find anything else,” said Buck. 

“They made us a deal we 
couldn’t pass up,” interjected 
Hance in referring to an 
announcement by the school that 
players with football scholarships 
would retain their scholarships 
until their eligibility ended. 

Hoerner, now the 
student-coach of an undefeated 
freshman football team at East 
Peoria High School, said, “I 
wanted to play so 1 looked at 
other schools, but the academic 
program is good here and I made a

lot of friends during my first year, 
so I decided to stay.” 

Each of the five admitted that 
playing fraternity football was a 
fair substitute for playing varsity 
football, but nothing like the real 
thing. Every now and then the 
urge to play the contact version of 
the sport gets powerful, or as 
Wavering said, “When I watch a 
game on TV, it makes me wish I 
could get out there and play 
again.” 

“I had a chance to play some 
college ball and I was sorry we 
couldn’t play for two or three 
more years, even though it would 
have meant an extra year or 
semester of school for me,” noted 
Koop. 

It remained for someone to 
sum up the feelings of the group 
as a whole and as Bruce Buck said, 
“I wonder if I could have done 
well if I’d gone to another school 
and played football. It’s just 
something that’s in the back of 
your mind all the time.”

“Go play in the traffic.” 

The voice was Meadowlark Lemon’s and when he gave the 
suggestion to Louis “Red” Klotz the crowd of 6,800 in 
Robertson Memorial Field House laughed. 

It wasn’t the first time in his 23 years with the Washington 
; Generals that the 5-7 red-head had been advised to take his 
j defensive peskiness to another part of the court. 

And it definitely won’t be the last time, either. 

“We’ll play the Globetrotters 175 times in the next six 
months and travel 48,000 miles to do it,” said Klotz, the 
owner and player-coach of the “straight-man” team in the 
; comedy show. 

“The travel is the toughest aspect of this business,” Klotz 
aid, almost shrugging off the thought of playing two games a 
day, as is sometimes done. 

A Globetrotters-Generals game was played Friday in the 
Boston Garden, then the teams took a plane to Chicago. Cars 
vere driven from the Windy City to Peoria for Saturday’s 
game. And when the happy spectators were heading home, 
'the Generals began the drive to Springfield where a plane 
would take them to St. Louis, two hours driving time from 
Sunday afternoon’s engagement-in Flat River, Missouri. 

, “These are some of the finest athletes in the world,” Klotz 
said of the players on both teams. “They have to be with the 
schedule we have.” 

Perhaps the rigors wouldn’t be so strenuous if every game 
wasn’t played like it meant something. After all, what could 
be easier than being the “fall guy” for the Globetrotter 
“set-ups”? 

“We don’t cooperate with them (except on a couple of 
routines, such as the ‘baseball game’). We keep them honest 
and force them to play well,” Klotz explained. “We’re not 
here to be embarrassed. If any of our guys aren’t playing up 
to his ability, I send ’em packin’. 

“Our biggest loss this season has been by nine points 
(86-77 here) and we’ve beaten them at times.” 

Thus the Generals are a good team in their own right, and 
have never lost to a foreign team on tours to Europe, South 
America and the Far East. 

“When people appreciate our effort then we know we’ve 
/done our job. If we were to make it easy for the 
I Globetrotters, the show would lose a lot of its appeal,” said 
the father of six children and grandfather to four. 

“We’ve got a contract with them to provide the 
opposition. We get a flat rate and whether there’s two 
people or 20,000 in the stands, we get paid the same.

St. Louis, Ohio State, Carleton, Knox, Akron—what do all 
these schools, varying greatly in size, financial stability, and 
location, have in common? 

The answer is football. Each of these schools has a 
successful, popular football program. Their programs run the 
complete gamut of depth from the 30 scholarships a year and 
80,000 attendance of Ohio State to the no-scholarship and 
play-for-the-competition program of Carleton College of 
Minnesota and on to the independently-funded club basis at 
St. Louis. Yet all these programs have the bonus of 
popularity and school and community support. 

In the survey administered recently by John Fabecich of 
Bradley’s Intercollegiate Athletic Committee, 76 per cent of 
the nearly 500 students questioned expressed a desire to have 
intercollegiate football return. If the sport is to return what 
level of competition should it seek out? 

Certainly we can’t hope for Bradley to some day schedule 
Notre Dame in football—it just takes too much money to 
build a major college football program. Nor can we hope, 
probably, for the team to return to the- level of competition 
it had attained when it was abandoned three years ago, that 
of a major small-college like Southern Illinois or Akron. 

The Bradley football program could be returned some 
time in the next few years and it probably could reach the 
level of Knox, Illinois Wesleyan and other of the small private 
schools in the Midwest. Fewer scholarships, less travel and a 
reduction in the level of competition are the advantages of 
this system to a financially-shackled athletic program like 
Bradley’s. These would rectify the very reasons that caused 
the sport to be dropped in the first place. 

Providing the old adage, ‘everyone loves a winner’, holds 
true, there is no reason that Bradley couldn’t have a winning 
and popular team on this level. Carleton College succeeds 
without a single football scholarship at the school. 

However, if football is to return it must start on the club 
level. The administration has made it clear that it would be 
receptive to a plan to organize club football. St. Louis has 
developed a successful and well-attended club in just a few 
short years. 

The rest now lies in your hands—you 76 per cent who 
want football back. If your envisioning a trip to the Orange 
Bowl, forget it. But if you just want to fill up some of these 
beautiful autumn afternoons with some winning college 
football, then don’t give up. Maybe the administration is 
right—maybe Bradley doesn’t want football. It’s up to the 
students to show if the interest really does exist.

Rugers fall to ISU for third straight loss

The Bradley rugby club, 
making their home debut, 
dropped a 4-0 contest to Illinois 
State Sunday at Meinen Field.

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Court orders frosh elections 
rerun; Senate plans appeal

Elections may be held again for 
the four freshman class Senate 
seats as a result of the Student 
Supreme Court ruling in the case 
| of Pait vs. Election Committee, 
j tried Sunday night. 

All-school President Chip 
Colletti said Senate will appeal the 
decision to either the court or to 
Bradley President Dr. Martin G. 
Abegg. 

Donna Pait, who ran for the 
office of freshman class senator 
and was defeated in the Oct. 9 
election, charged that lack of 
election publicity and the 
misspelling of her name on the 
ballot seriously hurt her chances 
to be elected. 

Jerry Axel, another candidate 
for freshman senator in the 
election, also testified at the 
hearing that his name had been 
misspelled on some of the ballots. 

Elections committee chairman 
Pat Baikauskas admitted to the 
court that he had failed to post 10 
posters publicizing the date, time, 
and polling place. This publicity is 
required by the Senate 
constitution. 

Colletti said the appeal will be 
made as soon as possible to the 
court. He added they might take 
the case to Abegg if the court 
refuses to hear the appeal. 


The writ issued by the court, 
which gave the court’s decision in 
brief, was read in Monday’s 
Student Senate meeting. Senate 
. voted to delay action on the 
decision pending the release of the 
official Supreme Court decision, 
containing the court’s reasoning. 

“We have no intention of 
ignoring the court,” Colletti said. 
“We’re simply following the 
judicial process of appeal.” 

Senate’s appeal will probably 
be made by the four persons who 
were elected freshman class 
senators in the Oct. 9 contest, 
according to Peter Armstrong, one 
of the four. 

“We hope to show the 
comparative disadvantages of 
running the elections again,” 
Armstrong said. “It might 
compensate Donna Pait, but it 
would also force others to go 
through the time and expense of 
running another campaign.” 

The court’s full decision, 
released yesterday, said that the 
court feels Senate’s election 
sub-committee was negligent in 
the handling of the election, 
according to Justice Jane 
McCahill, who wrote the court 
opinion. 

If the court overrules the 
appeal, the election could not be 
held for at least 10 days after the 


decision is made, according to 
Colletti. He added that the 
publicity and ballots for the 
election would cost Senate 
between $25 and $40. 

“I’m disappointed that we’re 
involved in a matter that will 
direct energies away from 
university-wide problems,” 
Colletti said. 

If the election is rescheduled, 
only those candidates whose name 
appeared on the ballots for the 
freshman class Senate seats in the 
Oct. 9 election will be eligible to 
run again, according to the writ 
issued by the court.

To take chancellor's role 

Bradley seeks planning V.P. 


A search is presently being 
conducted to find a someone who 
will serve as a vice president for 
development, according to 
President Abegg. 

The new position, would take 
over the duties once held by the 
chancellor, Abegg said. This 
would include pursuing areas of 
potential funding, such as alumni 
giving, differed giving, and public 
relations. The office of the 
chancellor was not refilled when 
Dr. Talman Van Arsdale left that 
office the past spring to work for 
Commercial National Bank. Van 


Arsdale was the only person to 
serve as chancellor. 

At present, all the applicants 
are from outside Bradley. Abegg 
explained this saying, “It is 
mostly out of preference. To get 
the kind of expertise we need, we 
will continue to look outside of 
the university.” 

Although there is no real 
advertising effort being carried on, 
Abegg said, “We let people with a 
potential source of nominees and 
people we are specifically 
interested in know about the 
opening.” 


No committee has been formed 
to consider applications, but 
Abegg said that the administration 
will do some preliminary 
screening. When the process 
reaches the stage where the 
applicants will be interviewed, 
Abegg said they hope to get input 
from as broad a constituency of 
the university community as 
possible. The final decision will 
rest ■ mostly with the 
administration. 

He added that they hope to fill 
the position by the first of the 
year. 


Housing committee meets with community; sets goals

Representatives from Bradley 
and members of a local residents’ 
group agree that a study of 
off-campus housing should be a 
joint effort of both the university 
and the neighboring community. 

As a result of the decision, at 
least one person from the 
Moss-Bradley Residential 


Association will become a voting 
member of the newly formed 
Student Senate Commission on 
Off-Campus Housing. 

According to Steve 
Wittenborn, junior class senator 
and chairman of the commission, 
“We would like to try to limit 
ourselves to a group of about 
seven people - four from Bradley 


and three from outside. 

‘This should be a cooperative 
effort - the university and the 
community have to work together 
if we are going to accomplish 
anything.” 

The purpose of the 
commission, according to 
All-school President Chip Colletti, 
is to try to help work out the

problems that arise between 
students and landlords in the 
Bradley area. A major problem, he 
said, besides the obvious one of 
poor landlords who charge 
exorbitant rents, is the problem of 
bad student tenants. 

“Students, some of them 
anyway, feel that they have little 
or no responsibility toward an 
area where they’ll only be 
spending four years of their lives,” 
Colletti said. 

‘There is a real need to make 
the relationship between the 
students and the community 
stronger, so this attitude will not 
continue.” 

At a meeting held Tuesday at 
the Bradley Avenue Methodist 
Church, Don Luebbe of the 
Moss-Bradley Association, 
attacked some property owners 
who rent to Bradley students, 
calling them “slum landlords.” 

“Landlords have a ready 
market to milk right here in the 
Bradley area, and they know it,” 
Luebbe said. “Here, with the high 
student demand for housing, a lot 
of landlords know they can make 
a lot of money out of really 
crummy property.” 

Luebbe said that the 
Moss-Bradley Association has 
been busy trying to pick out 
problem properties, and then 
asking the owners of these 
properties to meet with the group 
to discuss some of the problems. 


“Some will meet us halfway, 
and others will simply refuse to 
meet with us,” Luebbe said. ‘The 
ones who refuse are usually the 
ones who are ignoring housing 
codes, the ones who don’t really 
care what they do or what kind of 
shape the house is in that they’re 
renting.” 

Assistant chairman of the 
commission, Commuter Senator 
Bill McCuskey discussed the plight 
of students who are “trapped” in 
the area around school because 
they don’t have transportation to 
commute to classes. 

“A lot of these students have 
gripes about their housing 
conditions, but they know they 
really don’t have any recourse,” 
McCuskey said. ‘The landlords 
know the students are stuck there, 
and they know they don’t have to 
pay any attention to them.” 

The immediate priorities of the 
housing commission, according to 
McCuskey and Wittenborn, are to 
select the remaining commission 
members, map out a definite 
geographic area where the study 
will take place, and gather 
information. 

President Abegg suggested that 
the commission look into the 
possibility of compiling a list of 
housing where students are now 
living, and maybe even circulate a 
list of bad or “unrecommended” 
housing around campus. 
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Continuing Education 

College offers non-credit courses 


Although Bradley’s College of 
Continuing Education is usually 
thought of as a “night school” for 
part-time students, this makes up 
only part of the college’s 
function, according to Dr. Donald 
Albanito, dean of the college. 

The college also offers a wide 
range of non-credit “community 
courses,” Albanito said. Included 
are courses in television football, 
wine-making, life insurance, and 
mechanics for women, as well as 
courses that prepare students for 
receiving a certificate in such areas 
as real estate, secretarial skills, or 
supervisory development. 

In expanding the services of 
the college, Albanito said that it is 
also important that the university 
reach out to the community. 
“People aren’t coming to us 
anymore so we must go to them 
with what we have to offer,” he 
said. 

This “reaching out” has come 
in the form of workshops at 
several industrial plants in the 
area. Thus far, workshops have 
been held at Caterpillar, 
Keystone, Cohen’s furniture store 
downtown, and General 
Telephone in Bloomington. 

The media is also being used to 
help make the public more aware 


of what continuing education has 
to offer, said Albanito. A program 
directed toward the elderly, Prime 
Time, is being aired on Channel 
47 with the assistance of the 
college in conjunction with several 
junior colleges in the area. The 
program will offer tips and 
discussion on such matters as 
finances, health and safety, 
current events, and culture and 
the arts as they relate to older 
persons. 

The college is considering an 
introduction to business that 
would be broadcast over 
WCBU sometime next year. Three 
options are being planned with 
this course, explained Albanito. 


The first option is simply to 
watch the program; the second is 
to send in $30 for a text and • 
workbook (homework 
assignments will be sent in, graded 
by an instructor, and returned); 
and the third option is to take the 
course for credit. 

Offices for the College of 
Continuing Education were moved, 
in early October, from Swords 
Hall to Bradley Hall on the 
recommendation that the college 
be “moved to an area of the 
university which provides for 
greater space and greater 
accessibility to the students, 
organizations, and agencies 
seeking its services,” Albanito 
said.

Contract released; court reaches compromise

The student telephone 
directory contract was made 
public and a decision to release 
Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) records was 
delayed at a Supreme Court 
hearing Oct. 25. 

The action was taken as a 
result of a petition submitted to 
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the court by a group of students 
who asked that All-school 
Treasurer John Baroni release 
Senate financial records. 

The decision to delay court 
action on SABRC records was 
made, according to Chief Justice 
Dennis Holland, to allow the 
court to confer with 
administrators about releasing the 
records. 

Holland, Baroni, President 
Abegg, and three other 
administrators met Monday night 
to discuss the records. Holland 
said a “tentative compromise” 
had been reached on the issue, but 
would not reveal the specific 
terms. Baroni, however, said that 
SABRC records will remain 
confidential. 

The full court and SABRC 


members were scheduled to meet 
last night to discuss the 
settlement. 

An official announcement 
about the SABRC records 
compromise may be made 
Sunday, according to Holland. 

The student directory contract 
provides that the directories will 
be printed at no cost to Senate 
and the publisher, Student 
Telephone Books, Inc., will be 
given all rights to advertising. The 
contract stipulates that a 
minimum of 5,500 directories will 
be distributed. 

Other Senate records that were 
released included records of 
telephone calls made on Senate’s 
billing number and cancelled 
checks from a Senate account at 
Jefferson National Bank. They 
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were made available to an ad hoc 
committee investigating Senate 
finances, according to Baroni. 

The same information will be 
made available to the court 
petitioners as soon as 
arrangements can be made with a 
court official, he added.

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Editorial: 

Comission should 
look at both sides 

There are two sides to the problem of off-campus housing, 
as the two-week-old Senate housing commission has 
undoubtedly already discovered. 

The first side is the clearest side for us, the students, to 
see, and often it is the only side we can see. Nearly every day 
we walk jpr drive past the dilapidated “houses” that line 
several of the streets on the Hilltop, and we are appalled by 
the miserly, unfeeling old landlords who would charge $150 a 
month for such “holes.” 

We almost automatically sympathize with the poor 
student, a victim of circumstances, who, because he doesn’t 
have a way to commute to classes, is limited to living close to 
campus. And, because he is limited, and because there are so 
many other students who are similarly limited, they are all 
forced to move into whatever is available, even if it means no 
storm windows, or cracking plaster, or a bathroom that’s a 
plumber’s nightmare. 

That’s how most of us see the problem. 

But there is another side - the side that quite a few of the 
landlords see. 

It’s a shame that many landlords just haven’t learned yet 
that there’s just no such thing as a bad Bradley tenant. They 
look at the garbage piled in the alleys, and the junked cars 
against the curbs. And when summer comes and the students 
leave, they inspect the crayon sketches on the walls and the 
cigarette burns on the rug. 

It’s a pretty well-known fact that there are quite a few 
landlords around the city who simply refuse to rent to 
Bradley students. And since everybody’s money is the same 
color, the reason just could be that maybe, just maybe, all 
students don’t make “angellic” tenants. 

The Scout urges the Senate Commission for Off-Campus 
Housing not to lose sight of either of these viewpoints during 
its study. We hope that the commission can learn to look 
through both sets of eyes. 

Landlords are not the only problem; students are not the 
only problem. Each, to some degree, is a problem to the 
other. Only by recognizing this, and by attempting to remain 
as unbiased in its investigation as possible, can the 
commission possibly hope to gain the cooperation from both 
groups that is so necessary to accomplish anything of lasting 
significance. 

Turnout pathetic 

A group of residents from the south end of campus to the 
bluff got together the other day to do a very special thing to 
improve their neighborhood. 

Using their muscles and hands, aided by pitchforks, hedge 
clippers, shovels, and rakes, the residents picked up the refuse 
that had accumulated in area alleys. It was a commendable 
grass-roots effort to improve the appearance of .the 
neighborhood. 

The word about the clean-up effort had been circulated. 
Fraternities were notified by mail and a notice was run in last 
week’s Scout. 

And even though the area is heavily populated with 
Bradley students including most of the fraternity and 
sorority hourses, only one Bradley student showed up. St. 
Marks Grade School even got two volunteers out. 

Bradley students, you may think of yourselves as you will. 
But to a group of people who showed they really “give a 
damn,” you are just some more garbage to pick up after. 
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If you would have asked me last year 
why I’m going to college, I would have 
mumbled something about getting a good 
job or given you some other feeble 
justification. 

The truth was, I didn’t know 
why. It was the thing to do My family 
expected it of me. I really hadn’t thought 
too much about trying anything else. I 
thought going to school was pretty easy. 

My opinion has changed radically. 

Nothing about college is easy. 

I worked seven days a week during my 
three-month summer vacation so I could 
pay most of my tuition and living expenses 
at school. Not many “working people” can 
brag about a vacation like that. 

I worked so hard because I knew when 
school started, I wouldn’t be able to earn 
very much money. It’s a paradox, but a 
student pays tuition to go to school and 
school takes up most of his time. So how 
does he pay the tuition? 

The obvious answer is to go to school 
and work which I do, but don’t 
recommend. 

It’s a grind, more than that, it’s a pain in 
the ass. 

So why do I think it’s worth it to go to 
school? 

Not because there’s a bright future 
waiting for every graduate with a diploma 
in his hand. I know better than that. A 
former editor of the Scout is selling cable 
TV franchises door to door in Peoria.

He didn’t have to go to Bradley "for four 
years to do that. I won’t either if I end up 
doing the same thing. 

The job market being what it is for 
“trained” college graduates, the practical 
thing to do is quit school and get a good 
job in a trade or something else that pays 
well. Many of my friends have done that. 

Why should anyone spend the money 
and make the sacrifices to get through 
college? 

College opens you mind, whether you 
like it or not. You are exposed to a lot of 
revolutionary ideas, some of which are 
forced on you in the classrooms, some of 
which are not. In any case, the result is you 
are motivated to think and ponder some 
basic questions. 

I don’t want to be an individual with 
limited intellect.

Placement 

Center 

To the engineer and 
technologist, the Placement 
Center should be the beginning of 
a career.

Schertz, professor of electrical 
engineering, gave the best 
definition of an EET major I have 
heard - a person being able to 
take what has been researched by 
an engineer and design it to the 
manufacturing process. 

A simple look at our 
curriculum would show that we 
are concerned with the design of 
electrical circuits and their 
development in practical 
industrial uses. The problem lies 
in the fact that every time the 
Placement Center calls or has 
lunch with a company’s 
representative, the Placement 
Center’s misconception is 
considered. 

This apparently is causing 
many companies to 
misunderstand Bradley EET 
majors. 

On the November schedule 
there are 11 companies for 
electrical engineers while three for 
EET’s. In the three interviews I 
have had for a job so far this year, 
representatives from two of the 
companies stated they did not 
understand the EET curriculum. 

Before the companies are 
educated, the people who talk to 
the companies from the 
Placement Center must be 
educated. Since the degree of EET 
has been offered for three years 
already, I must conclude the 
Placement Center lacks the 
initiative to try and understand 
the EET program. 

It’s about time the Placement 
Center look at the education and 
expectations of the students they 
are supposed to be representing 
and stop playing a guessing game 
that could change the career and 
life of a student. 


Legislature 

reforms 

The young people of Illinois 
have the biggest stake in the 
historic movement to reform the 
Illinois legislature. 

More than any single “group,” 
the young adults in our state will 
be affected for years to come by 
the actions of the legislature. 

That’s why the Committee for 
Legislative Reform is seeking the 
active support of students on 
every college campus for the 
Legislative Reform Amendment. 
The amendment, to be voted on 
at the Nov. 5, 1974, election, will: 

— reduce the number of state 
representatives from 177 to 1 18, a 
cut of one-third. 

— provide for their election 
from single-member districts, on a 
one-man, one-vote basis. 

— save $5 million each 
biennium in salaries and expenses 
of legislators. 

With this reform, we can have a 
legislature chosen by the people, 
not the political parties. We can 
have a legislature accountable to 
the people, not a small group of 
untouchable politicians. 

The committee urgently needs 
volunteers on every campus to 
circulate petitions for the 400,000 
signatures needed to place this 
vital reform on the 1974 ballot. 
For once, the young adults in 
Illinois can play a direct role in 
reforming the system so that it 
serves the public interest. 

We urge interested students to 
volunteer their time and effort to 
reform Illinois politics by writing 
the Committee for Legislative 
Reform, Room 800, 39 S.

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Area residents clean up alleys; 
students conspicuously absent

At 10:30 a.m. Saturday, John 
Hanley and his six children and a 
neighbor girl were cleaning up the 
alley behind what is part of 
fraternity row on the south side 
of Fredonia Avenue between 
Glenwood and Institute streets. 

Hanley and the group of 
children, ranging in age from 
4-year-old Tom to 13-year-old 
Peter, worked in the cold, steady 
rain of the morning, picking-up 
branches, old tires and boards, 
rotten garbage, and other refuse 
that had accumulated on the 
ground. Garbage was thrown into 
a city dump truck that acted as a 
support vehicle for the group. 

“We didn’t see anyone that 
looked like a Bradley student 
while we were out there,” said 
Hanley later that afternoon. “I 
had expected to see a few who 
would pitch in and help us.” 

The children and Hanley were 
working as volunteers on a 
neighborhood clean-up drive 
sponsored by the Moss-Bradley 
Residential Association. 

About 25 persons had gathered 
at Whittier School at Fredonia 
and Cooper streets, to participate 
in the effort which had begun at 8 
a.m. The Hanley group was one of 
five that worked in alleys within 
the area bounded by Moss, 
Bradley, University, and Western 
streets. 

The light rain that fell on the 
workers during the early going 
became heavier through the 
morning. 

“As time went on, the kids got 
more enthusiastic,” Hanley said of 


the children’s spirits. ‘They were 
a little peaved at me when I made 
them stop.” 

He explained, “I didn’t think it 
was worth it to work longer if 
they get pneumonia.” 

Western Avenue had been the 
starting point for Hanley and the 
children. They covered three 
blocks filling their dump truck 
twice with the garbage they 
picked up in their alley between 
Fredonia and Barker streets. 

‘There were a few messy 
ones,” Hanley said, referring to 
the alley sites behind a fraternity, 
two sororities, and numerous 
residences inhabited by Bradley 
students that were cleaned up by 
his group. 

“But it wasn’t nearly as messy 
as a few weeks ago. It surprised 
me because they apparently had 
been cleaned up. A few weeks ago 
some of the places were terrible.” 

The turnout for the drive was 
termed “terrific considering the 
lousy weather” by one of the 
association’s leaders, Don Luebbe. 
Only one Bradley student took 
part in the effort according to 
Luebbe, who had sent letters to 
all the fraternities requesting 
volunteers. A notice was also run 
in last week’s Scout about the 
event. 


“I thought each fraternity 
could turn out one or two 
individuals; it’s their mess too,” 
said Luebbe, who was surprised at 
the no-show attitude of Bradley 
students. “Well, I guess students 
don’t feel they have the stake in 
this area like the residents.” 

The association had hoped to 


nlist the aid of students in this 
and other efforts being planned 
including boycotting area 
landlords who don’t maintain 
their property. 

“If students didn’t rent from 
them (landlords who don’t 
keep up their property) there 
wouldn’t be a market for poor 
housing,” Luebbe said. 

The Moss-Bradley association 
was organized several 
months ago as a result of a visit by 
a landscape architect from the 
University of Illinois who spoke 
to a community gathering. The 
architect pointed out the value of 
the houses in the area, some of 
which were built in the 19th 
century, and the need for a 
community group to work on 
improving the neighborhood. 

There are about 100 families 
that are members of the 
organization at this time. The 
group operates in the area covered 
by the clean-up drive but also 
includes residents from Moss 
Avenue between University and 
Sheridan streets and High Street, 
which is an extension of Moss 
Avenue east. 

The association is one of three 
neighborhood groups that operate 
in the area of the university. The 
Bradley-West Homeowners 
Association, which encompasses 
the area bounded by the west side 
of campus, Main, Western, and 
Bradley Streets, and The Uplands 
Homeowners Association, which 
includes an area north of campus 
across Main Street, are the other 
two organizations. 

Four officers and a 12-person

governing board direct the 
Moss-Bradley group. The 
organization also solicits many 
well-known honorary members to 
add prestige to the association.

While working during 
Saturday’s clean-up effort, the 
volunteer group Luebbe was with 
passed by two home sites that 
were “immaculate”, according to 
Luebbe. The volunteers asked 
some people working in 
neighboring yards if they knew 


who lived in those houses. 

The neighbors said both houses 
were owned by elderly women 
who lived alone. 


“You know,” said Luebbe, “it 
is usually the people with the most 
modest means who are doing the 
best job of maintaining their 
property.”

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Frosh girl attacked 
in dormitory room 


Campus Notes 

Trustees re-elect member 


An 18-year-old freshman girl 
fought off an unknown man who 
attempted to assault her in her 
University Hall room Saturday at 
4 a.m. 

The only injury the victim 
suffered was a cut in the corner of 
her mouth by a pair of sissors 
wielded by the attacker during the 
struggle. She was not hospitalized. 

Bradley security is investigating 
the incident and a report has been 
made to the Peoria Police 
Department, according to David 
Baer, director of campus security. 

The assailant was described as 
about six-feet tall, 19 to 21 years 
old with short curly hair, no 
sideburns and clean shaven, 
weighing about 165 pounds. He 
gained entrance to the room 


through the door, which the 
victim had left unlocked for her 
roommate. 

A man fitting the description 
was seen on the floor prior to the 
incident. Several floor residents 
and the victim viewed police 
mug files but could not identify 
the man. 

“Apparently the guy was seen 
on the floor,” said Baer. “But it 
was one of those things where an 
unescorted male was seen on a 
women’s floor but nobody 
reported it.” 

Baer added that if dorm 
residents observe any suspicious 
persons roaming the floors they 
should call campus security (ext. 
500) immediately.

Dr. Gregory Guzman, associate 
professor of history, has returned 
from a two month sabbatical in 
Europe where he was examining 
medieval manuscripts for his 
research on the historical contents 
of a medieval encyclopedia. 

“I’m working on the 
manuscript tradition of Vincent 
of Beauvais, the greatest medieval 
encyclopedist,” said Guzman 
about his work. “ I want to do

some research on the historical 
content of this large encyclopedia 
that he wrote in the 13th century. 
In order to do this I have to first 
make sure that the manuscripts I 
want to use are reliable. 

“Before a manuscript can be 
used for historical research, you 
have to account for its 
whereabouts every year from the 
time it was written until the 
present, and this is essentially 



what I was doing,” he continued. 

Most of his time was spent in 
libraries in France, Belgium, and 
West Germany. The primary 
reason for the sabbatical was to 
“accumulate as much raw data 
and raw research as I can,” said 
Guzman. 

“I hope to get some type of 
publication or article out. There 
are two I have in mind now, one 
which I hope to have finished in a 
year, and the other is a long range 
thing.” 

There is, according to Guzman, 
a type of professional or 
international courtesy in Europe 
among scholars. He had no 
trouble getting into the libraries 
or examining the manuscripts. 

“I had access to all the material 
I wanted. I had to compare style 
of writing, type of ink and 
lettering, and other aspects,” he 
explained about the four volume 
encyclopedia set he was studying. 

Guzman, who will teach a 
course on medieval civilization 
and one on ancient Greece next

Guzman studies medieval times 


semester, had several unusual 
incidents happen to him during 
his trip. After only one hour in 
Paris, his wallet was stolen on the 
subway. In Koblenz, West 
Germany, he met two Peorians. 

Also while in Europe, Guzman 
bought a three foot sword, which 
he says is probably a replica of a 
medieval sword. 

“At the airports, the sword was 
considered a weapon rather than a 
work of art or a souvenir so there 
were several security problems,” 
Guzman recalled. 

“In Chicago, two guards 
hand-carried the sword to the 
plane. They made me sign things 
and got my name and address.” 

He added that the airlines 
nearly lost the sword between 
Chicago and Peoria. 

Guzman is looking forward to 
teaching again next semester. 
“After spending time gathering 
information and new ideas, you’re 
ready for a class, because you 
have so many new ideas to talk 
about,” he said.

different internationally

Five years have passed since 
Joe Allen jumped center as a 
Bradley Brave. 

Allen, who is starting his 
second season as assistant 
basketball coach, was one of the 
greatest players to take the court 
for Bradley. Among his many 
accomplishments, Allen was 
named to the all-time Missouri 
Valley Conference team, to the 
Helms All-American Team twice, 
and to the all-MVC team in each 
of his three varsity years.

Upon completion of his 
Bradley career, the 6-8 pivotman 
decided to play professional 
basketball in Italy, something 
which very few Americans have 
done. 

An injury during Allen’s 
freshman season, which forced 
him to withdraw from school 
entirely for one year, allowed him 
to be eligible for the pro draft 
after his junior year, and he was a 


second-round draft choice of the 
Los Angeles Lakers. 

Following his senior year at 
Bradley, Allen was drafted by the 
New York Nets of the ABA, the 
Baltimore Bullets of the NBA, and 
an Italian team. 

“Salaries were pretty much the 
same,” said Allen, “but I thought 
that since I travelled all 
around the States playing on the 
collegiate level—why not try 
something different.” 

The professional leagues in 
Italy, and in most of Europe, 
follow the international rules for 
basketball, the rules adopted in 
the Olympics. Some of the 
differences and similarities 
between the international rules 
and American rules were outlined 
by Allen. They included wide free 
throw lanes (as used by our pro 
leagues) and a 30-second clock 
(used by the American Basketball 
Association). 

“One glaring difference is that 
there are no three-point plays,” 
said Allen. “If you are fouled in 
the act of shooting, you shoot 
two free throws, but if the basket 
is good, then the basket counts 
and no free throws are shot. In 
the last three minutes of the 
game, however, all fouls are shot. 
Also, the use of the half-court line 
stops at that time. 

‘The international game in 
general does not differ a whole lot 
from our game here,” according 
to Allen. ‘There is maybe a little 
more contact and they expect 
that the offensive player can do 
no wrong. A charging foul is 
rarely called, and you’d have to 
just maul the player before they’d 
call it.” 

The basketball structure in 
Europe is a system of four 
dividions or classes. A team 
finishing first or second in its 


division is moved up to the next 
series, whereas, the two worst 
teams in the division are moved 
down a notch. Only a top division 
team may have a foreign player on 
the roster, and only one foreigner 
is allowed per team. Allen said. 


‘This gives the teams an added 
incentive to play well.” 

According to Allen, “In the 
last ten years, basketball on the 
international scene, has risen to 
the number two spot in 


popularity, (jbehind soccer). 
Nowadays, a team may not move 
into the top division of a 
European league unless it can play 
in an auditorium or arena with 
seating for at least 10,000 fans.”

Loyola beat Bradley in the 
final dual cross country meet of 
the season Tuesday 1746 at 
Newman Golf Course. The loss 
drops the Braves final meet dual 
record to 5-4. 

Jim Edlund of Loyola won the 
meet with a time of 25:52 for the 
five-mile course, the first time a 
runner has been under the 
26-minute mark on the Newman 
Course this fall. Jim Winfield was 
the highest Brave finisher, just as 
he has been in every meet this 
season, finishing fourth. Tony 
Brocato was ninth, Tom Campbell 
finished 11th, Rick Smathers was 
13th, and Tom Thorton 15th. 

Winfield, who was even with 


the top three Loyola runners 
during the first mile explained his 
performance.

Baroni reveals role in finances

All-school Treasurer John 
Baroni, in a letter to the Scout 
Tuesday, released information 
concerning his involvement with 
the telephone directory contract, 
Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) records, 
Senate financial account records, 
and Senate telephone bills. 

‘This is an explanation to the 
student body that deals with the 
four areas that have been explored 
recently by various committees 
and student groups,” the letter 
read. 

“And it is an effort to explain 
some of the problems and clarify 
some of the allegations that have 
been circulating during the past 
month.” 

According to Baroni, he was 
approached by the National 
Advertising and Publishing 
Corporation (NAPCO), and 
offered a job after Senate agreed 
to allow NAPCO to publish the 
telephone directory. 

“It was only logical that they 
would approach me and offer me 
a position since I was the one who 
brought their name up in Senate. 
Also, l did have some experience 
after working on last year’s 
directory.” Baroni said he made 
about S200 working for NAPCO 
over the summer. 

Baroni admitted that he made 
a “definite error in judgement” 
when he authorized the deletion 
of students’ home addresses from 
the directories without consulting 
Senate. He explained that the 
deletion was necessary because 
the company was losing money on

the directories, and deleting the 
addresses was one way of cutting 
back on printing costs. Baroni said 
that he ok’d the deletion after 
talking to about 70 students, 
“most of whom felt the addresses 
were not necessary.” 

Although Senate phone bills 
have been under question, Baroni 
said the main reason for this is

because of efforts by persons in 
the Senate admissions program to 
contact potential students over 
the summer. “Although some calls 
were personal, I don’t believe any 
officer of Senate has abused the 
phone privilege.” 

Baroni said he is confident that 
all Senate accounts, including 
both Senate’s Swords Hall 
account and its outside checking 
account with Jefferson Trust and 
Savings, are “in perfect order.” 
“SABRC is presently auditing my 
books, as well as those of other 
student organizations,” Baroni 
said. 

Baroni feels there is no way 
SABRC records should be 
included in an investigation on 
Senate finances because there Js 
no money involved-only budgets. 

Chairman of the committee to 
investigate Senate finances Bill 
McCuskey said he was pleased 
with Baroni's cooperation with 
the committee. 


“It is refreshing to have an 
elected official state that all 
judgments he makes are not 
necessarily correct at the time he 
makes them,” McCuskey said 
referring to the deletion of 
students’ home addresses from the 
directory without Senate 
approval. 

McCuskey said the committee 
will issue a report next week 
which will attempt to lay down

At a meeting Oct. 30 between 
the commission and the

Caution and security 


Problems with security in dormitories are caused by a lot 
of factors - including very often the residents themselves. 

Extra door locks and special patrolling of floors won’t 
curb thievery or prevent muggings when residents leave room 
doors unlocked, open locked lobby doors for strangers, and 
jam doors leading into buildings to let friends and keyless 
roommates in. 

Until something happens dramatizing the need for 
caution, residents often seem careless about leaving doors 
open or unlocked and allowing strangers to roam the floors 
unchallenged. 

At the beginning of the semester a student was mugged in 
a stairwell of a dorm. Concern and caution exercised by 
residents was immediate, but not lasting. 

Two weeks ago a female resident fought off an attacker 
who had entered her room. Concern and caution residents are 
showing is high again; whether it will be lasting remains to be 
seen. 

Certainly, it is well worth any cost and effort to maximize 
security in the dorms. If it means that residents are 
inconvenienced to some degree because of extra security so 
be it. ’ 

The cost of a theft of personal belongings or injury 
suffered in an attack far outweighs the time that will be lost 
by residents who might have to use room keys to pass 
through doors in stairwells that were not locked in the past. 

Residents who circumvent protective measures - such as 
jamming entrance or stairwell doors so they won’t lock - 
should be dealt with severely. 

There are too many persons, students and outsiders, who 
are quick to take advantage of opportunities that the 
anonymity a crowded dorm provides. Let’s not make it any 
easier for the thieves and muggers. 


Where’s constitution? 


It has now been one full month since the student body 
ratified the Student Senate constitution. But no one outside 
of Senate seems to be able to procure a copy of the 
document. 

The constitution was important enough to Senate before 
it was ratified. It was considered for ratification in two 
separate elections; it was the subject of countless meetings of 
the Rules and Judiciary Committee; it brought over 100 
students to a Senate meeting in support of one clause; and 
it was controversial enough to cause one senator to resign 
from Senate and another to resign as chairman of a 
committee. 

But now that Senators have their constitution, they no 
longer seem to care whether anyone else knows about it. 
Every time the Scout asks for a copy, we get a different 
excuse and a new deadline for publication. 

It’s about time Senate got on the ball and not only printed 
the constitution, but also issued one to each senator to make 
available to his constituents. The Scout and other 
organizations should be supplied copies. After all the scrutiny 
the constitution went through before the election, surely 
Senate shouldn’t have anything to hide. 

Senate went without a constitution long enough. Why 
make the rest of the students wait even longer? 
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I consider myself rather an 
intelligent individual and I refuse 
to stand by and read false and 
libelous statements made in the 
Black Students Alliance column 
What It Look Like by a certain 
few discriminated and abused 
blacks on campus. 

Population wise the blacks are 
definitely a minority. So are the 
Germans, Jews, Poles, and 
Chinese. These other groups do 
not demand any special privileges. 
Why should the blacks be granted 
any special privileges? 

The blacks on campus claim 
they have gone through many 
trials and tribulations during their 
history. It would be wise to 
review history and trace the paths 
of smaller minorities. The Jews 
went through more pain and 
ignominy during the Second 
World War than the mind can 
imagine. The Jews recovered by 
themselves and were given few if 
any privileges. 

Blacks wish equality and I am 
one hundred per cent in their 
favor. It is a serious error to use 
one’s color and race as leverage to 
obtain privileges. The blacks are 
using past history as excuses for 
their action today. 

In today’s world no one is 
given any breaks and favors. 

You are demanding equality, 


then in my estimation, you shall 
be treated equally. And to be 
granted favors and privileges 
would be a direct contradiction to 
your proud black heritage.

Sigma Chi’s 


Two weeks ago, I suggested in 
a letter to the Scout that the 
Associated Women Students 
consider taking certain actions to 
upgrade the position of women at 
Bradley to increase the awareness 
and self-respect of the Bradley 
women. In my letter, I mentioned 
action to get a woman on the 
Board of Trustees, action to get 
more women in the 
administration, and then I turned 
to social events degrading to 
women, using Sigma Chi Derby 
Day as my example. 

My comments were challenged 
by the Sigma Chi’s, for last week 
Jay J. Krasne, “a concerned Sigma 
Chi,” who descended on the 
Scout with an angry letter 
attaekmg me, attempted to 
defend Sigma Chi Derby Day. 

Mr. Krasne insinuates that I am 
a mean old spoilsport, and on a 
lower level, sneers at my humble 
profession-that of English 
professor. On a still lower level, 
Mr. Krasne may be trying to 
disparage my masculinity, since he 


calls me a “male feminist.” 

The real purpose of Mr. 
Krasne’s ad hominem argument 
however, is probably to divert 
attention from the basic issue—the 
embarrassing nature of Derby 
Day. 

Mr. Krasne makes three claims 
about Derby Day which are 
supposed to make it more 
palatable to the people who find 
it distasteful: (1) the purpose of 
Derby Day is to improve 
community relations; (2) there is 
no sexual symbolism involved, (3) 
the sorority girls not only consent 
to the whole vulgar affair, but the 
hustle is “one of the girls’ 
favorite events.” 

Let’s look at these assertions. 
The purpose of Derby Day is 
said to be to improve community 
relations, especially between 
Bradley and Peoria. But how? 

How does it improve 
community relations for the 
Sigma Chi’s to paint the bottoms 
of sorority girls? 

Well, now that I think of it, 
somebody usually gets hurt in the 
derby chase, so maybe the 
doctors in town make a little 
money. But otherwise, this 
community argument is silly. 

Then Mr. Krasne tells us that 
there is no sexual symbolism in 
Derby Day, just good high-spirited 
fun. Painting the girls’ bottoms 
with the S-X’ in the “hustle” as 
he calls it, means nothing and 
does not turn the girls into sex

objects. Hardly. 

The whole ceremony seems to 
give the Sigma Chi hustlers 
symbolic ownership of the girls, as 
though they were cattle being 
branded. I see no reason why the 
girls should submit to this 
humiliating treatment, even in 
fun. 

But finally, Mr. Krasne claims 
that the girls who participate and 
allow themselves to be made 
ridiculous in this juvenile affair 
are not coerced; they accept an 
invitation and consent to play the 
games the Sigma Chi’s offer them. 
So what? 

Does this excuse the 
debasement of the girls, or the 
male dominance? 

For centuries, women have 
yielded to male demands or 
blandishments, on some occasion 
or another, because they were 

I naive, or foolish, or insecure, or 
curious, or bored, or because their

social position demanded it, or 
because they wanted to be good 
sports. This does not justify 
treating women like inferior 
creatures, to be owned or 
ridiculed or debased. 

I think there is psychological 
coercion, particularly in the name 
of being a “good sport,” as well as 
physical coercion, and I don’t 
doubt that psychological coercion 
is used in sororities as well as 
elsewhere, especially on pledges. 

The sororities have rejected 
Derby Day once, in 1967. There is 
no reason why the sororities can’t 
assert their independence again 
and demand that the Sigma Chi’s* 
come up with a holiday that treats 
women as equals, and with 
respect. 

Yes, the power to end Derby 
Day, and to improve the status of 
women at Bradley belongs to the 
women, and this is something 
which I think Mr. Krasne and his 
fellow hustlers fear. Indeed, I 


think any further discussion of 
this controversy in the Scout 
should come from women. As 
long as Derby Day continues, 
though, I’ll go on telling people 
how distasteful I think it is.

Winners deserve recognition

The four students elected freshman class 
senators in the fall election, have suddenly 
discovered that they did not win after all - 

J they lost. 

Several weeks ago, a case was brought 
"before the Student Supreme Court against 
the Student Senate Elections Committee, 
charging that the procedure for elections, 
as outlined in the student constitution, was 
not followed by the Elections Committee. 
The court heard the case and found that 
the Elections Committee was in error in 
following the specified rules and 
regulations. 

However, the punishment for not 
following the election rules was NOT levied 
against the Election Committee. Rather, 
the court ruled that the elections for 
Freshman Class Senator should be held 
again. Thus, Pete Armstrong, Janice 
Michelsen, Gail Saunders, and Nick Trapp 
have been put in the position of going 
before the voters, for the second time in 
one month, this time to establish their right 
to keep the Senate seats they now hold. 

As a student (freshman class) and a 
senator (off-campus) 1 intend to support 
and vote to retain these four people, on the 
Student Senate for several reasons. 

First, the original court case was not 
against these students. It was against the 
Elections Committee, which was charged 
with failure to post the required number of 
signs (advising of election time and place) 
around campus. This failure on the part of 
the committee affected ALL persons 
running for an office, NOT just the 
candiates for Freshman Class Senator. 

Second, it was charged and proven that 
the last names of two candidates were 
misspelled on the freshman class ballot. 
These two names, even as they appeared on 
the ballot, are not in any way similar to the 
last names of any of the four persons who 
won the election. Also, if a voter had been 
in doubt as to the correctness of a name, 
there is space for writing in any name at 
the bottom of the ballot. 

Third, the amount of publicity given to 
the students, who instituted the court 
action, has been far out of proportion to 
that given to the four students who won 
the election. A court case of this type is 
news, however, when a new election is held 
the members of the freshman class should 
also remember that the four Senators 


elected in October have been working hard 
toward constructive solutions to student 
problems. 

The court case could be appealed, but 
the four senators have decided the best 
thing to do is to get it out of the way. I 
hope that the freshman class will give them 
the vote of confidence they deserve by 
retaining them in their present Senate seats.

It all started when I jokingly asked the 
president of the wrestling club (who shall 
remain nameless in this article) if I could 
try out for the team. 

“Sure,” he said. 

“You don’t really mean that,” I said. 

“Yes, I do. You can try out and if you 
beat the guy you wrestle you can be on the 
team,” was his emphatic reply. 

“But I know nothing about wrestling,” I 
exclaimed.

And thus began the engineering of my 
debut as a wrestler. We even considered the 
distant future - I would wrestle a guy in a 
wrestling exhibition during half-time of a 
basketball game.

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Black studies director views 
purpose, problems of program

The purpose of Bradley’s Black 
Studies Program should be “to 
deal in a scholarly and 
non-emotional manner with some 
of the historical and 
contemporary needs of our 
oppressed black people,” 
according to Director of Black 
Studies Frederick 1 OX (Harris). 

Harris, who is also advisor to 
the Black Culture House, said he 
doesn’t feel that a black studies

program can be totally effective 
on a predominantly white campus 
such as Bradley. 

“I think any major white 
university is only a reflection of 
the society of which it is a part,” 
he said. 

“And just as there are rigid, 
institutionally racist structures in 
the larger society, there is also 
evidence of this on this campus. 


Harris became a Bradley 
instructor in black studies after 
working at the Counseling Center 
here during the summer. He 
received his M.A. from Bradley in 
1967, and then moved east. 

He has been a lecturer in the 
Department of Afro-American 
Studies and a student counseling 
service coordinator at New York 
State University in Albany. Before 
returning to Bradley, he served as 
assistant professor of black 
studies at Rutgers University. 

He has also lectured in Africa 
at universities in Tanzania, Kenya 
and Uganda. 

Harris said he decided to take 
the job as black studies director at 
Bradley because it would “give me 
a chance to meet with concerned 
students on campus. 

“It has also given me an 
opportunity to teach in a field 
that I really enjoy.” 

Harris said that when black 
studies programs were first being 
offered “they became the 
in-vogue, hip-type of thing to get 
into. And because of this, they 
attracted a lot of white students. 

“But as the orientation of the 
programs became a little

Council to promote humanities

A series of seminars, 
workshops, encounter sessions, 
and television programs will be 
organized by a regional council, 
formed to promote public 
discussion of contemporary issues 
of the humanities in Peoria.

for last year. I don’t see it as a 
problem now, but it is too early 
to tell.” 

No changes are being planned 
in the heating procedures for the 
campus this year. 

Director of Housing Ken 
Goldin echoed Wise’s feelings by 
saying that “there is no urgency as 
far as getting the fuel oil. It hasn’t 
affected us yet.” 

He added that two new oil 
storage tanks were put in behind 
the Field House to increase the 
amount of fuel on hand in case 
there is difficulty in getting more. 

When asked whether the 
temperature would be lowered in 
the dorms as a means to conserve 
fuel, Goldin said “l don’t think it 
is necessary step yet, we have no 
plans to do it. We haven’t had any 
problems. We’re just going to have 
to wait and see.

Vawter also met informally 
with interested humanists at 
Bradley, students and faculty 
from the College of Liberal Arts 
and Sciences, before the public 
meeting.

“I’m not saying 
the guys are here to cause trouble, 
but their presence makes the girls 
nervous.” 

Saelens, an assistant resident 
advisor (ARA) from 2A, works in 
the lobby office four hours a 
week. As many as 10 unescorted 
college age men, by Saelens’ 


Dorm security guards will be 
monitored more closely and be 
required to patrol dorm floors 
hourly as a result of new 
operating procedures that will go 
into effect Monday, according to 
Tom Butler, director of student 
security. 

Student guards will be required 
to check in by phone with campus 
security when beginning or ending 
work as a result of the new 
procedure. The guards will also be 
monitored by campus security 
officers more closely, according to 
Butler. 

“It will give us better 
coordination and better control,” 
said Butler, a graduate student 
who has been student security 
director since mid-September. 
Butler replaced Tim Wendle, who 
became assistant dean of men, as 
director of student security. 

“The campus security will be 
checking more often to see if the 
doors in the dorm are locked,” 
Butler said. ‘They will also check 
with the student guards to see if 
there are any problems. This will 
give us better control.” 

Butler added that patrolling of 
the floors will still be done by 
student guards. 

According to Butler, the new 
procedures were initially planned 
by Wendle, who worked with 
David Baer, director of campus 
security, on a procedural manual 
outlining the duties and 
responsibilities of the student 
guards. 

The new guidelines to go in 
affect Monday are not related to 
an Oct. 26 incident in which an 
unknown man had entered the 
room of a freshman girl in 
University Hall and attempted to 
assault her, according to Butler. A 
student guard “was in the building 
at the time of the incident but 
was not doing his duty.” The 
guard has been fired, Butler 
added. 


estimation, can be found in the 
lobby on a weekday night. 

“Weekends, there are probably 
more guys in here, but they’re 
with girls usually,” she added. 

There are five doors that lead 
into University Hall from the 
outside. Two lead into the lobby 
and the other three go directly to 
stairwells. 

An ARA on ground floor, 
Celine Rempala, who was standing 
near the lobby office, said some 
of the men in the lobbies are not 
students. 

“I know they’re not students 
because they ask questions about 
how to find names and phone 
numbers and whether there is a 
house phone,” she said. “Students 
generally know that there is a list 
posted and that there is a house 
phone.” 

Inside their room on floor 3B, 
two residents, Nanci Shaw and 
Sherri Teller, spoke quite openly 
about their anxieties. 

“I was absolutely petrified 
after that incident,” said Shaw 
referring to the attack on the 
resident two weeks ago. “I never 
was really scared until then. Now 


There are currently 30 guards 
working student security for 
hourly pay. The guards operate 
out of offices located in dorm 
lobbies. 

Coed dorms have security 
guards on duty weekdays and 
Sundays from midnight to 3 a.m. 
Hours on Fridays and Saturdays 
are extended to 10 p.m. to 5 a.m. 

One of six dorms on campus, 
Lovelace, the only all-men’s dorm, 
does not have student security. 

Butler said security problems 
in the dorms are “noticeably 


Women officers from campus 
security have been asked to patrol 
floors at night and locks will be 
installed on stairwell doors by 
request of residents in an effort to 
improve security at University 
Hall. 

“The women officers will have 
no set pattern, they are there just 
to check floors,” said Rita Pell, 
head resident of University Hall. 
The request for the officers, 
which was made originally by 
dorm staff members, was 
submitted to campus security 
earlier in the week. 


my boyfriend walks me to my 
room.” 

“We used to leave the door 
unlocked, but now I won’t even 
sit here in the daytime without 
the door being locked,” Teller 
added. 

Both said they go out less 
often in the evenings and will not 
take showers after 10 p.m. The 
number of men in the lobby was 


down.” There had been problems 
encountered earlier in - the 
semester with residents propping 
doors open in the lobbies to let 
friends in. The doors, which do 
not lock from the inside, required 
room keys to open from the 
outside. 

“It seems the residents are a lot 
more cautious and aware,” said 
Butler. fc That’s what it’s going to 
take—residents being more aware. 
A guard can’t be constantly 
patrolling the halls because he has 
to be in the office near a phone 
part of the time.” 


Core locks, which can be 
opened by residents' room keys, 
are being installed on some 
stairwell doors on individual 
floors, according to Mike Murphy, 
assistant director of housing. The 
locks are being installed by 
request of residents from each 
individual floor. 

Some floors in the building 
have had the locks already, said 
Murphy. Placing the locks on 
stairwell doors may be extended 
to other dorms, but according to 
Murphy, “we have had not had 
requests for it.” 


another concern. 

“One girl will go through a 
door in the lobby and a guy will 
get in before the door closes,” 
said Teller. Doors to stairwells 
from the lobby are locked in the 
evenings and can be opened only 
with residents’ room keys. 

The resident advisor (RA) on 
2A, Cathy Bachman, felt much of 
the problem with unescorted men 
on the floor was a result of not 
using the house phones. The men 
would just go unescorted to girl 
friends’ rooms during parietal 
hours, she said. 

‘They’re not wanderers, they 
just don’t call,” Bachman said. “I 
was on call all weekend and I 
didn’t notice any problems.” 

She added that since the 
beginning of the year there have 
been less unescorted men on the 
floors, which she attributed to 
doors in the lobby being locked 
earlier. 

4B resident Wendy Williams 
said she felt safe in the dorm and 
she did not consider the incident 
of the resident being attack 
significant. 

“I think that was something 
very unusual. We don’t have much 
of a problem here,” said Williams 
referring to her floor. 

Standing in the hallway of the 
same floor, ARA Claire Manning 
said a lot of fhe problem with 
unescorted men on the floors was 
the fault of residents who leave 
doors to stairwells open. 

“Sometimes the doors were 
jammed open and now residents 


will get in a lot of trouble if 
they’re caught doing that,” said 
Manning. The door leading into a 
building stairwell from the outside 
on University Hall’s east side was 
propped open most often, 
according to Manning. 

Laura Wood, a resident of 3A 
is getting an extra lock for her 
door. Her father, an assistant of 
electrical engineering at Bradley, 
has talked to the President’s office 
about his concern with security in 
the dorm. 

“There have been two 
robberies on this floor and the 
doors to the floor from the 
stairwell don’t lock,” said Wood, 
who explained her bicycle had 
been stolen. 

Putting locks that can be 
opened with room keys on all 
doors in stairwells, including those 
leading to each floor, might not 
improve dorm security, said 3A 
RA Becky Fairly as she sat in the 
lobby of University Hall. 

“If locks are put on all the 
doors, there’s no guarantee that 
they will help because the 
downstairs doors in the lobby are 
locked now. The door locks jam 
often too,” she pointed out. 

Fairly added that some 
residents have said they did not 
want extra security in the past, 
particularly locks on all doors in 
stairwells that would have to be 
opened with room keys. The 
complaint, according to Fairly, 
was that it was too much trouble 
to open each door with room 
keys.

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Kickers glad Jorge Bustamante returned

Because Jorge Bustamante’s 
father knows what is best for his 
soccer-playing son, the Bradley 
soccer club still has the services of 
the talented young man who was 
named the team’s most valuable 
player during the 1972 soccer 
season. 

Bustamante, an affable native 
of Ecuador, had decided during 
the past summer to leave Bradley 
with the intention of returning to 
Ecuador to complete his college 
education. However, his father, a 
dvil engineer who moved his 
family from South America to 
Mount Prospect, Ill. in 1971, 
persuaded him to go back to 
Peoria and Bradley. 

Because Bustamante’s decision 
to spend his sophomore year of 
college at Bradley rather than in 
Ecuador was sort of a last-minute 
idea, he found himself without a 
place to live when he came to 
Peoria in August. 

“I was looking for a place to 
live because I’d broken my 
housing contract when I told 
them I wasn’t coming back here. I 
lived in Wyckoff Hall last year and 
didn’t like it very much anyway. 
Then I heard Dean (Edward) King 
had an apartment to rent to a 
foreign exchange student,” said 
Bustamante as he explained how 
he came to live under the same 
roof as Bradley’s Dean of Men. 

Although the electronics 
technology major said that he 
came to Bradley because of the 
school’s good academic standing 
and because it is strong in 
engineering, he also admitted that 
the presence of a soccer club 
helped attract him to Bradley. 

“In Ecuador, I played soccer 
all the time. Soccer’s the top sport 
in Ecuador and I played all 
through school. The 12 years of 
school are divided into six years 
of grammar school and six years 
of high school. I played on the 


team at the Catholic grammar 
school I went to, and my third 
year of high school I made the 
team there,” said Bustamante. 

Unfortunately, he was a high 
school senior when his family 
moved from Ecuador to Mount 
Prospect, a surburb of Chicago, in 
1971. Mount Prospect High 
School didn’t field any sort of 
soccer team during his senior year 
and he was anxious to play again 
when he enrolled at Bradley. 

“With Mount Prospect not 
having a team, I couldn’t play at 
all and I got out of playing shape. 
But I signed up for the team here 
my freshman year, went out to 
practice, and made the team,” 
said Bustamante with a classic 
piece of understatement. 

He not only made the squad as 
a freshman, he quickly became a 
regular on the team which 
finished with a 5-6 record, scored 
a goal against tough Western 
Illinois in his second game as a 
Brave, and ended the season by 
being selected the team’s MVP 
through a vote taken by his fellow 
team members. 

Vic Trinkus, a senior fullback 
who has watched Bustamante 
from close-up the past two 
seasons, spoke of him by saying, 
“He always plays a good game. 
Our middle depends on him a lot. 
He’s got to be the best player 
we’ve got. 

“You can tell when we play a 
good team that he’s effective 
because they keep an eye on him 
and go for his fakes, but the poor 
teams don’t watch him and he 
isn’t as effective.” 

Bustamante feels that he plays 
his best against the best teams, 
but for another reason. 

“I feel like playing more 
against a good team, guys who 
know what they’re doing, like the 
Peoria team,” he said. 

Like most soccer players, 
Bustamante says he’s thrilled

when he scores a goal, but that he 
gets real satisfaction out of 
winning.

From the Bench

Yes, it’s early in the season. And yes, 
intrasquad games don’t always mean that 
much. But - the ’73-74 version of Bradley’s 
basketball Braves appears headed in a new 
direction. 

The turn, if upward as indicated by 
Wednesday’s officiated intrasquad 
scrimmage, could lead them away from last 
season’s dead end - the 12-14 finish was 
the first losing record in 18 years. 

The faces haven’t changed. The starting 
five of most of last year will likely open 
against the Brazilian Nationals a week from 
today. That lineup would find Dave 
Klobucher and Jim Caruthers as guards, 
Greg Smith at center, Seymour Reed and 
Mark Dohner as forwards. 

However, there are some new additions. 
Not specifically in players recruited from 
high school (although freshman Larry 
Bentley has potential to provide much help 
soon), but there are instead supplements 
which take the form of greater team unity, 
more positive attitudes, and more passes to 
the open man in lieu of poor percentage 
shots. 

“We know each other better,” Joe 
Stowell, Bradley’s varsity coach of nine 
years, said. “The players know more about 
what each can do and how they do it.” 

And some are capable of more this 
campaign, compared to services rendered a 
season ago. 


Mark Dohner has matured in 
temperament and ability. His 17 rebounds 
was high for Wednesday’s game and the 6-9 
junior made 8 of 13 shots attempted. 

“Mark is more mobile, more aggressive 
and more confident,” Stowell explained. 
“And the same is true for Jim.” 

Caruthers was voted 
freshman-of-the-year in the Missouri Valley 
Conference. He appears ready to contend 
for the sophomore award won by Reed two 
years ago and pick up some of the scoring 
slack as well. 

The high jumping guard from Kansas 
City, Kan., scored 27 points in each of two 
games for which statistics were kept (the 
first was a game against the junior varsity). 

Those of us who were freshmen here 
three years ago remember the anticipation 
for Bradley’s basketball future. The 
freshman team went 15-0 and was later 
ranked fourth in the country. 

The nucleus of that squad makes up the 
bulk of this year’s roster. It’s obvious that 
many variable factors enter into the 
performances of a season - not the least of 
which is the opposition’s talent. 

But there was a certain undefinable 
cohesiveness about those players as 
freshmen which, if resurrected and 
maintained this year, could dictate the 
direction “the turn” will take.

Colorado State, their opponent. CSU had a fine quarterback 
and was a fine major college team while we were only small 
college. After three days of solid preparation by everyone, 
BU won 19-0 to cap the weekend.” 

The affable SID said he was sorry to see football go three 
years ago, but I realize the financial aspects of the situation 
and it just couldn’t continue as it was.” 

Most of the memories are connected with basketball . . . 

“• • • Our ’57 NIT team coming from 30 points back to 
win by 20 by using a full-court press. Then the New York 
writers called Ozzie (coach Charles Orsborn) the wizard of 
the full-court press and he answered he was just using 
something he’d learned in high school and where had they 
been. 

“.. . The 1954 NCAA trip.when we were selected as an 
independent although our record was only 15-12. This was a 
Cinderella team, if there ever was one, because we went on to 
lose only to LaSalle in the finals. 

. . . The 27-2 record in Chet Walker’s sophomore year 
and the 91-90 victory over top-ranked Cincinnati and Oscar 
Robertson before a wild crowd in the Field House. 

“.. . Joe Stowell becoming so irate at an official’s call in 
Wichita that he threw his sportcoat, with the travel money 
for the whole squad in the pocket, out onto the floor. 

“. . . Shellie McMillon, a big colorful forward, dribbling 
the ball off of his foot on easy breakaway and then going 
over to the bench and explaining to Ozzie how he did it while 
the play was still going on.” 

Dynan said his most vivid memories had to be of Orsborn 
and his teams of 1957-64. “Ozzie had such a great record 
(195-56) and six trips to the NIT. These were the Bobby Joe 
Mason and Chet Walker teams that played against Oscar 
Robertson and Cincinnati. 

“Ozzie was a terribly honest man and great to work with. 
He used to really drive the New York press crazy because he 
would always tell it like it was. He was great copy and really 
great to work with.” 

Dynan also has a great fondness for Bradley’s Field House. 
“With North Texas moving into a new arena, ours is the last 
of the small arenas in the Valley. It may not be beautiful but 
the Field House is the best place to play basketball in the 
whole world—as long as you’re not the visiting team. 

There is such a great feeling of closeness here that you 
can never get in U. of I.’s Assembly Hall or Louisville’s 
Freedom Hall. It’s just a great place for the home team to 
play ball.” 

What of Bradley athletics today?” I think they’re still as 
big as ever, said Dynan, “just not as successful.” 

“I don’t think we’re losing our student support. It’s just 
lying dormant, waiting for another big star or great team. The 
enthusiasm is still there-we just have to find it.”

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Energy shortage means cooler buildings

The temperature in all 
academic buildings and dorms will 
be lowered to around 68 degrees, 
according to William Wise, 
superintendent of buildings and 
grounds. 

The change was made in 
response to President Nixon’s 
Nov. 7 energy message, which 
asked for programs to conserve 
limited energy resources, a memo 


from Bradley President Dr. Martin 
G. Abegg said. 

Wise said that by the end of 
this week, he hoped to have all 
the thermostats turned down to 
about 68 degrees. He added that it 
would take another two weeks to 
determine how temperature 
changes would affect individual 
rooms. 

“I don’t want any offices to 
get below 68 degrees,” Wise said. 


“We can’t get every room down to 
68 because many of our buildings 
have zone temperature control. 
That means several offices are 
controlled by one thermostat. 

“Some offices get more heat, 
so even if the group is* controlled 
by one thermostat, some tend to 
be colder or warmer than others.” 

Wise said that the university 
hadn’t heard from any of its 
suppliers of fuel, as to whether

Boycott protests Skiff dismissal

A boycott of sociology classes 
Tuesday and Wednesday was 
conducted by students in support

of a teacher who is being released 
by the university. 

Anthony Skiff, an instructor of 
sociology, was notified in May 
that his current contract would 
not be renewed when it expires at 
the end of the coming spring 
semester. 

A petition circulated in the 
Student Center protesting his 
release was signed by 236 students 
and three faculty members during 
the two-day boycott, according to 
Jean Dover, a sociology major and 
one of the coordinators of the 
boycott. 

Dover and Don Lake, another 
student coordinator, termed the 
effort “successful” but said they 
did not feel they could estimate 
how it affected class attendance. 

“We really got a lot of 
signatures on the petitions and the 
boycott has been effective in 
making people aware of the 
situation,” said Lake. 

Dover added that Student 
Senate is investigating the matter. 

“We’re going to see if we can 
help the sociology students in 
this,” explained Barb Musielak, 
all-school vice president. Musielak 
said that she and All-school 
President Chip Colletti were going 
to speak with Dr. George 
Ferguson, vice president for 
academic affairs, about Skiff’s 
dismissal. 


Dr. Mohamed A. Najmi, 
chairman of the sociology 
department, said that he made a 
spot check of class attendance 
through several sociology 
teachers. He said not more than 
five to seven students more than 
usual were absent in any 
particular class. 

A Scout survey of three 
sociology teachers covering six 
classes revealed student 
absenteeism was running two or 
three times above the usual rate 
during the boycott. 

The reason a boycott was used 
instead of other methods of 
protest. Lake said, was because 
“education is almost a commodity 
these days. We wanted to go 
within the structure of the 
university because we feel we 
should have a voice about who we 
want to teach us.” 

Lake said he hoped the 
boycott would “bring the matter 
to the attention of higher 
administrative officials. 

“We feel Skiff is a real benefit 
to the department,” Lake said. 
“We have a good teacher and we 
want to keep him - it’s as simple 
as that.” 

The Scout will report in its 
next issue what effect, if any, 
the boycott had on retaining 
Skiff as part of an investigation 
of the tenure process. 


Bradley’s allotment will be cut. 

In an effort to save on the 
electrical usage, Wise said all 
janitors working the third shift 
(11 p.m. to 7 a.m.) have been 
switched to the second shift (3:30 
- 11:30 p.m.). This eliminates the 
need to have lights on when no 
one but janitors are in buildings. 

Another step being investigated 
by Wise would be to lower 
temperatures to around 55 
degrees in buildings during 
vacations such as Thanksgiving 
and semester break. 

His office is currently checking 
to see if any areas would be 
adversely affected by the lower 
temperatures. Wise cited as an 
example the animal rooms in Olin 
and Comstock halls, which must 
be maintained at 72 degrees. 

The university usually is heated 
entirely by natural gas. In 
extremely cold weather, however, 
the gas boilers will not take the 
load, according to Wise, and 
oil-fired burners are added. 

Wise suggested that students 
can help conserve fuel by keeping 
windows and outside doors shut 
and by turning out unnecessary 
lights.

Because of the 
proposed fall break, Labor Day 
(the first Monday of September) 
would no longer be a day off. 

Thanksgiving break will be 
extended to three full days in the

Baer estimated that between 
100 and 145 parking spaces will 
be eliminated “by being torn up, 
construction vehicles being parked 
here, or supplies being stacked in 
parking areas when construction 
begins.”

Author to talk 
on space visit

Erich von Daniken, author of 
Chariots of the Gods?, Gods From

compared to last fall. Freshman 
enrollment of 1,067 is down 45 
students from last year. 

The professional admissions 
staff is headed by Dean Orville 
Nothdurft and consists of two 
assistant deans and six counselors, 
all Bradley graduates. 

The staff has concentrated on 
recruiting from Chicago, the East 
Coast, St. Louis and southern and 
eastern Illinois during the last four 
years, according to Super. 

‘They’re just now beginning to 
see the fruits of their labor,” 
which involved establishing 
contacts with high school 
counselors, visiting high schools, 
talking with students, and 
publicizing the name of Bradley. 

While attention is given to the 
west and south, Super explained it 
is more beneficial to “concentrate 
efforts on places where Bradley 
has been heard of and where 
increasing efforts will result in 
immediate payoffs, rather than 
areas where we’ll never get a lot of 
kids from.” 

The success of the follow-up 
efforts of admission counselors 
can be measured in that 
applications for admissions 
declined, but more of those 
applying enrolled at Bradley, said 
Super. 

Each admissions counselor has 
file cards containing data on the 
amount and type of contact each 
student has received and how far 
along he is in the admissions 
process. The faculty assists by 
donating their time in letter 
writing and personal phone calls. 

Students also volunteer to 
place home town calls during 
school vacations to answer 
questions. Contact with 
sophomore and junior high 
schoolers is being expanded 
because, Super said, “Our best 
public relations person is a high 
school senior carrying around a 
BU folder and telling his friends 
that he is going to Bradley next 
year.” 

Four Bradley students, Kevin 
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Tilton, Ed Pryor, Cindy Janota, 
and Lyndi Kramer, are now 
serving as Admissions Aides. Then- 
job is “to host overnight visitors 
to the university, including 
prospective students, and to 
represent the university in 
recruiting and public relations 
situations,” said Super. 

Specific duties include 
arranging for prospective students’ 
transportation, getting the student 
settled in one of four dorm rooms 
used for guests, and setting up a 
schedule for visits. 

Essential to the success of this 
program is the volunteer 
assistance of the dorm residents 
and “the kids on the floors have 
been fantastic in helping out,” 
Super said. 

Plans for a weekend to host 
100 to 150 undecided junior and 
senior prospects are being made at 
the present time.

Finances study: 

A summary 

During the past month and a half, a Student Senate 
committee and a group of independent students have been 
looking into the financial records and operations of Student 
Senate. The major portion of the study has been focused on 
All-school Treasurer John Baroni. 

A chronological account of the events surrounding the 
investigation seems to be the only way to make sense out of 
something that has come out piece by piece over an extended 
period of time. 

What follows is a list of what has happened to date 
concerning the finance investigation, including action of the 
student petitioners, the Student Supreme Court, Baroni, and 
Senate itself. 

Oct. 8- Student Supreme Court Justice Frank Gabell asks 
Baroni during Monday’s Senate meeting if the financial 
records of Senate are public. Baroni answers that the records 
are available to anyone who wants to see them. Steve 
Wittenborn (junior class senator) asks Baroni if he could see 
the records and is told that records will have to be collected 
and organized first. 

Oct. 15-Baroni is served with a subpoena to appear before 
the Student Supreme Court in order that the court can 
determine whether Baroni will be forced to turn over certain 
records, and decide what records, if any, should be turned 
over. Off-campus senator Kim Kelley moves at Senate that a 
Senate Committee be formed to investigate the financial 
procedures of handling Senate funds. The motion is tabled to 
Executive Council for consideration. 

Oct. 18-Baroni turns over some financial records in 
court. Gabell says the student group he is representing also 
wants to see Student Activities Budget Review Committee 
(SABRC) records and a copy of the 1973-74 student 
telephone directory contract. The court orders Baroni to 
bring this information to court Oct. 25 when it will decide 
whether the records should be released. Baroni argues that 
both the SABRC records and the directory contract are 
confidential and should not be released. 

Oct. 22—A Student Senate ad hoc committee is formed to 
look into the financial affairs of Senate and to study the 
office of the all-school treasurer. Nov. 12 is set as the date for 
the committee to issue a report of their findings and offer 
recommendations. 

Oct. 25-The student telephone directory contract is made 
public and a decision on whether or not to release SABRC 
records is delayed by the court. Supreme Court Chief Justice 
Dennis Holland announces that the court has reached a 
“tentative compromise” with SABRC concerning the records. 

Nov. 1-SABRC refuses to give up records of 
organizations’ budget requests. Holland and Baroni agree that 
they must have interpreted the “compromise” differently. 
Baroni says he did not think the compromise meant turning 
over records of budget requests, while Holland says he 
thought it did. 

Nov. 6—Baroni, in a letter to the Scout, tells of his 
involvement with the National Advertising and Publishing 
Corp. (NAPCO), the company given the contract for the 
student directory. Baroni says he worked for NAPCO during 
the summer, making about $200. He says he made a definite 
error in judgement” when he authorized the deletion of 
students’ home addresses from the directories without first 
consulting Senate. Chairman of the Senate committee 
investigating finances, Bill McCuskey, says the committee will 
issue a report soon making recommendations on the handling 
of the finances. 

Nov. 16—As of today, the committee has yet to issue a 
report. The SABRC records have not been made public. All 
parties concerned seem to be unsure exactly in which 
direction to go now, but the investigation is continuing. 
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Women living in the dorms have always 
been a little nervous about their safety. 

The recent incident in University Hall in 
which a woman was attacked didn’t help 
them any. It didn’t help me either. 

When I come in at 4 a.m. on Thursday 
after working on the Scout all night, I feel 
as if I’m the only person alive in the whole 
dorm. With everyone else asleep, everyday 
noises are intensified to the point that I 
jump at the slightest sound. 

I certainly am in no mood to take a 
shower. I have enough trouble forcing 
myself to walk down the hall to get a drink 
or go to the bathroom. 

All I want to do is lock my door quickly 
and hide my head under the covers. 

Yet during the day I join the many 
others in griping about having to use my 
room key to get to my room upstairs. 

I’m beginning to ask myself what I 
really want. Am I willing to sacrifice my 
convenience for a little more security? At 4 
p.m., the answer is no. At 4 a.m., probably. 

But then I have to ask myself exactly 
what can be done to improve dorm 
security. 

In a coed dorm such as mine, inside 
door locks don’t stop people from coming 
upstairs. They just ride the elevator or walk 
up behind someone who has a key to the 


dorm. 

Locking doors that lead into the lobby is 
somewhat more effective. This keeps 
outsiders from freely roaming through the 
lobby after 10 p.m. and eliminates the 
temptation to go upstairs to find out 
what’s going on. 

I’m in favor of female security guards 
patrolling the floors, as recently suggested 
by the University Hall dorm staff. I m not 
even against male security guards patrolling 
if they are easily identifiable (and if they 
can stand seeing me in a flannel nightgown } 
and Therablem). 

But this isn’t going to solve the whole 
problem. Security certainly can’t station a 
guard on each floor on campus all the time. [ 

The students really have to take it upon 
themselves to help out a little. 

I, for one, intend to lock my room 
door more often when I’m going to be out, 
even just for a little while, or when I take a 
nap. 

More than that, I think I’ll stop being 
afraid to report to security persons I really 
don’t think belong on my floor. 

If I’m not concerned enough about my 
own security to take some positive action, 
why should anyone else be?

Lately, more and more college 
teachers are being told by certain 
of their colleagues that their 
primary concern should be to 
“meet the needs” of their 
students. I suspect that implied in 


such an admonition is the 
realization that for too long now 
too many college teachers have 
displayed a one-sided dedication 
to their profession. They have, 
especially in the larger 
universities, made of research and 
associated activities the end-all 
and be-all of their lives. Teaching, 
you say? Teaching became almost 
an incidental matter, as distration. 
To the degree, then, that this 
current concern for the needs of 
students is a reaction against a 
distorted commitment to 
professionalism, it should be 
commended. 

But I think I detect something 


else in this concern-the faint 
beginnings of another academic 
crusade in frantic pursuit of a 
hopelessly nebulous goal. My 
point is this: it is one thing to talk 
about students’ needs; it is quite 
another to know what you mean 
when you engage in such talk. We 
have, I trust, rightly grown tired 
of the mindless commotion over 
“relevance” in academe (the 
subject of a recent crusade), 
but I wonder if one shibboleth is 
being abandoned only to be 
replaced by another. I have had 
two rather interesting, and 
disturbing, things brought home 
to me about this issue. First, I

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have yet to hear—from those who 
propound this new concern—a 
satisfactory explanation of what 
constitutes “students’ needs.” 
Second, satisfactory explanations 
aside, there seems to be little 
agreement on any explanation. 

I am going to be pedestrian. I 
am going to suggest that those 
who are demonstrating a concern 
for “students’ needs” sit down 
and figure out just what it is they 
are concerned about. Then tell the 
rest of us. 

The suggestion throws light on 
another problem. Who should be 
sitting down and figuring out? 

No doubt many people would 
argue that it should be the 
students alone. Students know 
best what is best for them: this is 
almost an article of faith for some 
academics. There is always the 
chance that I am deceiving myself, 
of course, but I like to think that 
I am as concerned as most with 
the intellectual welfare of 
students; and it is from the lower 
depths of this concern that I have 
the temerity to intimate that 
students themselves are by and 
large not the most competent 
judges of what is best for their 
intellectual welfare. I may as well 
make it explicit at this point that 
“intellectual welfare” is the best 
working synonym for “needs,” as 
applied to students, and as far as 
academics should be concerned, 
that I know of. 

Please do not misunderstand. I 
am not anti-youth. As a matter of 
fact, I happen to attribute many 
fine qualities to youth. I have 
stopped considerably short, 
however, of acknowledging the 
carte blanche infallibility with 
which this age has burdened them. 

I do not like Pepsi Cola. Further, I 
harbor the peculiar idea that one 
of the signs of maturity is the 
ability to recognize that one is not 
always the best judge of what is 
best for oneself, in matters 
academic as well as in other 
matters. In sum, I am contending 
that it should not be left to 
students alone to determine what 
constitutes, and how most 
effectively to pursue, their 
intellectual welfare. The 
contention is based upon plain 
practicality. On the face of it, the 
formula “let students do what 
they want” sounds like a 
laughably easy one to follow, but 
you do not have to be teaching 
very long before you discover a 
basic fact of academic life: most 
students simply don’t know what 
they want. Nor do most of them 
know what they need. And this 
should not be a cause for shame 
or embarrassment on their part. I 
would suppose that the reason 
one goes to college is to discover 
what one wants, what one needs. 
That’s why I went. 

Well, then, how about the 
administrators? Should it be their 
exclusive province to decide what 
is best for students’ intellectual 
welfare? No, I don’t think so. 

And the faculty? If you are 
expecting me to conclude that the 
responsibility in this matter 
should rest exclusively with the 
faculty you are mistaken. 
Emphasis on “exclusively.” That 
it should rest primarily with the 
faculty goes, I would hope, 
without saying. Indeed, how 
could it be otherwise? If 3 



physicist, say, hired as a member 
of a college faculty, is not the best 
judge of what students should do, 
what courses they should take and 
what thoughts they should think, 
to solidly ground themselves in 
physics, then he should be 
working for Sperry Rand or 
NASA. Or maybe McDonald’s. If 
an historian doesn’t know best 
what paths to follow for those 
interested in getting serious about 
history, then he too is in the 
wrong slot. And so on. The 
burden of caring for students’ 
intellectual welfare should be 
borne mostly by faculty—under¬ 
stood. But not entirely. I say this 
because, frankly, I have arrived at 
the point where I do not trust all 
of the faculty all of the time. 
Checks and balances is a good 
thing here as well as elsewhere.

Students, if they are truly I 
st udents — searchers after 
truth-are not the “products” of 
the academic institutions which | 
they attend; they are not made by ! 
those institutions. It is the other 
way around: they make, or at 
least help to make, the I 
institutions. Imagine thinking of I 
Emerson as a “product” of I 
Harvard, of Hawthorne as a 
“product” of Bowdoin. 

I said above that an academic t 
community is a community to the 
degree that all of its members 
share the same needs. What are 
those needs, or, more exactly, 
what is that need? It is the 
simplest need in the world, albeit j 
fulfilling it is the most ' 
complicated of processes. It is the ! 
need for truth. That is the need of 
students, of faculty, of 
administrators. One group should 
not attempt to fulfill that need to 
the exclusion of the other groups. 
And it is only when every group 
recognizes its common need that | 
it makes any sense to talk about ; 
that need as applied to any I 
specific group. “Students’ needs” | 
are “our” needs. 
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It used to be the reason for buying 
high fidelity equipment. Those higher highs 
and lower lows made it almost like being 
there. 

“There” being the concert hall.

the country. 

Harvey said the group is 
planning to leave from New York 
City Dec. 21, and should arrive in 
Helsinki, Finland, the next day. 
From Helsinki, they will travel to 
Moscow, Kiev, and Leningrad. 
They expect to return to New 
York Jan. 4. 

The trip is under the direction 
of the Citizen Exchange Corps 
(CEC) of New York, who has sent 
over 2,500 Americans to Russia 
since 1965 and has sponsored 
trips for 1,500 Russians to this 
country. 

Harvey spent one year in 
Russia from 1959 to 1960 as an 
exchange student. He returned in 
1968 and again in 1971 as a 
tourist and to attend Russian 
language seminars. 

“It’s one thing to look at the 
buildings, see the sights and eat 


the foods of a foreign country 
but another thing to meet th< 
people of the country and to talk 
to them on a one to one basis,’ 
Harvey said. 

According to Harvey 
individual organizations in Russia 
arrange contacts for tourists. 
Persons making the trip indicate 
on application forms what theii 
interests are and what type of 
people they’d like to meet. 

The students making the trip 
are Jim David, Pierre Bouquet 
Adoijomi Faleti, Roy Ginberg 
Jerry Verbourt, and Laura Chase 
They are eligible to receive three 
hours of credit by writing a papei 
on their Russian visit. 

The CEC is a non-profi 
organization, and conducts trip 
year round.

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Going back to 50’s 


Returning professor says students apathetic

“It’s almost like returning to 
the 50’s .. . it’s depressing to see 
what’s happening at the 
university,” said Kent Baker, 
visiting lecturer of English, who 
taught at Bradley from 1965-69 
and returned this year to teach 
creative writing classes. 

Baker is replacing George 
Chambers, who is on sabbatical in 
Maine teaching creative writing at 
Colby College. 

“I like the idea of teaching, on 
occasion,” said Baker. “But I 
haven’t been too happy because 
of the change. The students are 
apathetic and don’t want to 
work.” 

Baker said that part of the

reason for his disappointment was 
that the ‘60’s was such an exciting 
era and he feels the academic 
atmosphere has deteriorated. 

Baker expressed his concern 
that students don’t go to class 
because they don’t care about the 
courses they’re taking. 

» “Today students are more 
interested in going to college to 
get a good job rather than to 
learn. There’s a difference 
between cultivating a mind and 
training a worker.” 

Baker did his undergraduate 
work at the University of 
Connecticut and his graduate 
work at the University of Iowa. 
He quit teaching in 1969 because 
he said he found it impossible to 


do his own work and also teach 
composition and literature along 
with creative writing. 

“I’m a writer,” he said. “I 
wanted to give myself more time 
to write. I was at the point where 
I had to commit myself entirely 
to writing.” 

After resigning from Bradley, 
Baker went to Canada where he 
has been writing for the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation (CBC). 
His work has been mostly 
free-lance writing, particularly 
satire. He commented, “It’s a real 
test to see if a person can subsist 
entirely on the money he makes 
as a writer.” 

Baker said he chose to be a 
teacher because he thought his 
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Bradley’s International Affairs 
Organization (IAO) is sponsoring 
a seminar on the Middle East 
situation, according to Roy 
Ginsberg, IAO president. The 
objectives of the seminar, 
Ginsberg said, will be to research, 
discuss, and debate on the present 
Arab-Israeli conflict and 
eventually to adopt an official 
IAO position. The seminar is 
planned for 4 p.m. Monday in 
room 203 of the Student Center. 

A committee for the 
re-establishment of a model 
United Nations has also been 
formed, Ginsberg said, and the 
IAO is presently writing to forty 
embassies, consulates, politicians, 
and lecturers in an attempt to 
secure “an interesting, appealing, 
and varied lecture program for 
1974.”

schedule would allow him to 
pursue his own writing interests in 
an invigorating academic 
atmosphere. 

“I wanted to choose a 
profession that would allow me to 
work with people I could learn 
from and share things with. 

“Right now I don’t think an 
awful lot is happening between 
the students and the faculty, and 
perhaps it’s the fault of both 
sides. I’d like to see a real 
exchange of ideas; a real concern 
with a common interest of the 
university not just as a vocational 
training ground.” 

Baker said he has noticed a 
significant difference in the role 
of the university as a reflection of 
today’s society. 

“The university is now in the 
dark ages—it’s unfortunate that it 
is so associated with society. In 
the past universities have 
performed services of the 
community, such as training 
nurses, but have also allowed for 
intellectual discussion. Now this

idea of learning has been forsaken 
and vocational training has taken 
its place.” 

What’s happening at Bradley is 
typical of other colleges and 
universities, according to Baker. 
He said he would like to see an 
open university -where learning 
would be available to everyone 
and “which would allow for both 
common access and extraordinary 
accomplishment.” 

Baker said he will go back to 
Canada to write when Chambers 
returns this summer.

Fight mars hooters win 


During the halftime break in 
Bradley’s 3-2 soccer victory over 
Triton College at chilly Meinen 
Field last week, referee Bobby 
Franklin noted that the first half 
had been well-played as well as 
cleanly-played. 

However, Franklin, who had 
the misfortune to be the only 
referee on the field, wasn’t able 
to be so complimentary about 40 
minutes later when he brought the 
game to a half 15 minutes early, 
due to a benches-emptying brawl 
that had been building up most of 
the second half. 

‘That was the worst exhibition 
of soccer I’ve ever seen. Both 
teams failed to play the game as a 
sport. It was just a slugfest,” said 
Franklin as he tried to explain to 
both coaches why he decided to 
end the game after 29:25 of the 
second half. 

Referee Franklin, who played 
on a national-championship soccer 
team at Eastern Illinois 
University, had to try and do the 
whole job of officiating which is 
usually done by two or three men. 

The game started on a wild 
note when Lucien Klejbuk scored 
for the Braves on the first shot of 
the game. Klejbuk’s goal, which 
came after 2:05 of play, was the 
result of fine passes by Habeeb 
Atesh and A1 Solari. Klejbuk 
scored on a header after Solari 
made a crossing pass near the goal 
mouth. 

Play settled down somewhat 
the remainder of the first half as 


both teams muffed good scoring 
opportunities and both goalies 
made several acrobatic saves. 

“Dave Dodd played a good 
game in goal for us,” said coach 
Reed, who added, “He made some 
real fine saves in the first half and 
we looked good up front in the 
first half. We looked shaky up 
there in the second half. It 
became mass confusion.” 

Triton scored quickly in the 
second half as two men broke in 
on goal. Dodd sprawled on the 
ground to tip a shot from the 
right wing, but the ball went 
directly to a Triton forward who 
put the ball into the empty net to 
tie the score with just 2:40 gone 
in the second half. 

Jorge Bustamante gave the 
Braves their one-goal lead back at 
the 4:15 mark when he put a soft 
shot past the diving Triton goalie 
on a penalty kick. 

After the foul leading to 
Bustamante’s penalty kick, 
tempers on both sides grew short 
and play grew increasingly rough. 

Just two minutes later, Bradley 
fullback Steve Perestam and a 
Triton forward got into the 
wrestling match away from the 
ball, but both men were quickly 
separated and sent to the 
sidelines.

Bradley basketball goes into its 70th season tonight and 
this year’s edition of the Braves will become a part of a 
long line of rich tradition. 

Part of this tradition is built around some of the great 
players and coaches Bradley has produced and another part is 
built around the winning teams of the past-the streak had 
reached 16 in a row until last year’s 12-14 team. 

But a very considerable portion of the Bradley tradition 
has been built around Robertson Memorial Field House and 
the near fanatical enthusiasm and support of the Bradley 
fans—both student and Peoria resident. 

Writers from national magazines like Sports Illustrated and 
reporters from newspapers in cities all over the country, have 
marvelled at the atmosphere and deafening roars of 
enthusiasm that came out of the Field House. Bradley was to 
develop a reputation as the worst “snake pit” for visiting 
teams in the Valley. Bradley and Peoria fans became 
well-known for their basketball knowledge and enthusiasm. 

In the past three or four years this enthusiasm seems to 
have dwindled to a degree. Certainly it is a lot easier to go 
wild over a nationally-ranked team but crowd support can do 
a lot to help any team. 

Occasionally the old enthusiasm has reappeared—most 
vividly in the upset overtime win over Minnesota and the 
near miss against No. 3 ranked Louisville (when hundreds of 
fans waited for over an hour in minus 15 degree temperatures 
for tickets) two years ago. 

Last year the wild support never did come out in the 
open. Part of this may have been because of the 
ineffectiveness of the cheerleading squad and almost certainly 
the team’s comparatively poor record had to play a role. But 
could it also be that students are losing interest in basketball? 

The cheerleading has been revamped and should be 
improved. This year’s squad of Bradley basketball is a veteran 
unit. Seven of them are holdovers from that fantastic 15-0, 
fourth-ranked freshman squad. 

Possibly with improvements in these areas the enthusiasm 
will return and the Field House will again “shake, rattle, and 
roll from the rafters”. Without this ear-shattering support 
Bradley basketball seems almost dull.

Bradley cagers optimistic; 
cite experience, togetherness

For the first time in 19 years 
the Bradley Braves will be 
rebounding from a losing season 
and according to coach Joe 
Stowell and many of the Braves, 
the key word for a winning 
1973-74 season is “togetherness”. 

The Braves this year will be a 
very different version of the 
Braves of last year. In the 72-73 
version, two freshman cracked the 
starting lineup and only four 
seniors were present on the squad. 

This year, there is only one 
freshman on the entire team and 
seven seniors make up the bulk of 
the squad. The Braves will be 
seasoned. But they will also be 
small. 

Joe Stowell admits to having 
the smallest group of guards in the 
Missouri Valley Conference this 
year but what they don’t have in 
size they make up in “quickness, 
unselfishness, speed and the 
knowledge of what to do with the 
ball.” 

MVC freshman of the year of a 
year ago Jim Caruthers and 
seniors Dave Klobucher and Doug 
Shank head the group of 
backcourt men with seniors Henry 
Thomas, Doug Pomatto and 
junior Tom Les rounding out the 
group. 

Jim Caruthers led the team in 
scoring average last year but has 
said, “My goal is winning. If I 
have to score to win, I’ll score. If 
they don’t want me to score to 
win, I won’t score. I’m going to 
show them things that they 
haven’t seen in a long time.” 

Caruthers admits he has a lot 
more confidence this year and will 
be out to improve his overall 
game. “We have the offense,” 
said the 6-1 guard, “If we play 
together and play the defense 
we’re capable of playing then 
we’ll be hard to stop.” 

Doug Shank will operate as 
Bradley’s “offensive guard”, 
brought in to score quick points 
and will also be used as a forward 
against zone defenses because of 
his excellent baseline jumper. Les 


and Thomas are Stowell’s “set-up 
guards” who run the offense while 
Pomatto is his “all-purpose 
guard.” 

At the center position, Bradley 
will have Greg Smith. At 6-5 
Smith would seem at a great 
disadvantage against just about 
anybody he plays against. But 
Stowell feels he has a trump card 
with the sophomore. 

“He can play the pivot as well

Additions to the security 
regulations dealing with motor 
vehicle registration, traffic, and 
parking, including stiffer fines and 
suspension of parking privileges, 
have been approved by Vice 
President for Business Affairs 
Joseph Mele. 

The revisions were proposed 
by the Security Advisory 
Committee Nov. 6 and approved 
by Mele Nov. 30. The new 
regulations will be enforced 
beginning the 1974 fall semester. 

Included in the penalties for 
operating or possessing an 
improperly registered vehicle will 
be a $25 fine for altering evidence 
of eligibility or making a false 
statement in registering a vehicle, 
registering a vehicle not owned by 


its operator or by a member of his 
immediate family, and displaying 
or possessing an improperly 
obtained vehicle permit. 

Sale, gift, or loan of a parking 
permit to another individual 
carries a $25 fine and immediate 
revocation of parking privileges 
for 90 academic days for all 
parties involved. 

Fraudulently registering a 
vehicle for another person will 
result in a $50 fine against each 
party and withdrawal of parking 
privileges for both parties for 90 
academic days in which the 
violator is enrolled or employed at 
the university. 

Receiving two moving 
violation tickets will be penalized 
by removal of the offending 
vehicle from the campus for no 


Report issued; Exec reprimands Baroni

‘Treasurer John Baroni shall 
pay $25 for mistaken use of 
funds. The Exec Council strongly 
reprimands the treasurer for lack 
of diligent concern for the office 
he occupies and sloppy 
bookkeeping records.” 

This is an official statement 
issued at Monday’s Student 
Senate meeting by Senate’s 
Executive Council concerning the 
Finance Committee Report. The 
report closes a month and a half 
long investigation of Senate 
finances and the office of 
treasurer. 

“We have found no serious 
financial irregularities and there 
has been no illegal use of funds,” 
All-school President Chip Colletti 
said to Senate. 

“We’re not saying that the $25 
was taken. Treasurer Baroni was 
unable to account for the money 
and has agreed to pay the deficit 
in order to erase any doubts in 
students’ minds.” 

The finance report consists of 
approximately seven 
recommendations concerning 
treasurer, long distance calls, the 


student directory, and codes of 
conduct for Senate officers and 
senators. 

Briefly, the recommendations 
provide that all checks and 
vouchers be co-signed, all 
expenditures and long distance 
calls be approved by Senate prior 
to payment, that the Senate’s

financial books be audited yearly 
and that they be available to any 
interested parties in the Senate 
office at all times. 

The report also recommended 
that the student directory be 
handled by a committee 
appointed by the all-school 
president and that no officer be 
allowed to sit on that committee. 
Also, no senators or officers 
should be employed by a Senate 
supplier or business associate. 

“It was the committee’s 
decision that John (Baroni) did a 
bad job,” said Finance Committee 
Chairman Bill McCuskey. ‘That is 
the essence of the report.” 

Scout Editor Bob Marich and 
Senior Class Senator Pat 


Baikauskas questioned whether 
the report was a full disclosure. 
Main objections were that the 
report consisted solely of 
recommendations and gave no 
detailed reasons for these 
recommendations or for Baroni’s 
reprimand. 

“We’re not hiding anything,” 
responded Colletti. “We found no 
serious things wrong.” 

In other action, former 
All-school President Tim Engen 
spoke about a community-student 
exchange day at Bradley 
tentatively planned for Jan. 31. 

According to Engen, he was 
charged by President Abegg three 
months ago to develop a new and 
innovative community program 
and formulated the exchange day 
as “one of the continuing efforts 
to get to the community and 
strengthen Bradley-Peoria 
relations.” 

The event will consist of 
several sessions, workshops, and 
discussions with community 
visitors and students, Engen 
explained. 

Colletti, a member of the 
Student Advisory Commission to 


the Illinois Board of Higher 
Education, reported to Senate on 
a proposal to the board by 
Southern Illinois University (SIU). 

“SIU proposed that financial 
assistance be taken away from 
private schools enabling state 
schools to be tuition-free,” 
Colletti said. 

Colletti, with student body 
presidents of several private 
institutions, compiled a report 
protesting the proposal. SIU’s 
proposal was defeated at 
Saturday’s Board of Education 
Meeting. 


less than 90 days. In addition, 
serious violations of traffic 
regulations, particularly those 
likely to endanger the safety of 
the members of the Bradley 
community, may result in referral 
to the university judicial system 
for disciplinary action. 

The present regulations do not 
list specific penalties for any of 
the above mentioned infractions. 

Proposals made by the Security 
Advisory Committee that will 
receive further consideration 
include parking decals being 
placed on bumpers instead of in 
the window, students being 
allowed to purchase decals for the 
entire year instead of by semester, 
requiring faculty and staff to buy 
parking decals, and making Zone

These proposals will be 
considered by the Security 
Advisory Committee and by the 
administration. All proposals must 
ultimately be cleared through 
Mele. 

Also included in the proposals 
approved by Mele were a 
recommendation that each year a 
student and/or faculty member be 
added to the Security Advisory 
Committee, that a survey should 
be made of campus lighting to 
determine which areas require 
improved lighting, and that 
Director of Security David Baer 
develop minimum requirements to 
be used in the hiring of personnel 
and purchasing of equipment.

“The area includes 4,000 
buildings, many of which are 
multiple dwellings,” Ulch said, 
“and many of which are owned 
by absentee landlords who rent to 
students.”

the commission, said the next step 
will be to get a list of student 
addresses from the Housing 
Office, and then survey students, 
landlords, and community 
homeowners or renters concerning 
housing problems.

Rich Nubel, who replaced 
Frank Gabell on the commission, 
said he has obtained a copy of the 
1973 Peoria Housing Code, and 
urged that houses be investigated 
to determine whether or not they 
meet the minimum ordinance 
requirements. Nubel also said he 
has mailed letters to several 
colleges in the state to determine 
how they deal with problems 
created by off-campus housing. 

The commission is discussing 


the possibility of obtaining a 
budget for supplies and possibly 
to pay students for doing the 
survey field work, although, 
Wittenborn said, “if at all possible 
we’d much rather get students to 
volunteer to go house to house 
and deliver the questionnaires. 

In a meeting of the 
Moss-Bradley Residential 
Association Wednesday, Steve 
Emerson, who represents the 
association on the commission, 
told area homeowners he was 
encouraged by the possibilities of 
the study. 

“It seems to me that there is a 
good deal of enthusiasm at 
Bradley among students,” 
Emerson said. “I really think they 
want better housing for students, 
and they are willing to work to 
get it. ”

Five-year calendar includes fall break

The academic calendar 
prepared by a University Senate 
ad hoc committee was 
unanimously accepted at Senate’s 
Nov. 15 meeting. The calendar 
covers a five year period; past 
calendars have been for only three 
years. 

“Bradley is emphasizing 
five-year plans in many aspects of 
its organization,” according to Dr. 
James Ballowe, University Senate 
president and chairman of the 
English department. 

The 1974-75 plan provides a 
four day fall break in October, 


made possible by the 
discontinuance of a Labor Day 
recess. Thanksgiving break, is 
extended to three full days and a 
Study Day is added between the 
last day of classes and the 
beginning of final exams. In order 
to balance the semesters the year 
is divided into equal 70 
day-in-session periods. 

No special provisions are made 
for religious holidays because “the 
Senate decided last year to 
attempt to meet the needs of all 
by planning without regard to 
specific religious interests.

Bradley to look at the facilities 
and “better estimate what they 
can offer us,” Musielak said. 

The companies toured and 
reviewed the dorm cafeterias and 
the Student Center cafeteria. The 
representatives were then 
interviewed by the committee, 
made up of Musielak, All-school 
Treasurer John Baroni, All-school 
Secretary Kevin Tilton, former 
All-school President Tim Engen, 
Edye McGhee, and Andy 
Silverman. 

Members of the committee 
have visited nine schools to 
sample food and to talk with 
directors of food services there. 

“We didn’t tell the food service 
we were coming,” Musielak said. 
“We would sample the food and 
talk to the students first. Then we 
would tell the food service 
directors that we were from 
Bradley and ask them questions 
about their companies.” 

The schools that the 
committee visited include 


No r t h we stern University’s 
Evanston and Chicago campuses, 
Loyola University, Illinois 
Wesleyan University, Western 
Illinois University, Millikin 
University, C a se-Western 
University in Ohio, and 
Georgetown University in 
Washington, D.C. 

Traveling expenses to the 
schools were paid for by Bradley, 
except for the trip to 
Case-Western where the Macke 
Company paid travel and other 
expenses for two days and a night 
for six Bradley representatives. 

After a more detailed 
evaluation by the companies, the 
committee will accept sealed bids 
from the food services Jan. 18. 
The bids will be opened Jan. 19. 

Musielak said the final decision 
on a food service will be based on 
criteria such as the price stated by 
each company, although she 
added that the lowest bid will not 
necessarily mean that that 
company will be approved; the 


impression the committee 
members have gotten from eating 
at the various schools; the quality 
of each food service and what it’s 
willing to offer for the price it 
quoted; and the frank discussions 
the committee had with the 
companies. 

The committee’s decision will 
then have to be approved by 
President Abegg and the Board of 
Trustees, Musielak said. 

The . committee has been 
looking at new food service 
companies and reviewing Canteen 
Corp. for the past two and a half 
months. Surveys were made of 
various dorm councils and 
individual students before the 
committee sent a 15-page bid, 
explaining what Bradley .was 
looking for in a food service, to 
the eight companies. 

The food service that is finally 
decided upon will begin 
operations this June for the 
summer school session.

Finance report 
lacks tangibles 


The Senate Finance Committee issued a report Monday 
dealing with its investigation of the office of treasurer and 
the handling of Senate funds. 

It was a real joke. The presentation of the report raises as 
many questions as it answers. 

The findings consist of an oral statement made by 
members of Executive Council that $25 is “unaccounted for” 
and Senate books are “sloppy”. 

The $25 (which John Baroni, all-school treasurer, has 
agreed to replace) was for unspecified office supplies and 
phone calls. There was no explanation of what is meant by 
sloppy records. 

The tangible product of the investigation is a list of seven 
recommended changes of Senate finance operations, which 
will be written into the minutes of the next Senate meeting 
for consideration and possible adoption. 

The Executive Council made a formal statement consisting 
of two sentences condemning Baroni. 

Further discussion revealed that some of the committee’s 
meetings were taped. Perhaps students can wait for the day 
that the tapes are; subpoenaed or leaked a la Watergate and 
the Pentagon Papers. At least that would mean some concrete 
record of the committee’s findings would be made public. 

The capper came when Finance Committee Co-chairman 
Kim Kelley said that four alternatives were suggested when 
the committee presented the report to Executive Board. The 
alternatives were 1) ignore the whole thing, 2) censure 
Baroni, 3) ask for Baroni’s resignation, or 4) impeach Baroni. 

Forget the whole thing? 

What kind of baloney is that? 

Impeach Baroni? 

On the grounds that $25 worth of pencils, paper clips, and 
phone calls was misappropriated? Can the Finance 
Committee even prove this? 

For a committee of elected representatives to investigate 
the office of an all-school officer for one and a half months 
and come up with a vague, nebulous oral report that is 
railroaded through Senate is a disgrace. 

Certainly with mention of poorly kept records, $25 
unaccounted for, and committee tapes that result in the 
reprimand of an all-school officer, some detailed and written 
explanation is necessary. The report of findings as presented 
was pitifully vague. 

So where are the facts?

And each time I smiled and patiently 
explained that it takes nearly two weeks to 
gather advertising and assign, write, and 
turn in stories, and Thanksgiving break 
caused the week’s lay-off. 

Scouts don’t appear by magic. In one of 
the early issues of the year, the editor 
explained the philosophy of the Scout. 
Maybe it would be worthwhile now to 
explain exactly what Scout editors go 
through before students pick the paper up 
to keep them occupied during Friday 
classes. 

Story ideas are kicked around during 
Thursday evening editors’ meetings. These 
ideas are for the issue to be published two 
weeks later. 

The stores are then assigned to reporters 
the next Monday afternoon. A reporter has 
almost a week, until Sunday, to collect 
information and write his story. 

During this week, the editors are 
struggling to put out that Friday’s issue. 
More on that later. 

Weekends, editors try to do a little 
homework (emphasis on little) and 
reconstruct their personal lives. 

Sunday evening the editors get together 
to moan over stories (or lack of them) that 
have been turned in. Stories from reporters 
are read and divided among the editors if 
re-writes are necessary. 

Then someone asks the fatal question: 
“What’s going on page one?” We wrack our 
brains and chew over ideas (and fingernails) 
until 1) three or four suitable ideas are 
presented, or 2) we give up for the night. 

Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday are 
spent writing stories and praying the 
administrator that you’ve got to see for a 
story can fit you into his schedule -- and 
that you won’t have to cut a class to make 
the interview.

There the 
papers are printed by an offset process. 

Thursday evening the editors look over 
the finished product after it is delivered to 
campus, then begin the whole process 
again. 

Don’t get me wrong; I like to keep busy. 
But if you know a Scout editor and have 
ever wondered why you don’t see him 
much, you have a partial answer now.

Tenure: A critical decision for faculty

a faculty member of Bradley 
University upon expiration of 
your 19 73-74 contractual

This letter, sent by registered 
mail, is the official notice that 
tenure has not been granted by 
the university. A decision to grant 
tenure would give a faculty 
member a conditional guarantee 
of a permanent position in the 
university. 

‘The tenure process outlined 
by the American Association of 
University Professors (AAUP) is 
to protect the good faculty 
member and let the poor one go,” 


said Dr. George Ferguson, vice 
president for academic affairs. 

Tenure outlined 

The principles of tenure, first 
formulated by the AAUP in 1910, 
seek to promote academic 
freedom by preventing an 
institution from attempting to 
censor tenured faculty by threat 
of dismissal and also avoid the 
distraction of job hunting by 
insecure teachers. 

Bradley follows AAUP 
guidelines, and the university’s 
tenure policies and procedures are 
outlined in the Faculty 
Handbook, a manual given to each 
faculty member. 

Teachers seeking full-time 
tenured positions are retained on 
annually renewable contracts for 
their first five years (unless 
otherwise specified in individual 
contracts). 

This is termed a probationary 
period. At the end of the period, a 
decision whether to grant tenure 
is made and a decision not to 
grant tenure at the end of the 
probationary period means a 
teacher will be released. 

AAUP sets a maximum of a 
seven year probationary period. 
Before the 1971-72 school year, 
the probationary period at 
Bradley was four years. 


Reasons for denial 

The three principal reasons for 
not renewing a teacher’s contract 
are cited in the Faculty Handbook 
as: 

-attainment of age fixed for 
retirement; 

-reduction of staff caused by 
financial circumstances or 
discontinuance of a program or 
department of instruction; or 

—dismissal for gross violation 
of the Code of Ethics as adopted 
by the University Senate, or for 
cause, which shall include neglect 
of duty, failure to fulfill 
contractual obligations, or 
incompetance. 

Individual departments set up 
their own methods for making 
tenure recommendations. In most 
departments, it is a committee of 
all or some of the tenured faculty 
members. 

“I think probably there are 
some departments that have 


committees which include 
non-tenured people, but that is 
usually the exception rather than 
the case,” said Ferguson. 

The tenure recommendation is 
given to the department chairman 
(who is usually a member of the 
tenure committee) for 
consideration. A recommendation 
is forwarded by the department 
chairman to the dean of the 
college. 

The dean of the college then 
makes a recommendation to the 
vice president for academic 
affairs. A recommendation by the 
vice president is forwarded to the 
president, who makes a final 
recommendation to the Board of 
Trustees. 

The trustees have the ultimate 
authority in granting or denying 
tenure. 

Anywhere along the chain, 
recommendations can be changed 
by higher authorities, but 
according to Ferguson, in most

cases recommendations made by 
the tenure committee of each 
department are followed. 

No formal explanation is 
required by regulations when 
recommendations are reversed by 
higher authorities, but Ferguson 
said he will usually request a 
recommendation be reconsidered 
by a department’s tenure 
committee after he states any 
personal reservations he might 
have about their decision.

Security measures during 
semester break will include chain 
locking most outside dormitory 
doors and changing the core lock 
on those doors without chain 
locks, according to Director of 
Security David Baer. 

“One door to each dorm will 
not be chain locked,” Baer 
explained, “in case of fire and so 
that housekeepers and 
maintenance men can get in.” He 
added that a limited number of 
people will have access to keys 
and that the door without the 
chain lock will be selected for its 
easy visibility from the street. 

Mike Murphy, asst, director of 


housing, said that an extra 
security force will be hired to 
check dorm floors periodically 
Murphy also said that students’ 
rooms may be entered to check 
for single occupancy or lights and 
appliances left on. The 
housekeepers will enter rooms to 
clean only if students have signed 
up for this service. 

Baer said that his force would 
not enter a student’s room unless 
there was evidence it had been 
broken into or housing had found 
stolen university property in the 
room. 

Suggestions Baer made to 
students to help security over 
break include locking bicycles in 



dorm rooms or storage rooms in 
the basement of residence halls, 
unplugging appliances, and 
putting valuables in drawers or 
closets or taking them home. 

If a student plans to leave a car 
parked on campus during break, 
Baer advised he park it on 
Elmwood near Bradley Ave. 
where it can be watched by 
security. 

Students leaving a car should 
also inform security of the license 
number, make, and model of 
the car and how long he plans to 
be gone. 

Fraternities are recommended 
to leave a key to their house with 
the security office, as well as a list 
of members who will be in the 
area during break. 

Although no provisions are 
made for watching student ! 
apartments, Baer said if the 
residence is along a patrol route, 
security would keep an eye on the 
apartment upon request. 
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“Spectrum: a Concert of Music 
and Light” will be presented Tues. 
at 8 p.m. in Neumiller Chapel. 
The concert is a presentation of 
the Symphonic Wind Ensemble. 

The concert includes works by 
a number of composers with 
instrumental soloists and 
ensemble performers.

“Some people come on their 
own initiative, and some people 
come from what they’ve heard 
from their friends.” 

Gibbs pointed out that often a 
professor will refer a student to 
her. “I just spend the additional 
time with the students that the 
professor can’t spend because of 
his course load.” 

Gibbs, who holds a master’s 
degree in English literature from 
the University of Colorado, said 
that most of her conferences with 
students last an hour. 

“We keep very close track of 
everything we discuss,” said 
Gibbs, “and I am also making a 
study of the most efficient ways 
to solve any particular problem.” 

Gibbs said that most of the 
people who come to see her are 
English composition students. 

“They seem quite satisfied,” 
said Gibbs. “I have had one 
student who has come back seven 
times. Quite a few students have 
directly said that I’ve helped 
them.” 

Gibbs said the learning process 
is mutual—she has learned a lot 
from her students. “From the 


subjects they’re writing about, 
I’ve learned about everything 
from the ancient Peruvian 
civilization to the intricacies of 
karate and judo.” 

“Besides the general problem 
of transferring thought to paper 
and recognizing the difference 
between the spoken and written 
language, many people—that is 
not limited to students—write 
what they think others would 
have them say.” 

Although most requests come 
from students, Gibbs said she’d 
like to see more feedback from 
the faculty members and residents 
of the community. The staff 
member pointed out that the 
English department has received 
numerous calls from the 
community, but of yet, no one 
has come in for help. 

The Writing Center was set up 
through the cooperation of Dr. 
Richard Bjorklund, dean of the 
College of Liberal Arts and 
Sciences, and Dr. George 
Ferguson, vice president for 
academic affairs.

“I look at a recommendation 
very carefully to see that a 
person’s rights have been 
protected and the proper 
procedure have been followed,” 
said Ferguson explaining his role 
in the process. 

“But the judgment is as the 
Faculty Handbook says, primarily 
that of the faculty. It is a 
judgment by one’s peers. ” 


who are responsible for making 
the judgement rather than on 
him.” 


Releasing faculty 

In explaining the difference 
between releasing tenured and 
non-tenured faculty from the 
university, Ferguson said, “If a 
non-tenured faculty member 
disagrees with the judgment that 
his peers have made, then he must 
prove to the department’s tenure 
committee why his contract 
should be renewed. In other 
words, the burden is on him. 

“If he has tenure and the 
department and the administration 
don’t renew his contract, then he is 
not reappointed. And if he is not 
reappointed, the burden of proof 
falls on the shoulders of those 


Faculty cutbacks 

Due to declining enrollment, a 
decision was made last year by the 
university to reduce 75 faculty 
and administrative positions over 
a three-year period, according to 
President Abegg. 

Thirty faculty and 
administrators were released 
effective this year; some of those 
reductions were made by not 
refilling positions that were 
vacated through retirement and 
resignation. 

Twenty-five additional faculty 
positions will be eliminated, 11 by 
retirement and resignation; the 
remaining 14 faculty members 
were notified in May 1973 that 
their contracts would not be 
renewed at the end of the current 
academic year. Among the 14 are 
some tenured faculty, Abegg said. 

“Now the remaining year of 
the three-year program has yet to 
be evaluated in light of enrollment 
projections to see whether any 


further reductions are necessary 
and where they will be,” Abegg 
added. 

Tenured faculty members are 
entitled to a written explanation 


Appeals for released tenured 
faculty members and faculty 
members denied tenure may be 
made by personal consultation 
with the president and other 


Students have attempted to 
take an active role during the 
current calendar year in three 
decisions in which tenure has been 
denied faculty members. 

Music majors boycotted classes 
March 9 and 12 in support of two 
faculty members who were denied 
tenure. A petition with 88 
signatures supporting the two 
faculty members was presented to 
the director of the School of 
Music. 

Two days later, a faculty 
committee of the School of Music 
reversed an earlier decision by 
recommending that tenure be 
granted to the two faculty 
members.

appropriate administrators. A 
written appeal, made by either 
tenured and non-tenured faculty, 
may also be made to the Faculty 
Review Committee—a group of 
three faculty members—that 
usually attempts to resolve the 
issue informally. 

A tenured faculty member has 
the right to take an appeal a step 
further to the Committee on 
Tenure, Promotion, and Dismissal, 
while a non-tenured person can 
only be referred to this committee 
by recommendation of the 
Faculty Review Committee. 

The Committee on Tenure, 
Promotion, and Dismissal, 
composed of seven faculty 
members, makes a 
recommendation to the president. 
A recommendation to reverse a 
decision and grant tenure, 
however, is not binding on the 
president. 

Both appeal committees are 
standing committees of University 
Senate and positions on them are 
filled by faculty election. 

A final route of appeal can be 
made through the national office

Former chief prosecutor views Court

Dan Seitz, a 22-year old 
electrical engineering major at 
Bradley, was coaxed by a friend 
into applying for a justice seat on 
Student Supreme Court in 
December 1970. He is glad now 
that he was passed over. 

“I’d rather get into the case, 
get my hands into things and 
physically prosecute the case, 
rather than sit up there and have 
to decide it based on what 
somebody told me,” said Seitz, 
who joined the prosecuting staff

after being turned down for a 
justice seat and eventually became 
the chief prosecutor on the Court. 

“I found out a lot of things in 
cases that were never presented in 
court because they were either 
slanderous or we didn’t have 
enough evidence to prove them. 
At the end of any case, I would 
know about twice as much as the 
justices and at least as much as the 
defense staff.” 

Seitz who will be graduating 
later this month (“I’m crossing 
my fingers”) had established a 
reputation as one of the Court’s 
finest attorneys when he resigned 
last spring. 

“In the black senator seat case 
last year, Seitz was virtually 
responsible for having the old 
constitution declared 
unconstitutional,” said Dennis 
Holland, chief justice of the 
Court. 

“He traced the source of the 
Student Bill of Rights andi 
constitution and found that only 
the Student Bill of Rights had 
been ratified properly. Until he 
presented this argument, I’d say 
the court was inclined to throw 
out the case because we didn’t 
feel we had jurisdiction.” 

The Court ruled 4-2 affirming 
the legality of the black senator 
seat, even though the constitution 
was declared unconstitutional. 


Two referendums were held 
before a new constitution was 
approved by the student body in 
the last Senate election. 

“I tend to think we didn’t lose, 
I feel we won the case,” said 
Seitz. “The entire majority 
opinion, and I never expressed 
any opinion of this at the time, 
was based upon social issues that 
were never presented in the 
courtroom.” 

A “comment of disapproval” 
issued by the two dissenting 
justices at that time criticized the 
majority opinion for the same 
reason. Seitz added that 
discussion of the seat is now just 
an academic question because it 
was approved in a student 
referendum ratifying a new 
constitution. 

Also, voting for the seat under 
the present set-up employs the 
one-man-one-vote concept, a 
major point of contention when 
the case was brought. 

Seitz said that most of the 
attorneys of the court, even in the 
bitterest cases, seldom let 
differences in the courtroom 
affect their conduct outside of the 
courtroom. 

“You’d find out that if you let 
yourself get too emotional, you 
couldn’t think straight in the 
courtroom,” explained Seitz, who 
often discussed a case with 


opposing attorneys over coffee 
during breaks in hearings. 

“I know it sounds corny, but 
even in a real-life courtroom 
situation, the requirements are the 
same. A good attorney will not 
get so involved that he can’t think 
rationally about his case.” 

In his years with the Court, 
Seitz was directly involved in two 
disciplinary cases that have 
become almost legendary in the 
annals of the Court.

In the first, he traced a 
prescription vial, filled with illegal 
drugs that was found near the 
scene of a bust in a dorm, to an 
out-of-state pharmacy through a 
phone number. The pharmacy, he 
discovered, had filled several 
prescriptions of one of the two 
persons caught in the bust. 


Former chief prosecutor Dan 
Seitz recalls the time he 
foiled the old key-down-the- 
drain trick in a Supreme 
Court hearing. 
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“Without that vial and that 
connection, we would have had 
no case at all,” said Seitz of the 
guilty verdict. 


Seitz and Gene Voss, another 
attorney who later became a 
justice, fished a key out of a 
shower drain in one of the dorms 
and linked it to a student accused 
of theft in the other case. The 
discovery of the key contradicted 
a claim of the accused that entry 
to the room was through an 
unlocked door. 


Seitz said involvement, with 
cases like the black senate seat 
and disciplinary matters, was what 
originally motivated him to work 
in the court. 

“Very often, you feel you’re 
not accomplishing anything,” he 
remarked. “Court was something 
really constructive. 

“From the cases that I 
attended before I got on the staff, 
1 got the feeling that here was 
something being decided that was 
critical importance to at least one 
or to a few persons that were 
defendants, and occasionally to 
students pressing the case.”

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Bradley senior Brokaw 
record-holder in two events

In this age of specialization 
where football players play either 
offense or defense, where a 
baseball player is hired to simply 
hit the ball and do nothing else, 
where hockey players are merely 
penalty killers, rare is the athlete 
who competes in two sports. 

At Bradley there are two 
double-sport athletes not 
including cross country runners 
who run track in the spring. 

The one most heard of is 
baseball-basketball standout Dave 
Klobucher. 

The other dual sport athlete is 
diver-pole vaulter Kim Brokaw, 
rarely heard of but often heard 
from, at least from a coach’s 
standpoint. 

As a pole vaulter, Kim Brokaw 
has placed second and third in his 
specialty the last two years at the 
annual Missouri Valley meet in 
the spring. In the 1973 meet he 
tied the Bradley school record by 
vaulting 14-6. 

As a diver for coach Jim 
Spink’s winter swimmers, Brokaw 
holds the school record in both 
one and three-meter diving, 


setting both records in 1973. 

Brokaw, a senior pre-med 
major from Grayslake, Ill., came 
to Bradley on a recommendation 
from his track coach at Grayslake 
High School, but it wasn’t an 
athletic recommendation. 

“I wanted to go to Milwaukee 
School of Engineering for an 
education,” said Brokaw, “but my 
coach recommended Bradley. I 
had no plans to compete in sports 
in college. I figured I’d just hang it 
up. But I got a chance at 
Bradley.” 

As a high school senior, 
Brokaw was on the prep honor 
roll for the top 15 pole vaulters in 
the state. He held his conference 
record in the pole vault, as well as 
achieving the Grayslake High 
record in the high jump with a 6-0 
mark. He did not compete in 
swimming as a prepster. 

“I had never swam or dived 
before my freshman year here,” 
Brokaw said. “But I had 
gymnastics in high school and that 
helped me.” 

When asked which was his 
favorite, Brokaw rubbed his long 
black sideburns and said, “I’d 


rather pole vault. It’s less 
subjective. In diving they judge 
how you look. Pole vaulting is 
more fair. If you jump higher than 
anybody else, you win. I’ve seen a 
lot of good divers ripped off 
because of the way diving is 
judged, especially with judges who 
don’t know what they’re doing.” 

The divers on the Bradley swim 
team practice on their own, so 
consequently Brokaw says he 
finds it difficult to get to know 
the other swimmers on the team. 

“You just feel more on your 
own as a diver. The track team 
practices together, so I get to 
know the others.” 

While practicing Monday, 
Brokaw suffered a ruptured ear 
drum. “I was double turning and 
couldn’t quite get around. I came 
down on the side and blew out 
the ear. The doctor says I’ll be out 
of the water for a month.” 

Due to the Christmas break, 
Brokaw will miss only one meet, 
tomorrow’s dual at Evansville. 
This leaves the Braves with no one 
to dive.

The first game saw Bradley, 
playing without the services of 
five regular players (Jim Neader, 
Roy Freensley, Steve Fugelsang, 
Gary Zorko, and Jeff Rothstein) 
because of injuries, lose a 3-0 first 
period lead against 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee in 
Milwaukee.

The lone Bradley 
goal was put in by Bruce Becker, 
with Tom McFeely and Phil 
Adamski getting the assists. 

Saturday saw Bradley in 
another league contest—a 6-2 


defeat at the hands of Lewis 
College. Bradley’s two goals came 
off the sticks of Bruce Nelson 
and Craig Curry. The third period 
saw the Braves “just run out of 
gas,” according to BardezBanian, 
with Lewis scoring three goals. 

Despite an early 1-5 record, 
with the lone victory coming at 
the hands of Marquette, coach 
BardezBanian feels optimistic 
about this year’s squad. 

“We just hope we can get over 
the injuries, and get these guys 
back to health,” said 
BardezBanian. “The team has 
been bugged both this year and 
last year with injuries and 
illnesses.” 

Also troubling the Bradley 
club is the fact that they have had 
to play league games much earlier 
than most of the other clubs.

St. Ambrose, one of just three 
college-division foes on this year’s 
schedule, gave the Braves a battle 
for most of the first half and led 
18-17 with about 11:00 to play in 
the first half. 

Greg Smith, who finished the. 
game with a total of 20 points put 
the Braves ahead on a rebound 
basket and the Bees were never 
able to get any closer as Bradley 
moved out to a 49-35 halftime 
lead. 

St. Ambrose, which saw its 
record drop to 0-4 with the loss, 
out-rebounded Bradley in the first 
half by a 34-24 margin, but the 
Bees paid the price for their 
rough, aggressive play as four 
starters and their top reserve all 
fouled out of the game. St. 
Ambrose center Mark Kedzior, a 
native Peorian, picked up his fifth 
personal with 6:49 to play in the 
first half and was followed to the 
bench by four of his teammates in 
the second half. 

Despite the 31-point victory, 
Coach Stowell was not entirely 
happy with his team’s 
performance. “We’ve got to play 
with more consistency from now 
on. We had way too many 
turnovers tonight. We’ve just got 
to execute a bit better,” said 
Stowell. 

Big Mark Dohner came off the 
bench in the second half to lead 
the Braves in scoring with 22 
points, all but two coming in the 
final 20 minutes of play. Close 
behind Dohner in scoring were 
Jim Caruthers who scored 21 and 
Greg Smith with 20, 14 coming in 
the first half. 

Seymour Reed added 15 points 
and had a big night on defense as 
he blocked numerous shots and 
created several turnovers with his 
long, reaching arms.

In the official opener of 
Bradley’s 70th basketball season, 
the University of Tennessee at 
Martin (UTM) was a 99-65 victim, 
as Bradley won its home opener 
for the 19th straight year. 

The visiting Pacers fell behind 
early as the Braves used full-court 
pressure to lead 22-7 after the 
first seven minutes of play. 

UTM settled down and fought 
back to within 11 points near the 


end of the first half, but could get 
no closer as.the Braves scored the 
first six points of the second half 
to put the game out of reach and 
steadily mounted the lead up to 
the final 34-point margin, the 
largest of the game. 

Big Seymour Reed, who led 
the Braves in both scoring and 
rebounding, hitting for 22 points 
and grabbing 12 errant shots, 
drew the praise of head coach Joe 
Stowell who said, “Seymour 
probably played better overall 
than anyone tonight.” 

In the unofficial season’s 
opener against the touring 
Brazilian Olympic team, the 
Braves turned a close game into a 
91-68 rout by outscoring the 
visitors 32-8 over the last 12 
minutes of the second half. 

Brazil grabbed an eight-point 
lead early in the second half 
largely on the strength of some 
deadly outside shooting by star 
guard Milton Sterini and the 
rebounding of center Urbiratan 
Maciel. 

Bradley trailed 60-59 when 
guard Jim Caruthers, Missouri 
Valley freshman of the year in 
1972-73, rebounded his own shot 
and drove in for a layup that gave 
the Braves the lead for good. 

Maciel was whistled for a 
personal foul on the play and in 
protesting the call to referee Jack 
Savidge of the Missouri Valley, he 
was assessed a flagrant technical 
foul which includes automatic 
ejection from the game. 

Capitalizing on three free 
throws and possession of the ball, 
the Braves moved into a six-point 
lead that quickly became a 
15-point margin when Bradley’s 
zone press created several

Construction of a $3.3 million 
physical education complex will 
begin shortly as a result of action 
taken at the Dec. 17 meeting of 
the Board of Trustees. 

The trustees accepted the low 
bid of Russell H. Lankton Co. 
to build the facility that will be 
named after Dr. A. G. Haussler, 
executive secretary of the 
university who has long been 
active in alumni affairs and sports. 

Buildings on the site have been 
razed and an official ground 
breaking ceremony by the trustees 
is set for 1:30 p.m. Monday. 
Haussler Hall is scheduled to be 
completed in the fall of 1975. 

The facility, which will have 
80,000 square feet of floor space, 
will contain a pool, three 
basketball courts, an auxiliary 
gym, three handball courts, a 


dance studio, a combatants 
training gym, and a weightlifting 
room. Office space, classrooms, a 
training room, and locker facilities 
will also be included. 

“In general, even though many 
areas have specific names 
connotating specific uses, these 
areas can be used for a variety of 
purposes,” said President Martin 
G. Abegg, stressing the flexibility 
of the facilitiy. 

A parking lot on the south side 
of the building will be installed in 
the summer, according to Abegg. 
Several more buildings will be 
torn down to make way for the 


parking area. Two buildings for 
use by the School of Speech and 
Hearing Sciences will remain. 

Many of the activites that have 
been uprooted will be relocated in 
the Peoria School of Medicine 
building, formerly Burgess Hall. 
The medical school is scheduled 
to move to a permanent facility in 
downtown Peoria by September 

Plans for Haussler Hall were 
developed by a committee of 
students with representatives of 
the men’s and women’s P.E.

WCBU ‘grows up,’ draws new listeners

WCBU, Brad ley’s campus radio 
station, has started the new year 
with new equipment, new 
listeners, and a “change of 
perspective,” according to station 
manager Rob Klein. 

After shutting down early in 
December, the station replaced 
•its 10 watt monaural transmitter 
with a 5,000 watt stereo one, 
increasing its broadcasting 
radius from the metropolitan 
Peoria area to 65 miles. This 
includes the student populations 
of Western Illinois and Illinois 
State Universities, as well as many 
small towns in the central Illinois 
area. 

“We’re no longer just a campus 
station or even just a Peoria 
station” Klein said. “We’re 
literally a central Illinois 
broadcast entity.” 

With this wider area, Klein said 
he would like to increase his news 


coverage to the entire tri-county 
region. “With a large enough staff, 
it would be within our grasp to 
give any commercial station a run 
for its money on news coverage,” 
he added. 

Klein, who was the station’s 
operations manager last semester 
and replaced Fred Weinberg as 
station manager, said he is 
extremely pleased with the 
response he has received from 
persons in outlying listening areas. 

“We even received a call from 
Columbus Junction, Iowa, which 
is about 100 miles away. But most 
of our calls have come from 
people in the Bloomington- 
Normal area, Macomb, and small 
towns south of here,” Klein said. 

Another reason for the early 
shutdown was the shortage of 
Federal Comm uni cations 
Commission licensed people. The 
FCC requires that a station keep 
one of its licenses at the station 


during broadcasting hours. 

Klein explained that the 
station presently has 12 
FCC-licensed operators, but could 
use at least 20. Some of the 
station’s personnel will be taking

The proposals 
were presented to the trustees 
Dec. 17 in a plan that 
incorporated separate suggestions 
made by an ad hoc committee of 
staff and administrators, and by 
Student Center Board. 

“The board rejected the 
proposal to allow drinking in open 
areas on campus because of the 
inability to control it outside,” 
Abegg explained. 

The question of whether a 
liquor license is needed and 
possible insurance readjustments 
for the university were reasons 
Abegg said the trustees did not 
approve the proposal allowing 
drinks served at events on campus. 

“Until we determine the 
university’s responsibilities in 
granting drinking privileges in the 
Student Center and dorms, we can 
only broaden the regulations to 
include dorm lounges,” said 
Abegg. 

“Once we can resolve those 
two problems, I think we will be 
able to permit approved university 
groups to serve liquor at functions 
in the Student Center and on 
other university property,” he 
added. 

The city of Peoria recently 
reorganized liquor licensing and 
university lawyers are 
investigating the new classification 
code to see if Bradley will have to 
purchase a permit to allow alcohol 
to be served on campus. 

After the city’s legal 
authorities have been consulted, 
the trustees will be advised on the 
results of the investigation. Abegg 
said another decision could come 
from the Board in late February. 

Abegg added that a recent 
ruling allowing 18 and 19-year 
olds to drink in private dorm 
rooms has not created any 
significant problems and further 
chang es may c ome gradually.

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Student court hears arguments 
in dorm resident bust case

The Student Supreme Court 
met last night to hear rebuttal 
arguments in a case involving a 
dorm resident charged with 
possession and use of marijuana. 

Cami Dresselhuys, a resident of 
Williams 4, was busted Nov. 10 by 
Williams Asst. Head Resident 
Carol Kearney and fourth floor 
Asst. Resident Advisor Carol 
Blosser. 

The Court ruled Sunday 
evening that it would permit new 
evidence to be introduced during 
the rebuttal portion of the case 
BU vs. Dresselhuys. However, 
when contacted Wednesday, Chief 
Justice Dennis Holland said that 
the Court would not allow the 
substance confiscated during the 
bust and later identified as 
marijuana to be entered as 
evidence, since the prosecution 
did not submit it during the 
opening part of the case. Holland 
said the decision was made after 
the Court conferred with Peoria 
attorney Joseph Napoli. 

Wednesday, chief prosecuting 
attorney Kerry Fields said his 
staff planned to present rebuttal 


witnesses at the hearing. The 
witnesses were expected to 
attempt to refute testimony 
presented by Dresselhuys and 
points presented by the defense 
staff, headed by All-school 
Secretary Kevin Tilton. 

Tilton said he planned to ask 
for a dismissal as soon as 
Thursday’s hearing convened. He 
said he would base his dismissal 
motion on the fact that no 
evidence had been presented that 


“conclusively proved Dresselhuys 
had possessed or used marijuana 
the evening of the bust.” 

He added that if the motion 
was denied, he intended to 
produce character witnesses as 
well as other rebuttal testimony. 

Over 50 persons attended the 
opening session on the trial Jan. 
17. Those testifying included 
Director of Housing Ken Goldin, 
Director of Security David Baer, 
and Dean of Men Edward King. 


1970 Student Bill of Rights 
ruled binding in case 


In ruling that neither the 1968 
or 1970 Student Bill of Rights 
(SBR) is constitutional, the 
Student Supreme Court decided 
that it will follow the 1970 SBR 
until Student Senate can provide a 
new one. 

The Court said that neither had 
been properly ratified in its 
written decision. 

“We will follow the 1970 
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version because it has been used 
by other courts in the past,” said 
Dennis Holland, chief justice. 

According to Holland, there is 
only one significant difference 
dealing with search and seizure in 
the two versions. The 1968 
edition stated search warrants are 
needed for searches while the 
1970 SBR does not. 

Senate’s Rules Committee will 
consider the Court’s ruling and 
make recommendations to the 
entire Senate, according to 
All-school President Chip Colletti. 

The Court’s decision reversed a 
ruling made in March 1973 in 
which the Court affirmed the 
1968 SBR in a case testing the 
constitutionality of the black 
Senate seat. 

“The deans’ offices have been 
following it and have informally 
recognized it even though the 
university has never formally 
recognized it through the Board 
of Trustees,” commented Tim 
Engen, former all-school 
president. “It’s unfortunate that 
this has been brought up because 
things were going along quite well 
up to this time.”

If you are one of those who 
think that an empty parking space 
around campus is about as rare 
these days as a sunbather in a 
snowstorm, then you should 
know that things could get worse 
before they get better. 

Construction of the P.E. 
complex will mean a loss of about 
30 student parking spaces and 
another 40 faculty spaces, 
according to Bradley Director of 
Safety and Security David Baer. 
Baer said that over half the spaces 
on the south side of Laura 
Avenue, behind the Field House, 
have either already been lost or 
will be lost as construction 
progresses. 

‘There will be times when 
students are inconvenienced as 
workers and equipment block off 
parking areas, but this will usually 
be only temporary,” Baer said. 

“People, both students and 


teachers, will just have to be more 
alert for parking spaces.” 

Baer said most of the 
complaints about parking have 
come from faculty members thus 
far. 

‘They heard that they would 
be losing some spaces and they 
just wanted to know where they 
could park in the future.” 

Baer said there are about 1230 
total parking spaces on campus 
presently. Of these, about 600 are 
reserved for faculty, 
administrators, staff members, 
medical school persons, disabled 
students, and visitors. 

Of the remaining parking 
spaces, 300 more are taken by 
dorm residents, leaving about 300 
for all off-campus, non-fraternity, 
students. The registrar’s office 
listed over 1,400 students living 
off campus in apartments, at 
home, or in other non-Greek 
housing last semester.

Bids submitted by the eight 
food services being considered by 
Bradley were opened last 
Saturday by members of the 
Student Senate Food Service 
Committee. 

Although specific figures were 
not disclosed, committee 
chairman Barb Musielak said all 
the bids were within thirty cents 
per student per day, and the 
choice would be difficult. 

Services submitting bids were 
ARA Food Service from Chicago, 
Szabo Food Service from 
Hinsdale, Holt’s Culinary School 
from Peoria, Interstate United 
Corporation, Macke Company, 
Saga Food Service, Servomation 
Mathias, Inc., and Canteen Corp., 
the company presently under 
university contract. 

The six-member Senate 
committee will make its 
decision in the first half of 
February and submit it to Dr. 
Abegg. Its selection will be 
based on examination of the bids 
as well as impressions and 
information it gained during a 
three-month investigation of the 
services offered by the companies. 

After Abegg’s 
recommendation, a Board of 
Trustees committee will further 
review the choice. The Board is 
responsible for making the final 
approval. 

A decision is expected from 
the Board in late February, and 
the service that is selected will 
begin service for the 1974 summer 
session. 



Strange as it might seem for 
those students who have to search 
the campus for an open space 
every morning, automobile 
registration at the Security office 
for second semester is actually 
down from 2,400 first semester to 
1,900. 

It may be possible, Baer said, 
to create additional parking spaces 
by marking the parking lot behind 
Duryea Hall as soon as the 
weather gets better. He added that 
this would alleviate the poor 
parking habits of students in the 
past. 

“And, when the snow has all 
melted and work on the P.E. 
complex progresses, more and 
more spaces will be opened,” he 
emphasized. 

“Basically, what is happening 
now is that people are discovering 
that they just can’t park right 
next to the building where,their 
class is, like they used to be able 
to, and it’s hard for them to 
understand this,” Baer said.

said Chuck Goldberg, a Geisert 
Hall resident from Chicago. 

Goldberg was one of about 
50 students stranded by a 
record 13 inches of snow on Dec. 
19 before Christmas break. The 
snow forced the closing of the 
Greater Peoria Airport while the 
Peoria Bus Center cancelled 
departures or else buses ran hours 
late leaving many long distance 
travelers without transportation. 

Another student, Pat Burgess; 
of Mt. Prospect, Ill., encountered 
a common problem, digging a car 
out of the parking lot. After being 
informed the dorms would remain 
open, she decided to wait it out. 

‘The people living next door 
tried to leave three times before 
getting away,” remarked Burgess, 
who lives on Geisert 8. “Each 
time we helped them bring their 
luggage down . . . and then back 
up again.” 

Three staff members in each 
dorm remained an extra day to 
insure the safety of those 
stranded, according to Ken 
Goldin, director of housing. The 
Student Center cafeteria remained 
open also to provide food. 

“Everyone was very 
cooperative — there were no 
problems that I heard of,” said 
Goldin. After a check of the dorm 
rooms on Dec. 20, the dorms were 
closed at 5 p.m. 

Another complication involved 
graduation ceremonies Dec. 19. 

“We lost approximately 50 per 
cent of those parents and faculty 
who were expected. Instead of 
delaying we decided to go ahead 
with commencement,” said Sam 
Wagner, director of information 
services. About 500 parents and 
150 faculty members watched the 
more than 300 graduates receive 
their diplomas.

Parking regulations 


enforcement needed 


It s been generally known for some time that the major 
reason parking is so difficult at times around campus is 
simply because there are more people in need of parking 
spaces than there are spaces available. It’s also been 
understood that there just isn’t room in the area to build 
another parking lot, unless, of course, we blacktop the quads 
next to Ohn Hall or the Student Center. And that doesn’t 
seem to be a very popular suggestion. 

So, there seems to be two things left that might improve 
the parking situation for those students who have registered 
their cars, paid for a parking decal, and still get to their 
classes late every morning because they can’t find any place 
to park. M 

The first possibility is to put up high rise parking decks on 
the sites of the present lots. Somehow, though, that doesn’t 
seem too practical or economical for a university that spent 

ten years trying to break ground for a sorely needed P E 
facility. ' * 

The second solution is more feasible, and it wouldn’t cost 
the university a cent. 

Parking regulations in student parking lots must be 
enforced so that those persons who have paid a price to park 
on campus can, and those who haven’t bothered can’t 
Because parking is so limited, it must be a privilege offered 

only to those who follow the rules laid down by the 
university. 

In a survey of four student designated parking lots on 
campus between 11:30 a.m. and 12:10 p.m. Wednesday, just 
two days ago, 96 cars were found to be illegally parked 
vmlating th e Students Motor Vehicle Registration, Traffic 

Parkin g Regulations presently being used by the security 
o ice. These 96 cars, all parked in on-campus student 
designated parking spaces, either had an expired 1973 or 
older parking decal in their windows or no decal at all None 
had been ticketed. 

The parking lots surveyed were the Field House parking 
lot, located between the Field House and Maplewood Ave. - 
six cars illegally parked; the Glenwood lot between Morgan 
and Bradley Halls - 11 cars illegally parked; the Elmwood 
lot between Main St. and Bradley Ave. - 42 cars illegally 
parked; and the parking lot behind Duryea Hall — 37 cars 
illegally parked. 

96 cars - enough to fill the Field House parking lot to 
overflow capacity - all in clear violation of security force 
traffic regulations carrying fines of from one to five dollars 
And all this is excluding those cars with decals improperly 
attixed to them - several upside down, some backwards and 
even one: taped to the dashboard near the steering wheel 
These are 96 spaces that might have been used by persons 
who cared enough to register their cars and attach the decals 
people who ended up alongside some street three or four 
blocks away from campus. How fair is it, really? 

It's one filing f or security to be understanding and 

tand P t t0 K Wa u d StUd6nt problems ’ another to 

stand with its back turned on some who abuse such 

generosity.

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One Man's View 

Reflections on Soviet life 


The author of the following article, Roy 
Ginsberg, was one of eight American 
students to tour the Soviet Union over 
semester break. The following essay is some 
of his observations and impressions of the 
trip, which was organized through the 
Citizen Exchange Corps of New York. 
Ginsberg will discuss his tour at an open 
meeting of the International Affairs 
Organization to be held in Morgan Hall at 7 
p.m. Monday. 


A student can study Russian history for 
years but when it comes to traveling, 
observing, and experiencing the country 
first-hand there is no comparison. Before 
the 15-day trip I was a strict 
anti-Communist yet I decided to leave for 
the Soviet Union with an objective, 
rational, open mind. And this I did, yet I 
leturned home an anti-Communist to an 
even greater extent. 

There is no doubt in my mind that I was 
thoroughly impressed with the great 
progress that has been made since the 
Bolshevik Revolution of 1917. The people 
are well-dressed and fed, health and 
education is free, college students get a 
monthly allowance from the government, 
and crime and violence are not major 
problems while shortages of housing and 
automobiles are. The Soviets can also boast 
an excellent public transportation system. 
And even the old czarist palaces and 
churches have been renovated by the 
government. 

Yet with all the impressiveness of the 
astonishing accomplishments the Soviets 
have made I cannot help but to feel sorrow 
for the people of the fifteen republics of 
the Soviety Union. True, these people are 


well fed and taken care of, but it boils 
down to a matter of freedom, a matter of 
100 per cent religious freedom without fear 
of losing one’s prominent job, and a matter 
of a controlled life style which, to me, is 
inconsistent with human nature. 

Moscow was a tense, dreary city, yet the 
Kremlin, Red Square, the University of 
Moscow, and the modern suburbs were all 
extremely impressive sights to see. In 
contrast, Leningrad, the enlightened city of 
Peter the Great and the Russian window on 
the Baltic Sea, was a city with a more 
comfortable relaxed atmosphere. 

The Hermitage (former winter palace 
and now museum), Palace Square, Neva 
River, and St. Issacs were all magnificent 
sights reminiscent of a richly historical but 
pathetic Russian past. And Kiev, capital of 
the Ukraine, represented a city of 
warm-hearted, friendly people whose 
customs, architecture, and way of life are 
all unique and distinctive. 

The Soviets have a certain strategy that 
can drive any American wild. You ask an 
official, or Communist party member, or 
even a tour guide a simple question or offer 
a slight comment and they, in turn, spend 
two hours responding (with a lot of 
propaganda) but never answer the question 
posed. You get so frustrated you give up in 
disgust. 

Th ® re is a n ew generation of youth in 
the USSR-all deeply indoctrinated by the 
Soviet government. True again, the great 
success that USSR has accomplished in the 
past fifty years is obviously evident but a 
system that controls and programs human 
lives simply defies human nature-the very 
essence and reason for the survival of 
mankind.

Abandoned Hewitt possesses unheard of potential

Now that the new P.E. 
complex is finally on its way to 
completion, the question arises as 
to what to do with Hewitt Hall. 
Several organizations on campus 
j could benefit from its use. Let’s 
look at some of the possibilities. 

Art and Music — This 
department has been looking for a 
fine-art center longer than Henry 
Ford’s been putting four-wheeled 
things on the road. Their building 
has been there since Peoria was 
the name of an Indian tribe and 
not a city. But the question is: are 
they ready to make the move 
from a car-building-building to a 
body-building-building? 

Housing- Ever since housing 
lost Sission to Peoria School of 
Medicine they are looking for 
additional housing and Hewitt 
seems a likely choice because it’s 
one of the few buildings that 
equal Sission in age.

and silicone injections.

BRANDYWINE 
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Chemistry department analyzing water contamination 


As a result of a chemical spill 
in a train derailment Dec. 23, 
Bradley’s chemistry department is 
tracing seepage of acrylonitrile, a 
chemical used to make synthetics. 

A Toledo, Peoria, and Western 
(TP&W) train derailed near 
Mapleton, outside Peoria, 
releasing 20,000 gallons of the 
chemical, which seeped into the 
water table and began moving 
toward wells in the area. 

TP&W consulted Dr. Kenneth 
Kolb, chairman of the chemistry 
department the day after the 


accident about the nature of the 
highly volatile and toxic chemical, 
and possible effects of the spill. 

The railroad asked the Bradley 
chemistry department to analyze 
samples from the water table Jan. 
14 when it appeared that the 
diluted substance might enter the 
water system of Mapleton. 

Dr. Max Taylor, associate 
professor of chemistry, and two 
student assistants, Gil Pacey and 
Eileen Venzon, collected water 
samples and analyzed them to 
find the concentration of the

chemical. 

“We’ve found the chemical and 
stopped the flow of it in the water 
table,” said Taylor. “We can stop 
the flow by injecting fresh water 
into the table. This creates a small 
dam.” 

According to Taylor, 
contamination of drinking water 
came out to less than one part per 
million. In the center 
concentration, the amount was 
measured at a few thousand parts 
per million. 

Taylor estimates it will take a 
month to remove the chemical 
from the water table. If possible, 
the contaminated water will be 
pumped from the water table and 
taken to a sewage treatment 
center. According to Kolb, no one 
is certain if the water can be 
neutralized by sewage treatment. 

“First, we have to make sure 
that the bacteria will not be 
destroyed by the chemical, and 
that the bacteria will destroy the 
chemical. If this doesn’t work, 
they’ve got a problem.” 

The railroad company has been 
bringing in bottled water and is 
recommending that residents do 
not drink from wells in the area. 

‘The danger of contamination 


is greatly reduced,” said Taylor. 

‘We have the flow of the chemical 
controlled, and now it’s a matter 
of time to pump out the 
contaminated water.”

“Creighton is big, strong and 
disciplined,” said Bradley 
basketball mentor Joe Stowell 
before his squad took on the 
Bluejays Tuesday night in Omaha. 

“They beat the Missouri Valley 


Conference all-stars down in 
Brazil so you know they’re going 
to be especially tough at home.” 

The Bluejays showed just how 
tough ■ they could be as they 
blasted the Braves 79-53 to snap a 
four-game Bradley win skein and 
drop the Braves to 9-5 on the 
season. 

The Braves renewed their 
rivalry with cross-state foe Illinois 
for the first time in over 30 years 
Thursday night in Chicago 
Stadium. 

Creighton, now 12-4 and 
shooting for a post-season berth in 
the NCAA tournament, broke 
open what had been a tight 
contest with a 12-2 spurt late in 
the first half. 

The Braves closed an 18-point 
gap to 52-40 early in the second 
half but then failed to score on 
four consecutive trips down the 
floor and the Bluejays spurted 
away to an easy win. 

Greg Smith led Bradley with 
18 points but the 52 per cent 
shooter on the season could 
manage only eight of 18 shooting 
in this contest. Jim Caruthers had 
10 points. 

The huge Creighton front line 
simply overwhelmed Bradley. 
Doug Brookins led with 16 points 
and 7-0 sophomore Mike Heck 
added 15 despite being saddled 
with four fouls for the entire 
second half. 

The loss was the first road 
game for the Braves after a very 
successful three-game home stand 
which included victories over St. 
Louis, Western Illinois, and 
Samford. 

The Braves upped their Valley 
record to 2-1 Jan. 10 with a 
come-from-behind 78-72 victory 
over St. Louis. 


Bradley trailed by as much as 
12 points at one time, but came 
storming back behind the 
shooting of Jim Caruthers. 
Caruthers, who has generally not 
shot as well as last year, was hot 
in this game as he scored 14 of the 


team’s 20 points in one stretch 
including 10 in a row when the 
Braves regained the lead for good. 

Greg Smith, quickly becoming 
the finest offensive center Bradley 
has had since Joe Allen, had 24 


points against the Billikens, Lew 
McKinney and Charlie Ries had 
20 points each for St. Louis. 

Western Illinois, a loser in 
overtime in December to an Iowa 
State team that one week later 
blew Bradley from the court, 
came into the Field House with 
high hopes which were quickly 
shot down under a 62 per cent 
barrage of Bradley field goal 
shooting. 

The Braves blew out to a 10-0 
lead in the first two minutes and 
it was never dose in a 109-83 
decision. The Braves hit 15 of 
their first 16 shots and 21 of their 
first 24 in completely dismantling 
Western. 

Seymour Reed was chief 
architect of the shellacking, 
hitting his first eight shots and 
ending with 28 points. 

Former Bradley assistant Ron 
Harris returned to Bradley 
Saturday as head coach of the 
Samford Bulldogs and for three 
quarters of the contest gave his 
former players and colleague Joe 
Stowell all they could handle. 

A 16-4 Bradley spurt late in 
the game broke open what had 
remained throughout the game an 
eight to 10-point Bradley lead and 
turned the game into a 103-82 
Brave romp. 

A tough-down-the-middle zone 
defense by Samford held Greg 
Smith to only five points, but 
Seymour Reed, Mark Dohner, and 
Jim Caruthers came on to take up 
the slack with 20, 19, and 16 
points respectively. 

The Braves return home and 
to Valley action tomorrow with a 
noon, regionally-televised game 
against West Texas State.

Senator, prof to discuss Mideast

Professor J. C. Hurewitz, 
director of the Middle East 
Institute of Columbia University 
and James Abourezk, U.S. Senator 
from South Dakota, will be the 
keynote speakers tonight and 


Sen. James Abourezk 
tomorrow at the seventh annual 
World Affairs Conference of 
Central Illinois. 

“The Middle East in 
Perspective” is the theme of the 
two-day conference which will be 
held at Bradley. 


Also included will be a 
discussion with panel members 
Professor Roger Kanet, University 
of Kansas; Oskar Rudolph, first 
secretary of the embassy of the 
Federal Republic of Germany; 
John Buckley, vice president of 
Northeast Petroleum Industries; 
and Dr. Bruce St. John, marketing 
representative of Peoria 
Caterpillar Tractor Company. 

Recently returned from a 
fact-finding visit to the Mideast, 
Abourezk will speak tonight of his 
trip to Egypt, Syria, Israel, 
Lebanon, Saudi Arabia, and 
Kuwait. While touring, he met 
with many heads of state 
including King Feisal of Saudi 
Arabia. 

The topic of his address, being 
held in Neumiller Chapel at 7:30 
p.m., is “An Evaluation of the 
U.S. Policy in the Middle East.” 

Also recently returned from a 
trip to Israel, Egypt, and Syria, 
Hurewitz has lived and traveled in 
the Mideast on consultative 
research assignments. He is known 
internationally as an author of 
books dealing with Middle East 
politics and is regarded by many 
as the foremost Middle East 
scholar in this country.

chairman Rich Nubel. It would 
not blacklist bad housing or bad 
landlords. 

“Also,” Nubel said, “there 
seems to be a need for a series of 
seminars or a handbook or both 
for a student who is considering 
renting in the area.” 

These could help him find out 
what to look for, what to look 
out for, and how to get the most 
out of his money, he explained. 

Nubel took over as chairman of 
the housing commission at the 
beginning of second semester, 
replacing Steve Wittenborn, who 
left to devote more time to 
academic work. 

Assistant chairman Bill 
McCuskey also resigned from the 
commission when he left Bradley. 

At a meeting Tuesday night, 
three Bradley students who said 
they were having trouble with 
their landlord, spoke before the 
commission. The students, who 
rent an apartment on West 
Bradley Avenue, complained that 
their landlord has continued to 
ignore pleas to fix the heat and 
faulty wiring in the building. 

But, since they pay rent on a 
semester basis ($1,000 at the 
beginning of each semester), and 
they have already paid this 
semester’s rent, they have no 
leverage. 

The students said that there are 
probably others in the same 
situation as themselves who, 
because of their ignorance about 
renting, were “duped” by 
landlords. 

Ken Goldin, director of 
housing, told the commission that 
his office has little control over 
off-campus housing for students. 


“We used to keep a list of 
places students should stay away 
from, but the students said they 
had a right to live anywhere they 
wanted — that they should be free 
to choose. 

“So now, the housing office 
just keeps a list of all housing in 
the area that is available. We don’t 
make a distinction between good 
and bad housing.” 

Further, Goldin said, as it 
stands now, a student who has a 
complaint about housing 
conditions off campus should go 
to the city with his probelm. 

“But still,” he said, “I spend an 
hour a day on off-campus housing 
gripes.” 

Dr. Carol Ulch of the 
geography department announced 
that a student has charted the area 
to be studied by the commission 
and acquired a list of all students 
living off-campus. The student 
also noted the areas where most 
student renters live and where 
there are the most absentee 
landlords. 

Nubel said the commission 
would next organize a 
subcommittee to determine the 
type of questions that should be 
put in a questionaire to go to 
off-campus students. 
“Hopefully,” Nubel said, “in this 
way we can determine what 
housing off campus is the best, so 
we can make a list of these places 
and make it available to all 
students who are thinking about 
renting.”

Court places dorm resident on censure

In a 3-2 decision Sunday night, 
the Student Supreme Court found 
Cami Dresselhuys guilty of 
possession of marijuana in a 
•residence hall. She has been 


placed on censure for the 
remainder of the semester. 

Dresselhuys, who lives on 
Williams 4, was busted Nov. 10 by 
Williams Asst. Head Resident 
Carol Kearney and fourth floor 



Asst. Resident Advisor Carol 
Blosser. 

According to the Student 
Activity Book, “Censure indicates 
misconduct more serious than a 
warning, but not serious enough 
for probation and loss of good 
standing.” A second violation 
while on censure can lead to 
disciplinary probation. 

The decision, released Tuesday 
after final arguments last Sunday, 
was written by Justice Jane 
McCahill. It stated that 
Dresselhuys was “guilty of 
violating general regulation 
number nine (of the Student 
Activity Book) by being in 
possession of marijuana.” 

The decision stated, “It is the 
Court’s opinion that through 
physical and circumstantial 
evidence, the prosecution 
sufficiently substantiated the 
presence of marijuana in Cami 
Dresselhuys’ room.” 

The Court dismissed an 
argument that Dresselhuys was 
innocent of possession because 
the box which contained the 
illegal substance was not hers. In 
its reasoning the Court said, 
“Precedent of this Court has 
established that a person is 
responsible for what goes on in his 
room.” 

The Court also concluded that 
the search and entrance of 
Dresselhuys’ room the night of 
the bust was legal. 

The opinion noted that 
possession of a small amount of 
marijuana is a less severe violation 
than many covered by general 
regulation nine. It was by this 
reasoning that the Court placed 
Dresselhuys on censure, rather 


than on disciplinary probation 
(d.p.). 

While on d.p., a student is “not 
considered to be in good standing 
in terms of personal conduct, but 
may remain enrolled under 
specified conditions.” 

One of Dresselhuys’ attorneys, 
Mike Tague, said he was 
considering the possibility of an 
appeal, possibly based on 
procedural errors during the 
original trial.

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Amendment proposal rejected by Senate

A motion to amend Bradley’s 
Student Senate Constitution was 
defeated 11-5 at Monday’s Senate 
meeting. The proposal of 
Harper-Wyckoff Sen. John 
Fabecich provides for non-Senate 
channels through which students 


can make constitutional 
amendments. 

The proposal required that a 
petition bearing “signatures equal 
to at least 35 per cent of the total 
number of voters in the last 
regular election” be filed with the 
Student Senate secretary. A 


two-thirds affirmative vote of the 
student body and a three-fourths 
affirmative vote of Senate would 
ratify the amendment.

Dirksen Chair plans hindered

Approximately $17,000 has 
been raised since 1970 for the 
Dirksen Chair of American 
Government at Bradley, but 
“because of student apathy, it’s 
hard to keep interest going,” 
according to Frank Bussone, 
Dirksen Chair committee advisor. 

The Chair was established in 
memory of the late Everett 
McKinley Dirksen, United States 
Senator from Pekin. 

The Chair was begun by the 
class of 1970 to bring educators 
and lecturers to Bradley, 
specifically an annual visit by an 
authority on American 
government. He would work with 
both faculty and students. 

Bussone said the twelve 
members of the Chair committee, 
four faculty members and eight 
students, “have shifted our 
Thinking to bringing individual 
lecturers (to Bradley) instead of a 
permanent person.” 

Bussone said the Chair is 
considering bringing a speaker to 
campus. However, the turnout at 
the speech given by Congressman 
John B. Anderson last year almost 
discouraged the Chair from 
inviting another political figure to 
the campus. 

“We have a poor response for 
Congressman Anderson, and he’s 
the third ranking Republican in 
the House of Representatives,” 
said Bussone. “It’s hard for us to 
bring in the presidential 
candidates.” 

Currently, the Dirksen Chair is 
working on holding another 
dinner to raise money, and 
helping to find someone to speak 
at the Associated Women 
Students (AWS) Women’s Week in 
February.

Bussone said that the Chair 
needed two things: a major gift 
and more help. 

‘The Dirksen Chair is made up 
mostly of students and most of

them are seniors. Since we are 
interested in getting people to 
help us, we’d take anyone with an 
interest to join a committee.” 
Bussone also pointed out the 


problems of raising $250,000, the 
monetary goal of the Chair. 

During last summer, the 
committee raised $6,000 in a 
mailing campaign. However, 
Bussone pointed out, it is very 
difficult for a group of full-time 
students to get donations. 

Alumni and friends of Bradley, 
therefore, have been called upon 
to contact major donors. “If just 
one of these (campaigns) works, 
we might hit $50-$ 100,000,” said 
Bussone. “One of the few ways 
left (to reach the goal) is to get a 
major contribution.” 

“The concept of the program is 
great,” said Bussone. “But the 
methodology of the program was 
left vague and not very realistic.” 

“If we don’t get any response 
from the foundations, our hands 
are tied,” said Bussone. “When 
you have to raise this amount of 
money, it takes constant work 
and follow-up. We could have 
three people working on this 
full-time.” 

Bussone added that of the 
many senators and representatives 
the chair contacted, he got letters 
back from 42 of them. 


difficult to pass rather than 
easier,” commented Barb 
Musielak, all-school vice president. 
According to Musielak, students 
can make proposals through the 
Rules Committee or through their 
representative in Senate.

The majority of the “better 
schools” do not require a thesis 
for graduation with honors, 
Musielak said. She added that 
Academic Affairs hopes to pass a 
motion abolishing the honors 
thesis requirement at Bradley by 
the end of this year. 

Dick Kuhn was appointed to 
the Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee and Martin 
McConohay was appointed acting 
chairman of Communications 
Committee. McConohay replaces 
Kevin Tilton who resigned as 
chairman.

Housing group — 
a step forward 

Last semester, just after Founder’s Day, Student Senate 
organized a commission on off-campus housing. It began as 
an idealistic venture to improve the relationships between 
off-campus Bradley students and their landlords. 

The commission linked itself immediately with residents’ 
groups in the Bradley area, thinking that, through this kind 
of cooperation, more could be accomplished. Two capable 
people were chosen to spearhead the effort. 

A semester later, very little had been accomplished - not 
because everyone involved wasn’t sincere in his efforts, but 
because no definite goals were ever set. The commitment was 
always there. It was a plan that was missing. 

Rich Nubel, who became chairman of the commission less 
than two weeks ago, finally helped the commission see some 
goals, a semester late, but not too late, maybe. 

A list of preferred off-campus housing in the area, a course 
on what to look for when renting, and a renter’s handbook 
could all be of significant ^alue to the future off-campus 
Bradley student. 

The Off-Campus Housing Commission finally could have 
something more substantial than “good intentions” to work 
with — it could have some goals. 

It can’t lose sight of these goals. It’s getting too late now 
to change again in mid-stream and re-evaluate what it should 
be doing. It’s time the idealistic gave way to the practical. 

After all, a dream isn’t much to give a student who has 
water freezing in his kitchen sink and ceiling plaster falling on 
his head.

A question for you-how do rumors 
spread? 

The answer is very quickly. 

Bradley, like almost any university, is an 
ideal place for circulating rumors. 
Dormitories, that have 40 or more people 
on a floor . . . with floors stacked on top of 
floors, provide a perfect atmosphere—many 
people crowded together in a small area. 
Just walking down a hall one can meet 10 
persons in less than a minute. 

Full-time students have contact with at 
least another 100 persons each week 
through classes. And then students have 
more free time to exchange idle gossip than 
any other group I can think of (with the 
possible exception of the faculty). 

There is one thing to remember about 
gossip, rumor, idle talk—or whatever you 
call it—that is worthy of mention. Facts, if 
there is any fact at all, get twisted. 

A classic example of this comes to my 
mind from last September when about 100 
black students walked into a Senate 
meeting to watch a debate over a proposed 
constitution. The group was exercising its 
legal rights-to sit in the audience and 
witness a public meeting-and when the 
debate was over the 100 left in a quiet and 
orderly fashion. 

That was a Monday. Two days later a 


friend of mine who had heard about the 
incident questioned me about it. It seems 
he was told some furniture had been 
broken in the Student Center by the black 
students and campus security had to be 
called in to end the disturbance. 

That was totally incorrect and I told 
him so. 

“That’s not what I heard,” he said. 

Well he heard wrong. 

And remember the drug bust in a 
fraternity last spring? The word was that a 
horde of Illinois Bureau of Investigation 
(IBI) agents had just completed a series of 
raids at Western Illinois University in 
Macomb and were now on the Bradley 
campus. 

Six or seven more busts were expected 
here . . . but they never materialized. 

There’s always something going around 
campus whether it be the flu, the answer 
key to a psych test, the newest strain of a 
social disease, or a rumor. 

And if what you “catch” that’s going 
around is a rumor, just take it with a grain 
of salt. Rumors are usually based on facts 
but once they start making the rounds on 
campus, you’ll be up to your knees before 
you can get a shovel.

What It Look Like 


First of all I would like to welcome back 
all of the brothers and sisters who came 
back to deal for another semester. I also 
would like to note with personal regret a 
few beautiful sisters and together brothers 
who will not return to Bradley this year.

The main focus of the article today is a 
recent debate some students had in relation 
to Ken Goldin and housing policies. In case 
many of you don’t know it as far as 
housing is concerned after you have paid 
your room and board you have no rights. 
In that white handbook called Residence 
Halls Handbook you get at the beginning of 
fall semester, a clause states: The 
University may assign the student to any 
hall, or move a student from one room to 
another, or from one hall to another, or 
terminate the contract if deemed necessary.

If your roommate leaves between 
semesters and you are left with a single you 
are liable to either have another roommate 
or be moved out of the room you paid 
for to another room, hall, etc. just so there 
will be no singles. 

What would these vacant rooms be used 
for —to entertain guests and other 
University deemed important people, who 
have not guaranteed any kind of payment 
for room and board. In other words, if Mr. 
Goldin and the Administration feels like it, 
you can be moved so that non-paying 
people can have a place to stay whether 
you like it or not. With it is the threat that 
some students were issued of changing their 
locks if they didn’t leave. Is this fair, is the 
paying student thought of at all? NO! 

I believe it’s time to look into this 
policy.

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The night Bradley Hall burned

It was a usual January night for 
Peoria, a good Saturday evening 
to just stay indoors, pop popcorn 
and put together a jigsaw puzzle. 
And if you had a fireplace in your 
living room it was even better-the 
temperature on the CILCO 
building read two degrees below 
zero. 

Here at Bradley it was the 
weekend before final exams, and 
though a lot of students probably 
should have been studying, some 
had put their books away for a 
couple of hours so they could 
listen to the Bradley-Wichita 
basketball game on the radio. The 
Braves were 2-0 in the Valley and 
the following week they would be 
going up against Cincinnati, 
defending national champions, at 
the Field House. 

John Saleh, a junior physics 
major, had been studying in the 
advance physics laboratory in 
Bradley Hall, located in the 
basement of the south wing. At 
7:30 p.m. two other students who 
had been with Saleh left, but he 
stayed on to listen to the game.

80 Cups of Coffee 

The night of Jan. 12, 1963 was 
an open house at the Haussler 
household, or at least it seemed 
that way. 

“People we’d never seen before 
were coming into our house to get 
out of the cold, and then, when 
they got warm in front of the 
fireplace, they’d go back out again 
for a while to watch the fire,” 
Haussler said. 

“My wife served 80 cups of 
coffee that night from an 
eight-cup percolator. We cleaned 
anything out of the house that 
could be eaten—cookies, cakes, 
anything we could find.” 

The Hausslers finally went to 
bed at about 3:30 a.m. after the 
fire was brought under control by 
firefighters. 

Weather Hinders Firefighting 

The Bradley Hall fire of 1963 
was one of the biggest in the city’s 
history. What had begun as an

The piano concert by Dean 
Bole, head of the piano 
department of the Bradley 
University School of Music, which 
had been scheduled for 4 p.m.

The change which was 
necessitated by the disastrous fire 
which swept through Bradley Hall 
last night, destroying—among 
countless other items—a $9,000 
concert grand piano on the stage. 


ordinary night suddenly changed 
as Howard J. Slechta, an engineer 
on campus, turned in the first 
alarm at 8:18 p.m. When the “fire 
out” signal was finally sounded at

5:22 p.m. the next day, the oldest 
building on campus had treen left 
a virtual burned-out skeleton. 

Within a few minutes after the 
first alarm, all off-duty Peoria 
firemen and policemen were 
called to the scene. The Peoria 
Journal Star of Jan. 13 read: 

“It appeared at first that the 
fire would be routine and 
extinguished within a few 
minutes. But flames suddenly 
became visible from many 
windows in the upper floors of 
the four-story structure.

“A crowd of about 3,000 
persons, most of them students, 
watched as firemen battled one of 
the city’s most spectacular blazes 
in several years. Flames shot high 
in the air and at times a bright 
moon was obscured by dense 
clouds of smoke.” 

Peoria Fire Chief Lester 
Manace, chief at the time of the 
fire, was at home watching 
television when the alarm went 
off in his house. He said the 
biggest hinderance to firemen, at 
first, was a large broken gas main 
that was burning near the center 
of the building. But after the gas 
was shut off, it was the weather 
that made firefighting almost 
impossible. 

“It started at two degrees 
below zero,” he said, “but at 
times during the night it got down 
to 10 below. Water from the hoses 
would freeze on the first thing it 
touched—firemen’s gloves were 
freezing to the hoses-the hoses 
were freezing to the ground.” 

Manace said ice was four to* 
five feet thick in places around 
the building, and hoses and 
ladders were still being found as 
late as March 18 where they had 
been trapped in the ice two 
months before. 

Cause “Undetermined” 

The Bradley Hall fire was one 
of two major fires to hit Peoria 
that year. On Valentine’s Day, 
1963, a disastrous fire swept 
through the Mayer .Hotel at 
Adams and Hamilton. Three 
persons died in that blaze. 

Saleh was believed to be the 
only person in Bradley Hall when 
fire broke out there, and, 


fortunately, there were no 
injuries. 

The Peoria Fire Department 
ended its investigation of the fire 
after two weeks and listed the 
cause as “undetermined.” 
Inspector Elmer Strum who 
headed the investigation said the 
$2 million blaze broke out in the 


Radioactivity? 

From Jan. 17, 1963 article in the 
Journal Star: 

Fear that fallout from 
radioactive material stored in 
Bradley Hall was released into the 
atmosphere over the Peoria area 
was one of the main concerns at 
Saturday night’s fire, Bradley 
President Talman Van Arsdale, 
said Wednesday. 

He reported this when speaking 
before the monthly meeting of 
the women at St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Cathedral. 

The material was stored in a 
lead box and was to be used with 
a nuclear reactor recently 
obtained for the science 
department. 

It was feared that heat from 
the fire would melt the lead box 
and release the material. As soon 
as the fire subsided enough to 
make it possible, firemen, with 
the aid of a map showing the 
storage place in the building went 
in and brought the box out. 

It has not melted.

found combustible materials such 
as rags and waste that could start 
a fire in the janitor’s room. 

He also said that room was 
gutted while other rooms in the 
front of the basement were not so 
badly burned. 

It was the main part of the 
building that was damaged most 
severely by the fire. Water was 
pumped from the east and west 
wings after steam was piped in to 
melt the ice. The wings, which 
housed chemistry and biology 
labs, were used the next month. 

The Loss 

The Monday following the 
Saturday night fire, workers began 
the pain staking process of 
rummaging through the charred 
ruins of the building in an attempt 
to salvage equipment and records. 

Cabinets which appeared 
undamaged were opened, only to 
reveal still burning contents. 

Most faculty offices located on 
the third and fourth floors were 
completely burned out, and in 
some instances, whole cabinets 
and desks had disappeared. Six 
grade books were reported missing 
and believed lost, along with a list 
of about 8,000 prospective 
Bradley students. 

The university’s entire Home 
Economics and Speech 
Departments and a new language 
laboratory valued at $16,000 to 
$25,000 were completely 


destroyed.'Ad infinitum. 

Sunday morning, with the Hall 
still burning, members of the 
administration met with Bradley 
President Dr. Talman Van Arsdale 
in the Student Center Ballroom 
for the purpose of relocating

A $75,000 Pledge and

Offers of aid and assistance 
came from everywhere. The first

Monday, less than 
two days after the start of the 
fire, from Mr. and Mrs. Louis B. 
Neumiller, a gift of $75,000. 

Haussler, who was put in 
charge of pledges and 
contributions after the fire, said 
that “People just started pledging 
money like crazy. 

“In that first week after the 
fire, we had over 100 offers of 
assistance from businessmen, 
alumni, Peorians, colleges, and 
high schools throughout the 
state.” 

There was a bit of irony too 
that played a part in the tragic fire 
that took Bradley Hall. 

Just two months before, in its 
Nov. 8, 1962 issue, the Scout ran 
an article telling of recent 
investigations by a Student Senate 
committee into Bradley Hall fire 
hazards. 

A senate report stated, “If fire 
were to break out in Bradley Hall 
no one would know the best way 
to leave the building. If the 
students were to panic, the result 
would mean a loss of a great 
number of lives.” 

Recommendations were made 
in the report, the warnings were 
emphasized and re-emphasized, 
and still, on that bitter cold night, 
Jan. 12, 1963, Bradley Hall

Geography professor’s research 


captures attention of Midwest ^inl

“I’m not going to be here after 
two o’clock,” said Robert Elgie, 
assistant professor of geography, 
between phone calls Friday. “I’m 
going to get the hell out of here 
and take a breather.” 

Elgie has been the object of a 
deluge of phone calls since a Jan. 
22 story was released by the 
Associated Press wire service 
reporting the findings of a study 
he and four students had done 
dealing with racial equality in the 
Midwest. 

“I’ve been getting a lot of 
feedback from a six state region,” 
said Elgie, who received 50 phone 
calls in two days after the story 
was released. 

Initial queries were from 
Midwest newspapers seeking 
further information about their 
local areas. The story was to be 
published no earlier than Jan. 24, 
two days after it was circulated to 
Associated Press outlets, including 
the Peoria Journal Star, which ran 
a front page story. 

Elgie had originally released his 
findings in a talk Nov. 15 to a 
Peoria civic group. 

The study ranked equality 
between blacks and whites in 28

Data from the study was taken 
from 1970 census figures which 
insured uniformity, according to 
Elgie. Comparisons for the 
rankings were made in 
consideration of community 
standards, rather than by some 
absolute standard for a state or 
the nation. 

“When we think, we think in 
terms of our relative position in 
our society,” Elgie said. “If we 
feel deprived we feel relatively 
deprived. 

The study revealed that 
equality in each of the four 
criteria areas varies greatly within 
individual communities. Flint, 
Mich., for example, was first in 
income equality but last in 
residential equality.

Now the Field House is, in the 
words of head basketball coach 
Joe Stowell, “One of the poorest 
facilities in the MVC (Missouri 
Valley Conference). It’s the 
poorest facility in the state.

The Field House -

25 years of memories

At the end of the 1948-49 
season, the Army demanded that 
the school give back the Armory 
so that it could be used by the 
National Guard. 

“Mr. Robertson had already 
bought the south half of the 
building from the Air Force in 
1949. It had a dirt floor and was 
used for gym purposes,” recalls 
Charles Orsborn, Bradley athletic 
director and former head 
basketball coach. 

What Mr. Robertson had 
purchased for $15,000 was a 
surplus airplane hangar, World 
War II vintage, which was already 
sitting at the corner of W. Main 
Street and Maplewood Avenue. 
Robertson had bought the hangar 
with the idea of using it as a 
facility for lecture arts 
presentations and school 
meetings. 

When it became apparent that 
a new basketball arena was a 


Mention “Robertson Memorial 
Field House” to someone, and, 
depending on who the someone is, 
you’ll probably get a reply like, 
“Oh, yeah. That’s where Bradley 
plays its home basketball games.” 

That would be correct, because 
Robertson Field House has been 
the site of some unforgettable 
college basketball games. But, the 
Field House is more than a 
basektball arena. As Jim Dynan, 
Bradley’s long-time sports 
information director, says, “It’s a 
multi-purpose building and almost 
everything has happened there 
except for a birth, and we almost 
had a couple of those.” 

In fact, so many diverse events 
have taken place within the. 
confines of the Field House’s 
metal walls, that it would 
probably be easier to list what 
hasn’t gone on there. 

President Nixon received his 
first honorary degree at a Bradley 
commencement exercise held in 
the Field House. Sen. Barry 
Goldwater and former president 
Dwight D. Eisenhower spoke in 
the “Home of the Braves” as well. 

Other events staged at the 
Field House have included a 
performance by the Lizzipan 
stallions, ice shows, circuses. 
Roller Derby, political rallies, 
concerts of all kinds, homecoming 
dances, track meets (Billy Stone 
ran track in the field house in 
1949 whefi it had a dirt floor), 
and of course, all types of 
basketball games. 

The level of basketball played 
on the Field House’s raised court 
has ranged from professional 
basketball as played by the 
Chicago Bulls and Philadelphia 
76ers (if you call the latter a 
professional team) to the grade 
school contests played as 
preliminaries to Bradley games 
during semester break. 

Even though the Field House 
has a varied history, most of its 
fame comes from having been the 
site of many a legendary college 
basketball battle. 

Most of the legends don’t get 
much circulation outside of 


Peoria, because no one wants to 
brag about losing to Bradley at 
the Field House. 

Silver Anniversary Year 

Going into this, the 25th year 
of existence for the building 
which was named after former 
coach and athletic director, A. J. 
Robertson, Bradley’s varsity 
basketball teams had won 298 of 
the 366 games played there. 
That’s a percentage of 81.4 which 
has been slightly improved upon 
by this year’s team which is 
unbeaten at home after eight 
games. 

Should this year’s team go 
undefeated at home during the 
Field House’s Silver Anniversary 
season, they would be only the 
fifth group to do so. Two of the 
previous four unbeaten home 
records were posted during a 
46-game winning streak which 
started in the 1957-58 season 


after a 58-55 loss to Portland 
University, and ended with an 
86-76 loss to Drake late in the 
1960-61 campaign. 

There have been four seasons 
in which the Braves lost just one 
home game and five seasons in 
which only two home-court losses 
were suffered. 

Oddly enough, Bradley lost the 
dedication game to Purdue, 71-65, 
on Dec. 17, 1949. However, the 
real story was that Bradley had a 
place in which to play Purdue, 
period. 

From Armory to Airplane Hangar 

Prior to the 1949-50 season, 
Bradley played its home games at 
the Peoria Armory on N. Adams 
St. The Armory held just 4,800 
persons and was often filled 
during the post-war period as the 
Braves became a national power 
under the coaching of A. J. 
Robertson and Fordy Anderson.

If you were one of the people making 
up the smaller-than-hoped-for crowd in the 
stands Saturday, you were treated to a 
basketball game exemplifying the latest 
successes of Joe StowelFs squad. 

And to those of you who chose to 
sleep-in, to watch the noon contest on 
television, or for some other good reason 
decided not to show up, your lack of 
enthusiasm catches me by surprise. 

I’ve been on this campus for four years 
now and have heard numerous comparisons 
of recent Bradley basketball shortcomings 
when matched with glory days past. 

But the ball has been passed to a new 
generation of players (if you’ll forgive the 
paraphrase), and I for one have been 
infected with their intense dynamic spirit. 

If measuring the noise generated by the 
small number of students Saturday can be a 
gauge of other people’s infections, I’m not 
alone in enjoying this “sickness.” 


Perhaps I’m too naive when I think this 
is a campus of success-hungry basketball 
fans. For if it were, I suppose there would 
have been little room left in the ole hangar 
when the Braves returned to action here 
after demolishing Illinois. 

Then again, maybe the relative 
anonymity of West Texas State combined 
with the rain, etc., to dampen that 
hoped-for interest. 

And, the place may have been filled last 
night against Wichita State, thus negating 
much of my criticism. 

But tomorrow night, when the Braves 
entertain New Mexico State, do yourself a 
favor - 

Spend five minutes (or more) watching 
nobody but Seymour Reed. No matter who 
has the ball or where it is, watch his 
concentration and anticipation. 

Public address announcer Frank Bussone 
calls Reed ‘The Secretary of Defense.” 
Justification for such an accolade is easily 
seen. 

Then spend five minutes (or more) 
trying not to see Tom Les. He’s everywhere 
the ball is and most places it isn’t. 

There aren’t many teams with a 5-10 


guard who can dominate a game the way he 
did against West Texas. 

Bussone calls Les “the human floor 
burn.” The raised court hasn’t gotten softer 
as its grown older. 

Then watch the team work as a unit 
with the same intensity the 
afore-mentioned individuals demonstrate. 
It’s obvious the other members of the 
squad are infected with the same drive. 

Bradley basketball this year IS for 
everybody - as it tries to be .. . 

A related note: 

An interesting situation could arise in 
this year’s post-season tournament 
selections as they relate to Missouri Valley 
Conference schools. 

Both New Mexico State and Wichita 
State, presently in the upper echelons of 
league standings, are ineligible for tourney 
play because of recruiting violations. 

Assuming Louisville wins the MVC title 
and NMS and WSU finish two-three, the 
fourth place finisher in the conference may 
be chosen to play in a post-season classic. 
Louisville, of course, would be in the 
NCAA tournament. 
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swimming in his first collegiate 
breaststroke race, won that to go 
along with his first place finish in 
the 200-yard individual medley. 

Other first-place finishers for 
Bradley in the victory were Rob 
Loomis in the 50 and 100-yard 
freestyle events, Ed Siggelko in 
the 200 and 500-yard freestyles, 
and Scott M innick in the 
1000-yard freestyle. 

In last Thursday’s Loyola loss, 
Bradley’s lack of depth was 
apparent and the Braves were 
71-41 victims of the Ramblers. 
Four Braves recorded first place 
finishes, with Minnick gaining 
dual wins in the 1000 and 
500-yard freestyle events. 

Bradley super-soph Ed Siggelko 
established a new school record in 
the 200-yard backstroke as well as 
capping his performance with a 


first in the 200-yard freestyle. 

The vastly improved Chip 
Donahue won the 50-yard 
freestyle, and Dave Haussler took 
first in the 200-yard individual 
medley. 

“We swam some good times 
against Loyola, and I wasn’t 
disappointed,” said Spink. “We 
were just too short-handed 
without Mullins and Evers. We 
could have given them a real run 
with those two in the ineup.” 

Tonight Wabash and Augustana 
came to Peoria for a double-dual 
meet.

I’m sure you’ve heard the skeptics lately. They’re always 
saying that Bradley basketball is on the way out, dying in 
both popularity and performance. 

Well don’t believe everything you hear. Thursday night at 
Chicago Stadium, Bradley basketball was more alive than it 
has ever been in the last few years. 

The opponent was the University of Illinois, the two 
central Illinois rivals meeting for the first time in 37 years. In 

every aspect of the game Bradley basketball was first and 
foremost. 

Before the game former stars of another, and probably 
greater Bradley era, Chet Walker and A1 Saunders, chatted 
with newsmen and school officials. When the two teams took 

innn 1 for warm ' u P s became obvious that the crowd of 
4,000-plus was almost totally pro-Bradley. 

During the introduction of players it also became apparent 
that the Bradley team and coaches wanted to win this game 
with the big state school more than any other in recent years. 
The media was calling it the Braves’ biggest non-conference 
game in 25 years. 

From the opening tipoff and the game’s first basket the 
game was Bradley basketball at its finest. Tom Les Jim 
Caruthers, and Dave Klobucher played Bradley’s pressure 
man-to-man to perfection, drawing charges, making steals, 
and harassing the Illini backcourt into many costly turnovers. 

Seymour Reed, Greg Smith, and Mark Dohner completely 
dominated the taller Illinois front-line, running to perfection 
the inside offensive plays that gave the Braves lay-up after 
lay-up. 

It was probably Dohner that most exemplified the spirit 
with which Bradley played Thursday night. The 6-9 junior 
from VIT High in Vermont, Ill., has been much-maligned, 
particularly at home, in the past two seasons but against 
Illinois, Dohner was aggressive as a rebounder and very 
effective offensively. 

The final score was 105-88, but as the saying goes it 
wasn’t nearly that close. The Braves led by 31 points at 89-58 
with about six minutes remaining, and completely dominated 
its opponents in every phase of the game. 

It may be another 37 years before Bradley next meets the 
Illini and the game last Thursday may have been the best the 
Braves will play all year. But for forty minutes Thursday in 
Chicago, Bradley basketball was back in the spotlight once 
again.

Off campus students met last 
night in Neumiller Chapel with 
representatives from the Dean of 
Men’s and the Dean of Women’s 
offices to consider reorganizing an 
off-campus students’ association. 

Letters had been mailed to off 
campus Bradley students earlier 
this week explaining the purpose 
of the meeting and soliciting 
their participation. 

The primary goal of the 
meeting, according to- Dean of 
Men Edward King, was to get 
interested students to fill out a 
questionnaire concerning their 
extra-curricular interests, 
including interests in sports, clubs, 
and other activities. 

“Once this has been done, we 
can match up those off campus 
students with similar interests,” 
he said. 

“For instance, if we find out 
that several people are interested 
in chess, we bring them together, 
and maybe they’ll form a chess 


club on campus. The same thing 
applies to volleyball, bridge, ice 
skating, or wherever students have 
interests.” 

King said in the past, off 
campus students have not been 
very interested in joining 
fraternities and sororities on 
campus, and, basically there has 
been “a lack of things for them to 
do.” 

“These students should realize 
there’s more to a campus 
education than just commuting 
between .home and classes,” he 
said. “Many of them have been 
missing out on a significant 
portion of college life.” 

An off campus men’s 
association (OCMA) was formed 
about ten years ago, King said, 
and at one time there were about 
1,200 students in the 
organization.

University Senate to reconsider pre-registration

A University Senate ad hoc 
committee has been formed to 
“investigate appro priate 
procedures for pre-registration” at 
Bradley to be implemented in the 
fall of 1975, according to Jeanette 
Dodge, coordinator of academic 
affairs and chairman of the 
committee. 

The study was commissioned 
in a motion passed Nov. 15 by the 
Senate. The final report is to be 
presented no later than the April 
meeting of Senate. 

Other members of the 


committee are Registrar Ruth 
Jass, Walter McCurdy, associate 
professor of mathematics, and 
Steve Anastase, freshman class 
president. 

A similar study was done the 
past spring, but its 
recommendations were vetoed by 
Bradley President Dr. Martin G. 
Abegg during the summer. Dodge 
said 'that the present study is 
different from the previous one 
that the committee is “charged to 
implement” pre-registration. 

The* previous Senate 
recommendation prepared by a 


committee merely suggested a 
system of pre-registration be 
implemented if economically 
feasible and stipulated 
mandatory faculty advisor-student 
conferences be included in the 
pre-registration process, according 
to Dodge. 

The committee will meet in a 
closed session each Wednesday 
afternoon and will meet again on 
Thursdays for input sessions. 
Individual appointments have 
been made for the Thursday 
meetings, beginning with 
representatives from the 


controller’s office, admissions, 
orientation, and financial aids. 

The committee will then 
present its findings to deans of 
colleges, directors of schools, and 
heads of departments for 
re-evaluation. Faculty input will 
come through department heads, 
Dodge said. 


Student repre sentative 
Anastase said the committee is 
studying the report of last year’s 
committee and has information 
about the pre-registration program 
at Notre Dame to consider. Dodge 
and Jass also visited Illiniois State 
University last Tuesday to study 
its pre-registration program. 
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Students can qualify for aid in food stamp program 


Senate’s Communications 
Committee has revealed that 
qualified students may be 
eligible for food stamps 
through USD A Food and 
Nutrition Service program. 

“Many people think that food 
stamps are restricted to married 
non-student welfare recipients. 
This simply is not the case,” said 
Martin McConahay, chairman. 

McConahay explained that 
food stamps are available to 
financially independent students 
enrolled at least half-time in 
accredited schools or vocational 
programs. A student who is 
dependent on his parents is 
eligible if his family qualifies. 

The food stamp program is 
federally sponsored and is 
independent of state welfare 
agencies. Food stamps can 
purchase all foods and beverages 
except alcohol, cigarettes, and 
certain imported foods. 

Eligibility for the program is 
determined primarily on the 


financial status of a household or 
of an individual applying, 
according to McConahay. 

Tuition and required 
educational fees, even those 
covered by scholarships and 
fellowships, are legitimate income 
deductions when determining 
eligibility. Other deductions are 
income taxes, medical expenses, 
housing costs, fuel, electricity, 
water, and even part of phone 


bills. 

“I am working on getting child 
care added to the deduction list,” 
McConahay added. “Child care 
takes a big chunk out of a married 
student’s budget. I feel it is a valid 
request especially if the student’s 
spouse has to rely on child care in 
order to obtain or hold a job.” 

Food stamps are redeemable at 
most local grocery stores. 
Monthly stamp allotments are 


based on the number of eligible 
recipients in a given household 
(household members need not be 
related) and must be purchased at 
a rate proportionate to income, 
according to McConahay. 

This rate ranges from no cost 
to 60 per cent of the value of the 
stamps. For example, based on 
1973 figures, a student with an 
adjusted income of $58 per 
month would have to pay $8 for 


$38 worth of food stamps. 

Further information may be 
obtained from the USDA Field 
Office at 610 E. Abington in 
Peoria. 

Communications Committee is 
considering printing an 
information booklet containing 
details on the food stamp program, 
and other information and 
services available in legal, medical, 
consumer, and financial areas. 


Successor yet to be chosen 

Goldberg to resign from Urban Affairs

Dr. Kalman Goldberg, 
professor of economics, will resign 
from his position as director of 
the Urban Affairs Institute. No 
successor has been chosen, but 
Goldberg indicated that a 
successor would probably come 
from outside the current Institute 
staff. 


The resignation, effective July 
1, ends two and one half years for 
Goldberg as director of the 
organization, which had the 
original purpose of using Bradley 
resources in the community. 

“When I took the position, it 
was with the understanding that I 
didn’t wish to keep it. I would 
help to get it underway, but could 


not work full time,” explained 
Goldberg. 

“I have research to do and 
would like to do more teaching. I

also hope to be able to take a 
sabbatical next January,” he 
added. 

Goldberg describes his job as 
“suggesting, coordinating, and 
administering programs.” The 
Institute is involved in several 
community projects, among them 
the Regional Data Bank and the 
Cooperative Community 
Counseling Project, which is a 
counseling and tutoring program 
for high school students. 

An arts program was also 
begun by the Institute and 


includes projects in creative 
writing, music, art, and theater. 
Remedial reading was offered 
within the local school system, 
and another program, the Urban 
Corps, worked in departments of 
the local government. 

As for the original goal of 
involving Bradley with the 
community, Goldberg said, 
“Essentially, we wanted to 
increase opportunity for 
involvement of students with 
interest in urban affairs. We’ve 
made a good start with students 
and faculty.” Four staff members 
who work with Goldberg are 
Robert Elgie, assistant professor 
of geography, Barbara Penelton, 
assistant professor of education, 
John Pilgrim, associate professor 
of economics, and Max Taylor, 
associate professor of chemistry. 

Twenty-one other faculty 
members also participated in the 
programs along with over 200 
students. 

“We have to continue the 
program. It should be a long term 
involvement. We’ve had excellent 
response from the community,” 
said Goldberg, who plans on 
continuing his work with the 
Institute after he resigns as 
director. 

He continued, “The real heart 
of the Institute is the staff and 
students. The success lies with the 
quality of the students and 
faculty working with me. 


Senate recommends 
thesis be eliminated

A recommendation to 
eliminate the honors thesis 
requirement for graduation was 
approved by a unanimous voice 
vote in Student Senate Monday.

ROTC numbers steady 
despite national decline 


Enrollment in the Air Force 
Reserve Officer Training Corps 
(ROTC) program at Bradley has 
remained steady in the past year 
and a half, despite a national 
trend of decreasing enrollment, 
according to Col. Fred Davis 
program director. 

‘The situation here at Bradley, 
when you compare it with other 
campuses, has always been good,” 
said Davis. 

Freshman enrollment in ROTC 
decreased by 20 per cent in 1970 
and fell 50 per cent in 1971. In 
1972 it increased 50 per cent and 
has remained constant to the 
present with a freshman 
enrollment of 39 this year and 84 
cadets in the entire Bradley 
program. 

“I think the increase in 
enrollment probably had to do 
with a couple of factors,” said 
Davis. “First, we’re having a 
winding down of activity in 
Southeast Asia, so the war was no 
longer such a popular issue and 
students’ attitude toward the 
military began to change. 

“Also, Congress increased the 
number of ROTC scholarships 
authorized beginning with the 
1972-73 academic year. At 


present, we have 44 students on 
full scholarship.” 

A full scholarship in the ROTC 
program includes full tuition, fees, 
books, and $100 a month. 

“1972 seems to have been a 
turning point in student attitude 
from one of just acceptance to 
one of support,” Davis added. 
“We have always had good 
support from the administration 
and faculty.” 



“We can’t look at the day’s 
happenings as a one shot deal-the 
ideas must be perpetrated,” 
remarked Nubel. 


Engen and Nubel said they are 
planning additional one-to-one 
contacts with the community 
members who were present and 
another Bradley-Peoria Exchange 
involving a different set of 
community members is being 
planned for spring. 


“I had to make a decision b> 
Jan. 31, and after contacting al 
the schools two or three times anc 
still getting nothing definite, 
decided to cancel.” 

A similar conference held last 
year drew nearly 35 students from 
seven or eight high schools, and 
that turnout was considered “not 
very encouraging’’ by the 
coordinators, Musielak said. 

The major activities which 
were to be included in the full-day 
session were discussion groups 
centering on the topic 
“Organization of Leadership 
Energies,” a case study session to 
discuss common problems and 
possible solutions, and a panel 
discussion featuring Dean of Men 
Edward King; Dean of the College 
of Education and Technology 
Peter Bulkeley; Frank Bussone, 
director of the office of special 
programs; and Dr. James 
Erickson, assistant to President 
Martin Abegg. Also scheduled 
were a question and answer 
session, a tour of the campus, and 
a visit to the Student Senate 
meeting. A banquet would have 
culminated the day’s activities. 

Musielak said the conference 
was scheduled to improve 
Peoria-Bradley relations by 
providing something constructive 
for high school leaders and to 
expose potential leaders to the 
Bradley campus. It was originally 
scheduled as a part of Senate’s 
public relations week, which was 
also cancelled. 

Musielak said she would 
recommend future Senates try to 
schedule a similar event.

Editorial: 

WCBU radio should 
extend rock hours 


Anyone who has the urge to listen to progressive music on 
local radio at some time other than 1 1:30 p.m. to 4 a.m. has 
a problem. 

There is none to speak of. One finds very little progressive 
rock aired by Peoria’s commercial stations. 

It is unfortunate, but those late night hours are the only 
time anyone can hear the commercial-free rock offerings of 
WCBU-FM, Bradley’s campus radio station. , 

The Scout urges that WCBU start serving its rock music 
audience at more conventional hours. Rock programming 
should begin in the early evening, at 7 p.m. perhaps, and run 
until the station signs off at 4 a.m. 

What remains is to convince the administrators at WCBU 
that this change is desirable. They will have to recommend it 
to the Board of Trustees, which has final say in policy 
matters. 

The Scout urges persons who have an opinion on the 
subject to write to the station’s management at Program 
Department, WCBU, Bradley University, 1501 W. Bradley 
Ave., Peoria, 111. 61606. 

The station boosted its power to 5,000 watts and changed 
over to stereo last month—and it is high time to put these 
improvements to good use. 

End registering hassle 

For quite a few of us, it will come too late to make a 
difference. But for others, it could mean that they will leave 
Bradley with a little better impression of the way they were 
treated here. 

Because whatever it is now, and it’s been called a lot of 
things, there is something that registration at this school is 
not -- it is not nice to students. 

Undoubtedly, a program of pre-registration, one which 
could come out of the University Senate Committee that is 
looking into it, could make things a bit more difficult on the 
administrative end - at least until some of the problems can 
be ironed out. But it could also put an end to the Bradley 
Hall “three-ring circus” that goes on at the beginning of each 
semester. 

A satisfied student is often hard to find during registration 
- it’s not easy to be patient through lists of cancelled classes, 
“cattle” lines of frustrated students, and half a day spent 
playing the old financial aid game. 

For those of us who leave before pre-registration becomes 
a reality, we will walk away with a slightly bitter taste in our 
mouths, a taste put there by a registration system that should 
have been scrapped a long time ago. 

And for those who come later, well, they won’t know 
what the “good old days” were ever like. And they’ll be the 
lucky ones. 
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Probably the most significant effort to 
insure the survival of Bradley University is 
now going full tilt and, though it is in the 
headlines of newspapers daily, most of us 
don’t recognize the full impact of it. 

In the face of declining enrollment, in 
colleges and universities across the nation, 
Bradley, I would have to say, is in the best 
position to attract new students and more 
contributions than at any time in the last 
few years. 

The reason, quite simply, is that 
Bradley’s basketball team is winning. 

Virginia Tech's National Invitational 
Tournament (NIT) victory in New York's 
Madison Square Garden had clear and 
welcome repercussions for that institution. 
Tech president , Dr. T. Marshall Hahn, said 
thousands of dollars were pledged to the 
college treasury in the days following the 
tournament , and he added that because of 
the victory , alumni , corporations , and the 
Virginia General Assembly were expected 
to look more favorably on the school 

Dr. Hahn . . . noted that the recognition 
the athletic program had received ‘will 
help not only in recruiting the blue-chip 
athletes but in putting before the public 
the image of a successful university." He 
added that would probably open the door 
for some industrial grants.

The Placement Office has 
steadily made obvious 
improvements over the past four 
years that I have been enrolled 
here. The friendly, helpful service 
of both student workers and 
administrative personnel have 
greatly aided in the accumulation 
of an interview file for visiting 
companies. 

The institution of the 
mini-seminar series last semester 
coinciding with the active attempt 
to attract more companies, 
corporations, and schools 
interested in interviewing students 
has helped the upcoming May 
graduates considerably. 

With the current condition of 
the nation’s economy and the 
high percentage of unemployed, 
this is appreciated even more. 


But the picture drawn above is 
not quite complete. Several 
negative aspects, I feel, should be 
pointed out. 

Last Monday morning at 7:30 
a.m. I and approximately 20 other 
students were forced to stand 
outside in freezing weather while 
attempting to register for 
interviews with the companies 
that will be here this February.

registering process should be 
developed. The acquisition of an 
empty classroom and the aid of 
only several student assistants are 
simple but effective measures the 
Placement Office should institute 
immediately.

The Center for the Study of 
Early Childhood Development, 
located in Bradley Hall, serves two 
major functions according to Dr. 
Claire Etaugh and Dr. Doris 
Wilson, who were responsible for 
establishing the center. 

First, and primarily, the center 
is devoted to helping Bradley 
students by providing observatory 
experiences in child development, 
psychology, nursing, speech and 
hearing, and other related classes. 

But also, by promoting 
physical, social, emotional, and 
intellectual growth, it provides 


reliable care to children whose 
parents must attend classes. 

For the students, Dr. Etaugh 
said, “it offers a unique 
opportunity in that there is no 
other half-day nursery school 
experience in Peoria for the 18-29 
month age group.” 

The center, which began 
operation Jan. 17 in Room 31 of 
Bradley Hall, is open from 9 to 
11-30 a.m. Tuesdays and 
Thursdays, and will continue with 
this schedule until the end of the 
semester. 

A typical session involves free 
play, snacks, rest, storytelling, and

other individual and small group 
activities. 

Directechby Terry Hadley and 
four undergraduate assistants, 
Cindy Menanteaux, Steve Glasser, 
Pam Sommers, and Mary Thomas, 
cost of the program is defrayed by 
a $5 per week tuition charge paid 
by parents of the children. 

Student and faculty children 
are given preference when 
enrolling for the program. 
However, none of this semester’s 
pupils are from this group. 

Wilson and Etaugh donate their 
time, Hadley’s work is part of her 
psychology assistantship, and the 
four assistants receive course 
credit. 

“Previous experience in 
working with children, as well as 
at least one course dealing with 
child development, are important 
prerequisites for the positions,” 
according to Etaugh. 

In the future, the program may 
be expanded, either by forming 
two groups or extending the age 
range to include somewhat older 
preschoolers. This would 
accommodate the pupils who are 
already on a fast-growing waiting 
list for the spring 1974 semester. 

Etaugh said she hoped to get a 
permanent facility eventually, 
since room 31 is used as a 
classroom facility during the 
center’s non-operating hours. This 
results in continual rearrangement 
of furniture and supplies. 

A new staff will be needed in 
May when Hadley and the 
assistants will be leaving. “We’re 
hoping for someone more 
permanently based in the 
community for head teacher,” 
Etaugh said. She added that many 
applications from qualified 
women have already been 
received. 

She said that the children have 
adapted well to the 
program—“even to the point 
where they protest leaving.”

acclaimed author of Love Story. 

“But I am not praising or 
damning the literature of the 
future. However, I think we 
should be excited of the future. 
I think we should be excited to be 
living in this period 
of change, and to understand and 
appreciate it.” 

The best-selling author then 
told the audience that literature 
ahd reading has and will decrease 
with the advent of electronic 
media. 

“I can see literature coming in 
a little blue pill to be taken with 
water,” said Segal. “A book 
requires involvement; TV is 
passive and more fun.” 

Segal asked the audience to 
envision a time in the world where 
no one could read or write. 

“The only entertainment back 
then was a minstrel who sang to 
all. It was a live performance—a 
one-shot job. If you missed it, you 
could never see it again. People 
listened very carefully because 
they couldn’t look it up or play it 
again.” 


Segal pointed out in the 
question-and-answer part of the 
program that only two per cent of 
the population in this country 
reads books. “Russia is the only 
country where they read more 
than one or two books a year.” 

During his lifetime, Segal has 
done such things as run the 
Boston marathon (he jogs ten 
miles a day), written the shooting 
script for Yellow Submarine , and 
covered the Munich Olympics for 
ABC-TV in 1972. 

“People want to know what 
Howard Cosell is really like,” said 
Segal. “Well, one time in Munich 
he put a seven-pound microphone 


on my back to record the 
loneliness of a long-distance 
runner.” 

As for Love Story , Segal said 
that every studio in Hollywood 
rejected it. “The only reason 
Paramount did the movie was that 
Ali McGraw wanted to do it, and 
she was hot copy after doing 
Goodbye, Columbus. ” 

As to how long it took to write 
the book, Love Story , Segal said 
“32 years and six weeks. It took 
32 years to be mature enough to I 
write it, but only actually six 
weeks of writing.” 

A Hero's Song , a musical 
written by Segal, will open on I 
Broadway next fall.

tons of canned goods. 

APO also annually sponsors the 
Toys for Tots campaign, and for 
the last four years has been the 
leading money raiser for Bradley’s 
Campus Carnival, whose proceeds 
go to charity. 

Membership in APO now 
numbers 25 actives, 14 pledges, 
and over 40 little sisters. 

‘The weekends are the 
busiest days for us,” said Mark 
Hoffman, publicity chairman.

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BU splashers beat Augustana, 
Wabash to even record at 5-5

An exciting double-dual 
victory over Wabash and 
Augustana last Friday evened 
Bradley’s swimming record at 5-5. 

A Bradley double win hinged 
on beating out Augustana in the 
final relay, and the team of Chip 
Donahue, Scott Minnick, Dave 
Haussler, and John Evers managed 
a second-place fmish while Auggie 
was third. Bradley beat Wabash 
57-22 and Augustana 60-53. 

The swimmers final two dual 
meets will be tomorrow at Central 
Park Pool against Valparaiso and 
Rockford and Tuesday against 
Notre Dame in South Bend, Ind. 

‘The double-dual victory was a 
wonderful win in a tight meet,” 
said Bradley swim coach Jim 
Spink. “We were lucky in that 
Wabash swam its swimmers just 
where I wanted them to swim. 

“Evers (swimming for the first 
time in almost four weeks) got us 
some real key points and 
anchored the last relay,” Spink 
continued. 

Individually six Braves turned 


in first-place performances but 
record-setting Ed Siggelko was 
second in the 200-yard 
backstroke. It was the third time 
this season that Siggelko had 
broken the backstroke record. 
The original record was 2:15.5. 
Siggelko’s time was 2:10.4. 

Donahue was first in the 
50-yard freestyle, Haussler won 
the 200-yard individual medley, 
Minnick took the 500-yard 
freestyle and Evers in the 
200-yard breaststroke. 

Saturday, a tired Bradley team 
went to Rockford for the 12th 
Annual Rockford Relays and 
finished fourth in the eleven-team 
field. Wheaton won the event with 
Augustana placing third and 
Northeastern was second. 

Friday’s meet didn’t end until 
almost midnight and the Braves 

were forced to make the trip to 
Rockford with a minimum 
amount of sleep. 

The meet started off poorly for 
the Bradley tankers when the

At the half-way point in the league race 
(prior to last night’s invasion of 3-4 Tulsa) 
the Braves were firmly established as a 
contender for the title and a leader in 
current MVC statistics. 

With a 5-1 record to defy pre-season 
predictors (a sixth-place Valley finish for 
Joe Stowell’s squad was expected by most) 
the Braves have the most prolific offense 
(87.1 points per game) of the nine teams.

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Braves second in Valley after two big wins Gr

It was 10 p.m. Saturday night 
and Bradley basketball coach Joe 
Stowell, having just seen his team 
whip New Mexico State (NMSU) 
by a 79-60 score, was moving 
across the Robertson Field House 
floor on his way to a post-game 
radio interview. 

As Stowell walked along, he 
paused to shake hands and chat 
with several well-wishers who had 
stayed behind after most of the 
capacity-7,300 crowd had left for 
home.

Heading into the weekend, the 
Braves were on a four-game 
winning streak which included 
three straight wins over Missouri 
Valley conference foes. Playing at 
home, Bradley posted wins over 
West Texas State and Wichita 
State as well as NMSU. 

The average margin of victory in 
those three games was 30 points 
per game, with Bradley scoring 
285 points to its opponents’ 194. 

The victories over Wichita and 
NMSU came via distinctly 
different methods. Wichita was 
blown out of the Field House and 
off the Hilltop as the Braves shot 
64 per cent in the first half to 
build a 61-33 lead that was never 
threatened. The final score was 
108-73, the sixth time this season 
the Braves have gone over the 
century mark on offense. 

NMSU brought to town what 
Stowell described as “A strong, 
physical team. A real good team 
that is so big they wear you down 
on the boards. It was a struggle all 
the way, but we kept nipping at 
them.” 

Actually, it was the Braves who 
wore down NMSU with a 


switching, pressure defense, and 
the hustling desire that led to the 
recovery of 18 loose balls. 

Bradley will probably need all 
that hustle and more, against the 
Aggies in tomorrow night’s game 
at Las Cruces, N.M. The NMSU 
arena is a “pit” in a literal sense. 
The court is below ground level 
with all the seats looking down at 
the court. 

“It’s going to be a real scrap 
down there,” said Stowell, “but 
it’s better to be going down there 
with a 5-1 than a 1-5 
record. 

“We’re at the point in the 
season where each game means 
that much more and we’re at the 
disadvantage of only playing Tulsa 
once, down at their place,” added 
Stowell. 

After the two games in the 
Southwest, the Braves will return 
home to face conference foe, 
Drake. Stowell said of the 
Bulldogs, “Drake is either up and 
plays well, or they’re down and 
they play like they did when they 
lost by 11 to West Texas at home.

A Bradley student has never been unable to get a ticket to 
a home basketball game in the past and there’s no reason to 
believe that things would change now. 

That was the gist of the 
remarks made by ticket 
manager Betty Reiser and 
athletic director Charles 
Orsborn in the wake of several 
reports by students that they 
were unable to get tickets for 
last Saturday’s sellout with 
New Mexico State in the Field 
House. 

“Any reports of students 
presenting ID cards and being 
refused tickets,” said Mrs. 
Reiser, “are entirely false. We 
have never ever run out of 
tickets for Bradley students.” 

Dr. Alan Gaisky of the 
biology department, one of 
three men who handle ticket procedures at the rear door ot 
the Field House (which is the student entrance), 
substantiated Mrs. Reiser’s statement. 

“We start handing out tickets at that back door at 5:30 
and we never refused anyone a ticket who had an ID. At 
halftime we even took back a few extra tickets from the 
student section to the office. The only thing that could 
possibly have happened is that a person without showing an 
ID may have approached us and asked if there were any 
tickets left. We probably would have said no in this case, but 
that is the only way.” 

Athletic director Charles Orsborn outlined the student 
ticket procedure for home basketball games, both in the past 
and present. 

“A few years ago we used to require validation of ID’s 
before the game so we would know exactly how many

students to expect, and could sell the rest of the tickets 
accordingly. A couple of years ago we decided to allow the 
students to pick up tickets at the door or during the day of 
the game simply by presenting their ID. Now we set aside 
2,000 tickets for students and don’t touch these unless game 
time comes and we still have a demand for tickets by people 
other than students and have some of the student allotment 

left over. j 

“About six years ago we ran out of student tickets but 
were able to give them tickets in another part of the gym. 
That was the only time that the students used up their 
allotment. Last year the average student attendance was 
750.” 

Orsborn said that the possibility of running out of student 
tickets does exist. However in the past when the school hac 
more students and more interest year in and year out, this 
never occurred and there is no reason to think it will now. 

Orsborn cited the facts that the Louisville game on March 
2 will probably be televised in Peoria and that the Drake 
game on Feb. 14 is on a Thursday night rather than Saturday 
as probable reasons that would keep the demand down and 
prevent a complete sellout of all tickets. 

There have been numerous violations of the ticket 
privileges according to Orsborn, and if continued these 
violations could necessitate a return to the old validation 
procedure. 

“We had instances of people using the same ID twice to 
obtain a ticket for a non-Bradley student or a parent, said 
Orsborn. “Even worse some students obtained tickets for free 
and then sold them for a couple of dollars. All these things 
are abuses of a privilege and could cause some sort of a 
restriction to the privilege.” 

The remarks of these officials would seem to prove that 
any fears of Bradley students with regard to their inability to 
obtain tickets are unfounded. It is to be hoped that the 
abuses of the ticket privilege will decline so that the 
guarantee of the ticket office may be carried out.

Flu cases increase here 


Students with flu symptoms 
have been treated at an increased 
rate at Bradley’s Health Center, 
according to Betty Hasselbacher, 
head nurse. 

“This is much worse than it 
was last year and it also comes 
much later in the year,” 
Hasselbacher said. 

In January, the center handled 
an average of 67 students a day. 
That number jumped to 109 
students per day the week of Feb. 
4-8 with a single day high of 146 
patients Monday, Feb. 4. Most of 
the students that have come for 
treatment this month have 


symptoms of flue, Hasselbacher 
said. 

Last Monday the center again 
handled over 140 students. 

Sore throat, coughing, 
headache, body ache, and fever 
are symptoms of flue, 
Hasselbacher said. She 
recommended rest, gargling with 
hot salt water for sore throats, 
isolation to prevent the spread of 
the infection, and drinking extra 
fluids for flu victims. 

“It’s a virus so the antibiotics 
don’t really affect it, but 
decongestants and aspirin help to 
make you more comfortable,” she 
added.

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Editorial: 

Is anyone listening? 

Since the beginning of the year, the Scout has published 
25 editorials, 15 of which advocated some type of action. 
Since we often wonder if anyone reads our editorials, we 
decided to look back and see what changes, if any, had been 
made in the areas where we took a stand. 

The first editorial of the year has very recently become 
timely again. Written in response to President Abegg’s 
summer veto of a pre-registration motion passed by 
University Senate, it suggested further study into the matter. 
The editorial went on to recommend that a full plan for 
implementation be prepared — pretty much what the 
chairman of the new pre-registration committee said in a 
story on the front page of last week’s Scout. 

The Sept. 21 issue advocated that Peoria follow the 
national trend and lower its legal drinking age for beer and 
wine to 19. Although it’s doubtful the Peoria City Council 
reads and takes Scout editorials seriously, by the next issue, 
19 and 20-year-olds were guzzling to their heart’s content — 
legally. 

The editorials in the fourth issue said, “Vote in the spring 
elections” and “Vote yes on the proposed revised 
constitution.” Those students who did vote answered the call 
for the second, but unfortunately many other students 
ignored the first, since voter turnout was as low as usual. 

After the Cheech & Chong concert in September, the 
Scout warned students that continued smoking in the Field 
House during concerts could cause all such events to be 
eliminated. And the editorial seemed to have some effect — 
at least until the Rare Earth “event”. 

A fall recess was proposed in the Oct. 19 issue to break up 
the 11 weeks of classes between Labor Day and 
Thanksgiving. Student Senate sent a similar recommendation 
to University Senate, which incorporated it in next year’s 
academic calendar. Result: no classes Monday, Oct. 28 or 
Tuesday, Oct. 29, 1974. 

A few editorials have gotten almost immediate action. 
Three weeks after the Scout recommended either precise 
distinction be made between commuter and off-campus 
Senate seats or the categories be combined as one, Senate 
determined all students not living in university housing be 
designated simply “off-campus.” And two days after the 
Scout asked “Where are the public’s copies of the newly 
approved Senate constitution?” the Scout was presented with 
a copy of its very own. 

And Senate may not be the only ones who read the Scout. 
Less than a week after an editorial was headlined “Parking 
regulations enforcement needed,” pink parking violation 
tickets were to be seen fluttering under windshield wipers all 
over campus. 

Of course, we don’t suggest all our recommendations get 
results, or even that action comes as a direct consequence of 
our editorials. But we do know of at least one person who 
has taken advantage of our editorials. 

Last week’s editorial advocated more broadcasting hours 
of WCBU be devoted to rock music. We were informed a 
copy of the editorial was cut out and mailed to the Program 
Department at WCBU. Scrawled across it were three words — 
“Do it now.”

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Since Saturday night, comments have 
been circulating among students concerning 
the Rare Earth/Flash Cadillac concert. 
Many students have remarked that it was 
one of the most exciting concerts yet in 
BU’s Field House. Hopefully these people 
were describing the performance of the 
musicians and not the act put on by the 
audience. 

If the audience was excited by their own 
performance only one thing can be asked 
.. . “Where’s your head at?” 

At each concert given here, reminders 
are given before and during the concert 
that smoking is to be done only in the 
foyer of the Field House. 

Warnings, on Saturday night, as always, 
were ignored and as a reult there was a fire 
in the Field House. Admittedly the fire was 
small and inconsequential that night, but 
nonetheless, it did occur and if the smoking 
continues at future concerts, the results 
could be fatal. Think about it next time 
you are about to light up in there. 

The lighted (match and lighter) encore, 
given to Rare Earth was beautiful but also 
senseless in view of the warnings 
continually received both on and off stage 
during the concert. 

The unnecessary smoking, the small fire, 
and the encore were somewhat obscured by 
the audience’s grande finale. This occured 
when an estimated 1,000 people surged 
down from their seats onto the basketball 
court to presumably get a better view of 
the band, Rare Earth. 


Since when has it been necessary to 
print “seat only” on our tickets? 
Robertson Memorial is primarily for 
athletic use and secondly a concert 
auditorium. The court might not lend 
atmosphere to concerts but it is there to 
stay until the end of the basketball season. 

Certainly, most students did not know 
the condition of the basketball court as 
they rushed down to join the crowd 
already forming. However, at the same time 
no one seemed to care! 

Even after being told the floor was 25 
years old and not made to support so much 
weight, the crowd was hesitant about 
leaving. Only when faced with the 
discontinuation of the concert did the 
audience return to their seats. The second 
court rush of the audience only seemed to 
emphasize the total thoughtlessness of 
everyone involved. 

Did anyone ever stop to consider what 
they were doing? Future Lecture Arts 
concerts for the year could have been 
jeopardized — the few we have. Over 
$10,000 was spent during the past summer 
to refurbish the court floor — $600 more 
has to be spent after Saturday night’s 
added performance. Can a concert only be 
made exciting by an asinine performance 
by the audience? 

Hopefully, the maturity of an audience 
in the Field House will never again have to 
be questioned as it must certainly have 
been Saturday night.

Smith - short in height 
but very long in points

There are not too many 6-5 
centers starting for major college 
basketball teams in today’s game, 
but even more unusual, there are 
even fewer that can average 20.7 
points per game while playing in 
the tough Missouri Valley 
Conference. 

Bradley’s Greg Smith, now in 
his second year as a Brave, is one 
of the oddities. The 6-5, 
220-pounder is the third leading 
scorer in the Valley, playing 
against the likes of New Mexico 
State’s 7-1 center Roland Grant. 

Smith, came to the Hilltop 
from East Aurora (Ill.) High 
School after leading the Tomcats 
to a third-place finish in the 1972 
Illinois High School Class AA 
basketball tournament. 

Smith was recruited by several 
universities, including Oregon, 
Iowa State, Colorado and Illinois, 
but chose to attend Bradley. 

“I had a better chance to play 
center here. Most of the other 
colleges which scouted me would 
have used me as a forward, a 
position which I had never played 
before.” 

The transition from top-notch 
high school player to starter for a 
Missouri Valley contender became 
a concern for Smith, who feels 
that the adjustment is a big one to 
make. 

‘The competition in the Valley 
is a lot more physical than many 
other conferences,” said Smith. 


“It’s very intense.” 

To gain the needed experience 
to be an effective player for 
Bradley, Smith saw double-duty 
as a freshman. As the center for 
the junior varsity, Smith scored an 
average of 25.8 points per per 
game, playing in the first five 
games. 

Most of the season was spent 
on the varsity squad where Smith 
was the fourth leading scorer with 
a 9.0 average. 

At his height, Smith is one of 
the shortest centers in the 
conference (only Rich Morsden of 
Wichita State at 64 is shorter). 
Smith, not a great jumper by any 
means, uses every inch of his 
height to the best of his ability. 

Basketball coach Joe Stowell 
said, “Greg makes up for a lack of 
size by having good basketball 
sense, getting the ball, beating his 
man to the basket, and overall 
shooting.” 

In conference games, Smith is 
shooting free throws at an 87 per 
cent clip and hitting 52 per cent 
of his shots from he field. 

While Smith is content with his 
own offensive play, he said, “I 
need to improve quite a bit on 
overall defense and as a 
rebounder.” 

Through the first eight 
conference games, Smith is 
averaging about four rebounds a 
game.

“I think,” said Stowell, “that 
for a kid that doesn’t have a lot of 
speed, Greg is very quick, and 
makes up for his physical 
disadvantages with hustle.” 

Fans at Bradley are not the 
only ones to realize the offensive 
excellence of Smith, which 
include 31-point games against 
Loyola and Tulsa. 

His play was recognized two 
weeks ago by the entire Missouri 
Valley Conference when he was 
named the Valley Player of the 
Week. Smith is also a contender 
for all-Valley honors. 

As Bradley contends for its 
first Valley crown since 1960, one 
of the more familiar and pleasant 
sights will be Smith getting a step 
ahead of his man just long enough 
to toss in a turn-around jumper or 
underhanded scoop shot.

First a few observations about the Big Valley . . . 

There have been surprises aplenty already in the Missouri 
Valley basketball race as the season turns the corner and 
heads into the homestretch. 

On the positive side, Bradley, picked by virtually everyone 
that is considered an expert to finish in the lower echelons of 
the Valley, has astounded everyone (including maybe even 
themselves) by making a serious bid for the championship. 

The negative surprises have been more plentiful. 

St. Louis and Drake were pre-season picks for dark horse 
contenders. These teams have never gotten out of the gate 
however, and going into weekend action they had a 
composite conference mark of 5-12. 

Tulsa committed the mortal sin of losing at home in early 
conference games and the Hurricane has never recovered, 
stumbling to a sub-.500 league mark. 

As their teams go down, many of the coaches are likely to 
follow. Bob Polk of St. Louis, plagued by internal problems 
and rapidly declining attendance, is rumored to be on the 
way out. Howard Stacey of Drake and Ken Hayes of Tulsa 
also may join the unemployment ranks at the end of this 
season. 

Despite all these surprises at least one factor has remained 
constant -- Louisville has never left its predicted spot atop the 
Big Valley. 

. . . and now a discouraging note on the college cage scene 


College basketball received a black eye last week, 
compliments of Morehead (Ky.) State University. 

Morehead coach Bill Harrell elected to forfeit any chances 
his team had of defeating Illinois State when they met Feb. 5 
in Normal. 

Harrell left his top six players, including all-American 
candidate Leonard Coulter, in Kentucky to practice and rest 
for Morehead’s two upcoming Ohio Valley Conference games 
against Murray State and Austin Peay on Feb. 9 and 11. 
Morehead was in the thick of the conference race at the time. 

ISU athletic director Milt Weisbecker called the game a 
“hoax on our fans” and said that he had contracted for a 
varsity game “not a junior varsity affair.” 

Weisbecker vowed to contact the Ohio Valley Conference 
commissioner, all the schools on Morehead’s schedule for the 
next two years, and the NCAA ethics committee. 

Amid all the controversy Harrell said he saw nothing 
wrong and stubbornly contended that the conference games 
were more important than any nonconference contest, 
regardless of the consequences. 

Chalk one up for the critics of college athletics .. . the 
ones that denounce the ‘win at any cost’ attitude that has 
infiltrated the fundamental nature of sport. 

But also chalk one up for the people who believe in the 
value of college athletics. 

Under fire from the press, and saying that the school’s 
administration had not supported him. Bill Harrell resigned 
Monday as basketball coach of Morehead State University.

’68, ’70 rights bills considered

A motion to put both the 
1968 and 1970 Student Bill of 
Rights up for student referendum 
in the March all-school elections 
was made by Rules and Judiciary 
Review Committee Chairman 
Steve Wittenborn at Monday’s 
Senate meeting. 

Neither bill has been ratified 
by both the student body and the 
administration and according to 
All-school President Chip Colletti, 
“Bradley students don’t have a 
bill that clearly defines student 
rights.” 

The motion, which was tabled 
due to lack of attendance at the 
meeting, also proposed that the 
bill go only to President Abegg for 
administration approval instead of 
University Senate and Abegg. 

Colletti reported that a 
committee has also been formed 
in University Senate to define 
faculty rights and responsibilities. 
In further Senate action, a motion 
by All-school Vice-president Barb 


Musielak to put Senate’s 
endorsement on the Equal Rights 
Amendment for women was 
passed. 

‘The amendment simply asks 
that nobody be discriminated 
against because of sex,” Musielak 
said.

was locked. 

Both times the men were 
scared away when noise they were 
making at the front door attracted 
the attention of fraternity 
residents, according to Glenn 
Gibisser, house president. 

The incidents at Sigma Nu and 
Tau Kappa Epsilon were not 
reported to Bradley security, 
according to Baer. 

A general description of 
possible suspects has been given to 
security by the fraternities that 
reported thefts, said Baer. Chi 
Omega sorority offered no suspect 
description. 

“From the descriptions, 
assuming they are accurate, it 
could be the same individuals are 
responsible for the thefts,” Baer 
said. “Perhaps they tried it once 
and then did it again because it 
worked.” 

Baer said reported theft of 
large physical objects to security 
is rare; most thefts are of money 
from purses and wallets. The 


substantial portion of the thefts at 
the two fraternities and the 
sorority were of physical goods, 
Baer noted. 

He added that many houses 
have door locks that do not work 
or often residents do not lock 
doors if they do work. Windows 
are sometimes broken or not 
locked, also making it easy for 
burglars to enter, Baer said. 

“It is surprising to me that this 
hasn’t happened more often 
because the houses are so open,” 
said Edward King, dean of men 
and advisor to the fraternities. 

“Something is going to have to 
be done to see that they are more 
secure. And that’s the 
responsibility of each house.” 

John Schadl, president of the 
President’s Council for Fraternal 
Affairs, said Baer will speak to the 
next meeting of his organization 
about ways to protect houses. 


Campaigning prohibited on dorm floors 


Door to door election 
campaigning in dormitories will 
not be permitted in the upcoming 
spring elections, according to 
Edward King, dean of men and an 
advisor to Senate. 

The announced restriction is 
being made as a result of 
complaints from dorm councils 
about disruptive campaigning 
activities on floors prior to the 
December election of freshmen 
senators. King said. The December 


balloting for the freshman seats 
was ordered by the Student 
Supreme Court in a case appealing 
the results of the Oct. 9 general 
election. 

Because no regulation in 
Senate’s election rules prohibits 
door to door campaigning Pat 
Biakauskas, elections committee 
chairman, said his committee will 
leave enforcement to the dean’s 
office. 

According to King, a 


regulation forbidding door to 
door campaigning in dorms used 
to be part of Senate’s elections 
rules. The regulation was adopted 
in the early 1960’s at the request of 
dorm residents and because of an 
incident in which a candidate was 
accused of theft in a room he had 
visited. 

“As election time came near, 
there would be six or seven 
persons on a floor campaigning 
and this was a distraction to the 


residents,” said King, explaining 
why the rule was adopted. 

He added that he had no 
knowledge of door to door 
campaigning in recent years. 

“It didn’t come to my 
attention through complaints so I 
was not aware of it,” he said. 

Candidates who want to reach 
dorm residents should arrange 
with dorm councils to hold 
debates in dorm lobbies and 
cafeterias, King said. 
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Locked doors investigated 


Field House Manager Jack 
Kuntz said he is looking into a 
complaint that several Field 
House doors were chained and 
padlocked after a Feb. 5 lecture 
there by Erich Segal. 

A letter was printed in the 
Scout last week from Carl J. 
Grimm III, Bradley student and 
former Peoria policeman, that 
stated that when he tried to leave 
the building after the talk, he 
found the doors locked. 

Grimm said that he understood 
that the locked doors were a 


“violation of city fire laws,” 
adding “This makes me recall the 
fire in France about the summer 
of 1971 in which a few hundred 
young people in a dance hall 
burned to death because the doors 
were chained and padlocked.” 

Kuntz denied an accusation in 
the letter that the university is 
“willfully trapping* people in the 
Field House.” He said he planned 
to me§t with Grimm concerning 
the letter to find out specifically 
which doors Grimm had found 
locked.

According to Kuntz, when 
only half of the Field House is 
used, as in the case of the Segal 
talk, doors are unlocked one hour 
before the start of the event, and 
chain-locked again only after 
people have left the building. 
Kuntz said that although he is 
usually responsible for making 
sure the doors are locked and 
unlocked, he was not in 
attendance at the Segal concert 
because he was ill. 

Grimm also said that he was 
under the impression that “the 
city requires a fireman or safety 
officer to be present at such a 
public meeting. I saw none.” E. J. 
Ritter, advisor of Lecture Arts, 
who sponsored the Segal lecture, 
said a fire marshall is only 
required at events where the 
public pays admission. 

“But if we’re holding a Bradley 
event and we know we’ll have a 
large crowd, we’ll hire fire 
marshalls anyway,” Ritter said, 
adding that only 300 people 
attended the Segal lecture.

Engraving program 
successful: Baer 


Operation Identification, a 
program designed to discourage 
theft and recover stolen items, is 
being called a success by David 
Baer, director of safety and 
security. 

Baer said that over 400 
students have participated in the 
program since it was begun last 
April, adding that, to his 
knowledge, there has never been a 
time when anyone connected with 
the program lost anything. 

Students involved with 
Operation Identification use an 
engraving pen supplied by the 
security office to mark valuable 
items with either their driver’s 
license or social security numbers. 

This serves a dual purpose, 
according to Baer, in that “besides 
helping people get back what they 
lose or what is stolen, it also helps 
an individual remember what he 
has. 

“Often a student doesn’t 
remember exactly what he had in 
his dorm room,” Baer explained 
“but if he joins this program, he’ll 


have a list of his valuables and can 
take inventory if he thinks 
something is missing.” 

Baer said the program also 
helps a person prove that 
something that is found actually 
belongs to him. “Otherwise, 100 
people will come in and claim a 
similar item,” he said. 

Baer said that, in addition to 
taking advantage of the Operation 
Identification program of 
engraving valuables, students 
should photograph smaller items 
that cannot be engraved. 

A student who wants to 
participate in the program is 
loaned an engraving pen by the 
security office, and given an 
operational handbook explaining 
how to use the pen, a window 
decal, and a car bumper sticker. 

“I’m happy with the program 
Baer said, “because it’s a service 
to the students, and even if only 
one participated, and it helped 
him, it’d be worth it.”

Recycling center aim of new group 


Establishing a newspaper 
recycling center on campus is the 
first goal of the recently formed 
Students for Environmental 
Action (SEA), according to club 
president Jan Zipnick. 

The club, presently composed 
of 25 members, has requested a 
truck trailer to collect 
newspapers be allowed to be 
parked behind Duryea Hall for a 
weekend sometime in April. The 
proposal was being considered by 
Vice-president for Business Affairs 
Joseph Mele and Bradley 
President Martin G. Abegg. 


The truck would be supplied 
by a local waste paper company, 
Zipnick said, and SEA would 
receive $20-25 a ton for the 
newspaper collected. The money 
would be used to pay for guest 
lecturers, environmental trips, and 
movies. 

After the newspaper recyling 
project is firmly established, we 
hope to expand to other areas,” 
she said. These areas could include 
recycling of other materials, 
clean-up projects, and working 
with the Sierra Club of Peoria and 
area high school groups. 


Zipnick said the Sierra Club 
had indicated a strong interest in 
SEA and had offered to help 
coordinate club activities. 

Activities planned for the near 
future include a lecturer from the 
Sierra Club and a talk on 
back-packing, both to be held 
sometime in April. 

The next meeting of the SEA 
is 7 p.m. Monday in Student 
Center 106. Advisors to the club 
are Dr. B. J. Mathis, chairman of 
the biology department, and 
Herbert Morris, chairman of 
computer science.

One of the main ways the 
Placement Office brings students 
together with possible employers 
is by scheduling visits of recruiters 
from industry. This year, 220 
recruiters have been scheduled to 
visit the campus.

Pardieck estimated that 90 per 
cent of recent graduating classes 
at Bradley have used the 
Placement Office’s services. 

Success in placement ranges 
from nearly 100 per cent in 
engineering and related fields to a 
low of 35 per cent in placing 
liberal arts graduates in business 
and industry, according to 
Pardieck. Economics and 
marketing graduates are placed 
approximately 75 per cent of the 
time and elementary and 
secondary education majors enjoy 
a success rate of 60-75 per cent.

institutions be accountable to 
those who fund them. 

One of the questions facing the 
commission was the choice of 
funding higher education through 
grants to institutions or 
scholarships to students. 

‘The commission studied the 
relative effects of funding the 
institutions or the students, and 
decided in order to assure greater 
accessibility and involvement in 
post secondary education, 
students must be funded,” said 
Engen. “Aid to institutions must

What are our rights ? 

“Bradley students don’t have a bill that clearly defines 
student rights,” All-school President Chip Colletti told Senate 
Monday. 

And why not? 

It seems that neither a 1968 nOr a 1970 version of the 
Student Bill of Rights was ever ratified-by the student body 
and given the approval of the administration. For too long, 
students have had nothing but an “understanding” with the 
deans’ offices about their rights. 

It seems a shame nothing further was done when the 
original bill of rights was rejected by an administration 
committee in the late 1960’s. Senate simply threw up its 
hands in disgust at the time and declared the provisions of 
the document “are in effect.” 

Now, finally, a member of Senate has taken the initiative 
to try to get the needed backing from both the students and 
the administration - to try to make a bill of rights mean 
something. And the Scout, along with most students, hopes it 
works. 

By putting both versions of the bill of rights up for 
referendum in the March elections, students can decide for 
themselves which one they want. And once this is 
determined, it is Senate’s job, as representatives of those 
students, to get the necessary support from the 
administration — support that would give these rights some 
teeth. 

The Scout hopes that enough senators are interested in the 
idea to at least attend the next Senate meeting. Since there 
wasn’t even a quorum at the Monday meeting, no official 
action could be taken. Another wasted week might make it 
too late.

Main 
support beams and cross-pieces 
were cracked and broken. 

If the crowd had stayed on the 
floor a little bit longer, the middle 
sections of the floor could 
possibly have collapsed under the 
weight. As it was, the damages, 
costing between $400-600, “have 


not impaired the total structural 
integrity of the floor,” as quoted 
from Jack Kuntz, field house 
manager. 

This incident has not happened 
since Jethro Tull 3 years ago. This 
must not happen again. We were 
fortunate that the group, Rare 
Earth, agreed to pay for the 
damages. 

What all this comes to is if 
there is continued smoking, the 
fire marshall may shut the 
concerts down forever and if the 
rush on to the gym floor occurs 
just once more, Lecture Arts has 
been told by the vice-president for 
business affairs there will be an 
end to the rock concerts at 
Bradley University. 

This means an end to major 
rock concerts since the Field 
House is the only large hall 
available in the Peoria area. No 
more major concerts in the Peoria 
area. Ev^r. 

This is our position. If we do 
not receive more cooperation 
from the crowd there will be no 
more concerts after the next one.

One Man's View 

Devil: symbol of evil 


Everytime I am on campus these days 
students ask questions about Satan, the 
power of evil, and exorcism. Perhaps this 
letter may serve as my personal reflection 
on these questions. 

Is the devil a real person or simply a 
symbol for the power of evil in the world? 
One does not have to look far to 
experience and believe in the power of evil 
in the world. It’s all around us and inside 
each one of us. Creation is a mixed bag of 
good and bad. But God didn’t bring about 
the bad. Christian revelation tells us that 
Satan and the will of man brought evil into 
the world by refusing to acknowledge their 
creatureliness, their dependence upon the 
Creator. 

Catholic tradition indicates that the 
devil is the personification of this power of 
evil in the world; that he is a real person. 
Liberal Protestant thought generally says 
the devil is just a symbol for evil. My 
thinking is that the devil must be real but 
theologians are going to have to do a lot of 
study to uncover what it means to say the 
devil is a “person.” Whatever that may 
mean, it would be a purely spiritual reality, 
not a person like you and me. 

Is diabolical possession fact or fancy? 
Perhaps many of the cases of diabolical' 
possession in Scripture and in the Middle 
Ages could today be diagnosed as some sort 
of physical or psychic illness, given our 
increased scientific knowledge of such 
things. Nevertheless, since illness and death 
have traditionally been seen as the effects 
of the power of evil in the world, such 
things could reasonably be attributed to 
Satan -- though not to diabolical possession 
of the affected person. 

Diabolical possession is very rare. It is 


or real person? 

when the power of evil or Satan takes over 
part of the person’s personality or body. 
This never completely destroys that 
personality nor does-it remove the person’s 
freedom entirely, though it does lessen 
responsibility during the period of 
possession. 

I think it is much more important to 
recognize the less obvious* but more 
devastating cases of demonic influence in 
our world than to spend much time 
thinking about the extremely rare cases of 
diabolical possession of an individual or a 
community. 

Wherever there is division among the 
family of mankind (whether caused by 
white or black) there is evidence of the 
work of the power of evil, of the devil, in 
my opinion. Wherever people use and abuse 
one another, wherever people do not 
respect the environment and abuse 
creation, wherever the rich keep getting 
richer and the poor, ' poorer - these are 
symptoms of the demonic around us and 
within us. 

Would that we would try to bring about 
a change in our hearts on these things. That 
would involve an “exorcism” really worth 
talking about! 

But if you are interested in the exorcism 
involved in cases of diabolical possession, 
the Newman Community is sponsoring a 
lecture-demonstration on “Satan and the 
Power of Evil”, Wednesday, at 8 p.m. in 
Baker Auditorium. Dr. Lester Brune, Dr. 
Thomas Pucelik, and I will make brief 
presentations and then take your questions.

there are attitudinal, 
socio-economic, and cultural 
problems that inhibit that kind of 
participation. Therefore, we need 
to deal with student attitudes,” 
said Engen. 

Most students surveyed 
indicated that they did not accept 
the generalization that higher 
education resulted in higher 
life-time income. 

Opportunity cost, income that 
could have been earned by 


students if they did not go to 
school, is another real cost aside 
from actual tuition that is a 
barrier to many students, Engen 
said. Among various cultural 
groups, higher education is not 
often encouraged Engen noted, 
but it sometimes is discouraged. 

“American Indians are socially 
chastised for going on to college 
because it is not a tradition. It’s 
totally against their cultural 
grain,” Engen said.

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BU soph swimmers different 
except in breaking records

The two agree on only one 
point—neither believes he is good 
enough to qualify for the United 
States Olympic team. 

But despite their backgrounds, 
despite their goals, despite their 
inability to agree on what event is 
their favorite, Bradley swimming 
standouts John Evers and Ed 

Siggelko have quite a bit in 
common. 

Evers is an out-of-state recruit 
of coach Jim Spink, a 1972 

graduate of Menomonee Falls 
(Wis.) North High School. 

Evers came to Bradley for 

three reasons. 

“I liked the engineering 
program, I liked the coach, and I 
got a full scholarship,” Evers 
recalled. 

“I was offered a partial 
scholarship at Wisconsin but 1 
didn’t feel that I would be able to 
swim there. 

“Actually I was headed for 

Northern Illinois but the coach 
there wanted me to swim the 
backstroke. He was only offering 
a partial ride. Now, N1U is looking 
for a butterflier.” 

While at Menomonee Falls 
North, Evers was a first-place 
finisher in the Wisconsin state 
meet a junior in the 100-yard 
breaststroke. 

As a senior in 1972, Evers 
dropped to fourth in the same 
event. “All the others got better, 
but I stayed the same,” he said. 

It was as a high school 
freshman that Evers got his 
swimming start. 

“A lifeguard at Menomonee 
Falls told me to go out for the 
team., I started out in the 
breaststroke because as a little kid 
I had always swam under water.” 

Ed Siggelko got his swimming 
start at the age of nine when his 
father pushed him into the water 
while living in Florida. Siggelko 
moved to Sylvania, Ohio and his 
high school had no swimming 
team, so he swam competitively in 
AAU meets and YMCA meets in 


nearby Toledo. 

Siggelko, a sophomore BMA 
major, was recruited by Georgia 
Tech, but enrolled at Bradley 
“because the rest of my famioy 
had gone to Georgia Tech and I 
wanted to go somewhere else.” 

Evers is the Bradley record 
holder in the 200-yard 
breaststroke. Siggelko, recruited 
mainly as a distance freestyler, 
holds records in the 500-yard 
freestyle, 1000-yard freestyle and 
200-yard backstroke. Quite a set 
of accomplishments for a pair of 
sophomores. 

Neither swimmer places much 
emphasis in record-setting. Both 
would rather see the team do well. 

Typical of this feeling is what 
Siggelko calls his greatest college 
swimming thrill. “It came in the 
Viking Olympics last week (won 
by Bradley 90-88 over Augustana 
when the final relay team, 
anchored by Siggelko, pulled out 
a big win). 1 was leading the final 
leg of the 400-yard relay when 
this Augustana guy kept getting 
closer and closer.” 

“I won by a head,” Siggelko 
continued, “but winning didn’t 
mean that much to me. It meant a 
lot to see all those guys happy and 
to know that I was a part of it.” 

Evers, laid off early in the 
season due to mononucleosis, has 
returned to action and is felling 
no after effects. 

“1 was sick in bed here for a 
week, then I went home and laid 
around for another week,” he 
recalled. “I felt better so I came 
back and swam.” 

Siggelko emphasized the 
importance of the new P.E. 
complex being constructed on the 
Bradley campus. “Geez, the pool 
will mean we’ll have to work a lot 
harder. It will mean we’ll have a 
lot better team because we’ll have 
more time to work out. It will 
also mean a lot to our recruiting.” 

The two swimmers feel that 
the U.S. Olympic Team is a dream 
neither can accomplish, even 
though Evers says, “My dad

Tourney-bound Memphis hits Field

Just a little over a year ago, 
Jan. 6, 1973, to be exact, 

Memphis State University brought 
to Peoria a basketball team that

The Bradley basketball team this year 
has played with an enthusiasm, a spirit, an 
intensity, that very few teams have 
exhibited. 

The squad plays defense like its very life 
depended on it. They draw charging fouls 
with little regard for life or limb. Above all 
they display that remarkably intangible 
quality called teamwork as it is rarely 
displayed. 

The best thing about the Braves, 
however, is that they have been successful,

more successful than anyone thought 
possible. 

Right at the zenith of all this success 
comes a discouraging note - the heart of 
the team may be leaving. Joe Stowell may 
retire as basketball coach after this season. 

If ever a team epitomized a coach’s 
philosophy, then this Bradley team mirrors 
StowelPs. Every aspect of offensive and 
defensive basketball as played by Bradley 
this year is right from the Joe Stowell 
coaching philosophy. 

But Joe Stowell says that the frustration 
may finally be too great. 

It has nothing to do with the team - 
indeed Stowell says that few teams have 
played as hard or accomplished as much as 
this one. 

Also there is not another coaching job in 
the offing. At least not right now. It all 
boils down to frustration. 

“I am very seriously considering 
retirement,” said Stowell earlier in this 
week, “probably more seriously than ever 
before.” 

Stowell cites two major sources of 


frustration as his reason for retiring as 
Bradley coach. 

“For one thing recruiting really is 
getting frustrating,” said Stowell. 

“It used to be we could go out and get a 
real blue chip player solely on the 
attributes of our basketball program and 
school. Now our facilities have fallen 
behind those of other schools. 

“But this is not the worst. Now you 
have to offer a kid a car, or some clothes, 
or even money as a means of recruiting. 

“This is upsetting because I know I can 
recruit, but now I’m at a disadvantage 
because I won’t cheat or overlook the 
rules.” 

The other frustration is one that has 
plagued Stowell for some time. 

“I don’t like to dwell on this too much, 
but money is another frustration. Some of 
the other coaches in the Valley are making 
$5,000 more than me. I’ve been here for 
nine years so that adds up to $45,000. 
Sometimes I just don’t think it is worth it.” 

Stowell will make no decision for sure 
until around the end of March. Right now 
his plans would be, if he retires, to stay on 
at Bradley as a teacher and in an 
administration capacity connected with the 
new P.E. complex, Haussler Hall. 

“There has been no big external pressure 
on me to do this,” said Stowell. “Of course 
there was some criticism last year, but I 
don’t think it was anything that wouldn’t 
be considered normal for the job.” 

Athletic director Chuck Orsborn said 
that no move has been made on his part to 
find a successor in the case that Stowell 
does quit, and that any names that may 
have been dropped are nothing more than 
pure speculation. 

As Bradley’s season winds down to its 
conclusion, probably in a post-season 
tournament, Stowell’s remarks detract 
slightly from what has otherwise been a 
very exciting year.

Combines journalism , speech 

Radio-TV major to 
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Admission applications fall, Nothdurft tells Senate

Bradley’s Dean of Admissions 
Orville Nothdurft reported that 
applications for admission are 
down 25 per cent from predicted 
figures this year, but described his 
outlook as “cautiously 
optimistic” when he spoke at 
Monday’s Student Senate 
meeting. 

Nothdurft attributed Bradley’s 
decreased enrollment primarily to

the rise in popularity of two-year 
and vocational schools, economic 
uncertainties, and elimination of 
the draft. 

“Relative to other private 
schools, Bradley is not 
expensive,” he said, “and I am 
very proud of its academic 
quality. State and private schools 
are all having enrollment and 
quality problems, and the drop in 
those two areas here has been very 


slight compared to other 
institutions.” 

Nothdurft also expressed his 
thanks to Senate for its efforts in 
recruitment and community 
relations. 

“I commend your positive 
attitude and I feel the leadership 
represented by this Senate is the 
best I have ever seen,” he 
commented. 

Monday marked the last 
meeting for the 1973-74 Senate, 
so All-school President Chip 
Colletti commented on his 
administration. 

‘The new positive attitude of 
Senate is the greatest and most 
important improvement we’ve 
made,” he said. 

‘The administration has been 
pleased with us and I think we’ve 
done a good job. I’m also very 
proud of our progress in 
academics. A lot was 
accomplished with 
pre-registration, the academic 


calendar, and honors thesis.” 

Colletti also expressed his 
admiration for the Board of 
Trustees. 

“Sitting in on the Board of 
Trustees meeting really helped me 
to understand the workings of this 
university,” he said. ‘The 
members of that board are 
genuinely concerned about the 
students and I have the greatest 
respect for them.” 

In other Senate action, Colletti 


announced the formation of a 
non=Senate committee to advise 
the Counseling Center on how to 
better meet student needs in 
the area of counseling. 

A motion by Communications 
Committee Chairman Martin 
McConohay to grant $60 for the 
funding of a Student Services 
Handbook was also passed on 
Monday. 

The handbook, devised by the 
committee, will contain 


information on 24 agencies who 
offer hundreds of services to the 
student body, according to 
McConohay. 

“Some of the services offered 
include veteran, health, legal and 
social services,” McConahay said. 
“Most are free and some involve 
minimal fees which are waived if 
students are unable to pay.” 

The handbooks will be 
distributed at registration in the 
fall. 


Food service committee narrows field; 
group sets May 1 deadline for decision 


The Senate food service 
committee has narrowed down its 
choices to two companies, 
according to chairman Barb 
Musielak. But she added, 
“Because there are so many 
questions that need to be 
answered in the minds of 
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committee members we feel the 
need to do more research.” 

The group meets about twice a 
week and is engaged in in-depth 
contractual examinations, further 
discussions, and other 
business-oriented work. 

“On or before May 1 the final 
decision will be announced and 
the reasons for that decision will 
be presented to the student 
body,” said Musielak. 

The deadline for a decision was 
tentatively set for the end of 
February, and according to 
Musielak, the committee “did 
everything in its power to meet 
that deadline. But with such a 


serious question to consider, one 
that is important and vital to the 
students, we felt that the time 
limit should not be our most 
important consideration.” 

“There will not be a drastic 
change in food,” Musielak told in 
Student Senate Monday. 
“Institutional food is the same 
everywhere. We’re doing the best 
we can to meet the students’ 
needs.” 

The food service contract will 
be made for an initial two-year 
period, and renewal will be based 
on the company’s performance 
during this time. Terms may be 
modified when the final contract 
is negotiated.

specific area, you don’t rely 
anymore on just 40 members of 
Senate to take full responsibility 
for problem solving.” 

Baroni also contends that the 
university has no right to infringe 
upon student rights to maintain 
order. He cited specifically a 
clause in the housing contract 
which states that the university 
has the right to move a student to 
preserve order. 

Baroni said he felt the Student 
Supreme Court should be 
autonomous, and it “should not 
have to answer to the 
administration.” 


He believes there is a need to 
define the responsibilities of the 
Board of Trustees at Bradley, 
saying “since students are paying 
for 80 per cent of the cost of 
running it, Bradley University 
should not be confidential.

Mike McClintock, chairman of 
the Committee for the 
re-establisment of the BU Model 
UN said the committee is 
presently working on an agenda 
for the all-day session, sponsored 
by the International Affiars 
Organization (IAO). He explained 
that the meeting will give students 
and the public a chance to observe 
the procedures of a mock United 
Nations. 

“The session would place 
students as delegates and hopefull 
allow them to express themselves 
as part of the countries they 
represent,” he said. 

“Students don’t take an active 
interest in international affairs 
and the Model UN will help get 
them involved in national policy 
and foreign relations.” 

McClintock said three or four 
choices of countries should be 
submitted to the IAO office, 
Morgan Hall 406, in case some 
have already been taken. Deadline 
for requests is March 29 because,

Spring election 
choices limited 

One petition was filed for the black senator seat. It was 
ruled invalid because Senate’s Elections Committee found 
that the candidate was not registered as a black student. 

So no name will appear on Wednesday’s ballot for that 
position. 

The field running for all-school secretary was slightly more 
crowded. Two candidates filed petitions, one chose to 
withdraw, and now one candidate will be on the ballot for an 
all-school office. 

Not much competition for a job that was worth a $450 
tuition remission this year. 

One student is on the ballot for off campus senator when 
there are two positions to fill. Senior class positions, CAAB 
representatives, and Lovelace senator have only as many 
candidates on the ballot as there are seats to fill. 

So for a lot of “contests”, there won’t be much of a 
choice — either select who is on the ballot, enter write-in 
candidates, or don’t vote for the positions. 

One major exception to the no-choice situation is the 
president/vice president slot. This is an improvement over last 
year when students could vote for either two serious 
candidates on one ticket or else elect a graduating senior 
campaigning in a bunny-rabbit suit whose first choice for a 
running mate was his dog. 

Clearly, students had a choice last year. They could vote 
for the serious candidates or select the opposition — 
endorsing student government by farce. 

Fortunately for student government. Chip Colletti and 
Barb Musielak won a landslide victory. 

This year, certainly both presidential tickets are in earnest 
and both presidential candidates seem to have been lobbying 
and campaigning for a long, long time. 

Nevertheless it is hard to find an issue, a point of 
philosophy, that separates the two. And neither candidate 
impresses the Scout as being particularly able to carry out 
what seems to be the same platform. 

So this publication can endorse neither ticket and will 
offer no endorsements for any other candidates. 

The Scout can only urge each student to vote Wednesday 
and follow his own conscience.

The Feb. 22 edition of the 
Scout provided extremely poor 
coverage of the AWS Women’s 
Week activities.

There probably isn’t a 
basketball locker room in the 
country, that at one time or 
another, hasn’t contained this 
phrase or a variation of it:

“Even though I’m not 7-1, it 
helps our guys if I assume his 
mannerisms.

Tournaments of all kinds have been the news around 
Bradley lately. 

The Braves have clinched second place in the Missouri 
Valley Conference and, depending on the outcome of this 
week’s games, they are still solidly in the running for the 
championship. 

A bit of clarification on when and where the Braves may 
play would probably be helpful. 

Bradley has virtually clinced a berth in the Conference 
Commissioners’ Association Tournament (CCA) which will 
be played at the Arena in St. Louis on March 14-18. 

Nine conferences have signed contracts to participate in 
this affair for conference runnersup, with the most notable 
exception being the powerful Atlantic Coast Conference. 

The tourney committee will award berths to eight of the 
runnersup. Even without the Atlantic Coast rep, the CCA can 
present an imposing field with names like Michigan, Southern 
California, Vanderbilt, and Davidson. These teams all will 
probably finish second (although some may come out on 
top) in their respective conferences. 

Should the Braves win the rest of their conference games 
as well as the ensuing playoff which would probably be 
necessary, they could advance to the NCAA Midwest 
Regional in Tulsa, Okla. 

The regional will be held on March 13-16. In addition to 
the Valley champion, other eligible teams would include the 
Big Eight champ, the Southwest Conference winner, and 
three independents. 

An earlier Bradley conqueror, Creighton, will be awarded 
one of the independent berths with Syracuse and Oral 
Roberts garnering the other spots. 

The winner of the regional then advances to the NCAA 
Finals in Greensboro, N.C., the following weekend. 

The timing of these tournaments is roughly the same as 
Bradley’s spring break this year, and provides students with 
an excellent chance to travel as well as see some good 
basketball.

Louisville handed the Braves a 
74-65 loss Dec. 22, and Bradley 
has been waiting for the return 
match ever since.

Both Murphy 
and Bridgeman were unanimous 
pre-season all-Valley choices after 
being named to the all-conference 
team last season.

Stud streakers strike swiftly!

With chants of “April first, 
April first,” filling the air, what 
organizers called the biggest Greek 
streak ever, came to an end 
around midnight Wednesday. 

Ten minutes earlier, about 180 
fraternity men had come running 
naked, most with boxer shorts 
clutched in their fists, from near 
the Theta Xi fraternity house on 
Fredonia, across Bradley Avenue, 
to the ODK Circle, and back to 
the Lambda Chi Alpha House on 
Bradley. 

A crowd estimated at 2,500, 
•mostly students, lined the 
streakers’ path, cheering them on 
with whistles and applause. 

Despite coaxing from both 
runners and spectators, no women 
were reported to have participated 
in the streak. 

After the streak, one participant 
shouted “Let’s hear it for April 
first when every person on 
Bradley campus, including the 
sororities, are gonna come out.” 

Streakers were reported to 
have entered a restaurant near 
campus. 

Another incident occured as 
spectators blocked traffic on 
Bradley Avenue. A Peoria . 
policeman asked that they “please 
keep the streets free. 

“What you do on the Bradley 
campus is up to the Bradley 
Security,” he said. “We’re gonna 
try to cooperate with you if you’ll 
try to cooperate with us.” 

When asked what he thought 
of the excitement, another 
policeman remarked, 
“Outstanding.” 

Organizers of the streak, Rick 
Scardino, John Schadl, and Bob 
Grotto said Greeks had been 
streaking on the Bradley campus 


for 10 years, adding that streaking 
was only now beginning to get 
widespread notice around the 
country. 


The group also issued a streak 
challenge to any university or 
college that would compete with 
Bradley. 



It was a week for revelling in the sunlight and under the stars 
for daring streakers on campus. Isolated streaks finally 
culminated in an all-Greek streak late Wednesday night in 
which 180 men participated.

Get it down 

We can change the world. 

Rearrange the world. . . 

. . . Rules and regulations who needs them? 

Throw them out the door. 

Senate seems to have taken the message in Crosby, Stills, 
Nash, & Young’s song “Chicago” to heart. There’s been some 
changin’ and rearrangin’ in Senate’s constitution. 

A former chairman of Rules Committee has found three 
amendments passed last year that have not been typed into 
the latest draft of the constitution. 

The outgoing all-school officers and senators close to the 
situation are of the opinion that any omitted amendments 
are still legally part of the constitution. The chief justice of 
the Supreme Court says that contention would be an 
interesting question for the Court to decide. 

Actually, not all of the outgoing all-school officers and 
senators responsible for the constitution agree that anything, 
in fact, has been omitted; but they do concede that some 
might not have been included in its latest draft. Not many of 
them have shown much interest in investigating the matter, 
though. 

It seems strange that an elected body such as Senate, 
which is supposed to be regulated by rules, would take so 
lightly additions and deletions to the very document that 
governs it. 

One would think that Senate would show more concern in 
giving itself the appearance of legitimacy and credibility. 

Dean of Men Edward King, advisor to Senate, recently 
said he has seen more constitutional changes by omissions in 
new drafts than by referendums and legislative action. He 
said that more in jest than anything else. 

But then he enforced a ban on campaigning on dormitory 
floors in the just completed election because a regulation that 
used to prohibit floor campaigning seems to have 
disappeared, King said. 

With all the projects and activities Senate is engaged in - 
campus/community exchanges, housing investigation, 
selecting a new food service - it should not forget to clean its 
own house. 

The three amendments and any other omissions in the 
latest draft should be assembled and stenciled off. If they are 
not, because of the turnover in leadership in Senate, the 
amendments will probably be lost and forgotten in the faded 
minutes of past meetings.

The decision was not a question of 
financial, technical, or staffing difficulty. 
The magazine has a very solid budget well 
within the capacity needed for producing a 
high quality publication. All typesetting 
has been done and carefully controlled by 
the Bradley Review staff members on a 
specially rented IBM typewriter and this 
copy was to be sent to a ver^ cooperative 
printer who was found after a three week 
search among forty-five different printers 
throughout the Peoria area. 

The single reason for postponing the 
publication was that there was not a 
sufficient amount of quality material 
submitted for print. 

Upon the advisement from members of 
the magazine staff, its faculty advisor and 
with the opinions of the submitted material 
given by the chairmen of both the 
Department of English and the School of 
Art, it was determined that if the Bradley 
Review were published as it were, it would 
have been an embarassment to the 
University. 

The fact that the publication is not 
going to press this semester is in itself an 
embarassment, or more specifically - an 
indictment. 

As editor of the Bradley Review it is my 
opinion that the credibility of this 
university in its function as an institute of 
higher learning (especially in the fine arts) 
is in doubt, if the material we received is all 
that it'can produce. 

The School of Art has told me that the 
graphics which we received were not 
“representative” of their departments. This 
may be true, as much of the submitted 
work was done by people outside the 
School of Art. 

But why then did the art majors not 
participate more actively? The answer I 
have received is that no one in Duryea Hall 
knew anything about the magazine, 
regardless of the fact that there have 
already been three articles in the Scout 
concerning the magazine and that I 
personally hung up many of a total 800 
posters which made their way about the 
campus, including the art building. 

There was an equally poor showing in 


written material; few English major 
participated and only a few student! 
currently taking a creative writing cours 
bothered to submit material. 

We cannot expect professional writinj 
or art work, but there must be bettd 
material coming out of Bradley Universit 
Where are the rest of the good writers a 
artists? Without a better turnout I cannot 
justify the expenditure of our budget on a 
mere pamphlet of simply “acceptable* 
work. 

Perhaps, in the long run, the failure of 
past attempts and the lack of enthusiasm in 
this publication suggests that Bradley 
University does not deserve a magazine. 

This postponement may extend the 
apathy and skepticism, and I do not meai 
to alienate the students who did 
contribute - but where are the rest? I am 
advised that I shall be damned for this 
decision either way - not to publish wil 
bring as many cries as going ahead with 
what we have. 

But to publish the meager amount we 
have at this time will be a serious mistake, 
would rather see this indictment now, 
instead of an embarassment in the future! 

This decision, then, narrows to 
question of whose interest I am serving: the 
magazine’s, the students’, or the 
university’s. 

The magazine’s interest is in promoting 
the rewarding good art work and writing; 
this interest is served by the decision that 
there was not enough good material upon! 
which to base a critical acceptance. 

The students’ immediate interest is not 
served, however, but only in respect to 
those few who did submit material in good 
faith; to our present contributors I extend 
my apologizes. 

But it is the university’s interest, which 
really encompasses both the magazine’s and 
students’ concerns, that is best served. 

I refuse to allow Bradley University’s 
recognition to lie only in the fact that it 
supports a noted basketball team. 

A university is more than that.

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Dick Gregory: ‘America is 
pretzels, popcorn, beer, fear’

For the first half hour the 
Field House crowd of 700 was 
laughing at the jokes rolled off by 
the bearded comic on the stage. 

It spent the next 90 minutes 
thinking. 

Dick Gregory, comedian- 
activist, came to Bradley Tuesday 
night, and brought with him the 
eyes of a man locked in a glass 
cage overlooking America for 42 
years — eyes obviously disgusted 
by what they have seen. 

‘The whole world watched the 
way we dealt with our kids in the 
60’s,” Gregory said. “We called 
out the army, marched them on 
the college campuses, and 
teargassed them and clubbed them 
and shot them to death until the 
whole world knew that America 
was crazy.” 

But, Gregory said, the only 
people who can save the country 
now, who can turn it around, are 
the young people. “You have the 
all-important task of getting 
sanity back to an insane nation,” 
he said. 

Gregory spoke out against 
Nixon and American society with 


sharp satire concerning Watergate, 
rising food prices, and pollution, 
both physical and moral. 

‘This country is being torn 
apart on two sides — he said. 
“We’re morally bankrupt on one 
side, and on the other side nature 
is moving in on us.” 

He said that Americans have 
violated nature ever since they 
first landed on Plymouth Rock, 
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adding, ' 
is about 
us.”

What were jokes about the 
administration at the beginning of 
the talk, later became serious 
attacks. 

“I didn’t know how crazy I 
was until last year,” Gregory said. 
“Last year I paid $23,000 income 
tax and Dick Nixon paid $700.

Gregory was against the war in 
Vietnam; the whole world knows 
that Dick Nixon was for the war. I 
buy $23,000 worth of napalm and 
he buys $700 worth of napalm.” 

Gregory said that, unlike a lot 
of people, he’s not afraid of 
Nixon.

“Dick Nixon is just a 
home-grown American boy,” 
Gregory said. “Whether we like it 
or not, every belief and attitude 
Dick Nixon has, he didn’t only 
learn them in this country, but 
nurtured and developed them 
under this system. 

“America is an insane, 
degenerate, unethical, theiving, 
gangster nation. Why not have a 
president that reflects your 
country?” 

Gregory said the biggest reason 
Nixon was elected was because he 
appeals to the fears in Americans. 
‘That’s America today,” he said, 
“pretzels, popcorn, beer, and 
fear.” 

He said that people have been 
talking a lot recently about 
impeaching the president, and 
added that when they think about 
that, they have also got to think 
about impeaching the Nixon in 
themselves. 

America, Gregory said, has 
made young people the “new 
niggers” in our country. 

“Sure want to thank you new 
niggers,” Gregory said, “you 
really took a lot of pressure off 
us.” 

He added that most young 
people don’t realize that they’re 
the new niggers,but then, “neither 
did we when it was our, time. 

“They are talking about you 
today just like they used to talk 
about us,” he said. ‘They say 
‘what’s wrong with them, what do 
they want, who do they think 
they are - just lazy shiftless, 
don’t want to work — they just 
want to be hitchhiking all the 
time.’ 

“One thing about America, 
anytime it decides you’re the 
nigger, you’re the nigger, nigger, 
whether you know you’re the 
nigger or not.” 

Gregory said the only way 
things will get better is if people 
are willing to sacrifice a little of 
themselves for the good of the 
country. He asked if those who 
were planning on going into 
medicine, teaching, or law would 
be strong enough to assist the 
people who couldn’t afford their 
services, as well as those who 
could afford them.

CLEP offers credit 
for incoming frosh

Over 200 freshmen have 
participated in the College Level 
Examination Program (CLEP) and 
received six or more hours of 
credit apiece, said Dr. Donald 
Albanito, Dean of the College of 
Continuing Education. 

The CLEP was started two 
years ago at Bradley, but only 21 
students took advantage of the 
program. “In 1972 we didn’t 
publicize the tests. The real 
attempt to publicize for entering 
freshmen was last year,” said 
Albanito. 

Up to six hours of credit may 
be earned in each of the five 
following areas: English 
Composition, Humanities, 
Mathematics, Natural Sciences, 
and Social Sciences. Cost of a 
single General Examination is $15 
and $30 for two or more. 

Students may earn another 30 
hours by taking Subject 
Examinations in a specific area. 
Cost for each exam is $ 15. 

According to Albanito, the 
CLEP offers to anyone interested 
in college a chance to earn credit

“It is also an opportunity 
get bright people on the Bradii 
campus for three years.

The University Senat 
authorized the use of the CLEP 
Bradley on October 21, 1971. Th 
tests were first given early 
next year. At that time, partii 
credit could be earned. 

“Before, if a student had take 
the General Examination f 
English and had already taken 
basic 3 hour course in Englisll 
they could still earn up to 3 houi 
credit. But we’ve stopped thi 
because we feel it affect 
performance on the test and 
national norms,’’ explains 
Albanito. 

The General Examinatioi 
which is given on the Thursday c 
every month which falls betwee 
the 13th and the 19th, are 
based on a particular curriculiu 
or course of study, said Albanito 
but emphasize understanding 
basic principles and concepts 
each general area. 

The Subject Examinations 
which are administered on thi 
Friday which falls between thi 
14th and 20th, are similar 
finals or end of course tests in ai 
undergraduate course and stres 
application of basic concepts. 

Special arrangements wer 
made this summer to give the test 
to interested incoming freshmej 
at orientation. As a result, 2L 
freshmen took one or more of thi 
General Examinations, as oppose 
to 21 students the year before. 

“The main advantage of th( 
CLEP program is that it is a waj 
to give people a chance to sho^ 
that they have the equivalent 
some college education even 
they’ve never been in college. The 
learning needed to score well or 
the CLEP tests can be gained 
through any number of avenues 
said Albanito.

Tutoring programs provide ‘extra’ help for students

Most students need extra help 
in their classes at one time or 
another. In addition to review 
sessions, st ud en t-teacher 
conferences, videotapes in the 
library, and graduate assistants in 
labs, some departments have set 
up tutoring programs to give 
students more personalized help. 


For the most part, teachers, 
tutors, and students say the 
programs have worked. 

Tutoring programs have been 
established by the math, physics, 
accounting, construction, 
mechanical technology, computer 
science, political science, and 
English departments. The College 
of Engineering and the School of 


Tutoring Programs Presently Offered 


Math: Math majors are available 
for tutoring on Sunday, Monday, 
and Wednesday from 7-10 p.m. in 
Lovelace 121 and on Tuesday and 
Thursday from 2:30-4 p.m. in 
Bradley 316. 

Physics: The Society of Physics 
Students offers free tutoring for 
students in Physics 100, 104, 200, 
201, and 202. A list of tutors’ 
names and phone numbers is 
posted between Olin Hall 38 and 
39. 

Accounting: The Accountancy 
Honor Society tutors students on 
Wednesdays from 6-8 p.m. in 
Baker 404. 

Construction: Members of Sigma 
Lambda Chi, the construction 
honorary fraternity, tutor 
students on an appointment basis. 
They will be publishing a list of 
tutors’ names and phone 
numbers. 

Computer Science: Tutoring is 
available most days from 1-5 p.m. 
in Bradley 102. 

Mechanical Technology: Graduate 
assistants or faculty members in 
the mechanical technology 
department hold two group 


tutoring sessions a week. Times 
are announced in classes. 

Political Science: The Political 
Science department has a list of 
tutors available for anyone who 
wants help. These juniors and 
seniors will tutor by appointment. 

English: The English Department 
operates a Writing Center in 
Bradley 402. Ramona Gibbs is 
available every weekday to help 
both students and persons from 
the community seeking help. 

Music: Phi Mu Alpha and Sigma 
Alpha Iota, the music fraternity 
and sorority, provide a tutoring 
service for all students as part of a 
project. The tutors’ names are 
posted on the bulletin boards on 
the second and third floors of 
Constance Hall Any music majors 
or music appreciation students 
needing help should contact one 
of the tutors for an appointment. 

Engineering: Tutoring for all 
engineering students is held on 
Tuesdays from 2-5 p.m. and on 
Sunday through Thursday from 
7-10 p.m. in Lovelace 121. The 
tutoring is done by junior arcl 
senior engineering and math 
majors. Additional hours can be 
arranged if students request them. 


Music also offer tutoring. 

Most of the student tutors are 
upperclassmen majoring in the 
field that they tutor. Some of the 
tutoring programs have been set 
up by honorary fraternities, 
sororities, or organizations in 
response to faculty and student 
requests. The tutors answer 
specific questions or explain 
general concepts on a one to one 
basis or in a small group setting. 

Students find out about the 
tutoring services mainly through 
freshman and sophomore classes 
or through notices posted on 
bulletin boards. Teachers 
encourage students to seek 
tutoring if they need it. 

“I have recommended a good 
number of students to go over for 
tutoring,” said Dr.'Walter E. Short 
of the mechanical engineering 
department. “Sometimes the 
faculty are not in their offices 
when the student needs help. 
Tutoring provides another outlet 


for them.” 

Tom Cummins, a student 
accounting tutor for two years, 
also thinks the sessions are helpful 
to the students. “It’s more than 
worthwhile for the student to 
come in. It’s better to ask for help 
than to spend a lot of time trying 
to do the problems yourself,” he 
said. “I hear a lot of squawking 
from students if the accounting 
majors don’t come in.” 

While teachers and tutors have 
heard favorable comments from 
those who have used the help, 
they feel that the programs would 
be more successful if more 
students would take advantage of 
the tutoring. Unless there is an 
upcoming test, only a small 
number of students usually come 
in, according to most of the 
tutors. 

“I think more kids should use 
the help offered,” said Pat 
Heffron, a physics tutor. 
“Sometimes kids think they’re 


imposing on us. But we’ll tell 
them if we’re really busy, and 
we’ll try to arrange another time,” 
she added. 

Most of the tutors enjoy 
working with the students. John 
Kouns, a construction tutor, said, 
“I personally enjoy it. I think that 
a teacher can’t always give the 
student exactly the explanation or 
answer he wants. The tutors seem 
to be able to understand the 
student’s problems. Maybe it’s 
because we’re closer to the same 
age.” 

Tutors do have some 
suggestions to help the student get 
more out of the programs. Dick 
Miller, a math tutor, said, 
“Students should come in as soon 
as they find they have a problem 
and not wait until they are three 
chapters behind. We would 
appreciate it if people would try 
the problems before they come in 
and if they would have their 
questions ready,” he added.

The Rare Earth Concert, held 
Feb. 9 in the Field House, was the 
first sellout rock concert 
approximately in five years at 
Bradley, Thompson said. Of the 
$30,000 gross from ticket sales, 
$2,500 went to pay for producing 
the concert, and the remaining 
$27,500 was divided with 90 per 
cent going to the promoter and 10 
per cent to Lecture Arts. The 
promoter is in charge of paying 
for the group and is in charge of 
getting the group through an 
agency. 

The $8,000 loss on Loggins 
and Messina was the biggest 
setback on Lecture Arts records, 
said Thompson, adding that low 
attendance was the reason for the 
loss. 

Because the committee does 
not have a budget for concerts, it 
has to depend on ticket sales and 
concentrate on “breaking even,” 
said Bobbie Applegate, Student 
Center program director. 

“If one concert loses money 
the next one has to make up for 
it,” she said. 

Thompson said that Lecture 
Arts is given $5,950 from Student 
Activities Budget Review 
Committee for speakers and other 
presentations that are presented 
free to the public; however, it has 
already spent over twice that 
amount. 

“The reason we’ve planned 
things this way is because we 
consider it a service to the 
students and the community. One 
lecture by Erich Von Daniken, 
was planned on the spur of the 


moment, and that alone cost us 
$2,500,” Thompson said. 

He said that most speakers cost 
about $1,500 each and the 
program is usually planned at the I 
beginning of the year by members 
of Lecture Arts. 

There were about ten 
presentations planned for this 
year, including a movie and light 
show, a theatre group and piano 
recital. Concerts are planned and 
voted on by about 40 committee 
members at general monthly 
meetings. 

Thompson explained that the 
money lost from the speakers and 
presentations was made up for 
from the money made on 
concerts. He added, “I think we’ 
probably break even at the end of 
the year.” 

If Lecture Arts is in debt for 
two consecutive semesters, 
Applegate said that it would be 
allowed to take the amount of 
money it needs from a reserve 
fund which has been built up over 
the years. The fund is in an 
account in Swords Hall and 
consists of the yearly profits of 
Lecture Arts from past years.

Goldie Brown feels “Richard 
Nixon’s actions alone are 
sufficient to call him a tyrant; he 
can’t be trusted.” 

Since October, Brown, a 
42-year old Peoria housewife, has 
been engaged in a door-to-door 
campaign to gather signatures for 
petitions advocating impeachment 
of the President. Her home at 
2819 W. Malone St. is the local 
headquarters for the Committee 
to Impeach the President. 

“People don’t realize that 
impeachment is as much a part of 
the Constitution as voting,” said 
Brown, motioning with her hands 
to emphasize her conviction. “It’s 
just that people think of 
impeachment as a bad word.” 

Brown and about 50 volunteers 
have collected 12,000 signatures 
in the Peoria area. The petitions 
will be mailed to the state 
headquarters of the committee 
located in Evansto n befo re being 
sent to the national office of the 


Committee to Impeach the 
President in Washington, D.C. 

Eventually, she said, petitions 
from all over the country will be 
assembled in Washington and 
presented to Congressman Peter 
Rodino (D-N.J.), chairman of the

bombing of Cambodia without 
the consent of Congress was in 
violation of Article 1, Section 8 of 
the Constitution. She also cited 
Nixon’s impounding of funds 
appropriated by Congress and his 
approval of the Huston Plan in 
July 1971 which permitted 
burglary and surveillance of 
private citizens (later dropped by 
recommendation of J. Edgar 
Hoover, the late director of the 
FBI). 

One of the major obstacles in 
collecting signatures, said Brown, 
is that most people believe 
impeachment means automatic 
removal from office. However, 
impeachment is only a 
congressional indictment saying 
the President shall defend himself 
against accusations in a Senate 
trial. 

She has received a number of 
mail inquiries about her work and 
not all of it has been favorable. 

“If I knew as much about 
politics as you,” went the text of 
one unsigned letter, “I’d shut my 
mouth and bury my head.” 

Despite detractors attempts to 
sway her, she still feels there is a 
good chance that the President 
will be impeached. 

Brown cited the victory of a 
Democratic candidate two weeks 
ago in a Michigan Congressional 
district that voted Republican 
since 1910. The balloting was a 
special election to fill Vice 
President Gerald Ford’s vacated 
seat. 

“Either Nixon goes or a lot of 
Republican Congressmen will go,” 
said Brown.

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Pocket calculators gain wider acceptance as prices fall

“The major disadvantage to 
pocket calculators,” says Terry 
Perkins, an electrical engineering 
major at Bradley who uses a slide 
rule, “is that they make you lazy. 

“Tve seen guys divide numbers 
by 10 on them which is lazy. You 
should do stuff like that in your 
head.” 

Over 50 companies in the 
United States and Canada 
produced about 1.2 million 
calculators last year. 

The Bradley Bookstore, which 
has been selling calculators for 
about one and a half years, has 
sold about 100 of them to 
students, according to Mori 
Brenkman, assistant manager. The 
Bookstore’s biggest problem has 
been getting enough to meet 
demand. 

Perkins, a sophomore who lives 
in Lovelace Hall, feels the major 
drawback to using a slide rule is 
that it doesn’t place the decimal 
point. Numbers have to be 
converted into scientific notation 
(exponent form) to determine an 
approximate answer so the 
position of the decimal point can 
be placed correctly in the answer 
from the slide rule. 

Calculators are also valuable in 
solving very complicated 
problems, reduce chances of 
making simple mistakes, and are 
extremely accurate. 


Accuracy is not always an 
advantage, as Perkins said, “some 
teachers don’t like to see answers 
to 12 places.” 

Perkins added that he is 
planning to buy a calculator 
sometime before next September 
because prices keep on falling. 

Since their introduction on the 
market in September 1971, 
improvements in the integrated 
circuit “chip”—the brain of the 
machine that packs the action of 
several thousand tra'nsistors into a 
unit smaller than a pencil 
eraser—have cut pocket calculator 
prices in half. Prices are expected 
to fall even more because of new 
technology and intense 
competition between 
manufacturers. 

The basic feature of all pocket 
calculators is that they can 
perform four functions (add, 
subtract, multiply, and divide) in 
a unit the size of a transistor 
radio. Pocket calculators also are 
portable, usually running on 
rechargeable batteries. 

The more expensive models 
offer extra options, such as a 
temporary memory bank, floating 
decimal point, or a readout of up 
to 12 digits. 

Along with their sudden 
popularity, calculators have also 
met with some opposition. Their 
opponents argue that the high 
cost of the machines, about $60 
for the cheapest model on the 


market, make them inaccessible to 
many students. Use of a calculator 
in an examination, critics say, is 
an advantage because of its 
accuracy and speed in solving 
problems. 

At UCLA, calculators have 
been banned in freshman 
chemistry exams while at Bradley 
their use is left up to instructors 
according to chairmen of the 
physics, biology, chemistry, and 
math departments; and deans of 
the business and engineering 
colleges. 

None of the department or 
college heads said they knew of 
any teachers who prohibited use 
of calculators in exams at Bradley. 

Many teachers equalize the 
advantage of speed by extending 
time limits for completing exams. 
They add in most courses, the 
calculations are simple enough 
that a calculator is no significant 
advantage, the difficulty is in 
setting up the problem correctly. 

“Among people in engineering 
and related fields,” said Dr. Peter 
Bulkeley, dean of engineering, 
“they are becoming substantially 
more prevalent.” 

Bulkeley estimates between a 
fifth to a third of engineering and 
technology students own a 
calculator. He approves of their 
use, calling them “a very useful 
alternative to a slide rule.” 

The slide rule was once the 
mark of the engineering student; 


Frank Gogliotto, an electrical 
away his slide rule in favor 
calculator. 


Bulkeley expects within four 
years, most will own a calculator. 

He sees no reason students 
should not use calculators in his 
college’s exams, because if they 
don’t have an electronic 
calculator, they have a slide rule. 

And, Bulkeley said, taking an 
exam without one or the other 
would be like “take a French 
exam without a dictionary.”

One of the things that sets 
baseball apart from most other 
sports is that it needs the 
cooperation of weathermen. 

As Bradley’s 1974 baseball 
season approaches, weather is one 
of the foremost things on the 
mind of second-year head coach 
Chuck Buescher. 

“We have 38 games on the 
schedule, not counting the 
Missouri Valley Conference 
tournament. We have lots of 
doubleheaders (8) scheduled in 
April. Hopefully we’ll play them, 
but we’ll be pushed in our 
pitching if we do,” said Buescher. 

I The 38-game schedule begins 
[March 16, when the Braves play a 
doubleheader at Arkansas State, 
and concludes exactly two 
months later with a game at 
Southern Illinois, always one of 
the nation’s top college baseball 
teams. 

The conference tournament 
will be held May 18-21 at Tulsa. 
Bradley will take part in another 
tournament May 3-5 when they 
play in the SIU-Edwardsville 
round-robin. Besides the host 
team and Bradley, the University 
of Missouri at St. Louis and

defenseman Greg Adams and 
all-tournament goaltender Terry 
Makowski, Bradley’s hockey club 
I brought home a consolation 
trophy as a result of their 
activities in the Central States 
•Collegiate Hockey League 
playoffs last weekend in 
Crestwood, Ill. 

The Braves dropped their 
opening game to Western Illinois 
5-4 in sudden death overtime, 
but came back in the consolation 
bracket to defeat Northeastern 
Illinois by an 8-3 margin. 

Between tournament games, 
the Braves travelled to 
Milwaukee, Wis., where they 
rolled by Marquette 6-4. 

“We played to our potential 
in the first tourney game, 
dominating Western Illinois until 
the third period,” observed 
Bradley coach Pete 
BardezBanian. “But we just ran 
out of gas. Our lack of depth 
really hurt us in this game.” 

“If we had played this 
inspired all season,” said 
BardezBanian of his team’s 
tournament finish, “we would 
have had a helluva record.” 

The Braves will bring a 
10-17-3 record into this 
weekend’s contest against 
Wheaton College.

‘We’ll have a seven- or 
eight-man pitching staff, and I 
think we’ll have seven or eight 
good pitchers. But, if we play five 
games in six days, we’ll need them 
all,” said Buescher, who is only 
the third baseball coach the 
school has ever had. 

As if it isn’t difficult enough to 
play 38 games in 62 days, the 
schedule is dotted with some fine 
teams in addition to Southern 
Illinois and Tulsa, almost 
perennially the conference 
tournament champions. 

Illinois State has a real fine 
team. Notre Dame, Western 
Illinois and Eastern Illinois all 
have good teams, too. Southern is 
always tough. We beat them once 
last year. Tulsa was in the top 
ten almost all last year. 

“Memphis State plays good 
baseball, and I imagine they’ll 
have some games under their belt 
when we play them,” said 
Buescher, eying the schedule 
which calls for the Braves to open 
the season with an 11-game swing 
through the South in eight days’ 
time. 

“We could get a look at 
everybody during that time,” said 
Buescher, whose roster lists three 
catchers, eight pitchers, 10 
infielders and five outfielders. 

Buescher hasn’t been able to 
see anyone play except for 
•practice in Hewitt Hall. “We 
played pepper a couple times in 
the quad, but I’d really be 
surprised if we got outside before 
we open the season. We’ll have

very little hitting and infield 
practice before we play March 
16,” he said. 

Buescher feels the lack of 
outside activity will be a 
disadvantage to the hitters as well 
as the pitchers. 

‘The pitchers have their arms 
in shape, but they haven’t thrown 
off a mound. They have been able 
to throw in the gym, but control 
is a big problem,” said Buescher, 
referring to a pitching staff which 
includes four seniors, one 
sophomore, who didn’t pitch last 


year, and three freshmen. 

“You have to take into 
consideration that it’s been six 
months since the hitters have 
swung a bat. Sometimes you 
concentrate a little more in a 
situation like this, but we’re not 
going to expect any miracles,” 
added Buescher. 

Weather permitting (and it 
rarely did last spring), the Braves’ 
home opener will be Monday, 
April 9, when they meet Illinois 
State in a twin bill scheduled to 
start at 1 p.m. 


The Bradley junior varsity 
concluded its season Saturday by 
nipping Louisville 86-82 to run its 
season’s mark to 14-2. 

Roger Coulter hit a free throw 
with 10 seconds remaining to give 
the Papooses a 84-82 margin. 
Coulter then intercepted the 
Louisville outlet pass after he 
missed his second free throw, and 
passed to John Carroll, who hit a 
jumper at the buzzer. 

Bradley held the ball 63 
seconds despite intense Louisville 
defensive pressure to set up 
Coulter’s heroics. 

“We figured that as long as we 
Had the lead the pressure was on 
them to get the ball away from 
us,” said jayvee coach Chuck 
Buescher. 

“We did a really good job on 
the stall and then Roger came 
through. I was really happy to see 
how he didn’t get down after the 
miss, but kept his head and made 
the steal.” 

Both teams pressed full court 
for most of the game and this 
made the play rather sloppy at 
times. The game was close the 
entire way with neither squad ever 
taking more than a five-point lead.

Bradley concluded the 1973-74 
swimming season with a 
seventh-place finish in the Motor 
City Invitational at Detroit last 
week.

Missouri Valley Conference commissioner Mickey Holmes 
said the game “showcased the MVC very well”. 

Commissioners of the Big Eight and Southeast 
Conferences said it was one of the greatest college basketball 
of all time. 

Seymour Reed said it was the greatest disappointment of 
his collegiate career. 

The Robertson Memorial Field House scoreboard read 
“Louisville 87, Bradley 84” as 7300 people rose for the final 
time of the 1973-74 season to pay tribute to a basketball 
team, a pair of basketball teams, that had played Dr. 
Naismith’s game the way it was meant to be played. 

The emotion began to grow two days before the game, as 
thousands sat glued to their radios, listening to Bradley fall 
from a 14-point lead to a one-point advantage as Dave 
Klobucher made what have to be the biggest free throws of 
his career. 

Final score from Des Moines was Bradley 75, Drake 74 
and the conference title was at stake in the Saturday 
Brad ley-Louisville contest. 

“To reach the emotional peak that the Louisville game did 
would seem impossible,” Bradley assistant coach Chuck 
Buescher said. “It was the greatest atmosphere I have ever 
been in.” 

Head coach Joe Stowell said, “I have had the good fortune 
to have seen almost every game played in this Field House, 
and this crowd has to be the best ever.” 

To guard Tom Les, the game was a dream come true. 

“When you’re a little kid, you dream of playing for the 
NCAA title. Just being able to play in a game that meant this 
much was great. The crowd was great, and the pressure was 
there. If only we would have won . . .” 

Buescher concluded, “We have nothing to be ashamed of. 
Louisville did a great job. A lot of people say they would 
have beaten us if we’d have a playoff. Maybe we wouldn’t have 
shot 43 per cent in a playoff. But we’ll never know.”

Bradley couldn’t quite make it to the 
prestigious NCAA tournament, but when 
the Braves take the floor next week in the 
Conference Commissioners’ Association 
tournament (CCA) it will mark the first 
appearance in a post-season tourney by a 
Bradley basketball team since 1968. 

The Braves’ solid second-place finish in 
the Missouri Valley puts them among an 
eight-team field which will inaugurate the 
first-year tourney for conference 
runnersup. 

The event will be held March 14-18 at 
The Arena in St. Louis. 

The tournament is sponsored by nine 
conferences with a selection committee 
choosing the best eight representatives. 
Each conference is guaranteed a 
representative in a majority of the vears. 

Six teams have already been named to 


the field - Toledo of the Mid-American 
Conference, * Southern Methodist of the 
Southwest, Tennessee of the Southeastern, 
Arizona State of the Western Athletic, 
Kansas State of the Big Eight, and 
Bradley. 

Tennessee, the third-place team in the 
Southeastern Conference, gained its spot 
by virtue of a crazy NCAA rule which 
prohibits the host of an NCAA regional 
from participating in another tourney. 

Alabama, runnerup in the 
Southeastern, is this year’s host of the 
Mideast Regional. 

The remaining two spots will be 
determined this weekend. 

Michigan and Indiana of the Big Ten 
and UCLA and Southern Cal of the 
Pacific Eight are currently tied for first in 
their leagues. The Big Ten runnerup will 
almost certainly get a bid, as will USC if 


it loses in Saturday’s showdown with 
UCLA. 

If UCLA loses it is doubtful that the 
seven-time NCAA champs would accept a 
bid for the tourney. In that case the 
third-place team, Oregon, or the runnerup 
in the Southern Conference, Richmond, 
would fill the remaining spot. 

Pairings for the tourney will be 
completed this weekend. Bradley will see 
action probably in the March 15 
first-round doubleheader. Speculation is 
that Bradley would be scheduled for this 
Friday night date to insure the largest 
Peoria crowd possible. 

The semifinals will be held Sunday 
with the finals on Monday, March 18. 

Tickets, which will be on sale in Peoria 
after the pairings are announced, cost $6 
or $8 for each of the four sessions 
(Thursday, Friday, Sunday and Monday).

Brave miracle year 
finally comes to end

Bradley’s miracle story of 1974 
didn’t end with its heartbreaking 
near-miss against Louisville. There 
was one more chapter to be 
written. 

After disposing of favored 
Kansas State 68-64 in the first 
round of the first annual 
Collegiate Commissioners 
Association tournament on March 
15, Bradley’s season appeared 
ready to end on a sour note two 
days later when they met 
highly-touted Southern California 
in the tournament’s semifinal 
round. 

With 10:37 remaining in the 
game Bradley, outshot and 
outrebounded by the much taller 
Trojans, trailed 57-40. 

In the next 10:31 the Braves, a 
preseason pick for sixth in the 
Missouri Valley, summoned the 
last ounce of the competitive fire 
that had gotten them a berth in 
post-season competition. 

The Braves outscored USC 
23-6 in that span, which was 
capped with six seconds to play 
by a Jim Caruthers’ layup after a 
steal by Seymour Reed, and tied 
the 13th-ranked Trojans 63-63. 

The Braves finally ran out of 
miracles in the overtime, however, 
as the Trojans’ excellent guard 
Dan Anderson popped in seven 
points to give USC a 76-73 win. 

The Trojans fell the next day 
to Indiana 85-60 in the finals of 
the runnerup tourney. There was 
no third-place game. 

Trojan coach Bob Boyd gave 
the Braves, who ended their 
season at 20-8, the ultimate 
compliment. 

“It is amazing the enthusiasm 
that coach Joe Stowell and his 
team generate,” Boyd said. “In 
the second half we lost our 
composure and Bradley made us 
do it. 

“1 know this sounds foolish, 
but I’m proud of the way Bradley 
played out there today.” 

The Braves forced the Trojans, 
once ranked as high as seventh 
nationally, into 31 turnovers, to 
help overcome a 43-28 
disadvantage on the backboard. 

Mark Dohner had 21 points in 
the second-half rally for Bradley, 
and 25 for the game. Reed added 
15 and Caruthers 14. Anderson 
hit on 10 of 15 field goal tries to

finish with 25 points for USC. 

Against Kansas State the 
Braves jumped out to a 35-20 
first-half advantage, and then 
slowed the tempo down in the 
final minutes to hold on for the 
68-64 win over the Big Eight 
runnerup. 

One of the keys to the game 
was Bradley’s 44-35 domination 
in rebounding-something very 
uncommon to the Braves in a 
season which saw them 
occasionally outrebounded by as 
many as 20. 

Dohner, who averaged over 20 
points in his final five games this 
season had 21 against the Wildcats 
and senior Reed added 18 points 
to go with 14 rebounds. 

K-State coach Jack Hartman 
assessed Bradley’s pressure 


defense as “wild abandon.” 

“We expected them to come at 
us all out,” said Hartman, “and 
they sure did. Lord, do they play 
hard.” 

Stowell reiterated a statement 
that he has made on several 
occasions this year. 

“The team that I’m coaching at 
the time is always my favorite, 
but I think this team is something 
special because it has been so 
hard-working. 

“We don’t have as much talent 
this year as several of the teams 
that we have beaten, but we’ve 
played with a lot of desire and 
intensity. 

“I know I’ve never had a team 
that worked this hard.” 

Dohner, the tournament’s 
leading scorer after two rounds

In 1938 Bradley was a member of the field in the first 
annual National Invitational Tournament (NIT). 

In 1974 the Braves’ basketball team was a part of another 
inaugural. This time the Collegiate Commissioners’ 
Association tournament (CCA). 

It may take some time before the new affair, held earlier 
this month in St. Louis, reaches the prestige-filled plateau 
now occupied by its older New York City counterpart. 

In its first year the CCA, made up by the eight selected 
runnersup of nine conferences, was pretty close to being a 
flop -- both financially and in prestige. 

Bobby Knight, outspoken coach of Big 10 rep and CCA 
champ Indiana, was the loudest critic of the tourney. 

He said, from the day his team lost a playoff to Michigan 
and with it a bid to the NCAA tournament (the only one that 
REALLY counts), that his team would go to St. Louis but 
they wouldn’t like it. 

After being booted from the championship game for 
excessive protesting of the officiating, and watching his team 
blow out Southern California 85-60, Knight accepted the 
first-place trophy amid a chorus of boos. 

“I’m really hot,” he said after the game. “This whole thing 
was a letdown. The worst thing about it was that no one had 
a choice about where to go. You had to come here. What if 
you were a 19-year-old kid from Wyoming on the team? 
Where would you rather spend a week, in St. Louis or New 
York?” 

The location of the tourney in St. Louis probably also 
played a role in the low attendance figures. 

Professional hockey chased professional basketball out of 
St. Louis seven years ago, and this year St. Louis University’s 
hockey team averaged almost 10,000 spectators per home 
game, while the school’s basketball team averaged less than 
3,000 per contest. St. Louis is simply no longer a big 
basketball city. 

Low attendance kept the tourney from financial success. 
The CCA drew 4,352, 5,218, 5,117 and 4,521 in its four 
nights of competition as compared to 10,110, 17,000, 
18,571, and 14,000 for the NIT’s first four sessions (which 
didn’t even include the final round, which is usually the 
best-attended.) 

There were other factors besides location that hurt the 
CCA’s initial performance. 

The stigma of “runnerup tournament” brought .with it a 


“losers” connotation to many observers and potential 
spectators. Many said they just couldn’t “get too excited” 
over that kind of competition. 

This attitude is in direct contrast to the excitement that 
almost always accompanies the acceptance of an NIT bid. 

Secondly the tournament didn’t take shape until late in 
the summer and this was far too late to negotiate a suitable 
television pact, which would have improved both revenue and 
publicity of the tournament. 

CBS made an offer to televise the tourney, but it required 
alterations in the schedule of the tournament which couldn’t 
be arranged on such short notice. 

Finally the ticket prices, which were set at $6 and $8, 
were far too high. Tickets for even the NCAA and the NIT 
can be purchased for less than $6. This had to be some factor 
in the low attendance marks. 

Chuck Neinas, commissioner of the Big Eight and director 
of the tournament, and Larry Albus, athletic director of host 
school St. Louis U., said the CCA wasn’t giving up. In 
contrast several changes were being planned. 

First, the location would be changed to a big college 
basketball city, such as Louisville, Nashville, or Indianapolis. 

Second, ticket prices could be lowered to possibly $3 and 
$5 and a television contract would be worked out. 

Third, the “losers” connotation would have to be 
removed, with emphasis placed on creating a college 
basketball atmosphere with bands and special plans for 
cheering sections. The NIT has prospered for years with 
second-place teams, so there is no reason why the CCA 
shouldn’t be able to. 

There is one area that the CCA had the edge on the NIT -- 
level of competition. The two best teams in the NIT, Purdue 
and North Carolina, were third-place teams in their 
conferences, while the CCA had ranked powers Indiana and 
USC to go with “name” basketball schools like Kansas State, 
Tennessee, and Bradley. 

The CCA cannot afford another debacle like this year. 
Perhaps the proposed changes will indeed make the CCA a 
fine and prestigious post-season event. 

The encouraging factor is that they have already cleared 
the most imposing hurdle - that of obtaining good teams. 

As Joe Stowell of Bradley said before the tourney started: 
“The ‘losers’ thing is not fair. These are all very good teams 
most of which were only a bounce of a ball away from the 
NCAA.”

Sunday’s CCI last gasp 


for senior cage stars

The local 1973-74 college 
basketball season will have its last 
gasp Sunday at 2 p.m. when the 
Third Annual Collegiate Classic 
of Illinois (CCI), matching the top 
University Division (UD) seniors 
in the state against the best 
College Division (CD) seniors in 
Illinois, gets underway at 
Robertson Field House. 

This year’s game will have to 
go some to top the second game 
of the series in which the UD 
team, led by future NBA players 
Doug Collins and Nick 
Weatherspoon, beat the CD team 
135-133 in double-overtime. 

Nevertheless, there are several 
potential pro draftees listed on 
the rosters for Sunday’s game. 
The UD has at least three players 
likely to be drafted, including 
Bradley star Seymour Reed who 
was recently voted Missouri 
Valley Conference Player of the 
Year in a poll taken of MVC 
basketball fans. 


Illinois’ top scorer, Jeff 
Dawson, an ABA and NBA 
draftee last year, is a likely starter 
at guard, while Illinois State’s Ron 
deVries, a seven-footer who broke 
all of ISU’s rebounding records 
during his career, is another UD 
player who will probably be 
drafted by one or both of the pro 
leagues. 

Coaches for the charity game, 
which is organized by the Peoria 
Kiwanis Club, will be Jerry Gray 
of Millikin and Bradley’s Joe 
Stowell. 

Stowell was selected MVC and 


NCAA District 5 coach-of- 
the-year for leading the Braves to 
a surprising second-place finish in 
the MVC. 

Gray directed Millikin to a 
22-5 record and was named NAIA 
District 20 Coach-of-the-Year as 
his team finished second to 
powerful Augustana in the 
Collegiate Conference of 
Illinois-Wisconsin. 

Gray will have at his disposal 
players like Western Illinois’ 
jumping-jack forward, Bobby 
Hunter, 6-7 Gary Deitelhoff, who 
averaged 17 points per game 
playing for Gray at Millikin, and 
Aurora College’s Mickey Johnson, 
of whom Stowell says, “He’s 6-10 
and he’ll probably be chosen by 
the pros. They have good size, so 
it should be an enjoyable game to 
watch.” 

Stowell will have more size on 
the UD squad than he is used to 
seeing on his side of the court. 
Paul Cohen, a 6-8 225-pounder 
who scored 12 points and had 17 
rebounds in a game against 
Bradley earlier in the year, Reed, 
and the towering deVries should 
give Stowell one of the best 
rebounding front-lines he has ever 
coached, including other all-star 
squads he had headed up in games 
overseas. 


“I’d like to have a guy like 
deVries for more than a couple 
days,” says Stowell accenting the 
difficulty of getting an all-star 
squad to play like a team with 
only one day of practice. 

“Guys usually play for 
themselves in these all-star games, 
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but I’m not accustomed to 
coaching that way. There’ll 
probably be quite a little 
free-lancing on offense and we’ll 
probably play man-to-man 
defense,” added Stowell. 

Besides Reed, two other 
Bradley seniors are on the UD 
squad to help keep Stowell 
company. Forward Mike Harrell, a 
50-per cent shooter from the field 
this past season, and fast-moving 
Dave Klobucher will complete the 
Bradley delegation. 

“It’s nice for three of our 
seniors to get to play. It’s too bad 
more of them couldn’t, but the 
squad has to be representative of 
the whole state,” said Stowell, 
thinking of a senior group which 
had four other players not 
selected for the CCI. 

The game will be played 
mostly under professional rules 
with four twelve-minute quarters, 
zone defenses outlawed and 
“stuffing” or “dunking” legalized. 
Tickets for the game will be 
available at the front door of the 
Field House. 
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Bradley’s Seymour Reed (44), two-time All-Missouri Valley 
forward, and a member of the University squad in the CCI 
Sunday, tips one in against Kansas State in the runnerup 
tourney in St. Louis.

The 1971 Bradley freshmen 
basketball team that went 
undefeated through 15 games has 
come and gone, and seven seniors 
from the 1974 20-8 CCA 
tournament team have played 
their last games for the Braves, 
leaving coach Joe Stowell slightly 
shorthanded for next season. 

But a basketball coach’s season 
doesn’t end when the gun sounds 
for the final time in the last game.

Stowell and his assistants 
Chuck Buescher and Joe Allen 
have been hard at work scouting 
prospective players, and the 
Braves have a pretty good idea 
who they like from the high 
school ranks. 

Topping the Bradley most 
sought-after list is 6A l h Bloom 
forward Audie Matthews, who has 
already paid a visit to the Bradley 
campus for the Memphis State 
game. 

Matthews is coached by 
Bradley grad Wes Mason, and 
more than one university in the 


U.S. is after him, including this 
year’s third-place NCAA finisher, 
UCLA. 

Stowell also indicated that he 
and his assistants are “trying to tie 
down” a couple of local prospects 
for campus visits. Included in this 
list are Manual’s Bobby Humbles, 
a 6-0 sharpshooter who was 
named in the Chicago Daily News 
all-state team. 

Humbles was the top scorer in 
the powerful Mid-State Nine 
Conference this season. 

Other local prospects include 
Central’s Mike White, 6-7H, called 
by many experts the best 
rebounder in the 1974 state 
tourney action, Washington’s 
Gary Church, and Limestone’s 
Chuck Thome. 

Monticello’s Jeff Bailey, 6-2 
Tom Norman of Freeport and 
Bob Svete of Mundelein Carmel 
are also on the Bradley list.

Stowell said. Svete, at 6-8, was a 
member of the Chicago Daily 
News and Sun Times all-area 
teams. 

Another player Bradley is

College in Flat River, Mo. 

But Stowell is always a bit | 
leery of getting a juco player. 

“We would take an exceptional 
junior college player, but we’d 
rather get a freshman. They fit 
into the program better. Plus you 
have them for four years.” 

Many feel that the fine season 
experienced by the 1973-74 
Braves will be an aid to recruiting, 
but coach Stowell doesn’t think it 
will be that big a factor. 

“Our good year won’t hurt,” 
he commented. “But we’ve had 
good years before.” 

Stowell also felt that the 
Bradley offense would be a 
positive recruiting factor in that 
the offense is conducive to the big 
man. 

“A lot of places hide the big 
man,” Stowell said. “Here we try 
to get the ball to the big guy.” 
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Action in the third annual 
sorority basketball tournament 
will begin Sunday at 7 p.m. in 
Hewitt Hall.

To the average fan, transition of interest 
from one sport to another is commonplace 
and untroublesome.

“It’s hard to get my mind off the 
game,” he said, stitches still in his chin 
made necessary when he and the floor met 
in a dive for the ball against Kansas State 
two days before. 

“I keep thinking that it was the last time 
I’ll wear a Bradley basketball uniform. That 
realization is hard to accept for awhile. 
Especially after basketball has meant so 
much here and to me.” 

Before Monday’s game with Christian 
Brothers College, Klobucher warmed up. 
saying little. 

When it was time for the Braves to take 
infield practice, he headed for his position, 
but the rest of the team had gathered fora 
pep huddle in front of the dugout. 

They called for Klobucher, who became 
suddenly aware that the team spirit which 
tied the basketball team together was also 
present on the diamond.

The declaration of war was a 
result of damage done by high 
school students at a rock concert 
in the Airplane Hangar Saturday 
night. The crowd damaged the 
basketball court when it jumped 
on stage and began to beat up the 
band, Common Ground, and Dud 
Edsel and the Toranado Tots. 

“I saw a lot of those people 
who rushed the stage,” All-school 
President Antonio “Clipper” 
Cozzellini told Senate. “I didn’t 
know any of them.” 

During the debate that ensued, 
someone suggested that the 
offenders might have been high 
school students. 

“These high school students, 
these outside agitators 
maliciously, with malice of 
forethought, attempted to destroy 
Badley State’s basketball court 
and ruin any chances BSU might 
have of going to the NIT,” 
Cozzellini added. 

Appeals were made to 
off-campus senators to get their 
constituents to donate any rats

Door to door campaigning has 
been banned in dormitory halls 
due to irregularities that have 
arisen, according to Eric Regal, 
dean of students and an advisor to 
Senate. 

The announcement comes after 
many complaints from dorm 
residents. It is alleged that 
candidates for office have been 
harassing residents with beatings, 
extortion and, phone call threats 
that students may never see their 
family again unless they vote “the 


right way.’ 

On the other extreme, gifts of 
money have been slid under doors 
and other favors that cannot be 
mentioned in this family 
publication have been granted by 
candidates soliciting votes. 

Since the Senate election rules 
committee has no regulation 
prohibiting floor campaigning, 
Tony ‘The Toledo Torpedo” 
Tonsilitis, chairman of the 
committee, said that enforcement 
will be left up “to dose crumbs in 


da dean’s office.” 

Already dorm staff members 
have been arming themselves in 
anticipation of difficulties in 
enforcing the ban. No 
confrontations have taken place, 
“but we’re ready for them,” said a 
resident advisor as he closed the 
bolt of his rifle. 

“We’ve erected barb wire 
fences and armed the residents 
with bayonets and axes to protect 
themselves if a candidate breaks 
our defenses and begins slinging 


the bull,” said another resident 
advisor. 

According to Regal, the rule 
prohibiting the door to door 
campaigning used to be part of 
the Senate election rules. The 
regulation was adopted in the 
early 1960’s at the request of the 
families of three students who 
mysteriously vanished after they 
were last seen talking to a 
candidate they didn’t vote for. 

The three disappeared without 
a trace and were never found.

SMUT to claim campus paper and other rags 


Establishing a newspaper 
recycling center on campus is the 
first goal of a new campus group, 
Students Must Tidy-up (SMUT). 
The group has requested that a 
collection box be placed on the 
ODK circle for students to deposit 
newspapers.

SMUT’s next meeting will be 
held at the A&P on Mane Street 
Tuesday at 1 a.m. The topic to be 
discussed will be the value of 
recycling meats and groceries. 


Other complaints voiced by 
dorm residents centered around 
alleged discrimination. Residents 
of Irish extraction were singled 
out on election day, boozed up, 
and told to vote a certain way. 

“Why should the Irish be 
singled out?” asked one resident. 
“I like to drink, and by the looks 
of the Field of candidates, it 
doesn’t matter if I vote sober or 
drunk.” 

Candidates who wish to reach 
the dorm residents should arrange 
rallies in dorm lobbies through 
bribes of dorm councils. 

“Dis new ruling ain’t gonna 
stop no one,” said Tonsilitis. “Der 
still is de off-campus students and 
de frats to deal with.” 

Meanwhile off-campus 
bombings and violence continue 
for the third consecutive week in 
what is shaping up to be the most 
exciting election in Badley State’s 
history. 


Proposed Senate Constitution 



Article I-The Government 

.00 Student Senate shall meet 
whenever deemed necessary 
by Senate. 

1.01 Any legislation of Senate can 
be vetoed by the All-school 
President. Any legislation of 
the All-school President can 
be vetoed by Senate. Any 
veto can be overridden by 
the party that originally 
proposed the legislation. 

1.02 The criteria of eligibility for 
any Senate seat is not clearly 
defined. 

1.03 Any disputes over 
jurisdiction shall be held 
over pending a ruling by 
Senate and the all-school 
officers. 

Article II-Dress and Conduct 

2.00 P. F. Flyers shall not be 
worn or coveted by any 
member of Senate. 

2.01 Use of intoxicating beverages 
at Senate meetings is 
frowned upon but offenders 
will be overlooked. 

2.02 Torching off (fart lighting) is 
prohibited at Senate 


meetings. 

2.03 Immoral behavior shall be 
punished by banishment or 
suspension and fine. 
Immoral behavior is 
considered to be rape of a 
fellow senator or shooting 
the moon at meetings at 
which a quorum is present. 

2.04 Forbearance is forbidden in 
Senate. 

Article III-Miscellaneous 

1.00 A ny dispute regarding 
jurisdiction, jurisprudence, 
powers, responsibilities, and 
peiogatives between Senate 
and Student Supreme Court 
shall be settled by violent 
argument. 

1.01 Peoria, III., is recognized as 
the center of the universe. 

1.02 Oppressed minority groups 
are entitled to token 
representation, limited to 
one token seat per oppressed 
minority. 

1.04 The title of “The Great 
Wazoo" is the official title 
reserved for the all-school

A petition circulated in the 
Student Center protesting this 
action by the university has 236 
signatures, 146 X’s, five ink 
smears, and a pawprint. 

Most X’s have been traced to 
journalism majors who can type 
but are unable to write. Still 
others allege the ink smears are 
from faculty and the pawprint 
may be Schneider’s. 

The boycott, according to its 
organizers, was termed successful. 
One organizer said that he could 
not estimate how it affected class 
attendance because he hasn’t been 
to a class in two months.

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White paper focus of administrative decision 


After an emergency meeting of 
the Board of Trustees, President 
Marvin J. Humbug announced 
that Elmer Fudgezen, assistant 
liaison representative for anemic 
activites, has made his first 
important decision. 

Though Humbug asked that 
the nature of the decision be kept 
confidential, sources close to him 
revealed to the Scut that 
Fudgezen’s edict would mean blue 
toilet paper in all Biadley 
facilities. 

“This sweeping decision will 
affect the very tissue of the 
university,” Humbug, flanked by 
trustees, said at a news 
conference. 

In a statement released after 
the news conference, the board 
commended Fudgezen for “his 
visions, planning, and long range 
view.”

“I’ve got only a year and a half 
left here, so I don’t want to. get 
involved,” was the reaction of one 
senior to the upheavel 
surrounding the decision. 

“I don’t want to be in the 
middle when the poo-poo hits the 
fan on this one,” said another 
student, hinting that a major 
confrontation is in the offing. 

Most disturbed by the decision 
was P. E. Shuffler, vice president 
in charge of pencils and paper 
clips, who felt his authority in 
such matters was being usurped. 
He was reported to have marched 


into a Sordid Hall john and, 
gesturing to a roll of white toilet 
paper, to have asked, “What does 
an anemician know about toilet 
paper?” 

Fudgezen, who has remained 
serene and detatched during the 
controversy, commented, “I know 
this was my first big decision as 
liaison rep, but I was waiting 
for the right (t)issue to come 
along.” 

Some observers in Sordid Hall 


see Fudgezen’s decision as an 
attempt to take control of the 
university while holding Shuffler 
in check. 

“Fudgezen figures that 
Shuffler is too busy doling out a 
new shipment of staples and 
erasers that just arrived,” said the 
observer. “Fudgezen knows he 
can do what he wants to in the 
bathroom now and Shuffler won’t 
stop him.” 

Sources close to Humbug have 


told the Scut that he is not 1000 
per cent behind the decision. 

“The President thought the 
decision would offend those who 
prefer blushing pink,” said one 
aide. 

Humbug was quoted as saying 
he was “sure the feminists won’t 
like it.” He recommended as an 
alternative leaving a ballot in the 
women’s johns to “provide more 
input.”

Rising food costs cited 

Housing rates to jump $20 next semester

Room and board rates for 
students living in dormitories will 
increase $20 a semester beginning 
next fall. 

The increase will bring the 
room and board fee to $570 per 
semester for all dormitories. 

The increase is due primarily to 
rising food costs, according to 


Vice-president for Business Affairs 
Joseph Mele. He explained that 
income from board fees have 
traditionally offset the losses from 
the dormitory operation. 

“Food costs have skyrocketed 
as much as 40 per cent in some 
areas. Last year the food income 
was down $70,000 and from our 
projections, this year it will be 


down another $90,000,” Mele 
said. 

He estimated that the loss from 
housing for the current year will 
be approximately $250,000, and 
with the lower income from food, 
the combined cost will result in a 
deficit of $90,000. 

The increase in room and 
board rate will bring in about 


Trustees okay alcohol for Student Center

Permission to consume 
alcoholic beverages in the Student 
Center has been granted by the 
Board of Trustees, according to 


All-school President Phil Pritzker 
at Monday’s Student Senate 
meeting. 

“The new ruling is not yet in 
effect,’’ Pritzker explained. 
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workmen recently began

“pending the procurement of a 
license and insurance.” 

He also stated that this ruling is 
subject to regulations stating that 
students under the age of 19 may 
not consume alcoholic beverages 
and 19 and 20 year olds may 
drink only beer and wine. No 
liquor may be sold in the 
Student Center. 

Vice president for Business 
Affairs Joseph Mele, however, 
told the Scout that there is still 
some question as to whether the 
license can be obtained from the 
city. 

Consumption of alcohol in the 
Student Center will be restricted 
to organized activities and 
permission must be granted by 
Mele. 

In further Senate action, the 
presidential appointment of 
Debbie Luzietti as Chief Justice of 
Bradley’s Student Supreme Court 
was confirmed. Luzietti has served 
as an associate justice for two 
semesters. 

Pritzker also announced the 
seating of Sue Daugherty as junior 
class president. Daugherty lost to 
Andrew Silverman by eight votes 
in the spring election, but 
“Silverman failed to attend or 
send 'a proxy to a required 


candidates’ meeting, which 
constituted a violation of election 
rules,” Rich Nubel, Rules and 
Judiciary Review Committee 
chairman, ruled. 

Student Supreme Court 
determined that Silverman’s name 
should not have appeared on the 
ballot and that Daugherty 
received the greatest number ot 
legal votes. 

Recently appointed Campus 
Affaires and Activities (CAA) 
Chairman Kevin Tilton announced 
that CAA has launched an 
investigation into the Controller’s 
policy of withholding meal tickets 
from those students who default 
on deferred tuition payments. 

Steve Anastase and Russell 
Camp were named Senate’s 
representatives to Student 
Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC). Tilton, 
chairman of SABRC, said that 
approximately $55,000 will be 
allocated to student organizations 
for the 1974-75 school year. 

Further appointments included 
Mike Hatger as Campus Affairs 
and Activities Board (CAAB) 
representative, Jeff Majerowicz as 
off campus senator, and Pete 
Armstrong as Academic Affairs 
chairman. 


$70,000, Mele said. He added that 
new contracts under consideration 
for food service will provide 
another $20,000 in income. 
“Between that savings and the 
$70,000,we hope to break even 
next year,” he said. 

Director of Housing Ken 
Golden commented, “I think that 
students, if they think about it, 
probably are surprised at how low 
the rate increase is, rather then 
how big it is.” 

Goldin also cited rising food 
and utilities costs as reasons for 
the increase. He added that many 
students ask to move back into 
the dormitories after they 
discover the costs of food off 
campus. 

When asked why the decision 
was made to raise room and board 
costs the same year the $100 
tuition increase will take effect, 
Mele said, “It was my hope that 
we could have held off until the 
following year. 

“But after looking at this 
year’s finances, there was just no 
way to avoid the increase, unless 
we wanted to subsidize the 
dormitory operation with 
tuition.” 

Mele said he anticipated 
another increase for the 1975-76 
school year, assuming costs 
continue to rise. 


Beginning Monday, Student 
Center hours will be extended 
from 11 p.m. to midnight Sunday 
through Thursday for a two week 
trial period.

Profs may grant Good Friday absences 


Christian students may request 
an excused absence from their 
instructors in observance of Good 
Friday (April 12), according to 
Vice-president for Academic 
Affairs George Ferguson.

The Memorex 40 computer 
used in administrative data 
processing will be phased out this 
summer, and all administrative 
work will be done by a new 
computer in Holmes Hall next 
year, according to Mrs. Marian 
Frobish, director of the computer 
center. 

The Memorex 40 computer, 


located in the basement of Swords 
Hall, presently computes the 
university payroll, students’ 
grades, drop and add slips, 
financial aid information, and 
rosters of students, according to 
Larry D. Stranton, project 
director of administrative data 
processing. Frobish said the 
Holmes Hall computer is primarily 
used for students’ purposes. 


Stratton said there shouldn’t 
be any student problem involved 
with the switchover. “A program 
that took a half-hour to come out 
this year should take a half-hour 
to come out next year. The 
switchover won’t even be 
noticeable to students.” 

Stratton said this factor will be 
alleviated by the new computer, 
and he listed two reasons:

Stranton said the switchover is 
being made because Memorex 
“has gotten out of this type of 
manufacturing. The most 
economic, feasible thing on 
campus for us to do, then, was to 
combine the computer center to 
do both the academic work and 
the students’ work.” 

Frobish said that, although it is 
hard to tell, the switchover to 
Holmes Hall should save some 
money. “We should be doing 
more for slightly less money,” she 
said. “I also feel we can provide 
better service by combining the 
two centers and the two staffs,” 
she added. 

Frobish said the real probem 


does not lie in changing over from 
one computer to another. “One 
computer just uses a different 
version of the same language,” she 
said. “It’s just a matter of moving 
everything. 

“There might be a problem 
near the end of the semester,” 
continued Frobish. “We’ll have to 
schedule everything very carefully 
near the end of the semester, and 
perhaps run programs into the late 
hours.” 

Mis. Frobish added that 
Holmes Hall should be switching 
over from its present IBM 370 
(135) model, which it had had 
since January of 1973, to a newer 
370 (125) model in July. 

“We’ll gain a little in storage 
and disc space, but we should lose 
slightly in internal calculating 
speed.”

Rebellion in the classroom is 
only one aspect of a world-wide 
revolution which demands respect 
and self-determination, according 
to Bernice Grunwald, a faculty 
member of the Alfred Adler 
Institute in Chicago who has had 
an extensive background in special 
education of emotionally 
maladjusted children. 

Grunwald discussed the topic, 
“Equality and Democracy in the 
Classroom” March 26 in the 
Student Center Ballroom as a part 
of the Lecture Arts series. 

“There is very little equality 
and democracy in either the 
classroom* or the home,” 
Grunwald told the audience of 
about 30 persons. 
“Misunderstandings are rampant. 
Children trust us as little as we 
trust them.” 

Throughout the lecture, 


Grunwald emphasized the 
necessity of allowing students to 
participate in all decisions made in

the classroom, including even such 
seemingly minor decisions as how 
to decorate the bulletin boards. 


She admitted that mistakes would 
be made, but said that making 
mistakes is also a part of the 
learning process. 

She added that teachers must 
learn to respect students. “Both 
students and teachers take rights 
for themselves that they wouldn’t 
grant the other. Respect has to be 
an inner, two-way process. Adults 
should take the first step toward 
equality.” 

Grunwald noted that reward 
and punishment have become 
ineffective. She explained that 
children consider rewards 
something that is coming to them. 

“With punishment, the student 
feels he has the right to punish 
you back, so he finds your 
Achilles heel and that’s where he 


strikes.” She added that teachers 
often punish because their 
prestige is involved. 

Recognition of their rights and 
freedom to express and govern 
themselves were often requested 
by students she taled with. “We 
can bridge the gap by respecting 
people for what they are rather 
than what we expect them to be,” 
she said.

Raps court decision 


barring his election 


To next year’s junior class: 

Last week my election to the presidency 
of the junior class was contested on the 
grounds that I had not attended a 
candidates’ meeting and should therefore 
not have been allowed to appear on the 
ballot. The case was sent to the Student 
Supreme Court and was heard March 28. 

Before the hearing, I asked the Court 
informally for a postponement but 
the case was decided without me. I was not 
informed of the outcome of the case but 
rather, heard about it second hand. During 
the course of the Court hearing it was 
brought out that because of my busy 
schedule, I had simply forgotten about the 
meeting. 

Later that evening I met Dennis 
Holland, chief justice of the Court, and 
asked him what my chances would be if I 
asked the Court for permission to run. I 
was told that the Court probably -would 
not allow my name on the ballot. 

I then called Election Committee 
Chairman Pat Baikauskas and made the 
mistake of telling him that I had sent a 
proxy who had taken ill and so did not 
attend the meeting either. Baikauskas 
allowed me to run in the third ballot 
position and on election day I was elected 
to office. 

First of all, I’d like to apologize to 
Baikauskas and my fellow students for my 
deceit; I did not send a proxy to that 
meeting. I realize that what I did was 
wrong but the only explanation I can offer 
is that I truly wanted to run. 

However, some things that were done 
during the course of my trial are disturbing. 

I was never able to explain to the court 
what I had done and why I had done it. 
Also because Holland sat. on the bench I 
teel that I have been done;an injustice. It is

result of his involvement in my situation 
and his knowledge of the facts of the case 
before the hearing took place, and 
therefore, prejudiced the entire court. 

When 1 confronted Holland about his 
presence on the bench I was told he sat in 
order to make a quorum. In the past the 
court has appointed a temporary justice to 
sit for one case but Holland’s explanation 
was that it would have been too much 
trouble to appoint one for himself. 

I now have the option to file for an 
appeal but Holland informed me that the 
Court would probably not grant one. The 
appeal is my only legal opportunity to tell 
my side of the incident. Never in American 
government has there been a rule, that 
candidates must appear at a meeting to 
appear on a ballot. Write-in candidates do 
not appear at a candidates’ meeting, yet 
they can be elected as in the case of the 
black senator in the last election. 

It looks as if Sue Daughtery will be 
junior class president and I wish her luck, 
but I still intend to function on Senate’s 
committees and be an active member of the 
food service committee and others. 

The situation is in your hands. My 
interest in running was my misfortune. If 
you do not want me to be president, fine, 
I’ll respect your wishes. However, if you 
think that I’ve been dealt with unfairly 
please tell your elected representatives. 

I would like to see a new election with 
Daugherty, Goldberg, and myself on the 
ballot, or at any rate a new election 
between Daugherty and Goldberg, since the 
second place candidates is not the true 
winner. I think the class should decided if 
they want me as president, not the Court.

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Grease Band finds it difficult to get in front doors

When they came to the front 
door of the Field House, they 
were not welcomed. 

“They thought we were 
members of a street gang,” said 
John Gupton, member of the Phi 
Mu Alpha’s 50’s Grease Band. 

With their hair slicked back 
and chains dangling from their 
pockets, the Grease Band entered 
last year’s Campus Carnival, under 
the close scrutiny of security 
guards. 

“But we were cleared after 
Bobbie Applegate (Bradley 
University program director) saw 
us,” said Gupton, who organized 
the band. 

This year the Grease Band will 
be performing at Campus 
Carnival’s “Be Bop Big Top 
beginning at 7 p.m. tomorrow. 

The grease band, which has 13 
members including four dancers, 
has been performing since the fall 
of 1972. 

“The band was formed in order 
to perform for the Phi Mu Alpha 
music fraternity pledge recital,” 
Gupton said. “As pledges of the 
music fraternity, we were required 
to do something collectively.” 

The band members do not 
compose their own music, but 
instead try to perform as 
authentically as possible in the 
style of musicians of the 50’s and 
early 60’s. 

“With five vocalists in the 
group, we try to imitate groups 
that have a lot of harmony in 
their songs. We do pieces by such 
groups as the Five Satins and 
Dione and the Belmonts,” said 
Gupton, who plays piano and 
saxaphone. 


The band is very versatile in 
that the members can trade 
instruments during a concert, 
according to Gupton. He said that 
it is sometimes difficult to get 13 
members together to rehearse for 
a performance. The four dancers, 
under the choreography direction 
of Chuck Waterburg, a graduate of 
Bradley, have their own 
rehearsals. “But we rehearse all 
together at least once during the 
week of a concert,” Gupton said. 

Although the group doesn’t do 
only 50’s music, it doesn’t go 
beyond 1962. “We do pieces such 
as “Duke of Earl,” by Gene 
Chandler and “Return to Sender,” 
by Elvis. Both are songs from 
1962,” Gupton said. 

Any money made by the 
band goes directly into a 
scholarship fund for Phi Mu Alpha 
fraternity. 

“We hope we can create a 
lively atmosphere tomorrow night 
at campus carnival,” Gupton said.

Will take action against streakers: Kin g

Streaking is “at its least, a real 
embarrassment to the university, 
and at its worst, illegal,” 
according to Dean of Men Edward 
King. He said he would do all he 
could to “discourage any large 
group of individuals from 
streaking.” 

As well as violating city laws 
dealing with indecent exposure 
and disturbing the peace, 



streaking also violates university 
rules, King said. The Bradley 
University Student Activity Book, 
he said, classifies “indecent, 
obscene, or inappropriately loud 
conduct or expression on 
University owned or University 
controlled property ...” as 
“unacceptable group or individual 
behavior.” 

Individuals who streaked in the 
days following the March 6 event 
were placed on censure, and King 
said if another streaking event was 
to occur, “as many people as 
could be identified would be 
charged for violation of the 
regulation. We can’t ignore this, 
nor will we.” 

The March 6 streak, involving 
about 180 streakers, could not be 
prevented because “it happened 
and was over before we knew 
what went on,” King said, adding 
that rumors had been circulating 


but “we weren’t really 
anticipating it.” 

Although there is “a feeling by 
some people that Peoria police 
won’t come on campus until they 
are called,” King explained that 
they can and might make arrests.

You Higher,” Sly mumbled 
something about being sorry there 
was a midnight curfew and 
strolled offstage, a mere hour 
after he began playing. 

At one point Sly drew cheers 
from the crowd when, looking 
like a rhinestoned version of one 
of the three musketeers, he 
cautiously stepped onto the 
basketball floor and danced for a 
few minutes before returning to 
his organ. 

Sly’s personality filled the 
Field House and made the 
audience forget they had endured 
a two hour wait, and what was 
possibly one of the worst back-up 
bands ever heard, to see him. 

I doubt if many people felt the 
concert was worth the wait and 
the money after Sly walked off 
stage. Perhaps everyone expected 
something of the sort, as Sly is 
well known for not showing up or 
being late. It is a good thing that 
when Sly does play he is 
magnificent, or Bradley might 
have faced some sort of mass

Two-month search ends 


NewUAI director approved 


The Board of Trustees formally 
approved the appointment of 
John M. Sumansky as new 
director of the Urban Affairs 
Institute (UAI) at their March 
meeting. 

The appointment ends a two 
month search started when 
current UAI director, Dr. Kalman 
Goldberg, announced his 
resignation from the post in 
January. Sumansky will replace 
Goldberg on July 1. 

“We wanted someone who had 
good academic credentials, was 
good in his field, and had an 
interest and experience in the 
urban area. We were also looking 


for someone with ability and 
interest in administration. I think 
we found him,” Goldberg said. 

Sumansky, who is 30, has been 
a research assistant at the Institute 
for Research on Human Resources 
at Pennsylvania State University 
since 1972. 

He earned his A.B. in 
economics from Youngstown 
State University in 1966 and two 
years later received his master’s 
degree in economics from 
Pennsylvania State University. He 
should receive his Ph.D. this 
month, Goldberg said. 

Goldberg resigned after two 
and a half years as director of the 


Institute so he could spend more 
time on research and on teaching. 

‘The job is a full-time one. He 
will probably teach from time to 
time, but he was hired as full-time 
director to the Urban Affairs 
Institute,” Goldberg said. 

Sumansky will take over a job 
which Goldberg describes as 
“suggesting, coordinating, and 
administering programs.” 

“We had a preference for 
someone young and energetic,” 
said Goldberg. ‘This job will give 
him a chance to expand the 
Institute and advance his own 
career at the same time.”

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A motion to alter the 
membership of Student Senate 
was tabled to Rules and Judiciary 
Review Committee at Monday’s 
Senate meeting. 

The proposed constitutional 
amendment was made by Pat 
Baikauskas, elections committee 
chairman, moved that “there be 
three class senators elected from 
each class and that the proportion 
of senators to students be one 
senator for every 276' students.” 

The proposal was tabled 
because, although there was a 
quorum present (one half of 
Senate), there were not enough 
senators for a three-fourths 
majority of Senate needed to pass 
a constitutional amendment. To 
be ratified, any amendment must 
also be approved in a referendum. 

The amendment, if passed, will 
go into effect during next spring’s 
elections. The changes would be: 
—3 Greek senators (currently 

2 ) 

-6 off-campus senators 
(currently 8) 

— 1 senator from each dorm 
unit except Harper-Wyckoff 
which would get 2 (currently 1 in 
|each dorm unit) 

—3 class senators (currently 5) 


The method of pre-registering 
proposed by the University 
Senate committee considering 
pre-registration will be explained 
in a meeting Monday at 8 p.m. in 
Student Center 207. 

Steve Anastase, student 
member of the committee, will 
outline the proposal, then ask for 
student’s suggestions. The 
meeting is open to the public. 


“The first part of the motion 
eliminates the four class 
presidents and one class senator 
from each class while reducing 
membership from 40 to 34,” 
said Rich Nubel, rules and 
judiciary review chairman. 

“The second part of the 
proposal doesn’t change Senate’s 
numbers but changes the 
proportion,” he added. 

All-school President Phil 
Pritzker explained that according 
to Senate’s constitution, the

proportion of senators 
representing housing should be 
revised each year to reflect 
changes iathe number of students 
in each type of housing unit. The 
required reapportioning has not 
been done in past years, according 
to Pritzker. 

“This amendment would 
provide for a more workable and 
more legitimate Senate with 
representation on a numerical 
basis,” Nubel said. “Also, the 
reduction in the number of class 
senators would provide for more 
competition for those seats.” 

The motion concerning class 
officers was originally defeated by 
a 14-12 vote but the defeat was 
later termed illegal because it did 
not carry the required 
three-fourths majority of Senate. 

In further action. Campus 
Affairs and Activities (CAA) 
chairman Kevin Tilton made 
suggestions concerning Bradley’s 
Health Center facilities stemming 


from a CAA investigation. 

“We are working to determine 
student needs for keeping the 
Health Center open on the 
weekends,” Tilton said. “We will 
also do a cost analysis in terms of 
equipment, personnel, and 
operating hours to see if student 
use justifies the extended hours.” 

All-school Secretary Steve 
Wittenborn announced the 
vacancy of three Senate seats 
'Off-campus Senator Kim Kelley 
resigned and Off-Campus Senator 
Bill Drollinger and Williams Hall 
Senator Bobbie Webster lost their 
seats because they had more than 
four unexcused absences. 

The Williams Hall seat was- 
filled by Nancy Glick and Paul 
Wolfman was named Geisert 
Senator—both by presidential 
appointment.

freshmen are having problems 
adjusting socially, academically, 
or in other ways to campus life. 

Nancy Schneider, a graduate 
student involved in “Outreach” 
said the student aides are 
equipped to help work out many 
of the problems of freshmen, and 
can refer them to places where 
they can get help. 

The s_tudent aides are 
contacting the freshman students 
alphabetically, and after two 


weeks in operation, “we have 
gotten about half-way through the 
list,” Schneider said. She added 
that she hopes they can get 
through the entire class by the 
end of the semester. 

“So far, reaction to the 
program has been favorable, 
Schneider said. “Most of the 
students I’ve talked to just wanted 
to know why something like this 
wasn’t started earlier in the year.” 

The program was originated by 
the Guidance and Counseling 
Advisory Committee, a university 
committee whose function is to 
organize Bradley guidance and 
counseling activities. 

“It must be stressed that this is 
only and experimental program,” 
Zarvell said. “It is important that 
the students know we are offering 
possible solutions to some of their 
problems, but whether they 
accept the help or not is totally 
up to them.” 

“It could be that we waited too 
late to get the program started 
this year,” Schneider said. “But 
we’re going to help all the students 
we can in the time that we have 
and maybe next year we can start 
from the beginning and work on 
these problems before they get 
too large.”

History book chronicles BU founding, fire, trivia

“Founder Lydia Moss Bradley 
wanted every person to be able to 
earn his or her own livelihood 
with their hands if they 
could—but there were no facilities 
for teaching the necessary skills in 
Peoria. That’s why she founded 
Bradley Polytechnic Institute. 

“But as the high schools began 
teaching manual arts, there was 
duplication and the school began 
phasing out its lower academy,” 
said Dr. Louis Yates, author of a 
new book chronicling the history 
of Bradley. 

A Proud Heritage-Bradley's 
History 1897-1972 , to be on sale 
at the Bookstore in hard and soft 
cover editions within the next few 
weeks, culminates four years of 
work by the retired head of 
Bradley’s history department. 

The book describes how 
Bradley Polytechnic Institute was 
founded in 1897 as a private 
academy (high school), teaching

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manual and domestic arts with a 
two year college program that was 
one of the state’s first junior 
colleges. Bradley eliminated the 
high school curriculum in the 
early 1920’s to become a 
four-year college and in 1946 
reached university status. 

“After teaching at Bradley for 
24 years, I had a feeling for it,” 
said Yates, who retired in 1972. 
“I served under all but the first 
two presidents of the university in 
that time—and they were all 
different.” 

Bill Bittner, a senior, and Steve 
Tiber, who graduated last year 
and now works at the 
Smithsonian Institute in 
Washington, D.C., assisted Yates 
in compiling the 215-page book. 
A 30-page bibliography and a 
chapter summarizing each year 
will be separate supplements that 
will be available at the library. 

The book, which was 
commissioned in 1970 by then 
President Talman Van Arsdale, 
covers everything from the 
massive Bradley Hall fire in 


January 1963 (“I was there and 
almost froze my feet”) to the big 
basketball scandal here in the 
1950’s, all the way back to the 
founding of the school just before 
the turn of the century. 

One chapter is devoted to little 
known “firsts,” unusual incidents, 
and historical trivia of Bradley. 

“In fact, I think a person 
would just have to chuckle over 
them,” he said. “That’s what 
they’re there for, so the reader 
can sit back and enjoy it.” 

Included are prices (full meals 
were advertised for a quarter in 
the campus newspaper), jokes 
happenings in class, and various 
accomplishments of the faculty. 

One of the little known 
incidents described in the book 
was the loss of the shovel used to 
break ground for the original 
Bradley Hall in 1897. It was 
discovered in the basement of a 
Bradley official’s home after his 
death. 

The shovel was used again, this 
January, in groundbreaking 
ceremonies for the new physical 
education complex, Haussler Hall. 


Vets club to be revived 
if interest increases

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Little known student committee holds 
‘life or death’ for campus groups

The Scout asked 25 students 
what the letters SABRC stand for. 
Four of the 25 knew they are the 
initials of the Student Activities 
Budget Review Committee, but 
only two had an understanding of 
what the group does. 

For the 1973-74 academic 
school year, SABRC was given 
$12 out of every student’s tuition 
- a total of about $50,000 - that 
was divided between 17 student 
organizations. 

A budget of $55,000 — 

amounting to about $13.50 per 
student - will be SABRC’s budget 
for funding activities for 1974-75, 
according to Joseph Mele, vice 
president for business affairs. 

Student Center Board (SCB), 
an organization which provides 
entertainment on campus, 
received the largest allotment 
($16,000) for 1973-74. The Scout 
Lecture Arts, and the Amga 
(yearbook) followed with 
appropriations of about $6,000 
each and Student Senate received 
about $5,000. 

It is amazing but very few 
people realize or know what 
SABRC is,” said John Baroni, 
former all-school treasurer and 
SABRC chairman for the past two 
years. 

“I think it’s the most 
important student group on 
campus because it awards 
thousands of dollars, giving it life 
Dr death authority over a number 
Df student groups. Probably every 
student at one time or another has 
participated in an organization 
that has been funded by SABRC,” 
he added. 

Members Appointed 

The committee is composed of 
eight student members and is 
headed by the all-school treasurer, 
who chooses one Student 
Supreme Court justice, two 
senators, and four students who 
have applied for membership from 
SABRC funded organizations. The 
all-school treasurer, acting as 
chairman, is a non-voting member. 

In April, any student 
organization seeking funding must 
submit a detailed budget request 
to the committee. A 
representative of the student 
group must appear before SABRC 
in a closed hearing to defend the

After all the hearings are 
completed, SABRC votes on a 
final budget for each organization. 

“We received requests for over 
$178,000 last year and there is no 
way we could run into deficit 
spending,” Baroni said. “It is our 
job to review each budget 


Organizations that were not 
funded by the Student Activities 
Budget Review Committee 
(SABRC) this year, but wish to be 
funded next year must contact 
All-school Treasurer Kevin Tilton 
for a budget application hearing 
appointment by April 17. 

Hearings for organizations 
which received funds this year 
will be held April 15-22. Hearings 
for those not funded this year will 
begin April 23 and continue 
through April 29. 


carefully because each group pads 
its budget 40 to 50 per cent.” 

Organizations that are not 
satisfied with their allotment have 
an opportunity to make appeals 
after SABRC releases its budget 
breakdown. If groups are not 
funded or feel they are receiving 
insufficient funding after appeal 
decisions are made, Baroni said 
the groups may go directly to the 
university for financial support. 

Radio Station Controversy 
One of the most controversial 
decisions SABRC has made came 
in 1971 when the budget of 
WCBU, the university’s radio 
station, was cut by more than 


$6,500. Only student salaries were 
funded by SABRC. 

Nine months after the budget 
cut, the university funded the 
radio station and it has 
subsequently been dropped from 
the committee’s budget. 

Tim Engen, currently a senior 
and SABRC chairman at the time 
of the WCBU budget cut, 
published a three point outline in 
the Scout in October 1971 listing 
requirements student 
organizations must meet to be 
eligible for funding: 

— funds shall be granted to 
those organizations that maintain 
a relevant program for student 
organizations 

— funds shall be granted to 
organizations that benefit a large 
number of students 

— funds shall be granted on the 
basis of student participation and 
past performance (of the 
organization) 

Baroni said that during his 
tenure as chairman, SABRC 
generally followed policies 
established under Engen’s 
chairmanship but attempted to 
reduce or eliminate allotments to 
groups that served small numbers 
of students. 

SABRC met throughout the 
year, instead of only for the 
spring hearings, enabling it to 
review the financial records of 
organizations being funded, 
Baroni said.

Senate needs change 

The proposal for changing the number of senators and the 
apportionment of Student Senate (explained in the story on 
page one) isn’t just another parlimentary tactic to waste the 
senators time. It actually makes good sense. Too bad there 
weren’t enough senators present to take a legal vote on the 
motion. 

It has been obvious after the last three Senate elections 
that eight senators is too large a representation for 
off-campus students. During each election, it was virtually 
impossible to even give the seats away. In fact, two 
off-campus seats were just vacated at Monday’s Senate 
meeting, one due to lack of attendance by the senator. 

Harper-Wyckoff, since it is- the only two-building 
dormitory housing unit, deserves two senators, if only by 
virtue of sheer numbers. 

And to expect two Greek senators to represent the whole 
Greek system, with its many diverse elements, is a task 
beyond the realm of possibility. 

The final proposal of the amendment is to eliminate the 

position of class president and reduce the number of class 
senators to three. 

The post of class president has always seemed useless 
except for the individual glory of the winner. The class 
president has no more power and no more votes than any 
other senator and the name only causes confusion with the 
all-school officers. 

But it’s the reduction of the number of senators that is the 
best part of the proposal. Senate traditionally is forced to 
add persons to its roster after each election.While these 
persons may be interested in working for Senate, it seems 
if their interest was strong enough, they would have run for 
the position in the first place. 

By reducing the number of senators, Senate could 
conceivably become a group of students interested enough to 
campaign for positions and continue to reach out to 
constituents after the election. 

Maybe it could even eliminate enough dead weight so that 
a quorum could be present at each meeting to prevent the 
tabling of sensible, constructive motions. 

License alcohol in SC 

The Board of Trustees has at last made the final step in 
acknowledging that Bradley students are adult individuals 
who can make their own decision whether or not to drink by 
granting permission to consume alcoholic beverages in the 
Student Center. 

While by no means necessary for enjoyment for most 
students, many do find a beer a refreshing thirst-quencher 
while dancing or listening to a jam session. 

Now it is up to the city of Peoria to determine if Bradley 
students will be permitted the same right on campus that 
they have been enjoying in many of the local establishments 
off campus. 

Permission to consume alcohol at approved, organized 
events will allow many campus groups to schedule more 
activities on campus, resulting in more use of the Student 
Center’s facilities. 

And it will allow organizations without “houses” to 
sponsor events on par with those held by Greek groups. 

If nothing else, by the accessibility of the Student Center 
to most student residences, it will keep students who drink 
too much off the streets and out of cars. 

The Scout urges the university to encourage licensing by 
the city of this long-awaited measure.

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“It got to the point where the Register 
would get a phone call from AIM 
(American Indian Movement) asking if we 
would cover a demonstration. If we said 
no, there would be no demonstration.” 

How do you cover “media events?” In 
fact should you even bother covering media 
events? 

That was the question Stephen Johnson, 
staff assistant to Iowa Congressman John 
Culver and former Des Moines Register 
reporter, raised at a small media conference 
I attended at Grinnell College in Iowa 
Monday. 

“What is the real value in taking over a 
building?” Johnson asked, during a 
discussion. 

Raising that question unemotionally and 
removing it from any specific reference put 
it in an unusual perspective. Just what is 
the purpose of taking over a building as a 
form of demonstration ... so you can 
threaten to burn it down ... to dramatize 
grievances ... so TV cameras will be 
around when you walk out ... or are 
carried out? 

The editor of the host school’s weekly 
student newspaper said his publication was 
put in a similar position during campus 
disorders not too long ago. A lot of 
upheaval seemed to be staged only for the 
sake of getting press coverage. 

To find a parallel at Bradley, one has to 
go back to November 1969 when about 80 
students took over the Student Center to 
protest a $300 tuition hike. That was an 
explosive year in Bradley history because 
.the next semester 2,000 students massed to 
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orotest the killing of four students at Kent 
State by Ohio National Guardsmen. In the 
weeks following that demonstration five 
arson attempts were made against school 
buildings here. 

But that was a long, long time ago. 
Things like that happening here seems 
inconceivable now. 

When asked what my reaction would be 
to a phone call announcing a planned 
demonstration, a media event, or what have 
you, I answered, “I would be thrilled.” 

And I would. 

There was another topic of discussion 
that interested me -- because I hear so much 
about it and even have been touched by it. 

What is the literacy of your audience if 
you put out a newspaper on a college 
campus? You’d expect to be writing to a 
well-educated group of readers. The 
conference participants voiced low 
opinions of their audience. 

This touches me because of the poor 
letters the Scout sometimes gets. So many 
times I hear the excuse, “Well I can’t 
write.” 

It makes me wonder what the person 
did in high school (for that matter, at 
Bradley). 

The editor of one student newspaper 
even complained that the reporters can’t 
even write in complete sentences 
(fortunately that’s not the case here). 

“Why can’t Johnny add and subtract?” 
ask the critics of the new math. Well maybe 
he can’t read or write either.

Refutes 

Silverman 


Ordinarily, I have let criticisms 
m of the Student Supreme Court go 
uncontested. I preferred not to 
compromise the integflty of the 
Court by involving it in petty 
squabbles with disgruntled parties 
of a suit. But since my term as 
Chief Justice is now over and 
since Mr. Silverman’s letter in last 
week’s Scout contained such gross 
misrepresentations I feel 
compelled to respond. 

Recall that Silverman alleged 
that I as Chief Justice and the 
Court as a whole dealt unfairly 
and pre-emptively with him in his 
bid to remain junior class 
president, the position from 
which the Senate elections 
subcommittee had suspended him 
pending our decision. 

First of all Silverman states 
that he “asked the Court 
informally for a postponement 
but the case was decided without 
me.” However, he neglects to 
mention how “informal” the 
request was. A few days prior to 


the hearing date I was walking 
along University Avenue when 
Silverman shouted his request 
from the sixth floor of Harper 
Hall. I denied that request. 

I felt that I had substantial 
grounds for denying a 
continuance. The case had already 
been delayed too long because of 
the spring break. The Senate 
elections subcommittee had 
suspended him as junior class 
president and as a result that class 
was under-represented in Senate. 
In addition, the Court had 
another case pending which was 
already scheduled for our next 
hearing date. Finally, Silverman 
had more than two weeks advance 
notice of his trial date. 

Next Silverman criticized me 
for remaining on the case while 
having a prior knowledge of the 
facts of the case. He said that I 
told him I stayed on the case in 
order to maintain a quorum. That 
is true, but the explanation he 
attributes to me is patently 
false. He said that I told him that 
I stayed on just because “it would 
have been too much trouble to 
appoint” a temporary justice for 
myself.

appoint a temporary justice to 
take my place. First, I refused to 
appoint just anybody who had no 
familiarity with student 
government and who would not 
fully comprehend the 
ramifications of their decision. 
Secondly, I did approach a 
minimum of 10 people in an 
effort to secure the two 
temporary justices that would 
have been required if I were to 
step down. Five minutes before 
the trial was scheduled to begin I 
was able to secure former 
all-school vice-president, Barb 
Musielak, as a temporary justice 
to serve in place of Justice Deb 
Luzietti who was unable to hear 
the case. I was unable to secure a 
replacement for myself. 

In fact, earlier that afternoon 
when it became apparent that I 
might not be able to secure a 
replacement, I contacted the 
attorneys for both sides and asked 
if they had any objections to my 
remaining on the case. Both said 
that they did not. Silverman’s 
attorney even expressed his 
confidence in my ability to 
remain impartial. 

Silverman further alleges that I 
“prejudiced the entire court” 
against him. This allegation is an 
outrageous lie at best. The 
decision was unanimous. All of 
the justices will testify that I did 
not express any view whatsoever 
in the deliberations until after 
they all had expressed their own. 
In fact, I encouraged them to 
consider their decree against 
Silverman at greater length by 
requiring them to continue 
deliberating after they had 
reached their decision. 

Silerman also complains that 
“Never in American government 
has there been a rule, that 
candidates must appear at a 
meeting to appear on a ballot.” 
He conveniently neglects to 
mention that American candidates 
have always been required to file 
petitions in order to be placed on 
the ballot. In fact, that is what is 
done at our candidate’s meeting. 
Of course, he would not know 
that. At any rate, Senate dictates 
the election regulation. The Court 
merely applies them. 

Finally, Silverman appealed to 
next year’s junior class on the 
basis that he truly wants to 
represent them; so much so that 
he lied to the election committee. 

I could suggest that this class look 
into how Silverman has 
“represented” them in the past. 

I would venture to say that during 
Silverman’s prior term as senator I 
attended more Senate meetings 
than he did. He accumulated so 
many absences that the Senate 
executive board had the legal right 
to expel him from Senate. They 
refrained from doing so when he 
continually assured them that he 
would attend meetings. Yet he 
continually forgot. It is about 
time that next year’s junior class 
stopped listening to Silverman’s 
protestations and looked toward 
their new representative, Sue 
Daugherty. It seems that 
Silverman has a habit of missing 
meetings.

Students must question. 
Senate must answer 


T his year, Senate has a chance to shatter 
its historically melancholic mold. 
Currently, students’ rights and needs are 
not only ill-defined and unfulfilled, but are 
to a great extent being ignored. 

Senate, more than any other campus 
organization, has a responsibility to correct 
these senseless conditions and the ludicrous 
dilemmas they ultimately nurture. 

These three examples provide a modest 
sampling: 

-University officials can pick 
and choose their disciplinary rules 
because Senate hasn’t solidified 
the Student’s Bill of Rights. 

Should a case go before the 
student court, a defendant’s 
appeal can only be heard by the 
same body that found him guilty 
initially. Yet we have the nerve to 
call this a legitimate judicial 
system. 

—Every year students get 
hassled, busted, conned, and even 
pregnant because -no immediate 
and effective help is available 
through university channels. Yet 
many want to call Bradley a viable 
community. 

—This is an age of academic 
reforms such as credit/no-credit 
systems, thematic living programs, 
and curriculum revitalization. 

How many such programs are 
being tried at Bradley? Worse yet, 
how much student input is even 
considered when such issues arise? 

The new Senate administration claims it 
can solve these problems. If it does, 
Bradley may just become a better 
university. But if it doesn’t. Senate won’t 
be the victim. 

Your rights, your needs, and your 
freedoms are the stakes in this game. 

If you don’t defend them by holding 
Senate to task, you, the individual student, 
will fall prey to these atrocities. And as far 
as enforcement tactics go, it is rumored 
that no one responds like a senator to a 
good swift individualistic kick in the ass. 

Action is Senate’s responsibility; 
demanding for accountability of action is 
yours. So bug them a little .. . who knows, 
something might just get done.

Field House just don’t have the 
“character” of Illinois’ Assembly 
Hall or other great P.E. facilities 
in the state, and this gives Bradley 
an initial disadvantage in the 
recruiting wars. 

People seem to dwell on 
Bradley’s recruiting frustrations of 
late, calling to mind the “ones 
that got away.” Coach Stowell 
felt compelled to talk about these 
athletes. 

“David Brent (7-0) signed here 
as a junior, but his mother signed 
on the wrong line and we lost him 
eventually to Jacksonville,” said 
Stowell. 

Another player who got away, 
through no fault of the Bradley 
staff, was Monte Towe, NCAA 
champ North Carolina State’s 5-7 
spark plug. 

Towe never made a visit, but 
he limited his choices to Bradley 
and NC State. “We asked for some 
high school films of him,” Stowell 
said, “and never got them. He was 


our kind of player. Nobody else 
wanted him. Now everybody 
would like him.” 


Stowell also pointed out 
Bradley’s effectiveness in tapping 
the local market. “In the last 12 
years, the only two players we 
lost from Peoria who could play 
college ball went elsewhere and 


are now out of the picture.” 

The two are Alvin O’Neal, who 
dropped out of Illinois and is now 
at Morgan State, and Ken 
Wolbeck, who went to Notre 
Dame and accomplished little.

Lefthander Steve Welch (1-0) 
will start on the mound for 
Bradley this afternoon. Coach 
Chuck Buescher has tabbed 
Lichtenstein (2-2) as one of two 
pitchers in the doubleheader; the 
second has yet to be assigned. 

Offensively against ISU, the 
Braves fell short of their run 
production last weekend which 
swept the series at St. Louis and 
dismantled the Billikens 8-5, 8-6 
and 9-6. 

Bradley rightfielder Rick 
Buckner was the hitting star there 
(5 hits in 13 at bats, two home 
runs and 9 RBIs) and drove in he 
only first-game run for the Braves

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Bookstore advisory committee 
to form following CAAB report

An advisory committee of 
students and faculty will be 
organized for the Bradley 
Bookstore “as soon as possible, 
but certainly no later than the 
start of the fall semester,” 
according to President Martin 
Abegg. 

Formation of the committee is 
one of 16 recommendations made 
to Abegg by Campus Affairs 
Advisory Board (CAAB) in a 
confidential report on the 
Bookstore. 

Abegg said he would meet next 
week with Barbara Dreher, 
bookstore manager, and Joseph 
Mele, vice-president for business 
affairs, about implementation of 
the advisory committee. 

“The CAAB suggestion 
regarding extending hours to 


evenings, Saturdays, or both is 
currently being explored and 
hopefully by the fall semester we 
can open some evenings and/or 
Saturdays, at least on a trial 
basis,” Abegg said*_ 

He added that he agrees with 
the report’s recommendations 
“for the most part ... and where 
the university can and 
appropriately should, we will try 
to respond to the suggestions.” 

The report, which was made at 
the request of Abegg, was 
completed last May by CAAB, an 
advisory committee of students, 
faculty, and administrators that

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Students’ meal tickets denied 
if deferred fee payments unmet 


About 50 students are denied 
meal tickets each month for 
failure to meet deferred tuition 
payments, according to Bob 
Keating, university controller. 

Keating said students who use 
the deferred tuition plan of 
payment are required to sign a 
form at registration which 
explains that tickets may be 
withheld if payments are not 
made promptly. 

About 1,000 students are on 
the deferred tuition plan, a system 
that allows tuition payments to be 
made in three installments during 
a semester, Keating said. An 
interest rate of one per cent of the 
.unpaid balance is charged on each 
payment. 

Keating admitted that he has 
received numerous complaints 
about the severity of penalizing 
students by withholding meal 
tickets, but added that there is 


really no alternative. He said that 
a two week grace period 
allowed before action is taken. 

Nancy Jenkins, a student who 
was denied her March meal ticket, 
said although she understood the 
university’s need to collect the 
money, she felt another system, 
such as withholding grades would 
be better. 

“It might not be as prompt as 


withholding meal tickets, but I 
don’t think the time saved is 
justified by the extra money 
students are forced to spend on 
food,” she said. 

Jenkins said it might be to 
Bradley’s advantage to send out 
reminders “to both the student 
and his parents” to eliminate any 
chance of confusion about when 
the payments should be made. 


reports directly to the president. 
A second report dealing with the 
progress of implementing the 
recommendations was issued in 
February after CAAB consulted 
with Mele in October and 
January, according to Dr. Donald 
Albanito, CAAB chairman and 
dean of the College of Continuing 
Education. 

“The board (CAAB) was 
communicating with President 
Abegg (through the second report, 
which was unsolicited) its sense of 
urgency on the matter, concluding 
that nothing short of a radical 
change in the Bookstore policy 
could address the problems 
adequately,” Albanito said in a 
written statement given to the 
Scout. “Apparently the board was 
not satisfied with the progress 
Vice-president Mele reported in 
January.” 

Abegg attended an April 10 
meeting of CAAB to discuss the 
second report. Abegg, Mele, and 
Dreher appeared before CAAB at 
various times while the 
investigation was being 
conducted, according to Albanito’s 
statement. 


“More than one year has 
elapsed since the initial study was 
begun,” said Jeff Greenfield, a 
senior who is a member of CAAB, 
“and I don’t think students can 
notice any significant visible 
changes in the Bookstore’s 
operation.” 

He said that a recommendation 
to buy back paperback books for 
resale was instituted almost 
immediately when the report 
came out and that “even though 
the prices involved are nominal, 
the principle behind this is 
important.” 

He added that recommenda¬ 
tions for selling out-of-town 
newspapers and accepting certain 
credit cards have been adopted, 
the bulk of the report has yet to 
be acted upon. 

Greenfield also said that a 
recommendation for putting up a 
suggestion box was followed for a 
time first semester, later 
discontinued, then re-instituted 
this semester. 

Another senior on the 
committee, Mike Hager, said there 
was “a lack of action” on the first 
report. “In the second report, we 
were a little more forceful, and I 
think President Abegg and 
Vice-president Mele were more 
receptive.” 

He said the creation of the 
advisory committee is the major 
point of the report because the 
Bookstore administrators are 
“living in their little vacuum and 
not responding to and meeting the 
consumer demands of students.” 

Mike James, another senior 
member who represented Student 
Senate on CAAB, commented, 
“Most of the recommendations 
are not that earth shattering. It 
doesn’t take much insight to come 
up with similar recommendations, 
that’s why we emphasized more 
student participation in running 
the store.”

Senate adjourned for five 
minutes after Nubel refused to 
disclose the numerical vote of the 
Rules committee on each 
applicant. 

Nubel said releasing this 
Information would be “unethical 
and unnecessary.” 

After the recess, Nubel 
revealed the vote counts and the 
applicants were questioned briefly 
and approved. 

In further Senate action, a 
constitutional amendment to alter 
and reapportion Senate’s 
membership was defeated. 

The motion would have 
reduced Senate’s numbers from 
40 to 34 by deleting one class 
officer and the position of class 
president and provided for the 
proportion of one senator to 
every 276 students. 

A second proposal by Rules 
that also failed proposed “the 
all-school president be vested with 
veto power over any legislative 
measure passed by Senate.”

The application for a liquor 
license for the Student Center was 
filed last week, according to 
Joseph Mele, vice-president for 
business affairs.

Work cuts station hours

Drilling of three 30-foot deep, 
four-inch diameter holes to end 
interference from a steel 
broadcasting tower and reinforced 
sheet metal roofing of Jobst Hall 
was begun three weeks ago, 
I according to Joel Hartman, 
I general manager of WCBU-FM 
I radio. 

The action to create a ground 
I is being taken because the signal 
I of Bradley’s radio station 
I interferes with “sensitive” 

I laboratory equipment taking 
I precise measurement in Jobst 
Hall, which houses WCBU’s 
transmitter, Hartman said. 

“This is not unusual in cases of 
FM stations low on the band,” he 
| added. 

Since January, the station has 
1 suspended broadcasting from 1-5 
p.m. because of its interference* 
with the laboratory equipment. 

Hartman said he is optimistic 
that the present construction 
effort will eliminate the strong 
FM signal in Jobst Hall and that 
afternoon programming will 
resume this summer. 

“We will have a definite answer 
later in the week,” Hartman said, 
“since the first hole is almost 
finished.” 

Hartman, who is employed

full-time by the university, 
oversees the operation of the 
radio station and Channel 47-TV. 

At this time, the radio station 
begins programming at noon, for 
one hour then ceases broadcasting 
until 5 p.m. when the regular 
schedule of news, features, and 
classical music continues until 
11:30. The programming then 
changes to progressive rock until 
the station signs off at 4 a.m. 

The suspension of afternoon 
broadcasting affects classical music 
shows, Hartman said. 


Mele said that the application 
probably would not be formally 
approved before the end of this 
school year but that a program 
would be worked out by next fall. 

“Alcohol will be served at 
special events and some events 
sponsored by the Student Center 
Board. There is a 1 a.m. limitation 
on the license. Even though the 
Student Center is open later on 
weekends, no alcohol could be 
served after 1 a.m.,” Mele said. 

Any group planning to serve 
alcoholic beverages at a function 
in the Student Center will have to 
apply through the Student Center 
director. The application will then 
go to the Student Center Board, 
which will make a 
recommendation to Mele, who is 
assigned responsibility for 
approving events. 

“The policy for a group using 
the Student Center this year for a 
social function is about the same 
policy we will follow next year,” 
Mele said. ‘They have to sign for 
damages and pay a fee. We also 
hold ID cards to insure that there 
is no damage.” 


The major difference next year 
is that there will have to be 
someone present to check IDs and 
ages,” he added. 

According to Mele, the reason 
that alcohol will not be sold in the 
Student Center is that the liquor 
license is issued to the university, 
and the university will be 
responsible for enforcing all legal 
requirements. 

“If alcohol is sold, then a 
bartender would have to be hired. 
This could create problems when 
more than one event is scheduled. 
But at this point, as things stand, I 
don’t see any problems,” Mele 
said.

Faculty should heed 
ombudsman report 

In addition to the figures in the box on page eight, the 
ombudsman, Dr. Domenico Volturno, presented a report to 
the University Senate yesterday that detailed the history, 
role, and procedure taken by the ombudsman in solving 
conflicts between students and faculty. 

But the most enlightening part of the report, aside from 
mere figures of what cases were handled and how they were 
resolved, was the section that dealt with recommendations. 

In it, Dr. Volturno expressed the viewpoint that the “role 
ot the ombudsman should be not only to examine charges of 
inequities and reconcile the parties involved, but also to play 
a preventative role by recommending ways and means of 
avoiding some of the problems.” 

Following this line of thought, the report recommended 
that each teacher present a course syllabus, preferrably in 
writing, to all students at the beginning of each semester. 
Specific information the syllabus would provide includes: 

1. General nature and content of the course 

2. Class assignments for the semester 

3. Number, type, and dates of examinations, term papers, 
projects 

4. Absence policy 

5. Grading policy 

6. Progress report of each student at intervals during the 
semester 

The report also suggests keeping office hours and 
appointments as much as is possible. 

Admittedly, many instructors already abide by these 
suggestions, but many more follow only some or even none. 
Some courses may not lend themselves to strict structuring, 
but the “unstructured course” rationalization does not 
exempt the instructor from letting students know generally 
what is expected of them. A course that cannot be explained 
in these terms is not unstructured, it is unplanned. 

Perhaps if all instructors followed the guidelines set down 
by the ombudsman (which for the most part are just 
common sense) there might not be a need for the 
ombudsman to even make a report on the arbitration of 188 
cases. 

Because there probably wouldn’t be 188 cases to arbitrate. 

Bookstore report 
rates careful study 

Plans for creation of an advisory committee for the 
Bookstore are underway. Formation of the committee, which 
was one of 16 recommendations made in a confidential 
report on the Bookstore by Campus Affairs and Advisory 
Board, makes good sense. 

Direct, formalized input from students and faculty can 
only help an operation which provides text materials and 
seeks to seve a portion of the consumer needs of the campus. 

It’s too bad that so much time has elapsed since an initial 
report came out last May. Students on the committee will be 
graduating, probably before they can see their work through. 
This is unfortunate. 

The report is almost a year old, yet a sensible 
recommendation calling for setting up an advisory committee 
is only in the initial planning stages. A systematic, thorough 
evaluation of the recommendations by all parties involved is 
needed to give the report a chance to do some good. 
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There has always been something about 
Richard Nixon that made me distrust him a 
little. Lately, I’ve joined a lot of Americans 
in distrusting him a lot. 

What made me somewhat suspicious of 
the man in the first place is a quality that 
many people would call a desirable trait. 
He wants to please the people. More than 
that, he is a crowd pleaser. 

As a congressman from California in the 
late 1940’s, he served up what America 
wanted-communist agents who had 
infiltrated government. Critics said the 
methods he used were unethical and his 
actions bordered on demogagory. 

But the people had what they wanted. 

He was elected President on the pledge 
that he would end the war in Viet 
Nam—and he . succeeded in ending 
American involvement shortly before being 
re-elected. Critics remind us that the “with 
honor” part of his peace promise seems to 
have been forgotten as the war continues. 
He is much maligned for this, but 
Americans are happy. 

Then too there is his “there will be no 
recession” crowd pleaser, which can be 
expanded to encompass the way he seems 
to like to explain his involvement in 
Watergate—“Americans have the right to 
know whether their President is a crook, 
liar, and cheat... I am not.” 

As a result, critics think he should 
become a crowd pleaser and resign. He 
answers that he is not going to turn his 
back on a job he was elected to do. 

Commendable motives. 


Which brings me to the final reason that 
I distrust him. I don’t like pretentious 
people, and when it comes to draping 
oneself with the American flag, Billy 
Grahaming it “Nearer to Thee,” and 
generally sitting in the first pew with a 
pious look when the cameras are 
rolling-Mr. Nixon takes the cake. 

Every once in a while he’ll do his 
down-to-earth-act at a press conference, 
but that is out of character for him. 

He will perenially be “too busy being a 
good President” to condescend to involve 
himself in the petty intrigues of the day. 

This is why he will probably be forced 
to stop being a good President long enough 
to do some explaining to a certain House 
committee. 

After that he’s going to be mailing out 
some thank-you notes to private citizens 
for their “spontaneous outpouring” of 
support to help him pay his delinquent 
taxes. Then he’ll stop by the slammer on 
visiting day to see his former trusted aids. 

That certain House committee will take 
all this into consideration and take a good 
look at the man that I find slightly 
distrustful. 

Eventually, I think he will stand before 
the Senate for judgement—draped in an 
American flag with a pious, indignant look 
on his face as the cameras roll. There will 
be a fight and win or lose he will respond 
with all the emotion that is his predictab.e 
style. Keep that in mind. 

He is a real crowd pleaser.

Re-run overturned election? 


After giving a lot of thought to the 
recent junior class president controversy 
and to the matter of whether or not I 
should try to force a re-election, I’ve come 
to a few conclusions. 

There is a lot to be said about the 
inefficiency in various aspects of our 
student government. The enforcement of 
election rules was haphazardly done. The 
petitions that we were given on which to 
obtain signatures specifically stated that we 
were required to attend a candidates’ 
meeting, and if unable to attend, we were 
to have someone bring a proxy. If a proxy 
was not brought, the absent candidate 
would not be allowed on the ballot. 

In the case of Andrew Silverman, he did 
not show for the meeting, nor did he send a 
proxy, yet he was allowed to run in the 
election as a result of his imaginative 
excuse which appeared in the April 5 issue 
of the Scout. On top of this, the elections 
committee chairman who gave him 
permission to run did not even bother to 
check into the validity of Silverman’s 
excuse. 

The election rules also state that each 
candidate is allowed one sign to be placed 
anywhere outdoors, but only in the 
ground—not on buildings or trees. So I 
arose bright and early, staggered over to 
Bradley Hall, and pounded my placard into 
the ground. 

Several hours later a big “Andy 
Silverman” poster adorned a tree right 
above the sign that I had hammered into 
the turf. He was assessed a fine, but the 
sign never came down. What’s the sense of 
fining him and allowing the poster to 


remain? It makes a lot of sense from 
Silverman’s point of view. 

His trial, which was heard by the 
Student Supreme Court regarding the 
question of whether or not he should have 
been allowed to appear on the ballot, is 
also another example of this student 
government inefficiency. 

Silverman was not even allowed to speak 
in his own behalf-something he should 
have at least been entitled to. His integrity 
was at stake, and because of the court’s 
refusal to grant him a postponement, he 
was never allowed to explain his position or 
account for his actions. 

After experiencing this election, I can 
now understand why people are so 
disenchanted with politics these days. I 
realize that there are many dedicated, 
industrious people in the Senate, but if the 
injustice and deceit which manifested itself 
in this election is indicative of the way the 
Senate works, then I want no part of it. 

But I feel that a re-election between Sue 
Daugherty and myself should be held 
because our previous contest was decided 
under false pretenses and she was not the 
choice of next year’s junior class.

approach in running the 
Bookstore,” she said. 

Dreher said implementation or 
consideration of CAAB’s 
recommendations has taken place 
in the following areas: 

— The Bookstore began buying 
back paperback text books for 
resale in May. 

— The Bookstore has increased 
stocks in art supplies and 
increased service connected with 
photo supplies and film 
developing. 

— Several out-of-town 
newspapers, as well as the Peoria 
Journal Star , are being stocked, 

— The Bookstore is planning to 
begin marketing records “in a 
small way in the fall.” 

— Extended hours are being 
considered and some new hours 
may be instituted on a trial basis. 

— A suggestion box which was 
recommended has been 
implemented. The suggestion box 
had been discontinued at one time 
during first and second semester 
because some suggestions “got to 
be rather ridiculous” and were not 
serious, Dreher said. 

Dreher said she would not 
object to the creation of an 
advisory board to the Bookstore 
as long as the group would 
function “in a strictly advisory 
capacity, as long as I’m not bound 
by recommendations.” 

She added, “We’ve always been 
very open and very approachable 
here ... I have never in 23 years 
refused to talk to a student and 
neither has any member of my 
staff to my knowledge.”

“I am concerned with not only 
trying to solve problems, but I 
would like to prevent problems 
from happening,” said Dr. 
Domenico Volturno, of the 
Religious Studies department, 
about his position as ombudsman. 

The main purpose of the 
ombudsman is to serve as a liaison 
between students with problems, 
and faculty members. Most of the 
problems, said Volturno, deal 
with academics. 

“Usually the problem is with 
grades, make-up tests, deadlines, 
and extensions. Sometimes it is a 
mathematical error in the cases of 
grades or very often a 
misunderstanding of what was 
expected in the course,” he 
explained. 

Volturno handled 78 cases in 
1971 and 62 cases the following 
year. In 1973, there were 48 cases 
between January and August. 

When a student registers a 
complaint, Volturno first talks 
with the student to see exactly 
what the problem is. If the 
complaint is a legitimate one, 
Volturno will see the teacher. 

“If the student is not satisfied, 
the three of us get together. This 
is usually the best way,” said 
Volturno. 

“If the student is still 
dissatisfied with the results of that 
meeting, an appeal may be made 


to the department head, the dean 
or director of the college, and 
finally to the vice-president of 
academic affairs. 

Volturno was elected 
ombudsman in January of 1971 
and was re-elected to the position

in the spring of 1973. The 
Student Senate and full-time 
faculty will vote again this spring. 

“I’ve been asked to serve as 
ombudsman again, but the 
election is this spring, so I don’t 
know yet. It is a time consuming 
but worthwhile job,” said 
Volturno. 

The ombudsman cannot 
change grades, overturn decisions, 


or violate rules of the University, 
Volturno emphasized. He is only a 
mediator and spokesman for 
students, but he can make 
recommendations and seek to 
have unfair rules changed. 

In fall 1971, the University 
Senate passed a motion, initiated 
by Volturno, which states, “All 
examinations, term papers, 
themes, etc., which are not 
returned to the student by the 
instructor must be kept for at 
least one semester from the close 
of the semester in which the work 
was done.” 

Volturno feels that some of the 
problems can be avoided if the 
instructor establishes a policy at 
the beginning of the semester. In 
this way, the student knows 
exactly what is expected of him 
and knows dates of tests and 
when papers are due. 

Most of the cases coming 
before the ombudsman are settled 
in a short time and to the 
satisfaction of the parties

Enrollment this fall will be 
down slightly, according to Orville 
Nothdurft, dean of admissions, 
based on the number of freshman 
applications and transfer requests 
his office has received. 

Nothdurft said he expects to 
meet the admissions office goal of 
850 new students and added 
optimistically, “last year we had 
150 more full time students than 
we expected.” The 1973-74 
freshman class totalled 925 
students. 

He explained that national 
trends have shown a decline in the 
enrollment of four-year 
institutions all over the country. 
“We’re giving more opportunity 
for borderline students,” 
Nothdurft said when asked if 
standards at Bradley had been 
lowered to compensate for the 
decline in applicants. 

More high school students are 


involved, although some of them 
have taken as long as four months. 

“But even if the problem is not 
solved, at least the student knows 
that we have been working on it 
and thj.t we have spent time with 
him and his problems,” said 
Volturno. 

He feels that it is helpful being 
a faculty member because he can 
understand problems of the 


delaying making a final decision 
about whether to attend college 
until late in their senior year, 
Nothdurft added. 

“There has been a real team 
effort to recruit students for 
Bradley,” Nothdurft said. “We are 
particularly pleased with the 
students’ participation with 
recruiting,” he said, particularly 
citing the Admissions Aide 
program as responsible for what 
he termed “gratifying results.”

Graduating seniors go separate ways

Any members of the Class of 
’74 who return to campus next 
year to see a Bradley basketball 
game will probably find that 
things just aren’t like they used to 
be. 

Because of graduation, eight 
familiar fellows who thrilled the 
crowds at Robertson Field House 
for the past four years will be 
leaving after playing on teams that 
compiled a composite won-loss 
mark of 78-33. 

Those eight players formed the 
heart of a freshman team that 
went 15-0 during the 1970-71 
season and promised to return 
Bradley to the plateau of success 
it had known in past basketball 
seasons, a promise that was 
fulfilled during the 20-8 season 
just past. 

With graduation four weeks 
away, most of the seniors are 
getting ready for new pursuits 
involving either going on in school 
or taking a job. 

One exception in the group is 
Mike Harrell, who has been 
an exception to the rule before. At 
6-3, most college coaches deemed 
Harrell too small to play major 
college basketball at a forward 
slot. Naturally, Harrell was the 
top scorer on the team as a 
freshman while playing his old 
high school position—center. 

When asked what his future 
plans would be, Harrell replied, 
“Nothing. Actually I’ll be 
traveling. I’m going to take off 
and see the world. I’m hoping it’ll 
be fun. If I like it, I’ll keep 
traveling. If I don’t, maybe I’ll 
settle down and work or go to 
school.” 

At least two and possibly three 
or four of the group will be 
staying in basketball as coaches. 

Doug Shank has accepted a 
coach in g4eaching position at 


Bergan High School in Peoria after 
being approved for a similar post 
at Washington High School. 

“There were pretty equal 
circumstances on each job. I know 
both the coaches (Bradley grads 
Bob Swigris and Chuck 
Westendorf) and both have good 
programs. I just had to make a 
choice,” Shank said. 

Doug Pomatto will be a very 
busy man next year. He’ll be 
attending the Cumberland School 
of Law in Birmingham, Ala. and 
work as a graduate assistant to 
Samford University basketball 
coach Ron Harris, who guided the 
unbeaten Bradley freshman team 
in 1970-71. 

Dave Klobucher, a life-long 
Peoria resident, has to make a 
choice similar to the one Shank 
made. 

“Right now, I’m not sure. I’ll 
either go into coaching or work 
for a sporting goods store. There 
are coaching openings at 
Limestone and Washington. 
Keenan’s Sporting Goods has 
offered me a job selling sports 
equipment to various schools in 
the area, and, in the next month, 
a couple other coaching jobs 
might open up.” 

Things are somewhat up in the 
air for Tim Althoff as well, but at 
the moment Althoff expects to 
start learning excavation under his 
father, a mechanical contractor in 
McHenry, Ill. 

‘There’s nothing real definite. 
I’m getting a political science 
degree, so eventually I’ll probably 
run for an elected office,” Althoff 
said. 

Henry Thomas is sure of what 
he’s going to be doing, but he’s 
not quite sure where. 

“I’m trying to go to law 
school. I’ve applied at 
Northwestern, Chicago, Depaul 
and UCLA. So far I’m in at UCLA

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Baseball weathers tough schedule to go 12-9

Three doubleheaders in four 
days—to say the least, a rigorous 
baseball test. 

But Bradley’s Braves won the 
first (7-1 and 17-1) over Notre 
Dame, lost one at Eastern Illinois 
(12-2 and 3-2) and defeated 
Northern Illinois (4-2 and 4-0) 
Tuesday. 

“We’ve been playing good ball 
for the most part,” said coach 
Chuck Buescher with his squad 
12-9. “But we’ll have to keep 
playing that way with Western 
Illinois here for three games.” 

The Leathernecks visit Peoria 
today for a 3 p.m. contest at 
Meinen Field and a 1 p.m. 
doubleheader tomorrow. It may 
be as challenging a weekend as the 
Braves will have in the regular 
season. 

North Central plays here 


Tuesday afternoon at 3. 

Western is 16-7 after winning 
two against Illinois State (7-2 and 
3-0). ISU took a pair of close 
decisions over Bradley a week ago. 

With a team average of .321, 
Rich Tawlow’s players have also 
demonstrated power as 16 home 
runs in 23 games testifies. 

Leading the mound staff for 
the Leathernecks is a pitcher 
whose name looks like a 
typographical error. But there’s 
no mistake about the record of Ed 
Gvazdinskas. His 7-0 slate this 
year gives him 18 career wins and 
allowed him to break the WIU 
record of 16 set in 1970 by Rick 
Reuschel, now with the Chicago 
Cubs. 

Tentative pitching pairings for 
the series will find Bradley’s Jerry 
Zywica (2-3) matched with Don 
Brodt (4-1), Steve Welch (2-0) 


opposing Bill Sykora (4-2) and ace 
Kirk Lichtenstein, who threw a 
one-hitter against Northern to go 
4-2, squaring off with 
Gvazdinskas. 

Rick Buckner has been leading 
the Braves’ war party recently. 
The speedy rightfielder bats fifth 
in the lineup and has hit safely 14 
of his last 34 trips to the "piste. 
(.411), including three doubles, 
four home runs (two grand slams), 
and 18 runs batted in. 

“I’m seeing the ball better and 
concentrating more,” Buckner 
said of the streak which has his 
average at .300. “I’ve stopped 
swinging for the home run and am 
still hitting them.” 

The senior from Decatur 
Eisenhower has also indicated he’s 
anxious to bat when things are 
going well. So anxious to miss a 
take sign once in awhile?

“With the bases loaded and a 
2-0 count I knew he (Notre 
Dame’s pitcher) had to come in 
with it,” Buckner explained. “I 
looked at coach Buescher 
(coaching third) but wasn’t 
expecting him to have the take 
sign on, so I really didn’t see it.” 

He saw the pitch—“It was right 
down the middle”—and hit a long 
home run that cleared the bases to 
make the score 7-1, swept away 
Notre Dame’s chance to win and 
created a retellable story with a 
happy ending. 

Senior third baseman Dave 
Diesselhorst is hitting .333 in the 
leadoff spot and continues to 
pace his teammates. Shortstop 
Dave Klobucher, having made the 
adjustment from basketball, 
carries a .302 batting mark. 

But it’s the pitching and 


defense which may hold the. 
victory key against Western. 

The Braves managed only seven* 
hits in the doubleheader win ove^ l 
Northern, but the Huskies (7-11) 
were also held quiet at the plate. 

Freshman Mike Kubera 
bene fit ted from Klobucher’s 
speed on the bases and Buckner’s 
sacrifice fly to gain his second 
triumph. 

“Mike gave us a lift and! 
pitched a strong game,” Buescher 
said of the five-hit performance. 

In the nightcap, Lichtenstein 
surrendered a lined single to 
center on a 3-2 pitch he wishes he 
had back. 

“It was a slider down the 
pipe,” the powerfully-built senior 
said. “Other than that I was 
hitting the corners well and 
keeping the ball down.”

It’s probably not a case of too much 
success going to one’s head, but coming off 
a fine 20-8 season, Bradley’s 1974-75 
schedule (which was announced Saturday) 
is more ambitious than any the Braves have 
tackled in recent years. 

Last year’s Braves faced four college 
division foes and the 1972-73 team had its 
slate dotted with six of the non-major 
schools. Next year only two, intrastate 
rivals Illinois Wesleyan and Wheaton, will 
visit the Field House. 

This is the second year that Chuck 
Orsborn, Bradley athletic director, has 
made up the schedule and his toughening 
up of the slate prompted coach Joe Stowell 
to remark jokingly, “This is the kind of 
schedule I’d like to make up and let Ozzie 
coach.” 

Besides the reduction in college division 
foes there are several other changes that 
make the lineup much different from those 
in recent years. 

Highlight of the schedule is the 
resumption of the rivalry with nearly foe 
Illinois State. The Redbirds turned major 
four years ago and have been itching for a 
game with the Braves ever since they were 
dropped from the schedule in 1957. 

The only depressing fact about the ISU 
game is that it has been scheduled for Jan. 
9 — a date when the vast majority of

Bradley students will still be away on 
Christmas vacation. It is certainly 
unfortunate that an emotional rivalry like 
this will have to be renewed before a sparse 
student crowd. 

Another change in the schedule is the 
expansion of the Missouri Valley 


Conference slate to 16 games from last 
year’s 12-game lineup. 

With Memphis State now out of the 
conference the league has gone to a full 
home and home schedule as opposed to last 
year’s round-robin method. The Braves will 
face every conference opponent twice. 

Aside from the scheduling of the ISU 
contest, there are two other disappointing 
factors in the lineup. Chicago Stadium 
doubleheaders and holiday tournaments, 
two of the top attractions in the past, are 
not included this year. 

The future of any Chicago 
doubleheaders at all is shaky, especially 
considering the poor turnout for a 
potential drawing card like the 
Bradley-Illinois matchup last winter. 

Another means that gave the Braves a 
chance to play North Carolina, Purdue, 
Cincinnati, etc. has been thrown out this 
year as. for the first time in eight years, 
Bradley will participate in no holiday 
tournament. 

The promise of trips to places like New 
Orleans or the Far West has always been a 
major selling point for the Bradley 
basketball program, and with no tourney 
this year and only the local affair which 
Bradley will host next year, recruitment 
could be hurt unless Bradley participates in 
a holiday classic every two or three years. 
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SABRC funds 13 organizations, 
drops nine others in budget

Nine organizations, including 
previously funded A mga, Lecture 
Arts, Hockey, Wrestling Club, and 
the Bradley Review , will not be 
funded next year by the Student 
Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC), according 
to the budget released Monday 
night by the committee chairman 
Kevin Tilton. 

SABRC allocated $55,000 to 
be taken from student activity 
fees next year, but distributed 
only $38,594.45 to a total of 13 
organizations. Twenty-two 
student groups requested funding. 

Letters were to have been sent 
by today notifying organizations 
of SABRC’s decision in funding 
their group and the reasoning 
behind the decision. Appeals will 
be heard Monday, beginning at 
6:30 p.m. 

The ultimate factor in deciding 
which organizations would be 
funded was the benefit to 
students, Tilton said. 

Other criterion the committee 
based its reasoning on were the 
number of people affected by the 
activity and the past performance 
and future goals of the group. The 
committee also carefully 


examined student salaries, Tilton 
said. 

Money the committee has not 
allocated after appeals are ruled 
may be used either to fund new 
organizations which may 
approach the committee for funds 
or allocated to existing groups 
which develop or expand their 
programs to meet the criterion set 
forth by the committee. 

“It’s the contention of the 
committee that we didn’t receive 
requests that would justify our 
allocating the full $55,000,” 
Tilton said. “We couldn’t justify 
spending student money unless 
there were activities to justify 
expenditures.” 

Meetings will be held in late 
November to consider additional 
funding for second semester. All 
activities received allocations for a 
full year, except for the Coffee 
Ground Inn. The coffee house, 
formerly located in Williams 
west cafeteria, was allocated 
$ 1,600 for capital equipment and 
salaries for employees, but has 
been told it should be 
self-sufficient by second semester 
next year. 

Anaga and the literary 
magazine, the Bradley Review , 


had been dropped from funding 
because the publications should 
be paid for by the students who 
purchase them, according to 
Tilton. 

He added that activities such as 
Hockey, Wrestling Club, and 
Women’s Athletic Association, 
which received a sharp cut in their 
allocations, should be funded by 
the athletic department. 

Lecture Arts, which received a 
budget of $5,950 last year, was 
dropped because it has been 
operating on a break-even or 
surplus basis, Tilton said. He also 
said the group had a contingency 
fund in reserve. 

“We see no reason why they 
can’t continue to operate on this 
basis and even if they should lose

Students to use pre-registration for fall 1975 semester

A system of pre-registration 
will be implemented in April 1975 
for the fall 1975 semester as a 
result of an April 18 vote of

“If it gets a high degree of 
acceptance and is effective in 
responding to student and faculty 
anticipations, we will go ahead 
and implement it permanently,” 
Abegg said. 

Pre-registration Process 

Handbooks for the fall 
semester will be available April 7, 
1975. At this time, student will 
pick up their registration forms 
from department chairmen and 
receive advisement from the 
department. As a part of the 
registration material, students will 
be given their registration 
appointment, with seniors getting 
the first appointments. 

Registration will be held April 
21-25, with students selecting 
their classes and getting class 
tickets, which will be left for 
processing. 

Students will be sent a 
notification of tuition and fee 
costs, an appointment for 
completion of registration, plus a 
copy of their class schedules in 
July. Payment may be made 
either at the fall appointment 
time or early by mail. 

On August 4, all students who 
did not pre-register will receive 
registration packets in the mail. 
Incoming freshmen and transfer 
students will continue to register 
during summer orientation. 

Students who have 
pre-registered will have their 
appointments to complete 
registration on Aug. 25-26. At this 
time, students will pay tuition and 
fees, have their library cards 
validated, receive auto decals and 
meal tickets, and have their ID 
pictures taken. 

Students who pre-registered, 
but who fail to appear or make 
payments (or arrange deferred 
payment) during these two days 
will have their class tickets 
returned to the file for use the 


next day during regular fall 
registration. 

Regular fall registration will be 
held August 27 for those students 
who did not pre-register. Classes 
will begin August 28. 

Advantages, Disadvantages 

The major advantage to the 
pre-registration process is the 
increased opportunity for 
academic advisement, according 
to Jeanette Dodge, who chaired 
the committee that developed the 
pre-registration procedure. 

“Even though advisement is 
not mandatory, I really think it is 
the greatest thing that could come 
out of pre-registration,” she said. 
“Presently there is nothing that 
steers the student to his advisor 
that really makes him fall in the 
door.” 

Other advantages listed in the 
proposal presented to University 
Senate included letting students 
know before they come in the fall 
what their schedule of classes is 
and their exact costs, allowing 
department chairmen to evaluate 
class spaces and add or eliminate 
sections on a daily basis, and 
eliminating the use of faculty for 
handing out class tickets. 

Dodge stressed, however, that 
no system of pre-registration can 
guarantee students will get every 
course or section they want. 

Registrar Ruth Jass stressed the 
critical nature of the deadlines for 
departments preparing class 
schedule information, which will 
begin as early as December 1974 
for the fall 1975 semester. 

“The deadlines are not a lot

Begins Saturday night 

Moms’ event now two days 
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300 summer programs offered

More than 300 programs will 
be offered at Bradley for this 
summer’s two sessions. The first 
session will run from June 10 to 
July 16 and the second from July 
20 to August 16. 

“The most news of interest to 
Bradley students concerning 
summer school is that they can 
enroll today by phone or in 
person at our office,” said Dr. 
Donald Albanito, dean of the 
College of Continuing Education. 

He also said that the procedure 
of coming to campus a day early 
and waiting in lines to register has 
been eliminated. “We take care of 
pulling class tickets,” he said. 
‘The whole procedure can be 
completed by mail.” 

Another new concept in 
summer school is that tuition up 
to $375 can be charged on Master 
Charge or BankAmericard. “Last 
semester we instituted the 
procedure for our part-time 
students,” Albanito said. ‘They 
could charge up to $350, but 
since tuition for summer school 
increased by five dollars per 
semester hour, we also raised the 
maximum you could charge.” 

The “graduate student at 


in Bradley summer school. ‘This 
new procedure permits anyone 
with a bachelor’s degree from an 
accredited institution to take any 
graduate course for which he 
meets the prerequisites,” Albanito 
said. 


He explained that in the past if 
someone wished to take a 


graduate course he would have to 
enroll as a regular graduate 
student in a degree program. If he 
had been a “C” student as an 
undergraduate, Albanito said, he 
probably would have to go to 
Illinois State or somewhere else, 
since it is unlikely he would be 
admitted to Bradley as a regular 
graduate student. 


Dean raps summer school

offerings for summer school in a 
Scout interview.

The current summer school 
schedule offers no convenient 
evening classes, no innovative 
weekend scheduling, and little 
scheduling outside the two 
structured five-week sessions, 
according to Albanito. 

He added that class offerings 
include mainly “core, required 



courses” but little innovative, 
out-of-the-ordinary courses which 
might increase summer school 
enrollment. 

‘To the extent we serve our 
regular students, we must tailor 
our academic programs to courses 
required for graduation and those 
which are popular elective options 
for students excellerating their 
programs. To the extent we wish 
to reach new populations, we 
should have innovative programs 
and design special offerings, both 
in content and in time offered,” 
Albanito said. 

Faculty contracts, which until 
this year had been for 12-month 
periods, were reduced to nine 
months with a separate three 
month contract for faculty 
teaching summer classes. This, 
Albanito said, offered the 
university the opportunity to 
retain instructors best suited to 
teach courses most in demand. 

“Even with competitive 
contracts this year, our offerings 
have not been innovative,” 
Albanito said. “We should offer 
more mini-courses, workshops, 
and institutes, and we should staff 
them with the best instructors.”

Improvements and inputs into 
the operation of the Bradley 
Bookstore will be facilitated 
through a student and faculty 
advisory committee in the future, 
according to President Martin 
Abegg. 

The committee will be charged 
with reviewing the 16 
recommendations proposed by

Commission (CAAB). One of the 
recommendations made in 
CAAB’s confidential report was 
the formation of an advisory 
committee. 

As a tentative structure, Abegg 
said he felt the committee should 
be made up of student, faculty, 
and Bookstore personnel, with 
each of the three groups equally 
represented.

ERIC allows use of computer 
for students’ research papers 


A program designed to “help 
students find research materials 
for whatever paper they have to 
write” has been successful and is 
now in its third year of 
operation, according to Elizabeth 
Von Glasenapp, reference 
assistant at the Cullom-Davis 
Library. 

The Educational Resources 
Information Center (ERIC) 
program allows students, faculty, 
and other researchers to use the 
resources of a computer as 
their periodical and reference 
department. Users consult a book 
that contains general headings of 
information, feed a list of the 
general headings to a computer, 
and get a printout of specific 
reference material available in the 
microprint department, according 
to Von Glasenapp. 

The computer in. Holmes Hall 
is used for the ERIC program 
Wednesday nights. 

Reference materials are 
contained on microfiche cards. 
Von Glasenapp distinguished 
between the two types of 
microprint — microfilm and 
microfiche - by saying that in the 
former, pages are found on a roll 
of film, while in the latter, pages 
ire found on a card or sheet. 

Microfiche cards can be then 
ead on a machine in the library 
and as many as 60 pages of 
reference material can be 
contained on a single microfiche 
card. 

“The process saves much time 
ind is very comprehensive,” Von 
Glasenapp said.

CAAB, an advisory 
committee of students, faculty, 
and administrators which reports 
directly to the president, issued a 
follow-up report in February on 
the progress of implementation of 
recommendations made in the 
initial report. 


Translates for foreign-speaking defendants 

BU instructor uses Spanish skills in court

“When a court has a defendant 
in any trial who does not speak 
English, the court must 
communicate with him through 
an interpreter. The only 
interpreters available locally are

teachers because native speakers 
are usually strong in only one 
language while teachers are strong 
in both,” said Suzanne Smith, a 
Spanish instructor at Bradley for 
11 years. 

Smith, who received a B. A. 
from the University of Illinois and 


a degree equivalent to a master’s 
from the University of Buenos 
Aires in Argentina, has acted as a 
court translator in two trials in 
Peoria during the past year and is 
going to start on a third this week. 

Most large cities have 
professional, full-time court 
translators, but Peoria does not 
handle enough cases in which a 
full-time person would be needed, 
according to Smith. So the county 
pays “local teachers who do it as a 
public service” from Bradley, 
Illinois Central College, and area 
high schools to be court 
translators when one is needed, 
Smith said. 

Most court cases involve 
Spanish speaking migrant workers 
“so Spanish is the main language 
needed by the courts,” Smith 
said. In each case Smith has been 
involved with, the Spanish 
speaking participant has been the 
defendant. 

When an English speaking 
person gives testimony, a 
translator, who is seated with the 
Spanish speaking defendant to 
facilitate communication, gives a 
summary in Spanish of what is 
being said. When the defendant 
is on the witness stand, the 


translator “gives an exact 
translation of the questions put to 
him and his replies ... Also, the 
judge wants a verbatim account of 
everything he says to the 
defendant.” 

While giving an exact 
translation, the interpreter speaks 


immediately after a statement is 
made, she said. 

Smith added that “the only 
preparation I had for court work 
was an investment in a 
Spanish-English dictionary of legal 
terms.”

Expand Moms’ Day

unfortunately there has been no corresponding increase in 
activities or in events offered. 

The calendar of events offers a reception, two concerts, 
and, for as many as can be seated at the Hewitt Hall Pool, a 
swim show. 

The whole weekend does not offer much for those parents 
interested in seeing what the university itself has to offer. 

As an academic institution, we have more than early 
Sunday morning receptions and dinners with accompanying 
speakers to show parents. Parents might like to see more of 
Bradley than the inside of dorm rooms and the sidewalks in 
the quad. 

The School of Speech and Hearing Sciences held an open 
house yesterday. Possibly many students, whether SHS 
majors or not, would have been interested in showing their 
parents the facilities, if the open house had been scheduled 
for Moms’ Day weekend. 

Many music majors give their required recitals this time of 
year. Why can’t some of these recitals be scheduled for 
Moms’ Day weekend so more parents can hear the results of 
the hours of practice in Constance Hall? 

To some students, Olin Hall is no more than a building 
full of labs and strange smells. But many parents, especially 
of science majors, are interested in seeing exactly what being 
a biology, chemistry, or physics major means. If Olin Hall 
was open and lab experiments were being performed, they 
would have that chance. 

Last fall, the Scout suggested that more events such as the 
Engineering Open House held during Dads’ Day be offered. 
Again, we suggest that this idea is worthy of consideration by 
the university. 

Innovation good 

Pre-registration is to be a reality, but a lot of people are 
expressing serious doubts about its worth. 

BU President Abegg has put the program on a one 
semester trial basis. He said the report was well-planned and 
represented a great deal of work on the part of the 
committee that devised it, yet admitted he was concerned 
whether deadlines can be met and how students and faculty 
will respond to the new procedure. 

The student representative on the committee said he 
thought it was the best possible way of pre-registering, but 
admitted at a student meeting that he would prefer to keep 
registration as it is presently. 

Even the chairman of the committee said, “I would not 
have voted for it, not because it couldn’t work and not 
because I don’t think it’s a good procedure, but simply 
because I don’t see for a university this size and given the 
registration procedure we have now, that it’s a necessity.” 

What stands out, however, when talking witti these people, 
is their willingness to try the process and their belief that the 
approved procedure is the best one possible for Bradley. 

As Abegg said, “The only way we’ll know is to try and 
see how it works.” 

While changes are not always for the better, a willingness 
to experiment is important for any school faced with rising 
costs and declining enrollments. 

The Scout commends the committee that devised the 
procedure for its careful, serious study and the University 
Senate and the administration for its willingness to try out a 
new program. 

And it urges all those who will come in contact with it 
particularly students, to make the fullest use of the 
procedure.

Haussler Hall construction continuing ‘on schedule’

Construction on Haussler Hall 
is “just about on schedule right 
now” said Superintendent of 
Buildings and Grounds William 
Wise.

The fund drive, organized in 
1968, was completed by 1972, 
when planning for the building 
was begun, Erickson said.

the Commercial National Bank, 
with a $125,000 contribution, 
were the two largest contributors, 
he added.

To hear Bradley baseball player 
Rick Buckner tell it, the fact that 
he’s challenging Bradley’s 
single-season record for runs 
batted in is mainly due to 
circumstances beyond his control. 

Buckner, a senior from Decatur 
Eisenhower, is only 11 RBI’s from 
breaking a record of 38 set by 
Bob Koeppel in 1971, with at 
least 12 games remaining on this 
year’s schedule. 

A year ago, Buckner was often 
used as a designated runner, 
making him an unlikely prospect 
to break any hitting records. This 
season, Buckner is Bradley’s 
starting rightfielder, after three 
seasons in the infield, and number 
five hitter in the batting order. It 
is a combination of those two 
factors, Buckner feels, that have 
helped make him a plus.300 hitter 
and a potential record-breaker. 

“I’ve got guys like Diessel, 
(third baseman Dave Diesselhorst), 
who’s hitting almost .400, 
Wilcoxen (first baseman Dane), 
“Nick” Carter and Klobucher 
(shortstop Dave) hitting in front 
of me. One of them is likely to be 
on third when I come up, and you 
can hit them in with a fly ball 
from there,” explains Buckner. 

The 5-9, 155-pound speedster 
also credits some of his increased 
hitting prowess to a position 
switch made by head coach Chuck 
Buescher. Buescher’s brainstorm 
was to simply have Diesselhorst 
and Buckner trade positions, a 


change that seems to agree with 
both players’ batting averages. 

“As of right now, I feel it (the 
switch) has helped my game. I feel 
confident that if a fly ball comes 
out there, I’ve got time to get it. 
In the infield, you have to worry 
about baserunners, fielding bunts 
and game situations. In the 
outfield, there’s not so much to 
worry about. You can be thinking 
about hitting more.” 

In high school, Buckner came 
up to the varsity baseball squad as 
second baseman in his sophomore 
year, was moved to third base in 
his junior year, and would up his 
career at Eisenhower as a 
shortstop. 

Even though “Buck” is a 
relative newcomer to the 
outfield, he’s hardly been a 
detriment to the Braves’ defense. 
Blessed with good speed and a 
strong arm, Buckner has thrown 


out at least two runners at the 
plate and made a game-saving 
catch in a game at St. Louis early 
in the season. 


Buckner is also hoping to get a 
shot playing professional baseball, 
but not before he takes care of 
some unfinished business. 

“College has had some ups and 
downs, but I don’t really regret 
coming to college. To get a 
half-decent job, you need a 
college degree,” emphasized 
Buckner. 


And as far as baseball goes, 
“The only thing I can do now is 
hopefully go better in the second 
half of the season. Right now, 
we’re just looking to win 20 
games and do well in the 
conference tournament,” added 
Buckner, who promptly went out 
and got three hits to help move 
his team nearer that 20-win goal.

Members of the class of 1974 remember 
when the 15-0 freshmen team packed 
Robertson Field House in 1971 and by the 
time the varsity game started, the place was 
only half full. The days of the Bradley 
preliminary game are apparently over with 
the April 17 decision calling an end to the 
junior varsity program for at least 1974-75. 

The decision to end junior varsity 
basketball was a joint one, made by athletic 
director Chuck Orsborn and head 
basketball coach Joe Stowell.

An important figure who will be 
eliminated with the ridding of the jayvee 
program will be the walk-on basketball 
player, although it is already becoming a 
rare commodity. 

Orsborn pointed out that it has been a 
long time (1962) since a walk-on became a 
starter at Bradley, but Stowell said that the 
walk-on still have chance to play 
basketball. “We won’t overlook anyone.” 

Currently, no change is expected in the 

8 p.m. starting time for varsity games. 
There will, in all probability be preliminary 
games next season, with Illinois Central 
College basketball, girl’s basketball, high 
school and grade school games under 
consideration. 

The dropping of the junior varsity 
program is not new in the NCAA, with 
noted basketball powers Indiana and Notre 
Dame being the most prominent 
institutions without jayvee basketball. 
Missouri Valley Conference foes North 
Texas State and Wichita State have also 
dropped basketball on the junior varsity 
level.. .

Bouncing back from a 
horrendous showing in the 
weekend series against Western 
Illinois, the Bradley baseball team 
bombed North Central College 
10-2 to move its record to 13-12. 

“It wasn’t a good day for 
baseball,” coach Chuck Buescher 
said about the windy, 40-degree 
weather, “but it was sure good to 
win again.” 

The Braves were blasted three 
straight games by Western, losing 
13-3 Friday and 9-5 and 14-3 in 
Saturday’s twinbill.” 

“We played very poorly in 
every phase of defense against 
Western,” said Buescher. “We 
made errors, our pitching was bad, 
and they stole far too many

bases.” 

Bradley committed 12 errors in 
three games and the 
Leathernecks stole 23 bases, 
including 12 in the second game 
Saturday. 

‘The base stealing was caused 
by a combination of their speed, 
our pitchers’ inability to hold 
them close, and our catchers’ poor 
throwing,” said Buescher. 

“It was only one bad weekend 
out of the season, but it really 
hurt us.

Four organizations were 
granted more money and two 
others lost all or part of their 
funding after the Student 
Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) heard 
appeals Monday. 

Of the 11 appeals heard, seven 
organizations, five of which were 
not scheduled to be funded for 
next year, received no additional 
funds. 

The two organizations whose 
allotments were reduced did not 
appeal their original allotments. 

The Coffee Ground Inn, which 
was given $1,600, had its 
allotment revoked until a 
comprehensive plan of operation 
is presented to the committee, 
according to SABRC chairman 
Kevin Tilton. Tilton said he had 
learned the organizers of the 
coffee house had not presented a 
complete financial picture to the 
committee, violating one of the 
committee requirements. 

“When they provide this 
information,” Tilton said, “they 
will be given another hearing.” 

The committee also reduced 
the allotment of the Presidents’ 
Council for Fraternal Affairs 
(PCFA) from $1,000 to $600. 
Tilton said the projects that were 
to have been funded by the $400 
(a rush booklet and clerical help 
for the Greek workshop) did not 
meet the criteria established by 
the committee. He added that 
PCFA would be allowed to appeal

The four organizations who 
received additional funding as a 
result of appeals are Student 
Center Board (SCB), the Scout , 
the Bradley Review , and the 
Student Supreme Court. 

Student Center Board will 


receive $17,771 next year, an 
increase of $1,825 over the 
original allotment of $15,946. 
Tilton said the request was 
originally cut in the area of 
money for attending conventions. 
The funding for this purpose was 
reinstated after representatives of

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Senate officer to study parking, ticketing 


Senate’s ad hoc commitee on 
parking will be “gathering 
information rather than 
conducting an investigation,” 
according to Steve Wittenborn, 
committee chairman. 

All-school Secretary 
Wittenborn will conduct the 
parking study as a one man 
committee. The committee was 
formed at the April 22 Student 
Senate meeting. 

He said he plans to assemble a 
report that will determine the 
exact number of campus parking 
spaces and who they are 
designated for, outline current 
parking regulations and ticketing 
procedures, and contain a survey 
to determine space availability at 
different times in the day. 

“Since it is a report; there may 
not even be any recommenda¬ 
tions made,” Wittenborn said. 

He added parking was 
investigated by Senate in 1968 
and 1970. 

“I’m not setting myself any 
deadline; too many groups do 
then rush to finish on time,” 
Wittenborn said. ‘The study, 
however, is not going to be a long 
term project.” 

Wittenborn met yesterday with 
the Security Advisory 
Committee—a group of seven 
administrators, four students, and 
one faculty member—to discuss 
the report. 

Director of Security David 
Baer, who is chairman of the 


advisory committee, said he was 
surprised parking was being 
investigated by Senate because it 
had been investigated twice in the 
past few years. 

“I think the biggest problem is 
that students and faculty are used 
to having parking very convenient 
to their academic areas and some 
become upset at a slight 
inconvenience,” Baer said. 

He said the construction of 
Haussler Hall on the west end of 
campus has resulted in the loss of 
about 140 parking spaces making 
parking more difficult recently. 
Concrete bumpers were installed 
in the parking lot behind Duryea 
Hall on the recommendation of 
the advisory committee, making 
about 15 more spaces available, 
according to Baer. 

‘The way it was before, the 
space was not used to its fullest 
potential,” he explained. “Now all 
the cars are lined up more orderly, 
increasing parking.” 

He added, “Slowly, I’m trying 
to turn the Duryea lot into the 
visitors’ lot for the whole 
campus.” 

About 10 more spaces for 
student parking were created by 
rearranging some zoning during 
the summer, Baer added. 

A committee recommendation 
to implement diagonal parking on 
both sides of the two one-way 
lanes on Elmwood Avenue was 
rejected because not enough room 
was left for a fire corridor, Baer 


said. 

Baer said ticketing of cars 
parked without permit stickers is 
not done on nights of basketball 
games, concerts, and when special 
events are held on campus unless 
cars obstruct traffic or cause a 
safety hazard. 

He said that a regulation 
contained in the Student Activity 
Handbook and a parking 
regulation sheet given to persons 
buying permits makes such 
periods of non-ticketing legal. The 
regulation states: “During certain 
athletic and all school events, and 


at any such time as the university 
may deem it necessary, it may 
restrict the use of certain parking 
lots on the university campus.” 

“In a way, you’re buying a 
hunting license for the right to 
park on campus,” Baer said. The 
university does not guarantee 
parking will always be available, 
he added, and a regulation in the 
Student Activity Handbook and 
parking regulations sheet states: 
‘The responsibility of finding 
legal parking spaces rests with 
the motor vehicle operator.” 

Baer estimated between 


15-20,000 persons visit campus 
each month when the regular 
academic school year is in session 
and “on the whole, I don’t think; 
it’s much of a problem when yoii 
consider how many people are 
visiting this campus.” 

Some of the events that draw 
large numbers of visitors to 
campus, Baer said, are Field 
House events, banquets, meetings 
various types of tournaments 
parents’ days, lectures, admissions 
prospects, dances, Greek events, 
and special events such as last 
week’s Pike Hike. 


Business test results above normal

About 155 graduating business 
majors who took the 
Undergraduate Program 
Examination in Business last 
month scored an average of 470, 
which is 40 points above the 
national norm, according to Dr. 
Thomas A. Bausch, dean of the 
College of Business 
Administration. 

The scoring was done similar to 
that used for Scholastic Aptitude 
Tests (SAT). The national norm is 
based on a sample of 14,000 
students from 211 institutions. 

The test, which covers the 
basic areas of accounting, 
economics, business, and 
marketing, was given March 28 


and 29. Although all senior 
business majors were required to 
take the test, the scores will not 
affect the students’ grades or be 
recorded on the students’ records. 

‘The results of this test are 
entirely confidential and will not 
be kept on a permanent file. They 
will be used for 
evaluation purposes only,” Bausch 
said. 

The results also showed that 
majors in the areas of accounting, 
management, and marketing 
scored on the average higher than 
the national average for each of 
these areas. Bausch explained that 
while Bradley’s College of 
Business attracts above average 
students, the results of the test

showed that the students remain 
above average when theyj 
graduate. 

Although it takes time to' 
evaluate the results of the tes 
Bausch said he will be able t 
determine two things: “First o 
all, we’ll find out if our kids are 
cheating or getting the educatior 
they’re paying for. Also when the 
scores are broken down, the 
differences in the particular scores 
will show where improvement is 
needed.” 

Bausch said any student 
wishing to know the results of his 
test may go to the office of the» 
dean of the College of Business 
Administration.

For now, there are only memories - to relive the small 
triumphs and tragedies. 

And as we are most certainly very happy to be oi) our 
way, make no mistake, we are sad at the same time. 
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On occasion during the year, I have 
talked with a few self-confessed apathetic 
students. They don’t trouble me with 
elaborate excuses of how they are too busy 
with their own immediate personal 
concerns to do anything that is 
extra-curricular. 

They freely admit that required school 
work, partying, breakfast, lunch, and 
dinner are their most pressing concerns. 

But these self-confessed apathetic 
students tell me that they weren’t always 
uninvolved and unconcerned -- they are the 
freshman senators of three and four years 
3go. They have only one word to describe 
their experience as involved, active 
students. 

Frustration. 

In the beginning, they had visions of 
being catalysts for change, but found the 
truth of the old maxim “the more things 
change, the more they stay the same.” It 
seemed the only thing that happened was 
the passing of time. 

I have a degree of sympathy for this 
point of view, however, I still have faith 
that changes, which are improvements, are 
inevitable. 

So, for the idealist and cynic alike, I 
present these few areas that, after one year 
as Scout editor, I think are worthy of 
change: 

-Quick! Tell me everything you know 
about the Board of Trustees ... for the 
average student, this exercise won’t take 
longer than 10 seconds. 

The board is the most powerful group 
on campus, yet one of the most 
anonymous. Almost every major 
undertaking and decision of the university 
needs approval of the board. 

But unfortunately, to the students, the 
trustees are nameless, faceless persons out 
of touch with the campus. You have to go 
back three years to find the last time a 
board member spoke to students here. 

Why? Maybe it’s because students never 
asked them. An attempt should be made to 
open some two-way communication 
between students and the trustees - 
perhaps next year a student group could 
invite a few board members to an open 
forum. 

—Do you listen to WCBU, the campus 
radio station? Do you like rock music? Are 
you an owl? 

You have to be an owl if you’re going to 
listen to rock music on WCBU - rock hours 
are 11:30 p.m. - 4 a.m. During more 
conventional hours, the station plays 


classical music and is the only Peoria FM 
broadcaster to do so. 

It is a great idea to serve this 
community’s needs in the area of classical 
music - but shoving rock music back to the 
late hours of the night and wee hours of 
the morning is a mistake. The station is 
staffed by student disc jockeys and rock 
music is the favorite of college students. 

So why can’t a radio station freed from 
the demands of commercial advertising be a 
little more flexible and imaginative in its 
format? Why do you have to be an owl to 
listen to rock music on WCBU? 

-Why aren’t students given a formal, 
institutionalized input into tenure decisions 
for faculty in their departments? In their 
own major fields, upperclassmen are 
knowledgeable enough to make competent 
decisions. 

And why not let those who are being 
taught have a say in who will be granted 
tenure. It would only make sense. 

As it stands now, permitting any kind of 
student input into tenure decisions is up to 
a department head. 

-Nobody ever seems to be happy with 
the way the Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee (SABRC) doles out the 
student funds it is charged with. But then it 
usually boils down to the fact you can cut 
a cake in only so many pieces. 

What is really disturbing is the conflict 
of interest that is in SABRC’s structure. 
The committee is chaired by the all-school 
treasurer (who is a non-voting member) and 
of the seven voting members, two positions 
are reserved for senators.

The conflict is that Senate is one of the 
organizations funded by SABRC. So if you 
were a senator on SABRC, would you cut 
your own throat? 

And because SABRC distributes student 
funds, why not open up the closed 
hearings? So much controversy surrounds 
the committee’s allocations - maybe some 
public explanations are in order. 

Most everybody connected with SABRC 
recognizes the conflict of interest and 
seems to be in favor of changing the 
committee’s structure. It only seems to be 
a matter of following through on some new 
ideas. 

There are a few areas I thought could 
use some improvements . .. and there are a 
lot of ways of going about it. All that is 
really needed is that people recognize that 
a change would be an improvement.

money, controller Robert Keating 
has added a clause to this year’s 
agreement which is signed by 
every student participating in the 
program at registration. 

It states: “Delinquent 
payments subject classes and meal 
tickets to cancellation. Students 
are liable for all collection costs 
incurred.” 

Tilton said that this policy is 
too severe. “It hits the student 
who can least afford it. It also 
places the student in double 
jeopardy. He not only must come 
up with his tuition payment, but 
must also buy his meals while he 
is missing the meals he has already 
paid for in the cafeteria.” 

According to the committee 
report, Keating sees no other 
workable alternative. “It is the 
student’s responsibility to meet 
the payment deadlines.” 

Tilton said he thinks the 
program is not properly explained 
at registration. “By the time a 
student reaches the fees room he 
is tired and in some cases 
disgusted, and does not realize the 
terms of the agreement,” Tilton 
said. 

Under the present system, if a 
student loses his receipt, he will 
receive no other reminder of the 
payment dates. Tilton’s 
committee suggested to Keating 
that reminders go out to the 
people involved in the program a 
week before the money is due.

A motion to amend Bradley’s 
Student Senate Constitution by 
eliminating the four class 
president seats was unanimously 
passed in Monday’s Student 
Senate meeting.

from five senators to four. 

A similar prooposal was 
defeated at the April 15 Senate 
meeting when the elimination of 
one class seat was included in the 
motion. 

In further Senate action, a 
statutory amendment that would 
have reduced the number of 
allowed absences for senators 
from 8 to 4 was defeated.

SCB explained that concerts, 
lectures, and jams are booked at 
these conventions. 

The Scout's allotment was 
increased $1,200 from $6,275 to 
$7,475. The additional funds are 
budgeted for business staff s 
salaries, which received a large cut 
in the original budget request. 

The Bradley Review , a literary 
magazine, will receive a budget of 
$550 for next year. Bradley 
Review was not funded in the 
original SABRC budget decision, 
but the decision was overturned 
with the stipulation that the 
magazine be self-supporting after 
the first year. 

The Student Supreme Court 
received a $200 increase, to bring 
its allotment to $900. Added to 
next year’s budget is a $ 100 salary 
for both the chief prosecuting and 
chief defense attorneys. 

No change was made in the 
funding decision for the Amiga , 
Lecture Arts, Wrestling, Hockey, 
Associated Women Students 
(AWS), Panhellenic Council, and 
Women’s Athletic Association 
(WAA). 

Tilton said SABRC does not 
think intercollegiate athletics such 
as Wrestling, Hockey, and WAA

“I think it is totally lacking of 
this body that a senator be 
allowed to miss eight meetings or 
two months of Senate before 
being kicked off,” All-school 
President Phil Pritzker said.

Another proposed 
constitutional amendment “to 
establish an interim period of one 
week between the announcement 
of a vacancy in Senate and the 
subsequent appointment to that 
vacancy” was also defeated.

The play adds just the right 
touch to top off a fun evening.

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Audience enjoys different concert scene 

From Broadway to Africa: pianists play for everyone

It wasn’t a typical Bradley 
concert scene Saturday night in 
Robertson Memorial Field House. 
The air was clear, without the 
hazy clouds of smoke usually 
visible; the smells of various 
perfumes replaced other odors 
often discernible. It was a sedate 
crowd who came to be 
entertained by the piano duo, 
Ferrante and Teicher-and they 
were. 

Ferrante and Teicher had 
something for everyone, including 
tunes from Broadway shows, 
musicals, opera, and a 
composition of their own called 
“African Echos.” 

Spotlighted against a red

Ferrante and Teicher didn’t 
keep their serious tone for long, 
however, and interspersed jokes 
and pantomines throughout their 
show. Some felt that the duo 
should have stuck to their 
music—which few can compete 
with—and skipped the jokes. 
However, the majority of the 
older, Moms’ Day audience to 
whom they were playing enjoyed 


the “other” side of Ferrante and 
Teicher. 

The duo showed another side 
during a number called “African 
Echos” in which, through 
tightening of strings and various 
other mechanical devices, the 
team played to an audience lost in 
the jungle and surrounded by 
“lions, tigers, monkeys, and 
chickens!” 

The audience was pleased with 
nearly everything Ferrante and 
Teicher did and called them back 
for a number of encores. It wasn’t 
like the encore requests that the 
Field House usually hears (foot 
stamping, yelling, etc.), but the 


team did return. As one of the 
duo said, “We were going to come 
back anyway.” 

One of their encores included 
“Colonel Bogey’s March, during 
which the team had the audience 
whistling and marching along, to 
the enjoyment of everyone. 

For the Final encore, Ferrante 
and Teicher played what everyone 
had been waiting for—“Exodus.” 
And it was great, as was all their 
music that night. No one can 
compete with the precision and 
style of these two men and the 
audience was aware of it that 
night.

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Abegg announces deficit, discusses finances

The university will finish the 
1973-74 fiscal year with an 
anticipated deficit of 
approximately $400,000, 
)rding to Bradley President 
kin G. Abegg. However, Abegg 
led that if the method of 
dng faculty contracts had not 
in changed at the beginning of 
year, the university would 
/e finished some $250,000 in 
black. 

Under the old system, an 
istructor was paid for five-sixths 
If the current year, plus one-sixth 
If the previous. But the 1973-74 
pudget had to carry the total new 
mtract, plus one-sixth of the 
bid, Abegg said, because of a 
Change in the length of faculty 
, contracts. 

‘Despite that fact,” he said, 
I “we have been able to overcome 
[most of that deficit this year and 
the balance we will be able to 
cover with unallocated reserves so 
we can go into the next budget 


year in the black.” 

Abegg said much of the deficit 
that had been projected at the 
beginning of year was made up by 
effecting various economies, such 
as not filling vacated positions and 
making cuts in plant operations 
and in the academic area. 

The budget for next year 
includes an anticipated deficit, 
abegg said, adding that the biggest 
factors in next year’s budget are 
the final enrollment figures and 
the success of the development 
program in bringing in additional 
funds. 

He said that this year and next 
are fitting pretty well into the 
five-year plan outlined a year ago, 
but said the plan was based on a 
leveling off of. enrollment at 
approximately 4,000 full-time 
students. 

No further faculty cuts are 
contemplated for the 1975-76 
year, according to Abegg. “We 
hope we can handle any necessary 
reductions through normal

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GOP senate candidate speaks 
on campus to partisan crowd

George M. Burditt, Republican 
candidate for U.S. senator in 
Illinois, held a “get acquainted” 
meeting with some 50 
townspeople and about a dozen 
students from Illinois State, 
Illinois Central College, Illinois 
Wesleyan, and Bradley in the 
Student Center April 25. 

The GOP candidate will face 
incumbent Adlai Stevenson ID in 
the November election. 

After giving a brief informal 
talk, Burditt devoted most of his 
time to fielding questions and 
advice from Peoria Republican 
notables including recent primary 
rivals Hudson Sours and Prescott 
Bloom. 

On the Watergate issue, Burditt 
called for “a total disclosure from 
both sides—fast ... because we 
need to restore the people’s 


confidence in government.” 

Burditt warned his audience 
not to take political credibility 
lightly saying, “If people cop out 
on government, it isn’t going to 
work.” 

When asked what he would do, 
if elected, to end the Watergate 
controversy, former four-term 
state legislator from LaGrange 
said, “There is no easy answer... 
You can’t legislate ethics.” 

Burditt branded President 
Nixon’s wage and price controls as 
“totally ineffective.” He called for 
a return to the law of supply and 
demand, and natural controls 
created by private competition. 

His prescription to boost a 
sagging economy is “the less 
government (involvement), the 
better.” 

On the issue of equal rights for 
women, the Harvard Law School 


graduate said, “The Equal Rights 
Amendment (ERA) is not going 
to change the world.” He said he 
was not opposed to the measure 
but thought it was an 
inappropriate item of legislative 
debate. 

Burditt recalled his days in the 
state legislature at the time the 
ERA bill came of the floor. 

“When the debate started, I 
left for my office just off the 
floor, turned on the intercom, and 
tended to other business until the 
debate ended,” he said. “Then I 
returned to the floor and voted 
for the amendment.”

The newest members of the Bradley 
basketball family take differing looks at 
their chances of playing next season on the 
Hilltop. 

Bobby Humbles, the sharpshooter from 
Peoria Manual, is unsure of his position on 
the squad. “I can’t say whether or not I 
will play next year. I know I have to work 
on my defense.” 

At 6-0, Humbles is built along the same 
lines as Bradley sophomore standout Jim 
Caruthers. “I think I will be used primarily 
as a shooting guard,” Humbles said of his 
status at Bradley. 

Washington’s Gary Church, Bradley’s 
second recruit of the year, had this to say 
about his chances at Bradley. “I will, of 
course, shoot to play. Coach Stowell is 
somewhat like coach Westendorf 
(Washington’s head basketball mentor) in 
the style he plays, and I’m used to that.” 

Stowell had praise for both of his prize 
new additions. “Right now, both of them 
are on the 12-man varsity roster. We will 
not exclude anyone this season. We are 
looking for the freshmen on the squad next 
year to make a contribution. We need help 
in replacing the seven seniors we lose, and 
this help could come from the new 
recruits.” 

Stowell also added that both Humbles 
and Church are “Bradley’s kind of players, 
both of them play hard and work hard, we 
find room for those kinds of players.” 

Humbles, honorable mention on the 
Associated Press 1974 All-State team, 
limited his choices down to three before 
choosing Bradley. 

LSU-New Orleans, Kansas, and Bradley 
were Humbles’ final choices. “I picked 
Bradley because it was close to home and 
they played a major college schedule. I saw 


them play a couple of times.” 

Humbles had no help in picking h.s 
school. “Everyone kept telling me the 
decision was mine and mine alone,” 
Humbles said. 

Church, who never made a formal visit 
to the Bradley campus, limited his choices 
down to Augustana, Illinois Wesleyan, and 
Bradley before making his decision late last 
week. 

“I wanted to go to a place where they 
played a major college schedule. I thought 
my chances of playing at Bradley were 
pretty good. Plus I went to some games and 
the turn out was good at the games.” 

In addition to his performance on the 
hard court, Humbles is one of the premier 
long jumpers and triple jumpers in the 
state, but he has no plans to continue in 
this dual-capacity at Bradley. Humbles feels 
he is not capable to compete in both sports 
on the college level. 

Stowell has no opinion either way. “I 
don’t care if he sticks with track or not. I 
just know that he will play basketball ...” 

Still showing interest in Bradley is the 
6-2 Danville guard Eddie Crowder, who 
met with Stowell earlier in the week. 

Another recruiting trip took Stowell to 
Eldorado and a conversation with Dennis 
Smith, a 6-4 forward, who kept Eldorado 
on top of the Associated Press small school 
poll throughout the season before they 
were knocked out of the state tournament 
in the regionals. 

The Missouri Valley named its 12-man 
basketball squad which will compete in 
Brazil this summer. Joe Stowell and 
Wichita State’s Harry Miller will coach the 
team, and performing on the squad will be 
Bradley’s Jim Caruthers and Tom Les, with 
Mike Davis serving as an alternate.

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From the Bench

4 Having spent a large portion of my athletic 
career seated on the hardwood, it is from that 
perspective this column originates. ” 

That’s how this corner began, seemingly eons 
ago. 

But now, as the days grow longer and time at 
Bradley becomes short, looking back over four 
years on the Hilltop is my contribution to the 
nostalgia craze. 

Memories of the freshman year seem most 
clear. Perhaps because we were all wide-eyed and 
impressed with much of what we saw on a real 
college campus. 

Early lessons in intercollegiate athletics were 
mostly fun: 

The soccer team went 8-0, kicking the 
University of Illinois to death in the finale. 

The football team even won a game. Though we 
didn’t know it then, the 34-20 decision over 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee was to be the last entry in 
the win column. 

The start of a basketball season. The crowd 
in the Field House erupted in enthusiasm when A1 
Smith appeared on the court after spending time 
in the service. Even though most of us newcomers 
hadn’t experienced what it was like during his 
absence, the appreciation was contagious and the 
ovation heart-warming, like precious few other 
moments have been. 

There was the second-half tipoff in Chicago 
Stadium when 5-4 Frank Sylvester jumped against 
Jacksonville’s 7-2 Artis Gilmore. And Frank wasn’t 
the Son of Flubber. He didn’t get the tip either. 

The day of December 16, 1970 was rainy and 
cold. Appropriately so, it seemed, for the 
unpleasant announcement that Bradley football 
had been put out of its misery. No longer would 
the empty stands and lop-sided losses be a part of 
the athletic scene here. 

The Field House crowd went crazy again with 
jubilation after a special victory. Notre Dame’s 
freshman squad had been shelled 105-79 and 
Bradley’s yearlings completed their schedule 15-0. 
The basketball future was somewhat secure. 


Baseball player Bob Koeppel had a super 
spring. His selection to the All-America team made 
him the only BU athlete in our four years to be so 
recognized. Koeppel’s records are now being 
assaulted by his former freshman teammate Rick 
Buckner, but the mark of 1.46 RBIs per game, 
which led the nation, seems safe. 

During that sophomore year, the biggest 
highlight may have been the overtime basketball 
win against Minnesota. Nobody expected such a 
favorable outcome and the Golden Gophers 
tarnished in the face of an overwhelmingly 
enthusiastic cheering section. 

Leo Schrall retired as baseball coach after 24 
years of fighting the Peoria monsoon seasons. The 
Braves finished second to Tulsa in Missouri Valley 
play and came within two runs of taking the 
crown for a farewell gift. 

Last year the basketball trip to UCLA was like 
challenging God. The verdict was almost as 
decisive. 

Thirteen more losses were incurred that winter 
and a losing record, the first in 17 years, was the 
unpalatable result. 

The Valley changed. New Mexico State and 
West Texas State increased its southwestern 
membership and Memphis State left for greener 
football pastures. 

Now St. Louis is on the verge of dropping out, 
will probably do so, and Bradley will be the only 
non-football school in the league - an unattractive 
existence. 

The spirit of this, the final year of four, 
surfaced early at the first BU athletic stag. It 
peaked with the demolition of Harv Schmidt’s 
Illini. 

Such spirit lasted even through Louisville’s 
quick lead here and the ensuing tie when Jim 
Caruthers sank his memorable jump shot from the 
corner. But bubbles that harbor championship 
hopes sometimes burst, as did this one. 

And so it ends: 

Having spent a large portion of my college 
career seated in front of a typewriter, it is from 
that perspective I choose to remember Bradley. 


20-win season within baseball’s grasp 


With his sights set on the first 
20-win baseball season since 1956, 
Bradley coach Chuck Buescher 
takes his troops into action this 
afternoon at the SIU-Edwardsville 
baseball tournament.
